CDC: Each Cigarette Steals Seven Minutes From A Smoker's Life 



ATLANTA (AP) - Every ciga- 
rette steals seven minutes of a smoker' s 
life - adding up to a staggering 5 
million years of potential life that 
Americans lose to cigarettes each year, 
government doctors reported Thurs- 
day. 

"It's quite shocking," said Dr. 
Michael Eriksen of the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

"All of us have loved ones that 
smoke and are patient and understand- 
ing and want them to quit. But realiz- 
ing that is time being taken away from 
their life with you puts a new urgency 
on it." 

The CDC counted 418,690 U.S. 
deaths in 1990 that were directly at- 
u-ibuted to cigarette smoking, not 
counting cigars, pipes and .smokeless 
tobacco. That amounted to 20 percent 
of all deaths in the United States that 
year, Eriksen said. 

And those premature deaths added 
up to 5.04 million years of life that 
cigarettes stole from American.s in 
1990 alone, tlie CIX" concluded. 

The Tobacco Institute declined lo 
comment. "We don't have alternative 
demographics or alteniative surveys 
to compare" with the CDC's number, 
said FhtMnas Lauria, a spokesmiui for 
the Washington, D.C. -based industry 
lobby. 

The CIX" compiu-ed the average 
number of cigarettes those dead smok - 



ers had puffed with the number of 
years they lost. It found that every 
minute spent smoking took a minute 
from a person's life. The average 
smoker lakes about 7 minutes to fmish 
a cigarette. 

"It's a devastating report," said Dr. 
AlfredMunzer, president of the Ameri- 
can Lung Association. "It's a very 
clear and graphic illustration to people 
thai every time they light up they 
shorten their lives." 

Americans' life expectancy from 
birth is 74 years for men and 78 for 
women, but it ri.ses wiU) age. The 
CDC calculated smokers* years of life 
lost individually according lo how 
much longer someone their age could 
be expected to live. 

There are about 46 million smok- 
ers in ihe United Stales, and 44 mil- 
lion former .smokers. The number of 
smokers has declined steadily since 
1964, and the nation is now starting to 
see a drop in smoking-related deaths, 
the CIX s;ud. 

rho.sc deaiiis dropped 3,6 percent 
between 1988 and 19%. I'hal decline 
is due mosUy to a 10.4 percent drop in 
cardiovascular deaths, from less smok- 
ing as well as medical improvements 
during those two years, the CFK" said. 

Deaths from lung cancer incTeased 
by 4,4 percent during that lime, and 
those from other chronic pulmonary 
disea,ses iire up 4.8 percent. These

lung diseases crop up many years al- 
ter someone starts smoking. 

"It's never loo late lo quit, but die 
flip side of that is ihe earlier you quit 
the better," Eiriksen said. 

The CDC fears declines in smok- 
ing deaths won't continue because an 
estimated 3 million teen-agers smoke. 
They're especially at risk for .smok- 
ing-related diseases becau.se they start- 
ing smoking so early.

On Friday and Saturday, Septem- 
ber 10 and 11, Longwood will host an 
authentic Native American Pow Wow. 

The festival is open to the public. It 
will feature traditional singing and 
dancing of several Native American 
tribes. Ray Little Turtle, a Cherokee 
from North Carolin.'i, will be master of 
ceremonies. 

Head Man Dancer is O.L. Durham 
(Blue Eagle), of Lynchburg. His wife, 
Carole, is Head Lady Dancer. The 
Color Guard of the Native American 
Warrior Society will perform, and 
Young Elk will be guest drum. 

The performances will be on Her 
Field, beginning widi the Grand En- 
try, Intertribal Dancing, and Fancy 
Dancing at 7 o'clock Friday evening. 
The Pow Wow will continue on Satur- 
day widi a crafts contest at 1 1 a.m., a 
performance at 1 p.m., and the final 
performance featuring specially 
dances at 7 p.m. 

A lodge village will be set up on 
Barlow Field Native American ven- 
dors will offer an, cndts, lood, cloUi- 
ing, books, pamphlets, and audio and 
video cassettes. 

According lo Blue Eagle die Pow 
Wows were originally spiritual activi- 
ties. Caucasians, such as Custer, 
thought die Native American dances 
were an omen of deadi and destruc- 
tion, especially the ghost dance. 

Although die dancing might have 
changed because of Uiis disapproval, 
the traditions of the Native Americans 
survived in a large part because of the 
Pow Wows. 

And while the dancing might have 

. been religious, now it has become a 

means of transferring the culture of 



die Indians from one generation to the 
next, and from one group of people to 
another. 

Etiquelle is a very important factor 
of die Pow Wow. As Blue Eagle 
explained, Uiere are certain courtesies 
dial must be observed. For example, 
at one point during die weekend, die 
public will be allowed to walk among 
die various lodges. Blue Eagle ad- 
vised dial if one of die lodge doors is 
not open, "dien pass it by." 

Anodier factor of etiquette is die 
taking of sull photographs and video 
taping. Before taking a still photo- 
graph, ask first There will be certain 
dances which should not be taped. 
Some ceremonies, such as the pipe 
ceremonies can not be filmed. 

The actual dancing will be held 
widiin a 100 foot circle. Asaccording 
to tradition, the drums will be either 
posiuoned on die outskirts of the circle 
or in die center. 

There will be one lead drum, one 
great drum, and then alt the other 
various drummers. As Blue Eagle 
pointed out, "diere can be many drum- 
mers." 

The various dances will also be 
dancedinapaniculardirecUon. "There 
isareason foreverydiing," Blue Eagle 
explained. If die dancing is Northern, 
dien die dancing wUI be in counter- 
clockwise. ItisoppositefordieSoudi- 
em. 

The grand entry for the Pow Wow, 
according to B lue E^gle, will be "when 
all are lined up. They will enter from 
one direction. They go around once, 
and dien Head Man and Head Lady 
Stan all die dances and pass all danc- 
ers before dancing starts." 

The line up for die Grand Entry is 



as according to the type of dancing or 
rank in the tribe. 

The first in the line-up are the Vet- 
erans, followed by die Chiefs/Elders. 
Then follows die Princesses and then 
the Head Man and Head Lady danc- 
ers. The dancers are lined up «;cord- 
ing to die style of dancing they engage 
in. 

First come die men dancers widi 
die Old Style leading. Then die 
Straight dancers, die Fancy dancers, 
the Grass dancers, and dien the Tradi- 
tional dancers. Following are die 
Women dancers beginning widi die 
Buckskin, die Fancy dancer, die Shaw, 
and dien die Jingle Dress. 

Similar to die dancing, the crafts 
presented will be Nauve American 
and "have a touch of die tradiUon," as 
Blue Eagle said. 

"When people leave, " Blue Eagle 
explained, "diey gain knowledge of 
somediings. Some people are touched 
and can not shake the experience. 
Some people came with open hearts 
and widi open minds, diey leave widi 
dieirprejudices and guilt behind. They 
watch the harmony, diey watch die 
People, and diey hsten to die drum. 
The drum is the heartbeat of die 
People." 

Admission for the entire Pow Wow 
is $4 for adults; $1 for youdi age 8 lo 
18, and free for children under age 8. 

The Native American Pow Wow is 
part of die "Year of die Environment" 
at Longwood and is coordinated by 
Dr. Vera Williams, Dean of Graduate 
andConUnuing Studies, and Dr. James 
W. Jordan, professor of anthropology 
and director of the Archeology Field 
School.

Over the last four years, Allen said, 
tuition has gone up an average of 50 
percent at Virginia's state-supported 
colleges. 

"Virginia's colleges and universi- 
ties are among the finest in the nation, 
but our soaring tuition rates are threat- 
ening to make higher education a 
luxury beyond the means of more and 
more Virginia families," he said. 

His Democratic opponent, Mary 
Sue Terry, also has said she would iry 
to limit tuition increa.ses. She said she 
would meet with college presidents to 
discuss curbing operating costs at their 
schools. 



"We've got to do more wiUi less. 
We can no longer afford to spend 30 
cents of every dollar on administra- 
tive costs," she said Wednesday. 

Allen said tuition rates for Virginia 
colleges and universities not granting 
doctoral degrees are the second high- 
est in the nation. The average cost 
including tuition, room and board iuid 
fees, is $8,100, he .said. 

The former congre.s,sman criticized 
Gov. L. Douglas Wilder for "driving 
up tuition costs to pay for other spend- 
ing priorities." 

Wilder spokesman Glenn 



David.son said ihc colleges t(X>k a re- 
duction in state ;ud, but most cho.sc to 
make up lor it by raising tuition in- 
stead of cutting prognuns, 

"George Allen's critici.sm is mis- 
directed," he said, adding that Wilder 
has propo.sed that colleges be forced 
next year to become more efficient. 

Allen al.so propt),sed increasing tu- 
ition rales for out-of-state students to 
cover their shLuc of new campus build 
ings, rewiutling colleges that reduce 
overhead and encouraging coninui-

The VISA Playoffs have changed 
for the upcoming season. Rather than 
taking the top two teams from each 
division, as was done last year, only 
the Eastern and Western Division 
champs will qualify for die VISA Play- 
offs in 1993.

Report Says Freshmen Lack Basics

In 1992, about 25% of Virginia's 
entering college students needed some 
type of remedial instruction, compared 
with 25% of four-year colleges and 
universities. 

Approximately 1,600 of 6,403 state 
residents who entered a Virginia Col- 
lege needed remedial classes in either 
reading, math, or English. The South- 
ern Regional Education Board (which 
accredits colleges in the South) says 
Virginia's students are classifyable 
compared to other states in the region. 

There are several major reasons 
students cite for taking remedial 
classes: they have not |»ssed high 
school classes required for their ma- 
jors, they fail proficiency exams be- 
fore entering college, or English may 
not be their native language. 

In Virginia, some of the more se- 
lective schools repdtt that they do not 



offer remedial classes. They are The 
College of William and Mary, George 
Mason University, James Madison 
University, Mary Baldwin College, 
Radford University, the University of 
Virginia, Virginia Tech, and Virginia 
Military Institute. Even though 
schools say they do not offer remedial 
classes, they do offer developmental 
programs. The difference is these are 
not credited towards graduation. 

The State Council of Higher lulu- 
cation wants universities and colleges 
to concenunte on higher educaation 
and to give up the remedial classes. 
The council argues that remedial 
classes should be kept in community 
colleges where it is more inexpensive 
to students and would not count for 
graduation requirements. 

Among Virginia schools. Long- 
wood reported some of the lowest 
percentages of students needing re- 



medial classes at 8%. 

Scott Lissner, Longwood's Coor- 
dinator of Academic S upport Services 
and Disability Services, said, "the S. 
A. T. s were not a good prediction of 
who needs developmental skills, be- 
cause they do not specify the skills the 
students are weak in." AtLongwtxxi, 
"every freshman was tested to aid in 
the placing of classes suitable for 
them," .said Lissner. 

Longwood offers three remedial 
math classes this year, including math 
atlevels051,052,andl71. Develop- 
mental English is offered as English 
05 1 . Longwood used to offer a reme- 
dial reading class, but it is not in u.se 
now, due to die lack of need. 

"My impression of this year's 
freshan class is they are stronger than 
in previous years," said Lissner. In 
1992, the rcpt)rt showed 28% of 
Longwood's freshmen needed help in 
diese areas.

Upon entering college for the first 
time or returning to college for an- 
other year, a student may wonder how 
safe the campus is. 

How safe are their belongings or 
themselves? 

To help answer some of the ques- 
tions, a prospective student or return- 
ing student might have on crime and 
safety on the campus, the Longwood 
police offer a brochure that includes 
crime statistics from the previous year, 
as well as tips, rules, information about 
programs, and a basic overview of the 
role of the campus police in safety and 
security. 

The statistics in die brochure were 
compiled from reported offenses Uiat 
occur on all college-owned or leased 
property. They are included on the 
FBI's Uniform Crime Report. 

According to the UCR, our most 
reported crime was theft, including 
sixty reported offenses. There were 
ten assaults and two rapes. These 
statistics probably do not reflect all 
actual offenses, as the crime report 



only reflects reported offenses. 

Towards the end of the year, there 
were problems with automobile van- 
dalism, with two auto thefts. 

As all schools, Longwood had its 
share of liquor and drug violations. 
There were seventeen and nine arrests 
for diese offenses, respectively. 

These statistics do not reflect prop- 
erty damage and vandalism. These 
offenses are reported direcdy to the 
Housing office, or to the REC of the 
building in which the offenses occur. 
The campus police sometimes do not 
even hear of these problems. 

In the third week of this semester, 
incidents of vandalism have already 
occurred in Frazer Hall. 

On September diird, some dme 
after two AM, vandals left somediing 
for the housekeeping staff to clean up 
in the morning. 

When hou.sekeeping came in, Uiey 
found die phrase "Ghetto Boys" spray 
painted in die lobby elevator. On die 
fourth floor, which is now occupied 
by Phi Kappa Tau fraternity, the same 
phrase was written in shaving creme. 



The vandalism was not contained 
to Frazer, however. It spilled over 
into the commons room between 
Frazer and Curry, as well as intoCurry 
Hall itself. 

A can of red paint was spilled in the 
commons room and two floors in Curry 
had die words "ghetto boys" spelled 
out in shaving creme. 

There is an investigation currently 
ongoing, but diose involved in die 
investigation feel diat diere is little 
chance of apprehending the vandals 
unless someone widi information 
about the incident comes forward. 

Michael Hemdon, Residence Edu- 
cation Coordinator (REC) of Frazer, 
explained "reporting vandalism is 
everyone'sresponsibility." The dam- 
age deposits of everyone living in 
Frazer are affected by costs incurred 
as a result of vandalism. Frazer has 
the highest damage costs of any resi- 
dence hall on campus. 

Hemdon went on to say "if some- 
one did want to come forward, their 
anonymity could be protected if diey 
would just slide a note under [my] 
office door."

We often wonder what exactly the problem is with some of the people who (supposedly) 
are attending Longwood College to earn a degree. The main topics of student conversation 
are not usually scholastic. Instead they revolve more around the latest parties and how to 
pass their classes with the minimum amount of effort. 

In an ideal college environment, the paramount goal of a student is to get good grades, 
hold intellectual conversations with other students and professors, and learn for the sheer 
joy of learning. 

Unfortunately, we don't see that happening any time in the near future. 

But this can't be blamed totally on students. Not only are they pre-conditioned for 
mediocrity by the public school system, the environment of Longwood is not one which is 
conducive to striving for scholastic excellence. There needs to be a major shift in the focus 
of college students and college administration, 

Longwood prides itself on the opportunities for involvement, and offers a massive 
amount of support to student organizations. The college administration makes taking an 
active role in campus activities almost more important than achieving a barely acceptable 
grade point average. 

One segment of student extracunicular life, Greek Affairs, has its own position 
supervising their activities. There is another Student Development Educator who deals 
mainly with leadership on campus. And there is always the omnipresent avid interest shown 
by Vice President for Student Affairs Phyllis Mable in every aspect of leadership on campus. 
It is not only administrators who find their auention concentrated on these non- 
scholastic pursuits. Time is taken from already over-burdened faculty and staff members 
who must advise campus organizations (a requirement for every official Longwood 
organization). Many professors (forced to teach over-loaded classes) seem barely able to 
keep up with the massive demands of their course loads as it is. 

But the biggest problem is the tremendous amount of recognition given extra-curricular 
achievement in comparison to the almost neglect of those who excel in the academic arena. 
Yes, both have honors ceremonies, but frankly, which one gets more attention? And yes, 
there are plaques lauding both types of achievements located on campus, but it is sad to note 
that the ones praising activities outside of the classroom are located in a prime traffic are 
(the Lankford Student Union), while those for academics are tucked away in the departmen- 
tal halls, unseen by any but students who happen to be taking a class in that major. 

LongwocxI makes it too easy for those students who are barely making it academically 
by making it just as important, if not more so, for them to be "involved" on campus, and thus 
overshadowing their failures in the classroom. The blanket excuse seems to be, "Sure, little 
Jane only has a C average, but look at all of the leadership positions she holds!" 

The typical Longwood student is handicapped by an inadequate education before 
college, but Longwood doesn't help matters much by focusing so much attention on non- 
scholastic matters. Yes, it is important to be a "well-rounded" individual, but we feel that 
the main goal of any academic environment should be one thing: to teach the student. The 
college administration must stop spending so much time on developing the interaction skills 
of the students (they seem to have that under conu ol on their own), and instead concentrate 
on teaching them the things they need to know to be well-educated.

Harvey 
was die first over 70 to do it in Rich- 
mond. Gloria's encouragement and 
prayers made die HEATbearable; plus 
dw thought of our grandsiMi entering 
Ibe University of Maryland at age 
16 — in advanced calculus.

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Local 'Bike Nerd' Ready For Long Haul

Local resident Pam Woods is a 
graphic artist and assistant to the Di- 
rector of Publications at Hampden- 
Sydney College, as well as being the 
"bike nerd" who inspired the 
fundraising Bicycle Benefit Concert, 
held on September 5 in Wygal Audi- 
torium. 

The fund-raiser proceeds, says 
Woods, put her "over the top" of the 
$3,000 minimum she needed to take 
part in a bicycle uip annually spon- 
sored by the New England based or- 
ganization. Pedal for Power. 

Pedal fcff Power organizes several 
bicycle trips per year to raise money 
for the Bicycle Education and Legal 
Foundation. This is an organization 
that Woods sees as important because 
it promotes bicycle safety in urban 
areas. In addition it organizes bicycle 
police forces, lobbies for cyclists' 
rights, supports bicyclist protection 
from dogs(responsible for many cy- 
clist injuries) and assists in cyclists' 
court cases involving such things as 
right-of-way. 

Last year. Woods found out about 
the Pedal for Power trip through a 
magazine she receives as a member of 
LAW (The League of American 
Wheehnen). The uip runs from Maine 
to Florida and has been taking place 
annually since 1989. 

Woods says the idea of the uip 
excited her, but she thought it might 
not be feasible, given the amount of 
time she would need to be away from 
her life and her job. It was also impor- 
tant for her to consider the large amount 
of money, required to participate. 

When Woods' father and fellow 
cycHst, Jim Kellett, later also became 



interested in the Pedal for Power ride, 
they decided to meet up with that 
year's North-South uip group for three 
days to check it out; mostly to find out 
if they could handle the mileage. 

Woods stated that she and her fa- 
ther rode from Philadelphia to 
Williamsburg through 
"urban areas . . . rolling counu^ysides 
. . . all-day rain . . . [and] head winds." 
They rode about 90 miles each of the 
three days and "since (they] survived" 
the father and daughter decided to 
attempt to raise the money for the 
following year's ride. 

Because it is hard to solicit funds 
from non-cyclist donors foracyclist's 
cau.se. Pedal for Power allows fund- 
raisers to split the proceeds with a less 
specialized, more widely known sis- 
ter charity to attract more donations. 

After careful research Wocxls de- 
cided to raise money for the Farmville 
chapter of Habitat for Humanity, an 
organization she says is stfongly sup- 
ported by her employer, Hampden- 
Sydney College. The encouragement 
of the school has given has been criti- 
cal to her cause, since the trip will 
require her to take a month off from 
work. 

She hoped to have better luck gain- 
ing financial support kx:ally if part of 
the funds were to be spent in the do- 
nors' own community. Woods says 
that this is an "open-hearted commu- 
nity, but times are really hard." 

Woods' father also chose to help 
Habitat for Humanity of Fannville as 
his sister charily. 

In order to raise money she held 
raffies and went dtx)r to d(K)r until her 
neighbor and friend, Teri Kidd. a pub- 
lic schcxil teacher and pianist, came up 
with a "musical concept" using

a map. 

Kidd's idea says Wotxls, was made 
to "sound like a bike trip." This con- 
cept, with the help of Kidd' s husband, 
James Kidd, Hampden-Sydney music 
teacher, pianist, and a colleague of 
Wcxxls, as well as their two children, 
became last Monday's Bicycle Ben- 
efit Concert. 

The concert was the first time in a 
long time that the Kidds had appeared 
in concert. I'hey traced the path of 
Woods and her father' s upcoming mp 
from Maine to Florida by using music 
to represent each area of the coast. 

For instance, Suavinsky was used 
to represent Boston and Francis 
Poulenc for New York, New Jersey, 
and Philadelphia. Urban music was 
played for cities, more popular music 
was played for the Southern states, 
and pieces from the Beethoven Fasto- 
raJ Symphony were used for the rural 
settings. 

Some other selections included 
"TheSpinning Song," which Teri Kidd 
said involved their children; "Bicycle 
Built for Two", and "The (Not Yet 
Greasy) Bicycle Rag" was composed 
by Raphael Atlas of Smith College 
Mas.sachu.setts, who is a former Pedal 
for Power rider. 

Teri Kidd says she "u^ied to depict 
[Pam's] journey through music," be- 
cause Pam W(xxls and her husband 
(Professor William C. Woods of Long- 
wood College), are gotxl friends with 
the Kidd family. 

Woods says the concert became "a 
lighUiearted family event" for the 
Kidds, with even die children, Marian 
and Milan, getting in on the act by 
riding Uicir U"icycles across the stage 
holding signs wiUi city names, and a 



"Dueling Banjos"-style race between 
Teri Kidd on keyboard, and her son 
Milan Kidd on pedals. 

Teri Kidd says that the program 
was about forty minutes long, and that 
she and her family "had a great time." 

Even the rc freshmen ts had a bi- 
cycle motif, and the stage decorations 
included the pair of "weird bikes" that 
Woods and Kellett will ride. 

The bicycles are called recumbent. 
Their six-foot wheel bases and high- 
chjiir-like seats are used to reduce 
upper back stain while cycling. This 
type of bike was inuixluced to Wcxxls 
by her father, and has never been 
ridden on die Pedal for Power ride. 
Their journey will begin in PorUand 
and conclude in Orlando. 

The cyclists will ride for seven 
days suaight to Williamsburg, when 
Woods will be joined by her husband 
for her day off, after what Woods says 
is the longest she and her husband will 
have ever been apart . They will dien 
ride seven more days for anoUier day 
off in Savannah, Georgia followed by 
anoUier seven to Orlando. 

The journey will total over 1600 
miles of 70 to 90-mile days. Woods 
and her father will spend dieir nights 
in motels provided by Pedal for Power. 
Woods says the cyclists will be "fed 
enormously." 

Until her departure, Wtxxls is oc- 
cupying herself not only widi prepar- 
ing for her long-awaited uip, but by 
helping her dad complete his 
fundraising efforts, as he still requires 
S600 to meet the Pedal for Power 
minimum. 

Assuming his minimum is met. 
Woods and her fadier will depart fonn 
PorUand on September 24, and com- 
plete their journey on October 18.

Colleges Have Done Little To Cut Costs 



(AP) - Scaling back FJown sizing. 
Ilallcning rnanjigcmcnt. 

Businesses, government agencies, 
all kinds of bureaucracies, have faced 
up to Uie realities of Kxlay's tough 
economy with massive restructuring 
and chiuiges in the way they operate. 
Dul not Virginia's colleges, 
IX;spiie 30 ycitfs of Uilk and prom- 
ises, m;u>y universities still are doing 
tilings the way tl>ey always have. 

College officials Uuubaste tlie slate 
for cutting their budgets by a fifth, but 
evidence shows they've done lilde U) 
restrain their own appetites for bigger 
stalls and falter programs. 

(iordon K. Davies, dirator of the 
Stale Council of Higher Ixlucalion, 
says the sch(K)ls have let tlie suae and 
the taxpayers down ITie council, a 
C(K)rdinalingagency,advi.ses;uidover- 
sees colleges, but has no regulatory 
power over die boards of visitors that 
govern the sch<K)ls 

llie colleges, I )a vies says, have been 
given mulli-inillions for financial aid 
and approval to level double-digit tu- 
ition increases with Uie proviso Uiat 
tliey !(K»k to stre.unliiie. Instead, tliey 
used tuition hikes to recoup most of 
llicir losses. 

"As far as I a.n ciMiccmed, the gov- 
ernor and the ( ieneral Assembly have 
kept their part of the bargain, but we 
haven't kept ours." 

I'o be sure, tlie sch<x)ls have sub- 
•stanlially cut spending on mainte- 
nance, libnuy purchases and faculty 
travel. But those are stealth cuts, eas- 
ily made, not widely felt, not hotly 
debated. Iliey have skirted fundiuiien- 
Uil changes to: 

I at Administrations: Colleges are 
tying up money in bureaucracies that 
ct)uld be spent on teaching positions, 
'llie University of Virginia has lour 
o|KMuiigs in the ollice of l*rcsident 
John 1 Casleen 111, who in \W2-^n 
\\m\ \(\ ;udcs, assistants, sjx'cial assis- 
tants, secretaries ;uid interns. Ckiv. L. 
Douglas Wilder s;iid: "I run the stale. 
aiKl I don't have as iiumy aides ;uid 
assistants." 

-Academic Bloat: Universities 
have refused to shut down academic 
departnicnLs or degree programs with 
low enrollments, and they ' ve avoided 
trimming academic areas that dupli- 
cate tho.se at nearby sch(H)ls. Instead, 
they're still pushing to expand into 
more esoteric fields. 

— Luxury Services: I'ees continue 
to soiU to pay for a smorgasbord of 
services and activities ranging from a 
ste;ik house at James Madison Uni- 
versity to a conv<Katit>n h:ill yet to be 
built at ()I)U. Students p;iy for these 
perks V'hether tliey want them ox not. 
Sch(H)ls also have failed to curtail 
tinpaUolled faculty research. The stale 
estimates tktt $30 million a year is 
wasted on reseiuch lliat doesn't pass 
muster Some schixils continue to of- 
fer an array of remedial courses -

schcK*ls, they'll say 'Why so?'" 
A review of recent budgets at U. Va., 
James Madison and Virginia Com- 
monwealth universities shows that 
total staffs have grown despite the 
axing of state aid. In every case, staff 
and administrative growth outpiced 
ika of the leaching corps. At VCU 
and U Va., die number of full-time 
faculty jobs actually declined from 
1986 to 1992. 

JMU increased the number of teach- 
ing jobs by 4 percent since 1989, but 
administrative jobs proliferated at 
nearly 1 1 percent. 

In the conununity college system, 
on die other hand, administrators have 
taken a bigger hit than teachers. The 
number of staff positions has been cut 
by 12 percent since 1980, compared 
with 10 percent for faculty. Mean- 
while, eruollment grew by 35 percent, 
compared with 10 percent at lK)th 
U.Va. and VCU and 27 percent at 
JMU. 

"I sometimes think we do have loo 
many administrators," said JMU's 
president, Ronald E. Carrier. "But 
when I l(K)k at it — and I do kx)k at it 
— I sec diese people doing things we 
didn't do before." 

However, Andrew Kohen, a profes- 
sor of economics at James Madison, 
said there's an overflow of midlevel 
adminislrators. "We could get a lot 
more mileage out of them if we got 
them into the classroom ... You gel 
assistant deans and associate deans." 
Administrators, some of whom al- 
ready were pulling down six-figure 
salaries, received raises even during a 
state wage freeze from 1990 to 1992. 
Nearly 1 0,000 — that* s 40 percent — 
of the salary increases granted to state 
workers during the freeze went to uni- 
versity administrators and to thou- 
sands of faculty members. The stale 
allowed r;uses to reward promotions, 
supptiri gender equity and counter 
competitive oilers. 



At U.Va., the provost and law school 
dean, who bodi made more than 
$ 100,000, each got a $25,000 increase. 

Overall, U.Va. handed out $16.5 
million in raises to blue- and white- 
collar employees during the freeze. 
VCU, where rai.ses were smaller and 
more widely spread, gave out $14.6 
million. Virginia Tech spent $4.2 mil- 
lion on rai.ses, William and Mary $2.6 
million and George Ma.son University 
$2.4 million. 

Schools could once afford the luxury 
of expanding. Academic departments 
and degree programs sprouted in the 
last decade as money flowed into uni- 
versities. Now, it's hard to shut them 
down. 

When administrators talk about 
down sizing in academics, they talk 
about die programs they've decided 
not to add. ODU has canceled plans to 
start doctoral programs in geology, 
applied chemistry and nursing. Pro- 
vost Jo Ann Gora said. But what 
existing programs has ODl I dropped? 
None. 

Other schools haven't pruned aca- 
demic offerings much more. Virginia 
Tech, the state's largest schotil with 
75 departments, eliminated two, but 
only dirough mergers. Tech has com- 
bined die animal and poultry science 
departments, as well as the biochem- 
istry and nutrition and die anaerobic 
microbiology departments. That cut 
six positions, saving the school 
$300,000 a year, spokesman Larry 
Hincker .said. 

"Even in times of turmoil, institu- 
tions find it extremely difficult to close 
degree programs," Margaret A. Miller, 
associate director of die state council, 
said. "It's surprising how much sup- 
pt)rt and constituency a program widi 
even few students in it can get." 

Firing a tenured professor can put a 
university on shaky legal — and po- 
litical — ground. Get rid of a depart- 
ment of three professors and you face 



infuriating the hundreds left on cam- 
pus. 

But Davies, the director of die state 
council, said: "Departments come into 
being because diey meet a perceived 
need. It is counterintuitive to diink 
they meet all diose needs forever." 
State records, in fact, show that more 
than 140 bachelor' s degree programs, 
which are not all full-fledged depart- 
ments, produced fewer dian 10 gradu- 
ates across the state last year. Norfolk 
State topped die list widi 28, followed 
by Radford, with 15, and ODU, widi 
14. 

More dian 45 of the programs had 
fewer than four graduates — includ- 
ing geophysics and seismology at 
Tech, dance at Radford, earth and 
planetary sciences at Longwood and 
general home economics at Norfolk 
State. 

University officiaL counter that 
some departments with few majors, 
like philosophy and physics, are busy 
offering courses to students in other 
fields. Odiers are just traditional. 

Norfolk State and ODU, state-sup- 
ported universities in die same city, 
are supposed toavoid duplicating pro- 
grams. But state data show diey have 
more thrn 20 common majors, includ- 
ing accounting and nursing. A half- 
dozen, including sociology and math, 
produced fewer than 50 graduates 
combined last year. 

Meanwhile, die number of programs 
and degrees grows. The state council 
in June approved 1 new programs for 
state-supported schools — including 
ODU's writing and women's studies 
degrees; a master's in social work and 
a bachelor's in anthropology at 
Radford; and a doctorate in art history 
at VCU. Last year, private Hampton 
University won approval for a doc- 
toral program in physics, even diough 
three odier schools offer the degree 
and there' s a shortage of jobs for phy si 
ci .sis nationally.

dents bored with cafeteria food and 
cable television in dorm rooms. 

They pay for it, too. JMU's manda- 
tory activity fees total $ 1 ,968 Uiis year, 
die stale's highest. 

Elsewhere, loo, students are paying 
for video collections in libraries, food 
courts in student union buildings, high- 
tech weight rooms in club-like recre- 
ation centers. They contribute to an- 
nual events such as U.Va.'s fall film 
festival, which board member Patricia 
Kluge prodded her colleagues to as- 
sist widi a new $2 student fee that 
kicked in diis fall. 

At virtually all four-year schools, 
fees also cover a full range of healdi 
services, career advising programs and 
mental health assistance. Students who 
don't want or need diese services pay 
for them anyway. 

These auxiliary enterprises receive 
no state funds. But die self-supporting 
ventures have become big business. 
They consume nearly half JMU' s bud- 
get. 

"Students demand a lot more ser- 
vices now," said Carrier, president of 
JMU. Added Teny Knight, die budget 
director, "Do you want bare bone pro- 
grams or do you want quality? This is 
how we define quality." And JMU is 
hot flooded every year, widi 12,000 
applications for its 2,000 enlering- 
class slots. 

But senior Laura McClinlock said 
students might not approve all those 
fees if Uiey had a vote. "I don't Uiink 



manded a fee breakdown from the 
administration. 

A sizable chunk of student fees at 
odier schools also goes to adiletics, 
nearly one-fifdi of U.Va's, for ex- 
ample. 

U.Va's adiletic budget has gone up 
about a diird since die mid-1980s, to 
nearly $15 million last year. At VCU 
and JMU, sports spending, including 
more money for women's sports and 
bigger adiletic scholarships to cover 
higher tuitions, has increased nearly 
60 percent since 1986. 

"It's part of student Hfe," Carrier 
said. 

At ODU for die last two years, stu- 
dents have been paying $59 a year, 
generating $1 million annually, for a 
convocation hall Uiat may not be built 
until die next decade. "It' snot uncom- 
mon in higher education to ask stu- 
dents to support a project that's in the 
future," Vice President Richard A. 
Staneski said. 

The hall, which would seat 10,000, 
would be used fra" basketball games, 
concerts and speeches. "It's a little 
more broadly focused dian a place to 
play basketball," he said. "It may not 
be academic, but it's only in part adi- 
letic." 

James W. Dyke Jr., former Virginia 
seaeiary of education, said, "The pri- 
ority has got to be on education, not 
adiletics. 

"The schools are going to be forced 
to look at what diey're doing. They 
can't continue business as usual."

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Coach Sandy Bridgema n Returns Nine From A Year A20 

Experience To Spark Field Hockey 



Longwood's 1993 NCAA Divi- 
sion II field hockey team returns nine 
members from last season's 10-5-1 
squad, including 1992 sec(Xid-team 
College Field Hockey Coaches Asso- 
' ciation/Sauk Valley AIl-American 
*• senior Missy Moran . With seven 
veterans likely to start and having her 
" best freshman class since arriving four 
years ago. Coach Sandy Bridgeman 
< feels good about getting the season 
w underway. 

"During the preseason, we've em- 
phasized speed as we will be a much 
quicker team this fall," added 
Bridgeman. "We've worked on the 
basics, developing from there and the 
team has looked good." 

Longwood is currently 2-2 this fall. 
After dropping its opener 4-0 on the 
road at Millersville (Pa.), the Lady 
lancers bounced back to win two of 
three this past weekend at a tourna- 
ment hosted by Kutztown (Pa.) Uni- 
versity. LCfell 1-0 in three overtimes 
to KU before beating Frostburg (Md.) 
State 3-0 and Indiana (Pa.) 6-0. Se- 
lected to the all-tournament team at 
Kutztown were Missy Moran, Ashley 
Bolen and Sara Hogan. Amy Hegna 
tops the squad with three goals while 
Meredith Blackman has added two 
goals. Hogan has recorded 33 saves in 
goal, an .868 save percentage. 

Headlining the L^y Lancers ex- 
perience from her center midfield po- 
sition is Moran. A two-time team 
most valuable player, Moran enters 
her final campaign with 1 1 career goals 
and 12 career assists for 34 points in 
her LC career. She led the team a year 
ago with eight goals and nine assists. 
Moran will be a team co-captain this 
fall. 

"Missy has a great attitude as she is 
a complete team player" says 
Bridgeman. "She should score a lot 
from the center of (he field inside of 25 
yards." 

Another senior starter and co-cap- 
tain is Anita Warford. Warford will 
open at the right back position. An 
experienced, hard-working player, 
Warford started all 16 games a year 
ago. The squad's other senior, Nora 
Lamb, is battling for a starting berth at 
the left wing spot on the forward line. 
Depending on the alignment being 
used. Lamb could see lots of action in 
that position. 



Junior starters will include goal- 
keeper Sara Hogan, midfielder/ 
sweeper Mari Willen and sweeper/ 
back Ashley Bolen. Hogan enters her 
third-straight season in goal for LC 
with 272 career saves. Hogan re- 
corded seven shutouts a year ago with 
an .895 save percentage. 

"Sara's had an excellent preseason, 
controlling the circle and making some 
fantastic saves," said Bridgeman. 
"Having her in goal allows our team to 
take more chances. She is playing 
with a high confidence level right 
now." 

Willen will be a key player this fall 
as she will probably move into the 
sweeper position left vacant by gradu- 
ated 1992 second-team CFHCA/Sauk 
Valley AIl-American Tonia Harris. 
Willen, a left-side midfielder a year 
ago, will provide the Lady Lancers 
with a much more fiexible sweeper as 
she can cover a lot of territory in that 
position. 

Willen had eight goals and an as- 
sist a year ago and will once again be 
a scoring threat in addition to being a 
defensive stopper. Also to see action 
at sweeper is Bolen, a good defender 
who has started nine games in her 
career. Bolen could see time at the 
center back position as well. 

Three sophomores will likely start 
in Amy Hegna, Jean Rehbein and Tif- 
fany Tignor. Hegna will be a center 
forward after starting eight games a 
year ago with one goal and an assist. 
Rehbein will open at the left back .spot 
and possesses speed and endurance. 
Tignor has been the surprise of pre- 
season according to Bridgeman. Hav- 
ing seen action in only one game a 
year ago, Tignor has arrived this fal I in 
excellent condition and will probably 
open at left midfield. 

Bridgeman has brouRhl in seven 
freshmen and is excited with their 
potential. Expected to start are Kelly 
Callan , MeUssa Buelow, LeAnneDeal 
and Meredith Blackman. Callan has 
probably been most impressive and 
will open at right midfielder. A good 
defender, Callan will also be valuable 
on offensive comers. Buelow should 
open at a right-side forward and has 
excellent speed. Buelow led Tabb 
High in scoring with 1 1 goals a year 
ago. Deal was last year's All-Bay 
Rivers District and Daily Press All- 
Peninsula Player of the Year at Tabb 



and will open at center back. She has 
a solid game and gets the ball out well. 
Blackman was All-Beach District at 
state runner-up First Colonial last fall 
and will probably open at a left wing 
for LC. 

The other freshmen, goalkeeper 
Brenda Barringer, midfielder/forward 
Emily Stone and back Karen Patton 
all will see playing time and provide 
good depth for Bridgeman. 

A disappointment during preseason 
has been a season-ending knee injury 
to redshirt freshman Bridget Bryson. 
Bryson was expected to start at center 
forward before suffering an injury last 
week. Ironically, it's the same knee 
she injured a year ago. 

Bridgeman' s squad faces a tough 
schedule again with five Division I 
opponents and six strong Division II 
foes. Having just missed qualifying 
for the NCAA Division II Champion- 
ship last fall, Longwoixl, ranked fourth 
in College Sports magazine's pre- 
season Top 10, will host fellow South 
Region competitors Lock Haven and 
Shippcnsburg from Pennsylvania.

Holm had the 
best score of her career at Longwood, 
shooUng 83-82-83-248. She tied for 
58th place. 

Also back are juniors Michelle 
ZiaLs and Danielle Karish. Ziats and 
Karish saw only limited action last 
season, but they're in the top four for 
this year. Ziats shot 88-89- 97-274 in 
Chapel Hill, while Karish carded a 
101-98-97-296. 

Decisions by two members of last 
year's top five not to come back to 
Longwood have left Coach Ho with 
just four team members. 

Freshman Janinc B allow of Canada 
and sophomore Brenda Campbell- 
Harris of South Africa elected to pass 
up life in the United States and return 
home. 

"With just four golfers, there's no 
room for error," said Ho. (Normally, 
five players take part in each event, 
and only the top four scores count.) 

"I've told the team that we won't 
judge our success by wins and losses, 
but by the improvement we make from 



day to day. I'm excited about getting 
started. Our players have worked 
hard and will do their best." 

Coetzee compiled a 79.5 stroke 
average last season to lead the team. 
She set a Longwood record at the 
NGCA event, shooting 78-70-73-221 
to lead her team to the title.

Visual Arts Center In The Works

The year 1996 is going to bring a 
lot of changes to the face of Long- 
wood College. One of the these 
changes is going to be die new build- 
ing which will house die Longwood 
Center for the Visual Arts. 

It will be built on the comer of 
Franklin and Pine Streets, off to the 
side of Bedford, and is, therefore, go- 
ing to eventually change Uie parking 
situation on campus. 

What is now Pine Street will be- 
come the Rne Street Mall— for pe- 
destrians only. There will be a circu- 
lar plaza which will be at die end of the 
Pine Street Mall, and will be die focal 
point of all the surrounding buildings 
(this also includes die new education 
building which will be next to Lancer 
Gym, where the commuter lot isnow). 

If wMTied about parking, however, 
(kin't be, because those in charge are 
taking that into consideration also. 
Tbe deciding factor for new parking 
arrangements will be bow can we bet- 



ter use the space we have now, and 
who should get priority for it. 

The building itself will contain 
classrooms, a room for pennanent 
collections, an exhibition room, and 
various odier storage areas and of- 
fices. 

The cost of diis project is an esti- 
mated $2 million, widi $1 million of 
diat ah-eady down. A separate $250 
diousand endowment will be u.sed to 
operate die center. 

This idea has been in die makings 
for quite a while — since 1978. The 
original mission statement prepared 
by die Board of Visitors states Uiree 
goals for die Longwood Center for die 
Visual Arts: 

I )To support the academic programs 
of the college; 

2)To give students pre-professional 
experience; 

3)To suppal Longwood's strong 
commitment to public service through 
die delivery of cultural programs to 
die community. 

Dr. Georgia Coopersmidi, die Di- 



rector, hopes that die building of die 
Center will give a greater opportunity 
for students to become engaged in die 
arts by being bodi an audience and, in 
some ca.ses, interns. Many series and 
classes will be run, and dierefore, diere 
will be many chances to get involved. 

Dr. Pixile, Vice President of Aca- 
demic Affairs, also plays a key role in 
the development of die Center, along 
with the Mr. Lou Markwidi, Vice 
President of InstituUonal Advance- 
ment and President William F. Dorrill . 
Aldiough Dr. Coopersmidi is in 
cliarge of the project. Dr. Poole is in 
charge administratively, along widi 
theodiers. He connects die Center to 
Longwood's academic programs, 
takes part in setting die budget, and 
reviews die policies. 

When asked why he felt die Center 
is necessary, he stated, "Soudiside 
Virginia and Longwood College have 
a need for groups to wganize and 
bring art exposure to die community. 
This will be one of die key items to 
accomplish diis goal." 



The question of what is going to 
make the students want to visit die 
Longwcxxl Center for die Visual Arts 
is probably one that will enter many 
people's minds. According to Dr. 
Poole, diis is where the academic en- 
vironment des in. Most likely, teach- 
ers wUl incorporate it into dieir lesson 
plans so diat the student will liave to 
visit die building. The ulUmate goal is 
diat die students will, hopefully, want 
to go on their own. 

Unul die Center is completed, it 
will be temporarily housed in die 
Phdlipl^eavybuilding on Main Street. 
In fact, it is set to open widiin the next 
mondi. The first exhibit will open on 
October 30, and will concentrate on 
architectural crafts by local artists. 

It will show various suiined glass 
work, metal work, and woodwt)rk by 
Virginians, in hope of attracting more 
visilOTS. Craftsman Noel Putnam, who 
crafted a metal gate for the National 
Cadiedral, will have work diere, as 
well as a craftsman from Scottsville 
(Continued on page 6) 
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After a year's study at die Writers 
Workshop of die University of Iowa, 
he came back to Hampden-Sydney as 
a member of die English faculty from 
1952 to 1959 and as a writer in resi- 
dence from 1966 to 1970.

The 
winner is chosen by an independent 
jury. 

This year's jurors were Elizabedi 
Spencer, who won the Prize last year, 
Dr. Martha Cook, professor of En- 
glish at Longwood; and Dr. George 
Core, a faculty member at die Univer- 
sity of die South and editor of The 
Sewanee Review. 

Previous winners of the John Dos 
Passos Prize, in addition to Spencer, 
are Graham Greene. Gilbert 
Sorrentino. Robert Stone, Doris Betts, 
Tom Wolfe, Russell Banks, John 
Edgar Wideman, Lee Smith, Shelby 
Foote, Paule Marshall, and Larry 
Woiwode. 



Students Struggle With 
Tuition Increases

Many students struggle widi die 
cost of college. Tuition rates have 
gready incTeased since 1990. Finan- 
cial planners predict that by 2009. 
public college tuidon and fees could 
exceed $128,(X)0 for four years, in- 
cluding tuition, room, and board. 

Money is a problem on most every 
college student's mind. Some have 
setded widi dieir second or diird choice 
colleges due to financial status. Odi- 
ers have chosen to enroll in junior 
colleges to save .some expenses. 

Some students work, bortow 
money, or put off graduation as a 
result of financial limitations. Col- 
leges may soon be affordable for the 
wealdiy people only. 

For the fortunate children in com- 
fortable homes, schcxil is paid for as a 
result of die parents' hard work and by 
savings. 

Freshman Laura Stiles does not 
have to worry about tuition. Accord- 
ing to Stiles, her mollier has "saved 
enough for three years here, and for 
die fourth year, she will probably dip 
into my little brodier's [college] sav- 
ings." Ilermomwillpayforherentire 
schcKiling, and her fadier sends her a 
monthly allowance for spending 
money. 

For most odier students, working, 
scholarships, and loans are on dieir 
minds. Senior Chami Ciagoy is an 
RA, a job diat helps pay for a major 
part of college expenses, room and 



board. The posidon enUtles Ciagoy to 
free voice mad. refrigerator, micro- 
wave, and mini freezer. After a 
Stafford Loan of $1,500, Ciagoy and 
her parents pay the rest. 

Freshman Brenda Huffstuder plans 
to become a social woiker. "In diis 
field, there is so much demand, diat 
you're pracUcally guaranteed a job 
right after graduation." She is trying 
to pay for her education alone. She 
has received a Pell Grant of $625. a 
Perkins Loan, and a Stafford Loan. 
These Loans will be repaid starting 
six inondis after graduation. She also 
received $500 from her church to pay 
for books. "The rest is up to me," says 
Huffstutler. 

Scholarships really help, accord- 
ing to Abby Cooper, a second-semes- 
ter freshman. Scholarships pay for 
approximately 85% of college ex- 
penses for Cooper. The scholarships 
come from die U.S. govenunent and 
Longwood. A work/study program 
and a summer job at die Dollar Tree 
cover die remainder of her expenses. 
There are odier hassles for stu- 
dents, such as paying for automobiles 
and tuition at the same time. Some 
students are afraid of running out of 
.savings, and diey opt to join die mili- 
tary, 'nie G. I. Bill helps pay for dieir 
education. 

Tuition, room, board, books, and 
litde expenses, such as lab fees, add 
up to big money. WiUi die rising 
costs, where is die money going lo 
come from?

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Solve The Parking Problem... 

Being a commuter student is hard enough as it is. 

Having to get up for classes at least an hour earlier than residential students (who 
prohahly could stroll into class in their pajamas if they really wanted to), hcing forced to 
huy expensive food for lunch, and--a major frustration for many commuters-showing up 
for class and discovering that the professor has arhitrarily canceled class are all hassles for 
most commuter students.

And 
if they are having a really good day, they can nab some poor sucker who, when unable to 
find a legal commuter parking spot, took a desperate gamble and parked "illegally."

It's just so conveniently located, 
especially when the student has a full course load in Ruffner and has to trot back and forth 
over that busy road to his or her vehicle-cum-storage area to get the books and supplies 
for the next class. (People also tend to forget that commuters can'tjust run up to their dorm 
rooms between classes; a human being can only cany so many text books at once.) 

Enough of these pathetic excuses when commuters demand more parking. There is an 
easy way to rest)l ve this si tualion. Guarantee a parking spot for every parking permit sold 
(lor faculty as well as commuters, for that matter), and if they need to find more space 
somewhere, take it away from residential students. 

For residential students, parking should be a privilege. Students and faculty members 
who need U) irek daily to l^ongwt)od College in order to either gain or provide an education 
should ALWAYS take precedence over students who just want a car around to take the 
occasional ride to Wal-Mait, Hampden-Sydncy, or home for the weekend.

When I paid $20.00 for my parking 
permit, I naively assumed that I would 
be able to find a place in which to park. 
Not So!! 

According to Uie administration, 
the solution to this is to park in the 
overflow parking lot behind Little 
Caesar's. This is an unacceptable 
solution to commuters, because Uiere 
have been incidents of vandalism of 
cars parked in this lot. 

Commuter students feel that we 



are given lowest priority in parking 
concerns on campus. Dormitory resi- 
dents park dieir cars conveniently 
close to dieir dorms where die car' 
often remains unmoved for days and 
even weeks. While commuters must 
park, if they are lucky enough to find 
a space, along Pine Su-eet all die way 
up to Wynne, which heaven knows is 
anyUiing but convenient. This shows 
us diat favor is given to students for 
whom having a car on campus is a 
privilege and not diose of us for whom 
it is a necessity. 

We discussed diis at our most re- 
cent Commuter Student Association 
meeting and came up widi Uiree pos- 
sible solutions:

2. Allow only one resident parking 
sticker per resident student (an ex- 
ample was cited by a commuter stu- 
dent of a residential student with two 
cars and a motorcycle parked on cam- 
pus at one time).

As commuter and non-traditional 
students we do not fully participate in 
"Longwood Life" but we do conuib- 
ute heavily to Longwood College, and 
we would just like to have some con- 
sideration... for a change.

I earned a degree in May l')81 
from RiuJford University withadixible 
major in Special iuluaitioii/ MeniiU 
Retaritition and Upper l!lcineniary 
Fducation. I'ollowing graduation 1 
completed die requircment.s for iin 
additional teaching endivsomcnt in 
Reading. During my fast five yc;usas 
a teacher I worked towiud iuid re- 
ceived tciiching endorsements in die 
areas of 1 .earning Disabilities and 
Madiematics I was accepted into 
LongwiKxJ's program of (iraduate 
Studies tXtober 3, 1990. At that time 
my ink'ntions were to complete die 
requircmcnLs for a graduation degree 
in IDHI during the seven-year time 
limit specified in Uic 199()-<)| Gradu- 
ate Catalog. Being a stay-at-home

When I tele- 
phoned the LongwtKxl regisuiu's of- 
fice abtiut postponing tny diite of 
gnKluation to either IX'cember 1994 
or 1W5, 1 was infonned dial I would 
need to receive "spcciid pennission" 
to do so sincx" the F1)HI program is 
iK'ing phased out Special permission 
to complete graduate work widiin die 
time limit specified in the graduate 
catalog should not be neces.sary. Per- 
h:ips the students cnienng die new 
criinin;Ujusiice pnigrain at I ongwixxl 
should uike heed lest tlicu program be 
terminated as well. 

I am dismayed diat the diree-year- 
old grmluate prognun in Fi)H I at Long- 
wiKxl has been di.sconunued. This 
program was die only such compre- 
hensive teacher-training program in 
die CommonweiUlh of Virginia I'he 
deaf/hearing-impaired children of 
Virginia deserve trained teachers. 



Without a comjH-ehensive program, 
such as the EDHI program at Long- 
wood, schooLsystems must cidier hire 
out-of-state graduates or lotik to audi- 
ologists or speech-language dierapists 
to meet die educational needs of deaf/ 
hearing-impaired children. Perhaps 
school systems place hearing-impaired 
children with teachers whose educa- 
tion and experience lie in different 
special needs areas. 

It would seem diat die Common- 
wealth of Virginia and Longwood 
would be committed to nuiintaining 
die EDHI program beyond die three- 
year funding by die U.S. IXparunent 



of Education. Perhaps diis situation 
is indicative of how colleges obtain 
future funding. Will state institutions 
of education seek grant monies from 
die federal government, initiate pro- 
grams, and then when granLs have 
expired, terminate diose programs? 

In retro-spect, I understand why: I 
was encouraged tomove more quickly 
through EDHI program at Longwood; 
the library at Longwood had no avail- 
able funds to purchase journals such 
as American Ann:ds of die l>;af . 
which would have complemented die 
Volta Review diat was available; die 
professor who was insUaimental to the 



inception of die EDHI program is no 
longer widi Longwood. 

The EDHI program at Longwood 
has been successful — diere is one 
graduate of the program and eight 
candidates for graduation. Need for 
such a program has been demonsU'ated 
— at least eight teachers took courses 
through this program for dieir recerti- 
fication. The EDHI program at Long- 
wood has been discontinued because 
it lacked supptirt and was not afforded 
the opportunity to develop.

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Thompson, Durkovic Lead Effort To Revitalize LURE

"Longwood is ready for it, " says 
sophomore Armeid Thompson, co- 
chair of the revitalized Longwood 
United for Racial Equality (L.U.R.E.). 

Thompson and co-chair Svetlana 
Durkovic are the two young women 
responsible for trying to revive 
Longwood's human relations organi- 
zation, which in the past, according to 
one of L.U.R.E.'s advisors, Brenda 
Cross, has formed at least four limes 
since 1986 under several different 
names, and each time "fizzled." 

The first L.U.R.E. predecessor or- 
ganization failed in 1986, Cross says. 
It failed because its membership was 
"not diverse enough." In 1987 a simi- 
lar group also failed. 

L.U.R.E. was actually formed in 
1 989 and received a $2000 grant from 
the State Council of Higher Education 
for Virginia in 1990. This group was 
co-chaired by Lisa Felton and Tina 
Gewerth, and was relatively success- 
ful, but "lost momentum," says Cro.ss, 
placing part of the blame on herself 
and Ken Rockensies for making the 
mistake as co-advisors of thinking it 
was not necessary to attend every 
meeting. 

What followed was the graduation 
of the co-chairs and six months of no 
L.U.R.E. 

When L.U.R.E. was started again, 
leadership changed hands frequently 
until it lost diversity due to an "all- 
while leadership," say Cross, and ac- 
ceding to former member Philippe 
Emewein, became "too introspective." 
In addition he says it "lacked campus 
interest." 

Now in the 1993-94 school year, 
yet another attempt is being made to 
organize L.U.R.E. Armeid ITiomp- 
son says she made the decision to U7 
after hearing about the previous orga- 
nization through Emewein, whose 



philosophy that "there's no reason 
what-so-f*cking-ever to hate," drives 
his support of the group. Thompson 
voiced a similar ouUook by saying 
that she believes "there's so much 
more to Hfe than i hate you.'" 

Member Benjamin Hall thinks the 
new L.U.R.E. will Iry to "improve 
upon what was done in the past and 
make [L.U.R.E.] stand out more." 

Thompson and Durkovic intend 
for one of the.se improvements to be 
expanding to include multi- 
culturalism, rather than the traditional 
focus just on relations between only 
blacks and whites. Also, Durkovic 
says they want the new L.U.R.E. to be 
open to not only students, but to fac- 
ulty and all of Farmville as well. 

"Right now, we're just u^ying to 
get started," says Thomp.son. Thomp- 
son .says L.U.R.E. is only having in- 
formal meetings so far and admits that 
they are "all very new at diis, but 
we're all very good leaders." 

Durkovic says they are trying to 
"get as many people into this as pos- 
sible." Their first attempts at gaining 
acknowledgment, according to the co- 
chairs, will include walking and throw- 
ing candy in the Oktoberfest parade 
with a banner, and distributing 
L.U.R.E. fiyers at the International 
Studies Hall booth during the Okto- 
berfest celebration. 

Tliompson says L.U.R.E. probably 
will not be affiliated with any other 
campus group once it gets off the 
ground, but Thompson says L.U.R.E. 
may hang on to I.S.H. as "a mother" 
until it gets its footing. 

Otlier plans for L.U.R.E. include 
trying to get speakers, possibly selling 
tee-shirts, and getting in touch with 
similar programs on other campuses. 

Brenda Cross says they will again 
have the Longwood Standing On Its 
Values contest Civility Week, and

Cross says L.U.R.E. is an "oppor- 
tunity to share" widi odiers, more than 
to .solve die problems of discrimina- 
tion which Thompson diinks "will 
never be completely solved." 

Thompson says L.U.R.E. wants to 
fcKus not only on active segregation at 
Longwtxxl, but on die problem of 
"passive segregation" or as described 
by L.U.R.E. member Angie Toombs, 
"Students in general don't really seem 
to 'hang' with anyone outside of dieir 
own culture." 

Toombs diinks an effective 
L.U.R.E. is "long overdue..." All the 
members are avid about making it 
clear dial die new L.U.R.E. will foster 
diversity in its membership and lead- 
ership.

Seven days a 
week from 2pin until 2am, die station 
is in operation. 

DJs, who ;ur students, work in 
shifts of two hoiu"s at a time. TTiey get 
their own showsafteral least ten hours 
of U'aining, ;in audition, and alter 
receiving a I'edend Communications 
Commission (ICC) Restricted Radio- 
telephone Operator's pennit. 

One new addition to die station diis 
year is die new control btiard. This 
board is easier to use ;uid eliminates a 
lot of die stiitic encountered in the 
previous ye;u"s. 

Two ye;u-s previously die station 
applied for an increase in wattage. 
Tliere is a pcriixl of time, 60-90 days, 
in which the request can be opposed. 

According to Shirley liverelt, the 
advisor for WLCX, on the last day 
WTVR Richmond Channel 6, opposed 
the request. 

The request was for 25,(K)0 watts. 
The station now runs at 10 walls. This 
increase would mean that WLCX 
would have more wattage than any 
odier ItKal station. Tliis would tUso 
solve die problem of WFTO's inter- 
ference with WLCX's signal. 

Two yeju's ago, die radio station 
also applied to move to new studios in 
the 1 liner Building. Before die station 
can be moved, die ICC must approve 
its new location. Right now, WLCX 
is waiting for diis approval. 

As for future WLCX-sponsored 



events, decisions :uv still being made. 
According to Ross Horner, Chief

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Art Faculty Deadlocked Over Leadership Question 

Couture Appointed For Interim

"I thitik Ihcy think I'm from Mars," 
s;ii(l Richard Couture, the hisU)ry jvo- 
Icssor, who UK)k over tlic position of 
Inlcrim Chair of I,ongw(K)d's An 
I )cparlinciit on August IS 

I le was referring to the Art I Xipart- 
nicnt faculty who, he says, "have been 
extremely nice so far,"even though he 
is an outsider. 

[Ills situation, which l)e;u) Will- 
iam I lank of the College of I.ibcnU 
Arts and Sciences calls "unusual but 
by no means unique," lias occurred 
twice this year, including the appoint- 
ment of I )r Perkins' of tfic ScK'iology 
IXpartmeni as the Psychology Chair. 
In both cases, the results were due 
to lack of fv'cotnmendation of candi- 
dates by each deparunent In the Psy- 
I. h( )]< )j!_y I Xpartment, lliis was due to a 
late resignation, says I'rank, In the Art 
Department, the faculty's election 
(ailed (o pKKluce .'uty one ciuididatc 
with iwo-diirdsof the vole. 

According to Art Department fac- 
ulty memberRiuuLill Ixlmonson, tlierc 
are (Mdy six faculty members in the 
IX;partment, so when the vote was 
taken between fonner Chiiir Mark 
lialdridge and Mr. I{dtiu)ns(m him- 
self, the vote became a ihrec-to-three 
lie. 

According to the I.ongwcHHi Col- 
lege Policies and IVocedures Pacully 
Manual, since the Art Department 
could not agree on one person, and 
Vice President for Academic Affairs 
I )arryl P(K)le did iku approve a faculty 
lK)sition, Irank appointed C\)ulurc to 
serve one semester. 

When asked why he chose to ap- 



point someone from outside the de- 
pjirunenl.lrank said, "there are plenty 
of gcKKl people |in the Art Depart- 
ment] widi the hiickground and expe- 
rience," but thai many of them did not 
wish to be placed in an administrative 
position, ;uid ".some would decline for 
tieallh reasons." 

1 rank says that Couture was the 
piirticuhtf person chosen because his 
is "highly active in historic preserva- 
tion. . . has over twenty-five years ten- 
ure... [iuid is) an experienced chair." 

Couture, formerly History and Po- 
litical Science Department chair, 
agrees iJiat his placement in his new 
j(;b had a lot to do with the fact that he 
is a "trained chainniui, with an awiu'e- 
ness of llie .schedule of things that 
need to be done." He says that the 
paperwork is simihir, and that much of 
what a chainnan does has nothing to 
do with the subject matter. 

As for fonner chair of tJie last two- 
yciu tenn, Profes.sor Mark Baldridgc, 
siiys it is a relief to no longer be in an 
adminisuative position. He is pleased; 
"I've done most of what I wanted to 
do, including fixing up the building. . . 
to create a better environment for stu- 
dents," He siiys of the loss of the 
position of chair: "maybe people 
tJiought I did tcx) much." 

Frank says he has not received any 
critici.sm about his decision during his 
regular talks with the faculty mem- 
bers. Eidmonson agreed that he has 
not heard any ctmccnt among the Art 
Depjirunent faculty about their needs 
not being met in the future. 

Couture has also not received any 
negative feedback concerning his ap- 



poinunent from faculty, :uid s^iys it is 
"my job to come here and defend 
the.se people." He wants to slimd up 
for issues, such as the need for ex- 
tended time pericxLs for studio classes. 
He speaks for them at meetings with 
his belief that the dep;ulmcnt "feels 
ignored by the college" in Uiat the 
Bedford building is located far from 
the other departmenLs. 

Couture, who "strenuously objects" 
to the title of Chiiir and misses the 
days when die words cMintmn and 
chairwoman were still acceptable, 
once told someone he preferred sofa 
to Chair. He says that the nicest part 
of the job is his new office, which is 
litfger and has a nicer view tJian his 
previous office. He says he likes 
having art work hmiging on the w;dls. 

In his I wenty-.se venlh yciu- at f ong- 
wood. Couture says he knows that his 
tenure does not guarantee his "accep- 
tance" into diis new dep;irtment, but 
believes this is good experience and 
.sjtys, "I enjoy tlie people, and I think 
I'm helping." 

Most of Uic credit for helping him 
run both his own (History) depart- 
ment, and now this one, he says he 
owes to die gcxxl fortune of having 
had two gcKxl seaetaries. 

He gives credit to Art Department 
secretary, Hal Shennan, for making 
his transition to the department so 
successful: "you'd be f(X)Iish if you 
didn'lrealize. . . that the man who runs 
the department sits out there." 

According to Frank, the art faculty 
will meet again in tJie spring for an- 
other election. He says if the tie re- 
curs, "Couture may very well be re- 
appointed."

Organization At University Of South 
Alabama Challenges Anti-Gay Law 



MONTCiOMERY, Ala. (AP) — 
Civil libertarians filed a federal law- 
suit Monday challenging a state law 
which prevents homosexual student 
organizations from receiving funding 
on university campuses. 

The American Civil Liberties Union 
of Alabama represents the Gay Les- 
bian Bisexual Alliance of the Univer- 
sity of South Alabama, which was 
denied funding by the university last 
winter, said George Hite Wil.son, the 
student group's president. 

The legislation, which prohibits stale 
colleges from using public funds or 
buildings to support any group "that 
fosters or promotes a lifestyle or ac- 
tions prohibited by the stxlomy and 
sexual mi.sconducl laws" of Alabama, 
was signed into law by former Gov. 
Guy Hunt on May 14, 1992. 

State legislators passed llie bill with- 
out opposition in response to a dispute 
at Auburn University, where the Stu- 
dent Government Ass{x:iation denied 
a campus charter to the Auburn Gay 
and Lesbian Association in 1991. 
Administrators overruled the decision 
and granted the chiuier. 

Ruth E. Harlow, associate director 
of the ACLU's lesbian and Gay Rights 
Project, co-filer of the suit, said the

"Alabama's government-sanctioned 
bigotry is an insult to its citizens, and 
embarrassment to the state and a threat 
to tlie safety of gay and lesbian stu- 
dents," said Olivia Turner, director of 
the ACLU of Alabama. 

The suit n;unes Attorney General 
Jimmy Itvans, University of South 
Alabama President Frederick P. 
Whiddon and Dean of Students Dale 
T. Adams as defendants. 

Kvans' office did not immediately 
return telephone ctUls seeking com- 
ment. Neither did Whiddon nor 
Adiuns. 

Martin McCaffery, vice president 



of the ACLU's Alabama group, said 
Uie suit filed Monday is the first chal- 
lenge to the law in the state. There 
have been similar lawsuits in other 
parts of the country. 

"The decisions have been over- 
whelmingly in favor of the student 
groups," McCaffery .said. "That gay 
and lesbian groups are legitimate 
groups juid entitled to privileges" that 
other groups receive. 

The University of South Alabama 
group is the only organization that has 
been "de-funded" under the 1992 law, 
McCaffery s;iid. 

"We have to get the law overturned," 
Hite said. "If not, there's no telling 
when it will be used any more exten- 
sively than it's being used now."

Draw Police Scrutiny

Recent on-campus fraternity par- 
ties and other registered events have 
been frequently checked up on by 
Campus PoHce. 

According to Dean of Students, 
Tim Pierson, these officers, in both 
plain and uniform dress, are not just 
out there to crack down on fraternity 
parties. "They are an exu-a set of eyes 
doing everything they can to protect 
both the campus and community," 
said Pierson. 

In cutting down on underage drink- 
ing, police hope tu cut down on crimes 
to which alcohol is a contributing fac- 
tor, such as djite-rape, vandalism, and 
violence. 

Campus Police are also checking if 
all the rules and regulations in 
Longwood's Alcohol Policies, put out 
by Student Services, are being fol- 
lowed. One such regulation dict;iies 
that those of legal age may consume 
onlyl2ouncesofbeerperhour. Tliere 
is also a regulation staling that the 
server at a party must not be under the 
influence of alcohol, even if he or she 
is twenty-one or older. 

Tliis regulation was broken at a 
recent Alpha Sigma Phi party when a 
brother, who was of legal age, was 
written up. Alpha Sigma Phi Resi- 
dent Derek Dabbs commented, "It 



makes us feel that we're not doing our 
jobs at tlie dtxir and liie bar." 

Dabbs also commented, "It makes 
everyone nervous when they know 
they're being watched." 

"I think it sucks and cuts down on 
the ajnount of freshman getting in- 
volved at fraternity parties," stated 
freshman David Gordinier. 

"It happens at VCV ioo; cops 
checking fraternity parties is a pm of 
everyday college life," said transfer 
student, Kevin Fox. 

Chief of Cmnpus Police, James 
Huskey, had this to say: "We don't 
object to people having a gcxxl time, 
as long as it is witliin the legal limits of 
llie law." 

Sophomore Eric Maschal said, "1 
came to college to study, but after the 
classes 1 have, I need a good strong 
drink; and I don't need no Five-O 
Uxiking over my shoulder." 

According to Student Services, 
heaitli risks involved in drinking al- 
cohol include: impjiired judgment 
and c(X)rdination, damage to ilie bniin, 
heart, stomach, and liver, and un- 
wanted or unprotected .sex. 

Some students complain that 
tougher restrictions i\ic driving par- 
lies off ciunpus, and encouraging ad- 
ditional under-age drinking.

Tough To Stop

SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — Many 
universities in die Northwest and 
:m)und tlie nation are getting tough 
about students and alcohol, but a re- 
searcher says rules n'lrely stop campus 
drunkenness. 

About 45 percent of freslimen at 
four-year colleges ;u-e binge drinkers 
or drinkers who abuse alcohol, ac- 
cording to researcher Dtirotliy Siegel 
atlowson State University in M;iry- 
land. 

"Har.sh restrictions don't stop abu- 
sive drinking ajnong students. And 
education programs don't accomplish 
much since students have heard all the 
lectures on healtli dangers by the time 
they leave high schixil," Siegel said. 

Nonetheless, colleges are enacting 
and trying to enforce new regulations 
on ciunpus drinking. In Wa.shington,a 
new state law requires universities to 
adopt guidelines on off-campusdrink- 
ing. 

Last year, a University of Wa.shing- 
ton student lost an eye when she was 
hit by a beer bottle at an off-cmnpus 
(rateriiily party. In August, a Univer- 
sity of Ididio student was pju-alyzed 
when she fell Uiree n(H)rs from a fire 
escape alter drinking at two frateniity 
piwties. 



The University of Idaho has with- 
drawn fonnal recogniUon of the two 
fraternities. 

In Spokane, Gonzaga University for 
the first time is prohibiting alcohol 
consumption by students who live in 
donns, regardless of the person's age. 
The school also will discipline stu- 
dents who drink eFsewhere and return 
to campus drunk. 

Additionally, Gonzaga has done 
away with the annual spring beer gar- 
den hosted by seniors, said Dean of 
Students Sue Weitz, who hopes the 
changes will produce modest improve- 
ments over time. 

Washington Stale University has 
made significant improvements in con- 
trolling on-campus student drinking 
since the early 1970s with stricter en- 
forcement andclear policies, vice pio- 
vost for student affairs Gus Kravas 
said. 

But student alcohol consumption is 
difficult to rein in, he said. 

"Only two factors really change stu- 
dent drinking. One is they get older. 
Students drink the most their first two 
years," Kravas said. 

"Second, they change if an adult or 
significant friend infiuences or asks 
tliem to chiinge that behavior."

According to the George Allen Plan 
for Controlling Tuition Costs , "[The] 
contract will state that a student's tu- 
ition rate will not increase beyond the 
rate of inflation over four years. They 
[the institutions] will not be able to 
arbiu^arily raise tuition rates on stu- 
dents already enrolled, and dierefore 
have to manage their own budgets 
with more precision." 

Allen's pliui also focuses on col- 
leges and universities cutting admin- 
isU-ative overhead and utilizing exist- 
ing resources. 
Public Schools: 

Allen's plan to improve public 
sch(X)ls centers imiund .setting high 
academic stiindiu'ds ;uid encouraging 
kK;il innovation. According to Allen's 
Champion of Schools Initiative , spe- 
cific sumditfdsof student achievement 
will be measured by biennial testing. 



This Initiative states, "George Allen 
kvill instruct the Board of Education to 
examine current statewide testing and 
establish a system of biennial achieve- 
ment tests that measure student 
achievement in the academic basics." 
Local community involvement is 
another aspect of Allen' s plans to raise 
students' classroom performance. 
Some of these community involve- 
ment examples include: 
~ The implementation of locally-con- 
trolled eitf ly childhcxxl education pro- 
grams. 

- Providing coiiununity ba.sed cla.ss- 
riK)m assistimce. 

-- Implementation of public .schcwl 
choice and expanded magnet schcxils. 
Crime: 

As a deterrent to violent crime in 
Virginia, Allen has proposed a plan 
for abtilishing parole, adopting a trutii 
in sentencing progrmn for violent 
criminals. This, according to die Allen 
plan would, "abolish pitfole so tliat 
violent offenders stay behind bars their 
full lenns, subject only to conditional 
good-time." 

The Allen plan also states, "juries, 
after determiuing the guilt of a violent 
criminal, should be infonned of die 
prior criminal record of the individual 
being sentenced, so tliat offenders can 
be sentenced to longer incarceration 
in order to prevent furUier crime." 



Mary Sue Terry, a native of Patfick 
County, was elected Attoniey Gen- 
eral of Virginia in 1985. Terry served 
in that position until last year, when 
she began her campaign for governor. 
Hi};her Education: 

Ttny's Agenda for Action points 
out many proposals for making higher 
education affordable. Two of Uiese 
topics include adequate fiiuuicial aid 
and incre;ised accountiibility from slate 
supported institutions. 

The Agenda for Action states Uiat 
Terry's adminisUalion will, "reallo- 
cate limited funds .so diat more are 
devoted to teaching, to research Uiat 
diiccUy supports economic growth and 
job creation, and to public schtx)ls." 
Terry al.so plans financial aid in- 
centives to those students who wish to 
pursue careers in public service such 
iis teaching ;uid health ci\tc. 
Public Sch(M)ls: 

School-based management is a fo- 
cus in Terry's plans to improve 
Virginia's public education system. 
Tliis program isouUincd in her Agenda 
for Action and sets goals for parents, 
teachers, students, principles, and civic 
leaders to take an active role in public 
second;u"y iuid primitfy education. 

The School-ba.scd Management 
plan is designed to replace central 
office bureaucriicies widi: 
- lnstruction;il decisions tiiilored to 
each schiMil's student population juid 
needs. 



~ Civic and business involvement in 
the life of the school and community 
assistance in resolving unmet needs 
such as equipment, supplies, and 
teacher assistance. 
~ Smaller, better focused central ad- 
ministrative teams whose jobs are to 
assist and enable each school to meet 
its objectives. 

Terry's agenda also calls for clos- 
ing die gap between the skills of youth 
who enter the work force after high 
schixil and the skills required by Vir- 
ginia employers. This apprenticeship 
plan is designed to combine class- 
rix)in instruction with practical unin- 
ing from local employers in order to 
rjiise student career competency lev- 
els. 
Crime: 

In her Agenda for Action , Terry 
proposes to organize Community 
Crime Councils. These a)uncils which 
comprise of community and business 
leaders, local law enforcement agen- 
cies, teachers, and parents will de- 
velop community-based strategies to 
deter crime and violence. 

Terry's plan to close die "revolv- 
ing dtKir" of repeat criminal offenders 
involves rehabilitati(m programs for 
tho.se offenders who may be eventu- 
ally be released on parole. This plan 
involves moreeffective education, job 
ti'aining. and drug and alcohol treat- 
ment to ensure offenders will not have 
to revert to crime.

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Concert Choir Performs Civil War Era Songs

In Wygal Recital Hall on Tuesday, 
September 28 at 8:00 p.m., the Con- 
cert Choir perfonned "Songs of the 
Civil War." Directed by Dr. Donald 
Trott, the recital, which lasted ap- 
proximately forty-five minutes, com- 
binedahistorical lecture, aslide show, 
and a collection of songs form the era 
of the American Civil War to convey 
the message of the importance of pre- 
serving battlefield sites as hislorictil 
landmarks. 

The "theme" of the concert, ac- 
cording to Trott, originated "out of a 
personal hobby" which came together 
when he found the songbooks. 

One such songbook, "The Civil 
War Songbook," with .selections and 
intrtxluclion by Richard Crawford, is 
part of die concert's promotional dis- 
play, along with maps, photographs, 
and literature on the batdes of the 
Civil War and dieir locations. They 
enforce the subde spirit of Uie concert 
to prevent die destruction of dicse 
landmarks. 

"Songs of die Civil War" was Uie 
first performance this semester by die 
ninety-two member group, which Dr. 
Trott says is die largest Concert Choir 
ever at Longwotxl. They were ac- 
companied by pianist Nancy Shennan, 



and on a few songs by Hulisl Sarah 
Fellenbaum; Sam Savage was guest 
soloist. 

Savage is an adjunct professor who 
earned his degree in music form the 
University of Maryland. He previ- 
ously worked widi the Choir in last 
year' sChrisunas concert. Savage says 
Uiis concert's dicme is import;uU be- 
cause die songs are a "gtxxl interpre- 
tiition of the language of llie lime" and 
also help to preserve die period's dif- 
ferent attitude towards war and the 
country. 

Trott says he diiiiks die choir liked 
the selected pieces more .so as Uicy 
dealt wiUi die music. However, com- 
promises were necessiiry. During die 
first two .songs "Dixie" <uid "Bonnie 
Blue r-lag," soloist Michelle Cephas 
says "a couple of die black students 
didn't want to sing." 

Five of die singers took dieir con- 
cerns over die cultunil implications of 
singing diese songs to Dr. Trott. 
Cephas .seemed pleased to say that 
"die decision not to sing the two 
[songs] was not [die result ot] ahcated 
discussion." IDr. Troll was very con- 
siderate ... he gave us die choice, " 
.says Cephas, who admits that "when 
[Dr. Trott ] told us we were going to do 



a Civil War concert, I sorta turned my 
nose up at it." She expected die "mix- 
ture of Civil War music and Negro 
spirituals ... to be a posiu ve concert." 

"Songs of the Civil W:ir" was per- 
formed for a standing-room-only 
crowd which included .several Sons of 
Confederate Veterans (SCV) mem- 
bers. 

The concert began widi Trott's 
description of die significance of die 
music of diis era, and several slides 
were shown above die Choir. It was 
followed by die traditional and lively 
"Dixie"and "Bonnie Blue Flag," about 
die rights of die Soudiem slates. 

Cephas and die four odier students 
who had decided not to sing remained 
on stage, but were silent widi .solemn 
faces. 

The enure choir finally came lo- 
gedier on "Batde Cry of Freedom," 
widi .soloist James Packed , whose 
voice, dicuon, and emotion made for 
a su-ong, effecdve delivery of a .song 
which might have been sung similarly 
by a young soldier long since dead. 

"The Grant Pill" was next and in- 
cluded die first solo by Savage whose 
experienced voice was very appropri- 
ate for diis song about die proud Gen- 
eral Grant. "Tenting Tonight," and 
"Tramp, Tramp, Tramp," were next. 



Then came two songs in a row by 
an all-female portion ofdie choir. Ilk- 
songs "Aura Lee" and the slower "I Ic 
Is Gone" were about "die girl b;uk 
home," as exphiined by die narration, 
and memorable voices belonged to 
sopranos Michelle Cephas and 
Danielle Griffey. Next, "Johnny 
Comes Marching Home" picked up 
die pace again. 

Then came die narrative traiisiiion 
to diree Negro .spirituals, the first ani 
most beautiful of which was "Steal 
Away," which featured Cephas' haunt- 
ing .soprano solo. "Down By die Riv- 
erside" and "Set Down Servant" fol- 
lowed. 

Trott delivered his mes.sage about 
historical preservation mid about not 
leiung die land "developers iiiu-ude" 
and Savage and Fellenbaum rejoined 
die choir, which perfonned "Battle 
Hymn of die Republic" for its sU-ong 
finale. 

The Concert Choir does a regular 
concert each year for Chrisunas, 
Spring, and one for die Brookview 
Lodge reurement home according to 
Trott. Interested students can join 
during eitlier semester, as it is open lo 
all .students. All Concert Choir recit- 
als are free of ch;irge. 




At The Movies: 'M Butterfly 



AP- "M. Butterfly" — die story of a 
French diplomat who falls for and is 
betrayed by a Chinese opera diva — is 
a fascinaUng ireali.se about how little 
you can really know die object of your 
desire, right down to his or her sex. 

But like a treatise, tlie film conies 
off as grindingly academic ;uid never 
emerges from its cerebnil c(K(H)n. 

"M. Butterfiy" obviously has high 
ambitions, adapted from 1 leiiry David 
I Iwang'sTony-flward winning Droad- 



way play dial in simplest lenns is a 
reversal of Puccini's opera "Madama 
Buiterny." Instead of an Americim 
.soldier cavalierly leaving his Asian 
lover, a Frenchman is ruthlessly 
dumped by his Chinese lover. Only 
diere's a major twist — die Chinese 
woman, Song Filing or Bulierlly, is 
really a man. 
The film is based on die true story of 
F-rench diplomat Bernard Boursicot's 
Espionage dial in 1986. He was ac- 
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cased of smuggling .secrets to his Chi- 
nese lover, Shi Pei Pu. Boursicol ap- 
parendy discovered during the trial 
dial Shi Pei Pu was not only a spy, but 
a man. 

"M. Bulierlly" opens in Beijing in 
1964 in die radier dismal world of 
Rene Galliin:u"d (Jeremy Irons), a 
bookkeeper in tlie French Fimbassy.

When the couple broaches sexual 
intimacy, Butterfiy claims ancient 
customs prevent her from shedding 
her robes and revealing her Ixxly.

So says Silenl Trumpets of Justice: 
Inle^mtion's Failure in Prince Ed- 
ward County, a recently published 
b(M)k by two Virginia Union Univer- 
sity officials. 

The b<K)k's authors, Vonita White 
I'oster and (iendd Anthony loster, 
interviewed several black residents 
who were teachers ;ind students in 
l')V) when I'nnce Mdward County 
olficiiils chose locutoff tax funding to 
sch<K)ls instead ol adniilling black 
children 

The I'osters, who are married, said 
their study is not scicnliOc but hunuui- 
islic. "It gives a better feel for people's 



pain and their view of education," 
Mrs. Ibsler sjiid. 

Hie sch(K)ls stayed closed for the 
county's 1,700 black students until 
1963, while a private foundation 
opened the I'rince luJward Academy 
toeducate about 1 ,4(K) white students. 

"What could this lost generation 
have become had tJiey not experi- 
enced lliis? You'll never know," said 
I'osler, vice president for academic 
affairs at Virginia Union. 

Ilie anecdotiil study brought back 
h;ird memories for many people, in- 
cluding Mrs. I'oster, who lived in 
I'armville when llie schools were 
closed. I ler parents sent her to D;ilti- 
more to live with relatives and con- 
tinue her education. 

"It was a very emotioniU experi- 
ence," said Mrs, I-osler, the 
university's libnu^y director. "They 



were reliving things from the '5()s and 
'6()s. F'or many, it was .seeing it in 
black and white." 

"Many of tliem prefer not to talk 
about it," Foster said. "They realize 
they would have more opportunities 
than they had. There still is a fair 
amount of anger and bitterness." 

Ritii Moseley was 1 1 when the 
sch(xils clo.sed down. She did not at- 
tend sch(x>l for two years. 

"I lost two years. Mven .30 years 
later, when I tiilk about it, it's just as 
though it was then," Ms. Moseley said 
in an interview. "People say, 'forget 
it' but you just can't. It really de- 
stroyed people's lives." 

"When I had my own kids, I was 
detemiined not to .show any of those 
feelings to my kids becau.se I didn't 
want them to grow up with that an- 
ger," said Ms. Moseley, a secretary 



with the public school system. "A lot 
of parents showed kids anger and a lot 
of kids grew up with that anger." 

Ms. Moseley said she urged her chil- 
dren to .seek an education. Her daugh- 
ter graduated in 1990 from Averett 
College and her son is attending North 
Carolina A&T University. 

"Once you get that no one can take 
it away, even though it was taken 
away from us before we could get it," 
she said. "They can take away your 
car, your home ... but not your educa- 
tion." 

The authors say in the btiok that 
many white Prince Edward residents 
don't think racism still is a problem 
ttxlay, and that people have refu.sed to 
deal with the events of lliree decades 
ago. 

James M. Anderson Jr., superinten- 
dent of Prince Edward County 



Schools, acknowledges racism still 
exists in the county, 

"I'm not going to deny that there's 
some individuals and some groups 
that have racist attitudes and motives," 
he said. "In the '90s they're a little 
more subUe tlian in the '60s. But it's 
not more in Fannville than any other 
locality." 

He said the school system has learned 
a lesson from the past, but does not 
think "the prevailing attitude is tocon- 
tinually regurgitate or review it. We 
don't want to forget die past but want 
to look to the future." 

That thought is shared by Atlanta 
businessman J.B. Fuqua, a Prince 
Fxlward native who gave $10 million 
in August to tlie Prince Edward Acad- 
emy, which was renamed Uie Fuqua 
Sch(X)l. 

Officials said 20 of the approxi- 



mately 610 students enrolled in the 
school are black. The school began 
admitting minority students in 1986. 

"1 have perceived that there is still a 
division between the races and be- 
tween the older and younger genera- 
tions," Fuqua said recently. "I hope 
that tliis gesture will close the door" 
on tlie county's troubled past. 

However, the book's authors are 
among tliose whi) wonder whether 
Fuqua's action will change anything, 
and say such a large financial conui- 
bution would have better served the 
public .schiwl system. 

"Just because you change the name 
doesn't mean you change the school. 
It's very offensive to both blacks and 
whites," Mrs. Foster said. "You have 
to wonder whether people are inter- 
ested in public education or continu- 
ing the tradition of elitism."

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — In a mild 
surprise, Philadelphia Phillies man- 
ager Jim Fregosi chose Curt Schilling 
to face Atlanta's Steve Avery in 
Wednesday night's opener of the NL 
playoffs. 

Fregosi had been expected to sum 
Tommy Greene because Greene fin- 
ished with a better record (16-4) and 
ERA (3.42) and beat the Braves in his 
only start against them this season. 
Schilling started four times against 
Atlanta, with two losses and two no- 
decisions, giving up 24 hits and 16 
earned runs in 21 1-3 innings.

Attacked On Campus

On the night of Sunday, Seplein- 
ber 19, a male student was followed, 
verbally harassed, and physically at- 
tacked after leaving the library at 
approximately 1 1:15 p.m. This stu- 
dent did not know his attackers and 
could not identify them, because it 
was dark. He could tell immediately 
by their voices and laughter tJiat tJiey 
were hostile, however. 

Because he could not identify 
them, the police could not press 
charges against anyone. A reptirt 
was filed, and campus police seiirched 
the area for possible suspects. 

This person believes llie attiick 
wasaresultof'theclose-mindedness 
of this campus to alternate issues 
other than the nonn." 

The victim is homosexual. (His 
real name is not being used in interest 
of his personal safety, and to protect 
himself from further attacks, not be- 
cause he is ashamed of his orienta- 
tion.) 

He is of>en about his sexuiility but 
does not force this lifestyle on otliers. 
This attack was a fonn of gay bash- 
ing, and gay bashing is "in" now — as 
seen by such episodes of the treat- 
ment of gays in the miliuu-y. 

"In 1993, instead of progressing 
into a greater understanding, we ;u-c 
digressing," commented Uie victim. 
Even though he was not physi- 
cally injured (his shirt was toni), he 
was shocked at first, scared lor a 
while, and he did not want to be 
alone. 

"It's ridiculous that this happens! 
We're taught America is the liberal 
country — especially our age group! 
It makes me sick tliat people are this 
close-minded about sometliing they 
don't understand," he slated. 



On campus there is an unfortunate 
lack of education about alternative 
lifestyles. "No student on this ciunpus 
should have to be afraid, because he or 
she does not conform," he said. 

When asked if there have been 
many other incidents like this on c;un- 
pus, the victim c;ui only speculate that 
there have been other such episixles. 
He knows about the harassment ;uid 
verbal abuse that he luid other mem- 
bers of the gay, Icsbiim, and bisexual 
group encounter every day. The 
group's name is Unity , and other mem- 
bers are scared of tiie gay bashing. 

ITie.se members pt)int out a quote 
from llic Student Handbtwk: "Ha- 
rassing, hazing, or verbally abusing 
any student, guest, faculty, or sialf 
member of the college community" is 
a judicial offense. Of course a physi- 
cal attack is considered an assault that 
is to be handled by Campus Police . . 

The Residcntiid Bill of Rights, 
Section 2A, states tliat one is entitled 
to "the right to person;il privacy. All 
persons sht)uld have freedom from 
interference with tlieir personal ac- 
tivities, and should be able to miiintain 
privacy for otlier than academic rea- 
•sons." However, many gays ;uid les- 
bians iue still h;ua,s,sed. 

Members of Unity art awiu-e of the 
opposition to ilieir group by some 
members of the college community. 
Iliey liave rcccniJy tried to attract tie w 
members by ptisting signs :ux)undc;un- 
pus. Out of 1(X) copies, only 13-15 
remiiin, as a result of vandiilism. 

Unity has also recently de^ilt with 
another issue of sexual discrimina- 
tion. Two members tried to rent lui 
aparunent, and when they called in the 
morning, the aparunent was available. 
When tliey arrived, the story changed. 
It wiis no longer available. Later on

It's on posters, television, and on tlie 
radio; .someone is trying to tell us 
something. 

Longwwxl College .students have 
launched a public service c;unpaign to 
highlight the connection between drug 
and alcohol abuse and liie IIIV virus. 

Students are promoting the "Gel 
High, Get Stupid, Get AIDS" cam- 
paign designed by the Advertising 
Council in conjunction with tlic Na- 
titmal Council on Drug Abuse. 

ITirough an internship, senior in;ir- 
kefing major Jen Beazley is working 
with Susan Bruce, Longwood's 
Wellness Educator, and Dr. Ihomas 
Dukes, chair of the IX'piu-Unenl of 
Managing and M;tfketing lo promote 
AIDS awaa'iiess. Alpha Sigma Al- 
pha sorority will help lo distribute 
posters concerning AIDS aroundc;un- 
pus as a service project. 

I'elevision advertiscinenl of the ad

Sophomore Peer 
I lelper, Meli.s.sa Ireeman, believes that 
groups such as this help heighten 
awiu^eness concerning HIV ;uid S IDs. 
Radical, hiuids-on applications arc 
easy to relate to and undersUmd. 

During iheu h;dl prognun lor HIV 
;uid S IDs ihe following statistics were 
reported from Student Health based 
on the 9 1 -92 scIkhiI ye;u^: 

-2 students contracted ( ionoirhea 
-4 students contracted Trichoinoiuasis 
■2 students conU'acted Syphilis 
-40 students contracted I luinan 
Papilloma Virus (Genitiil W;uts) 
-20 students contracted Genilid

ease Conmil, one-fifth of all current 
AIDS patients were diagnosed be- 
tween 20 ;uid 29 yeiU"s of age. AIDS 
is now the sixth leading cau.se of death 
iunong the 1 5 to 24 age group. 

As of June 1992, 44,495 young 
adults between the ages of 20-29 had 
contracted AIDS. In most cases, they 
were infected as teenagers. 

According to Ruth WtHHlen, presi 
dent of the Advertising Council, the 
public service ads use animation tech- 
niques tt) di i ve home the message thai 
drug and iilcoliol abuse can impair 
judgment and cau.se someone to do 
something stupid, such as having un- 
protected sex. The unusual carttxm 
format was selected lo convey a .sensi- 
tive message in a way that is very 
popular with ilii.s age group. The 
animated characters ;uid use of humor 
provide a p;ilaiable and compelling 
way for the audience to be drawn into 
an iiiiporuinl lic:ilth education mes 
sage. 

Reviewed in the concept stage by 
extensive group testing, the anima- 
tion approach was deteriniiied lo be 
highly effective in reaching the target 
group. The use of animated charac- 
ters id.so allows a range of viewers, 
whatever ilicir ethnic backgrounds, to 
identify witJi "univers;U characters."

While listening 
for the grind of the propeller against 
the river bottom, the son of a Fann- 
ville man stands pt)ised to shove the 
motor lift down, should the boat run 
aground. 

Hearing the tellliile grumble, how 
he handled the craft in tiie next lew 
moments would detennine Uie entire 
crcw'sfuture. Grabbing control of the 
boat, he slowly guided it tlirough the 
narrow passageway, alert and ready 
for what lay under the cloudy waters 
of the Tanana River. 

Army Spec. Timotliy D. Shapiro, 
son of Walter N. Shapiro, Route 2, 
Farmville, a mortar man siiUioned at 



Fort Waiiiwrighl, Alaska, was one of 
over 30 soldiers .s[x;iidiiig two weeks 
at the Anny' s ino.st intense w aler tfiiin- 
iiig courses, learning how to operate 
and navigate inhuid waterways. 

On land for the first moniing, sol- 
diers were briefed on what the de- 
manding course would ask of them 
before manning the boats. They 
learned how to pack Ihe 30-foot craft 
before shoving off that altemtxin. 

"When I'm the boat commander, 
I'm just watching the water to deter- 
mine the best possible route," said 
Shapiro. 

Traveling up stream for the major- 
ity of tliecour.se, studeiiLs leiuiied about 
the river environment, how to read the 
signs of the river; the boat crew must 
give iLs full attention to the challenge 
ahead of them. 

With nature and the elements often 
against the students, safety is priority. 



Ihe boats are equipped with several 
safely and emergency devices. Life 
vests are always worn, and emergency 
priK'edures are constantly emphasized 
during the course. 

Once the basics of operaUng the 
btiats have been covered, and the sol- 
diers get accustomed to river life, they 
learned the military uses of river travel . 
If used properly, inland waterways 
can be u.sed su^ategically to move 
people and equipment inland quickly. 
Different units have different applica- 
tions of tliis knowledge and each sol- 
dier will return lo his unit with a unique 
talent. 

"My unit owns rubber rafts, so my 
navigational and river skills will come 
in handy if we ever have to use them in 
a tactical situation. 1 will be able to 
advi.se my supervisors of the best pos- 
sible way to negotiate a river," said 
Shapiro.

Student Tells Abduction Story

How would it feel to be abducted 
by your fadier'.' 

Rob Thomas, a freshin;ui here at 
Longwotxl, was abducted by his fa- 
Uier when he was Uirec years old. 

Thomas's parenLs divorced when 
he was a year old. His mother was 
awarded custcxly and remained widi 
Thomas in llieir hometown in Indiana. 

One day, while outside playing in 
the yard, Thomas's faUier showed up 
and asked him if he would like to go 
see a movie . Thom;is' s response was 
Uiat of a typical Uiree year old. Off 
diey went, supposedly to die movies. 
Aldiough diey went to a movie, die 
moyicwast)napUnie — aplanc headed 
for Saudi Arabia, where his fadier was 
moving for a job rekK:ation, 

Realizing that ITiomas had been 
kidnapped, his modier and die Indiana 
Police diligently .searched for him. 
His picture appearedon numerousTV 
shows, posters, and milk c;ulons. Two 
years later, after almost giving up die 
search, she remarried. 

At die age of six, Thomas's dad 
called his ex-wife to inform her of his 
possession of their son. llefeltdiat 
"man-child should be raised by a man." 
He told her diat Uiey could meet at a 
neutral point, where no aulhority could 
be involved. They agreed on meeting 
at an airport in Cairo, Egypt. 

When arriving late to die airport, 
lliomas got separated from his father 
and wandered off into die crowd. I le 
sat down next to a lady, who he turned 
to, wrapped his arms around, and said 
softly to her, "Hi mom." Much to dieir 
surprise after Uiree long years, he had 
still remembered his modier. Her 
eyes welled up in tears and she held 




him. His fadier caught up to diem 
soon after. 

During their week long visit in 
Egypt, diey went to dinner and tried to 
.spend as much lime logeUier as pos- 
sible. After die week had ended, they 
went their separate ways. Thomas 
went to Saudi Aiabia widi his fadier, 
and Thomas's modier went back to 
the United States. 

Thomas was eight years old when 
he relumed to die United Slates dur- 
ing Chrisunas vacauon lo spend die 
holidays wiUi his modier iuid step- 
fadier. After die visit, lliomas would 
return to Saudi Arabia widi his fadier. 

Thomas then turned nine ye;u"s old 
and once again relumed to die United 
Stales for the Christmas holidavs, ex- 
cept diis dme his modier decided to 
keep him instead of .sending him hack 
as previously agreed. When trying to 
get him back, his fadier was encoun- 
tered by die police at die aiiport termi- 
nal. 

After being arrested under die 
charges of breidiing custody laws and 
abducdon, he consequendy spent a 
night in jail before being bailed out. 

During die next week, it was dis- 
covered dirough court trials dial die 
laws of 1976 stilted dial it was, in fact, 
not illegal for ap;u"enl lo take his or her 
own child. He remained in die United 
Stales while a new custcxly battle be- 
gan. 

After seven mondis, custody was 
once again awarded lo Thomas's 
mother under die sUpulalion dial she 
and her husband would not continue 
dieir previous drug u.se. 

While living with his modier in 
Indiana, she and his siep-falher began 
using drugs again. Also during diis 




time, Thomas's half-si.ster and step- 
brodier were not taking die situation 
dial well. His sister resorted lo u.sing 
drugs and eventually fell into pro,sti- 
lulion, after dropping out of college 
during her freshman year. Also, his 
brodier had decided lo drop out of 
high school at the age of sixteen. 

During diis time, Thomas became 
more wididrawn from die rest of die 
family. 

He eventually confronted his 
mother conceming her drug usage. 
She responded lo this by saying, "I 
only do il when we liave die money. It 
is by no mciuis a 'habit' ." Contradic- 
tory lo what she had said, bills were 
not being paid, and late notices were 
piling up. 

After rcidizing that he could not 
change the situation, Thomas ex- 
plained die siluadon to a counselor, 
who immediately involved the police 
and coniacted his fadier. The police 
and courts in conjunction widi his 
fadier aiTanged for his fadier to pick 
him up widiout informing his modier, 
and take him back to Virginia, where 
his father was now living. 

When his fadier came to pick him 
up, his modier found out, but had no 
choice in die situation. He condnued 
lo visit her on holidays and summer 
breaks. Thomas's father would fre- 
quently travel, leaving Thomas widi 
his step-modier, with whom he did not 
get along. 

When Thomas turned sixteen, he 
bought his own car. When he turned 
eighteen, he became a Fkxir Supervi- 
sor at McDonald' s in Springfield, Vir- 
ginia. During diis past summer, he 
and his girlfriend started Uieir own 
business called Furry Critters and 
House Sitters, in which they sit for 
people's pels and also house-sit. 

When asked how he feels about 
being abducted by his own father, he 
says, "Il has made me a more cultured 
person. I've gotten die opportunity to 
travel mound die world. 1 saw of it 
more as an opportunity than as ;ui 
abduction." 



Thomas now u.ses his experiences 
advantageously by spe;dving lo chil- 
dren from abused homes iuid f;unilies 
widi drug problems. He has also udked 
to abusive parents from die perspec- 
tive of how it feels lo be a child of 
abusive parents. 

While Rob Thomas' experience 
was one dirough which nochild would 
willingly want lo go, he feels dial il 
has been somewhat beneficiid. "1 
have taken all die negauve experi- 
ences life has dirown at me and hope- 
fully turned diem lo my advantage." 
slates Thomas.

This workshop addres.sos 
is.sues that often arise, such as gender issues, per.sonal prob- 
lem solving, listening, fceling.s/eniolions, drug/alcohol abu.so, 
and information concerning references lo certain facilities 
on campus. 

After putting all of this eflorl into learning special 
techniques and ideas, the RA must then lace the soinclimes 
grim reality of his or her hail. 

When asked what her greatest worry wa.s before sludenls 
arrived, junior Michelle /.ails, RA of first lloor Cox, said, 
"My biggest worry was confronting alcohol and having 
students not li.sten lo me." 

RAs have different worries, such as making sure every- 
one gels along, and being assertive enough lo come down on 
people when needed. Others worry about being able lo 
separate ihemsclves from friendship when discipline needs 
to lake place. 

While all RAs have dillcrenl worries about sludenl 
is.sues and their personal abililies to gel llie job done, sludenls 
also have a ceriain preset fear beh)re arriving. Many worry 
how the RA will be, and have big plans of kissing up (i.e. 
ro.ses, money, etc.). 

Sludenls hoiti ceriain opinions on how Ihe ideal RA 
should act. Amy Hgg, a Iteshman, says, "Many kids come 
away to sell! Milio get away Iroiii llieir pareiils, so an R A really 
slioukln'l acl as coiilrolling as a pareiil would be." 

Kven though there are some RAs llial jusl don'l seem lo 
remember how lobe young aiul have lull, most are more llian 
loleranl and very uiulerstaiKliiig

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Allen, Terry Get Poor Grade For Debate 



RICHMONfD (AP) — DemtxTat 
viary Sue Terry and Republican 
jeorge Allen deserve an "F' for Uieir 
Irst televised debate because they dis- 
:ussed few issues and spent too much 
ime attacking each oiher, professors 
>aid. 

"It was absolutely a dismal failure," 
aid Robert Denton, head of the com- 
munications studies depjuiment at 
Virginia Tech. 

"They just didn't answer tlie ques- 
tions," said University of Virginia 
government professor Larry Sabato, 
who mcxJerated the Tliursday night 
debate at WWBT-TV. 

The candidates spent most of the 
hourtong debate tjilking about crime, 
parole and how they would balance 
the Slate budget. 

Terry also Uied to link Allen to the 
religious right and Allen repeatedly 
tied her to two unpopular DemcKrats, 
Gov. L. Douglas Wilderand U.S. Sen. 
Charles S.Robb. 

Terry said she would move the slate 



forward while Allen advocates 
"change that will move our slate back 
and to the right." 

Allen attacked "Robb- Wilder-Terry 
policies" developed during the last 1 2 
yearsofDemocraticnile in Richmond. 
"You expect your leaders lo set an 
exiunple for your children," he said. 
"We're all sick of ihe petty bickering 
and the scandals while Uie people's 
business gix;s unallended." 

Terry said she is the most U^uslwor- 
tliy candidate and urged viewers to 
csill a loll-free telephone number to 
gel details on her stands. 

After tlic debsite, Allen called that 
"herl-800-dodgei.ssue" 

Both candidates promised lo cIo.se a 
projected S.SOO million slate budget 
shorlfall by culling spending. Terry 
said she would collect $400 million in 
unpiiid taxes and nncs, and she sug- 
gested Uial people who haven't paid 
could lose their drivers' licenses. 

"You could have done thai as attor- 
ney gcnenil," Allen shot back.

Allen said Terry is "very happy with 
our lenient liberal parole system," 
while he wants to abolish parole. 

But Terry said her parole reform 
pUm would keep violent offenders 
behind bars. 

Slie said Allen's plan would require 
52 new pri.sons in Virginia. "Apart 
from the cost, I don't know whose 
back yard those prisons are going to 
go in," .she said. 

She repeatedly pitched her support 
of a five-day waiting period far hand- 
gun purchases. 

Allen said spending to control crime 
must be a priority. He .said prisoners 
could sep(U°ate trash in landfills and do 
otJier work to save the state money. 

Robert Holsworth, a Virginia Com- 



monwealth University pt)litical scien- 
tist, said there were "no kiUK'koul 
punches." But he gave Allen an edge 
becau.se much of the debate ceniercd 
on crime and parole. 

"They spent most of their lime play- 
ing tennis on his courl," Holsworth 
sjiid. 

Denton siiid, "Allen was more suc- 
cessful in talking about die future and 
certainly change." 

"Mary Sue Terry had to go in, stop 
a slide," he s;ud. "I don' t think .she did 
enough to do Uiat." 

The candidates have two more tele- 
vised debates today and Oct. 18. 

The Uiird candidate for governor, 
independent Nancy Spannaus, held a 
news conference to protest hcrcxdu- 
.sion from the debate. Mrs, Sp;uinaus, 
a follower of imprisoned pv)litical ex- 
tremist Lyndon LaRouclie, said Ihe 
media and the two parlies conspired to 
impose a news blackout on her candi- 
dacy.

"Being ()|x.'n and committed to Ihe 
realities of diversity on campus is a 
tough Uiing lo do," he .sjtid. "1 expect 
we will see change." 

Tim Brownlee, a member of llie 
campus group ( iay and I A;sbian Aca- 
demic and Slalf AdvtKaics, said il is 
»mpt>ruuu U\at U>p adiaiivistraiors te- 
gitiini/c goals of gays, le.sbiiuis and 
bi.sexuals. 

"1 know il is going lo liikc a while, 
hut il says someUiing when the admin- 
istration ... makes a visible effort. It 
adds credence," said Brownlee, a uni- 
versity seaelary and member of the 
1-reedom Coalition, alX)uglasCouniy 
group working loexlend civil rights to 
gays, lesbimis luid bi.sexuals. 

Carl Burkhcitd, professor of civil 
engineering ;uid an outspoken critic of 
Ihe gay and lesbian lifestyle, tTili- 
cized the university's response. 

"1 Uiink that it is a tragic misUike," 
he said. "It's wrimg because it's very 
hurtful for anyiMie who adopts thai 
lile.style. 

"I do hope that the people of Kansjis 
have stHiie idea of what's going on al 
the university. If they did, Uicre would 
be a lot more voices than mine." 

Saleebey s;ud a task force survey of 
university lacully, siuiknts and sljiff 
iiHlicaied gays, lesbiiuis ;uid bisexuals 
were more apt dian otliers lo view Uic 
"aimosphere at Uie university as nol 
sale or in scwne cases hostile." 

Ten percent of Uiosc surveyed sjiid 
tliey were eitlier gay, lesbijin or bi- 
sexual, Saleebey sJiid. He esliinatcd 
Ihe actual number ranged from 10 
percent lo l.*> percent 

About two-thirds of Uie 9*i() people 
responding to the survey wrote com- 
ments at tlie end, SiUeebcy said. 

"I'd guess 20 perccnl of ihc coin 
inenis were really hostile, angry." he 
siiid "Tlieir thinking was thai gays 
and lesbians do ikH have Uie same 
status ;uid rights as oUier minority 
groups "

Expanded Housing Pleases Some First 
Year Students, Bothers Others

A student teaclier at Nt)ttoway High 
School has been charged with posses- 
sion of drugs and alcohol following a 
surprise search of the school and the 
school parking area on October 6, 1 993 . 

Sheriff Larry Parrish said 23-year 
old Michael David McKittrick, a par- 
ticipant in the Longwood Student 
Teaching ftogram, has been charged 
with possession of marijuana, a mis- 
demeanor, after police noticed some 
mjuijuana seeds and a very small 
amount of m;u"ijuana residue in his car 



Expanded housing at Long- 
wood is a situation many freshmen 
and transfers have to go through, 
Tliis situation occurs when the 
coUece accents more neoole than 
housing can handle, usually going 
over by 35-40 students per year. 

While this situation makes 
many students unhappy, they arc 
provided with some type of com- 
pensation. If the student remains 
in expanded housing for a period 
of six weeks or longer, he or she 
receives 25% off the first semester 
room and board. 

When asked about her opinion 
of expanded housing. Amy 
Glennon, a freshman presently in 
expanded housing, said, "I feel that 
admissions should better estimate 
the number of students that they 
enroll." 

While some students may agree, 
others like the idea of receiving 
25% off of first semester room and 
board. 

Housing places these students 
together in the same manner as 
other students, except puuti ng three 
students per room rather than two. 
Surveys given over the summer 
determine who gets placed to- 
gether. 

Housing Director David Rettig 



stated that, "It works fairly well, 
but there are limitations with using 
a piece of paper." 'I"hc character- 
istic that the housing office looks 
for primarily is whether the stu- 
dent is a smoker or a non-smoker. 
This is usually the number one 
complaint and first priority. 

All students in expanded hous- 
ing will receive notices after an 
allotted amount of Ume. This form 
will give the students the opportu- 
nity to "unexpand." They simply 
have to fill them out and return 
them to housing as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

A common question is, "Where 
does all of this room come from to 
move all of these students out of 
expanded housing?" 

Ilie answer: The room is found 
mainly during the .spring semester. 
Longwood has many December 
graduates, students doing intern- 
ships, student teachers, and unfor- 
tunately students placed on aca- 
denuc and disciplinary suspeasion. 
This gives housing the opportu- 
nity to place many students in sepa- 
rate rotims. 

ITie Housing office attempts to 
honor requests concerning room- 
mates and allowing students to 
niiiintain residence in the same 



building. 

If it is decided among the room- 
mates that they would like to con- 
tinue to room together, u is al- 
lowed. Ihe 25% discount given 
for the first semester will not be 
given. 

If two riwmmates want a 
third person to leave, there is noth- 
ing that can be done since there is 
no one specific third person. All 
three of the students have equal 
rights to stay in the rtxim. 

I'his type of housing arrange- 
ment has been u.sed for years at 
Longwood. In the fall of 1987, the 
year before ARC opened, the num- 
ber of expanded housing rooms 
was well above 2{X). 

This is done so the college can 
continue to grow, as well as build 
at the same time. ITtus, it does not 
put the college at risk of decreas- 
ing the rate of pt)pulalion growth 
due to the construction of addi- 
tional residence halls. 

Official estimates state that by 
the fall of 1996, the renovation of 
Lancaster will have taken place. 
ITiis renovation will include the 
conversion of offices into more 
rooms that can be used toward 
housing.

Walker agreed lo the no-contest plea 
after authorities dropped a second 
charge that he also had assaulted a 
male student. 

Walker, a tenured specialist ni 
AmericiUKUKl black history, has uiught 
at (ieorge Mason 18 years, lie was 
removed from Ihe classr{H)m and reas- 
signed to resCiirch pending an inlern;il 
investigation by tlie university. 



"If we find that the charges are uue 
... he could be lemiinated," George 
Mason spokesman Daniel Walsch 
siiid. 

Walker's attorney, Robert M. 
Alexander, s;iid he and his client do 
not wiuit to di.scuss the ca,se. 

Walker of Alexandria was ;uTcsted 
by university police July 27, one d:iy 
after a female student alleged he had 
sexually as.saultcd her and a male stu- 
dent siiid Walker had as.saultcd him. 

Both were sludenLs in Walker's 
cla.sses, but the alleged incidents oc- 
curred in his campus office at differ- 
ent times. 

"Ihcre was idleged touching in- 
volved, unwanted touching," Walsch 



s;iid. 

At a hearing Sept. 1 , Walker agreed 
to plead no contest to .sexuiU battery, a 
misdemeanor. According to the 
I'airfax County pro.secutor's office, 
sexual battery occurs when threat, 
force or intimidation is involved in a 
sexual overture. 

The no-coniest plea is not an admis- 
sion of guilt, only mi acceptance of the 
prosecutor's evidence. 

In exchange for the plea, the 
prosecutor's office agreed lo drop the 
assault case involving tJie male stu- 
dent. 

Walker has taught survey courses 
since 1975. lie holds a master's de- 
gree and a doctorate from Columbia 
llniversily.

Parrish said Uiey had found nothing in 
Uieir investigation to indicate that 
McKitu-ick had been trying lo sell or 
give drugs to students. 

Officers in the Nottoway Sheriff 
Department conducted the search, with 
die help of seven drugs dogs, three 
State Police and four from the Depart- 
mentofCorrections.Nolhingel.se was 
found, .said Sheriff Parri.sh. 

McKittrick is scheduled to appear 
in the Nottoway County General Dis- 
uict Court on November 9.

Bagby says die Honors I'ro- 
gram still shines the hall widi non-

themselves." 

Besides die "gcKxi location" of die 
Cunninghjuns, says Bagby, the col- 
lege is giving the Honors students' 
fltxir "two new computers and a laser 
printer for Hoiiois u.se only." Bagby 
says the computer lab will be open 
widiin a mondi, complete with air 
conditioning. 

Dr. David Madiews will be the 
Academic Advisor for the Honors 
n(X)r, and siiys that after the inlluciicc 
of the freshman seminar leaders 
"tapers off . .. [ he will be ] the continu- 
ing faculty member presctii on die 
n(X)r " 

Madiews says the Honors IhJI is 
now made upof "primiuily freshman" 
and will become a "community of 



people who are especially into aca- 
demics ... an extra special opportu- 
nity . . . just like die interest floors, . . 
. sororities, and fraternities." 

Mathews says die Honors Hall will 
offer not only a desirable place on 
campus, and die computer lab widi 
"all die power of the network . . . 
anytime day or night," but also a so- 
cial support group. 

Such a support group is in place 
currently to some degree in ARC, 
where Katherine Murry is a resident, 
and .say .sit is helpful being on die same 
n(X)r with odier Honors people. 

Madiews, who attended a residen- 
tial honors college called Lyman 
Briggs, which is part of Michigan 
State, .says the honors students de- 
serve Uic privileges diey are receiv- 
ing, because "honors students are 
asked to go above and beyond aca- 
demicsdly." He says of his involve- 
ment in the program, "I would like to 
see students have as go(Kl an opportu- 
nity as I had." 

Odier changes in die Honors pro- 
gram, according to Bagby, include 
increased off-campus Honors oppor- 
tunities, such as Honors Semesters for 
which Honors students can iipply to 
Uike part in special courses at other 
colleges. Al.so, diis .spring, Ikmors 
students will be able to take a special 
archeological uip sponsored by the 
Stale Honors Council. 

The change in die program dial 
will be available to all students was 
provided lor during Conner director 
Sandra Bred 's tenure, and is Ihe use of 
die special topics I lonors courses 295 
and 495. In die spring, the first of 
these interdisciplinary courses is called 
An linvinmrnental Primer and will be 
offered and taught by six different 
faculty members in the spring liich 
instfuclor, according to his or her ex- 
pertise, will "leach a disctele <uid sepa- 
rate section of die course," says Bagby.

Farmvillc seems to want the best of both worlds. 

We am sure that the town government would be forced to admit that Longwood College is aji 
incredible boon to the economy of this small rural town. 

Not only do students spend huge amounts of money here (without us, even Wal-Mart would 
probably go under) while buying merchandise and services, they also contribute to the economic 
well-being of the community by paying rent and by getting their parents down here (who, bored 
out of their minds, usually end up spending liberally at Greenfront, as well as at the few decent 
eating establishments in town). The college is also one of the largest employers of area residents. 

But Farmville Town Manager Gerald Spates doesn't seem to want to lake this into account. 
Instead, he is trying his best to drive the students away and make their lives difficult, obviously not 
realizing the importance of the.se very students to the local economy. 

His latest and most blatant jab at students is his suggestion that permits allowing students to park 
on Farmville streets cost $ l(X).(K), even for those students who have an apartment in Farmville, but 
no access to off-street parking. 

Of this proposal. Spates commented "when they find out that you've got to buy a $1(X).(X) 
parking pa.ss to live in an apartment, 1 guarantee you, they will think twice about it." 

Spates and other Farmville officials also targeted off-campus students in their request to meet 
with college President William F. Dorrill. According to these officials, there have been complaints 
about loud parlies and excessive noise during soccer games at the Johnston Street field. Calling 
these students "by far the worst group we have had," Spates speculated that Longwood's tighter 
control of on-campus drinking may have lead to the increase in resident complaints against 
students. 

It makes no .sense to us that Town Manager Spates is trying to hara.ss the students in this way. 
If we listen to all of the public relations .spouted by both the town and the college, we are members 
of one great big happy family. 

That is why members of the community are allowed almost unfettered access to campus 
facilities, despite continuing problems between non-students and students. 

But it .seems as if that extends only in one direction. 

Epi.sodes are pushed under the carpet if a Farmville local creates a disturbance on campus, but 
one college administration .source says that .some Longwood administrators are asked to cruise 
areas in which a high concentrations of students live looking for parties that arc loo loud, and Spates 
(as well as any other Farmville resident) would have no qualms about vociferously complaining 
about students if he felt it necessary. 

It is obvious that Spates, as well as some other Farmville residents, will have to come to the 
realization that they live in a college town, in fact, a town in which the college is the hub of the whole 
community. Yes, it may get a lillle noi.sy now and then, and yes, there may be a few inconveniences 
with the parking situation (but that is something you will find in any town). 

Famville officials, Longwood College and town residents who attend Longwood should sit 
down and work towards an equitable solution to these problems.

Sexual Assault Discussed

LongwcKxl's committee for Sexual 
A.ssault Awareness Month began its 
program of events with a panel dis- 
cussion on "Sexual Assault Issues on 
Campus." 

The discussion, held on October 
11 in Longwtxxl's television .studio, 
was mcxlerated by Brenda Cross, Di- 
rector of Minority Affairs. Issues 
were discussed involving sexual as- 
sault awareness. 

TTie panel, consisting of Susan 
Bruce, Student Development Educa- 
tor for Wellness; Beth Ellis, REC for 
Cox and Wheeler dorms; and Larry 
Robertson, REC for Curry dorm, dis- 
cussed topics nixiging from what sexual 
assault is to how to prevent it. 

Bruce pointed out that while rape 
me;uis the occurrence and force of 
unwanted sex, date rape and acquain- 
taiic: rape are even more disturbing, 
because a trust has been broken. 
RohcrLson defined sexual a.s.sault as 
any unwanted touching at all. 

Some of the greatest emphasis dur- 
ing the discussion was placed on re- 
porting llie incident. At Icitst one of 
every four women is raped, but as 
Bruce noted, one out of every one 
hundred women is involved in an ac- 
quaintance rape, and one out often in 
a stranger rape actually report it. 

"Women tend to think they've 
brought it upon themselves," said 
Bruce, "but by not reporting it, a 
woman won't get the help she needs, 
be it counseling and/or health ser- 
vices." AIDS is an importiuit factor in 



rcfwrting the rape, because it cannot 
be detected for a minimum of tiiree 
months. Counseling is needed to pre- 
pare a victim, should this happen. 

Another interesting point made by 
Bruce was that women are more likely 
toovulate spontaneously during arape, 
increasing the chances of becoming 
pregn;uit. There is a moming-iilter 
pill available to women who've been 
assaulted. 

People have also been airaid to 
report rapes, because they were drink- 
ing under-age. As Robcrt.son pointed 
out, however, "the first priority is tlie 
person's well-being." He stated that 
approximately 75% of the men in- 
volved with rapes had been drinking, 
while the figures with women were at 
55%. 

"Studies show that people felt they 
needed the alcohol to get their cour- 
age up to approach someone of the 
oprK)siie sex," according to Bruce. 
'•People think the alcohol gives Uiem 
slrengtli." 

The panelists emphasized the im- 
portiince of believing in people who 
come to someone and confess they'd 
been raped. As Bruce put it, "don't 
assume they're calling wolf." She 
pointed out that if the person con- 
sulted doesn't believe the victim, he 
or she is more than likely not to get 
help. She continued by saying that 
one .should persuade the victim to go 
to a hospital for examination. 

The panelists pointed out these 
ways that both men and women can 
helpprevent rapes and .sexual assaults: 
1 . Be aware of your surroundings. 
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demo titpe contains mostly tMiginals — 
one an example of the band's chang- 
ing sound.

Kevin Mack, Leake' s counterpart at 
tlie DemiKTalic Party, dismissed the 
notion that Republican legislative can- 
didates can ride into office on Allen's 
coatljuls. 

"All ciunpaigns are local," he said. 
"We sUuid to hold our own, or maybe 
g;un a scat or two." 

i'oliticid analysts agree that kx:al 
races usually ioe decided by local is- 
sues, but add tliat this is not a typical 



year. Anti-incumbent sentiment ismn- 
ning high, and that figures to hurt 
DcmcKTdlic incumbents the most since 
there are more of them. 

"House I>;mocrats have a record to 
run on if they want to," said Virginia 
Commonwealth University political 
science professor Robert Holsworth. 
"Virginia was named the best-man- 
aged stale by 1-inancial World maga- 
zine, and there hasn't been a general 
lax increase in years. But the anti- 
incumbenl mood is .so pervasive, 
they're afraid to run on their record." 

Sixty-nine of the 1(X) Hou.se seals 
are contested. Republicans are chal- 
lenging 30 DemcKralic incumbents, 
and Democrats are trying to unseat 16 
GOP incumbents. Ten seals are open 
because of retirements, and nine of 
them iu-e contested by boUi major par- 
lies. The other contested races pit in- 



dependents against incumbents. 

Ixake said a lot of things are going 
right for Republican candidates. Lie 
said the Democrats' efforts to link 
CiOP candidates to religious broad- 
caster Pat Robertson aren't clicking, 
and voters seem ready to show their 
disapproval of President Clinton ;uid 
Ciov. L. IX)uglas Wilder by support- 
ing Republican legislative candidates. 

Terry ' s propo.sal for a five-day wail- 
ing period on handgun purcha.ses has 
been embraced by most Demcx'ratic 
candidates and has populist appeal, 
Leake .said, bul citizens do not appear 
willing to base their votes on tliat one 
issue. Most Republican candidates 
oppose the idea. 

"Guns, abtirlion and the religious 
right is what they're throwing at us 
and it's not working," Leake said.

SECURITY MEASURES 

To those who thought the sole qualifica- 
tion for being a security guard was the 
abihty to wear an ill-fitting uniform, a 
recently settled class-action lawsuit called 
Soroka v. Target Stores may come as a sur- 
prise. In July, Target Stores, a discount 
chain (snacks, folding chairs, toilet brush- 
es) based in Minneapolis, agreed to pay 
|1.3- million to 2,500 security-guard 
applicants who, as part of their selection 
process, were subjected to a privacy-invad- 
ing psychological exam. The test, Rodgers 
Condensed CPl-MMPI, consists of 704 
true-or-false statements and is based on 
the classic Minnesota Multiphasic Personal 
Inventory, introduced in 1940 and still in 
use for certain high-risk professions — law 
enforcement and nuclear-power-plant 
work, for instance. Its usage for discount- 
store employees ("Now, very slowly take 
the Slim Jims out of your pocket and put 
them on the floor") is not, as far as we 
know, widespread. 

Herewith, a sampling of the true-or-false 
statements:

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Women' s Tennis Ties Mark For Best Record 



Sometimes in sports one event can 
serve as a marker, a signpost which 
sums up a period of years. Such an 
event took place recently for the 
women's tennis team at Longwood 
College. 

On Oct. 10 the Lancers beat Elon 
6-3 in what was reportedly a hard- 
fought and well-played match in Elon 
College, N.C.. Two days later Long- 
wood blanked I ioUins 9-0 to close oul 
the fall with a perfect 9-0 record. 

This fall coach Angle Coppedge 
led her team to a phenomenal season, 
recording superlatives loo numerous 
to cover in one article. But, the defin- 
ing event was the win over Elon. 

To appreciate the significance of 
the victory you have to go back to the 
fail of 1988 when Coppedge was a 
rookie head coach and Longwood 
struggled to a 1-5 fall record and a 6- 
16 mark overall. Elon cTuised to a 9- 

victory that fall and the teams played 
10-game pro sets in doubles since the 
match was decided in singles. 

Longwood had not played Elon 
since until this fall's match. 

As Longwood senior Melanie 
Saunders prepared to play lilon's Sa- 
rah Delfausse in the number three 
singles match, Delfausse said a curi- 
ous thing which Saunders didn't un- 
derstand until later. 

"She told me diat we might just 
play pro sets in doubles, radier than 
best-iwo-out-of-three. 

1 guess she meant that if Elon clinched 
the overall match in singles we could 
shorten up the doubles." 

There were no pro seLs, however, 
this year. In fact, llie singles ended 3- 
3 as Saunders, Jennifer Whidow and 
Chrissy Gorman won at No. 3, No. 5 
and No. 6. Longwo<xl clinched diings 
in doubles as WhiUow teamed widi 
Meg Jackson to win No. 2 and 
Saunders plus Julia Fera won at No. 3. 

The l-ighiin' Christians still have a 
strong team, finishing llUi in NAIA 
Nationals last spring. Indeed, in dual 
match play, Elon was die only team to 



win an individual match against Long- 
wood. Coppedge' steam blanked eight 
foes. 

Longwood' s 9-0 record is the best- 
ever for a Lancer team in the fall and 
ties die mark of 9-0 which was done 
first in die spring of 1977 when Phyllis 
Harriss was coach. 

Saunders Winds Up Career 

Over die last direc fall seasons 
Longw(xxl is 23-2 and over die last 
dirce-and-a-halfyears(fall and spring) 
LCis42-14. At die heart of the Lancer 
turnaround in tennis have been Coach 
Coppedge and Saunders. Melanie 
played her final collegiate match Tues- 
day at llollins. She leaves behind 
some records which will be hard to 
beat. 

Going 11-0 in singles diis fall, 
Saunders is now 45-4 for three sea- 
sons. She was 15-0 as a sophomore 
and holds the school mark for con- 
secutive wins (17). 

"I'm happy about what we have 
accomplished," said Saunders. "We 
have had a good record. It's hard to 
have many 9-0 seasons. That'ssome- 
Uiing to be proud of." 

"That Elon diing (playing die 
Fighlin' Christians) was good. I liked 
diat. Elon hit die ball hard and so did 
I. I popped my suings and had to use 
my backup racket. 

"I don't believe coach thought we 
were going to win. You could tell it 
meant a lot to her to beat diem." 

Saunders credits Coppedge for 
developing the tennis program at 
Longwood. 

"Coach has really built the team up 
with her recruiting. We have sucngdi 
now even at die seven, eight and nine 
positions." 

ITiis strengdi is illustrated by die 
records of die top players in singles 
and doubles. Consider the following: 
Marcia Osorio was 9-2 ai No. 1 , Jack- 
son was 10-2 at No. 2, Kelley Regan 
was 11-1 at No. 4, Whidow was 11-0 



at No. 5 and Gonnan was 1 1-0 at No. 
6, losing her first set in die final match 
at HoUins. 

In doubles Christine Colavita 
teamed widi Fera for an 8-0 mark at 
No. 3, while Jackson and Regan 
were 7-1 at No. 1 and Saunders teamed 
widi Whitlow for a 6-1 mark. 

Coppedge feels good about die sea- 
son. A lough competitor from her 
days as a player, die Longwcxxl coach 
can still remember die pain of dial 9- 
loss to Elon back in 1988. 

"Most of die teams we play now 
used to beat us back dien," she said. 
"One of my goals after that first year 



was to improve and beat diose teams. 
Now diat we've done diat, 1 guess 1 
have to set new goals." 

Saunders thinks die best is sull 
ahead for this year's team. She'll be 
student teaching next semester, but 
the team will carry on. 

"There are people ready to step in 
for me," said Saunders. " The team 
really came togedier on our uip to 
Nordi Carolina. They're going to be 
tough in die future." 

In addition to being talented, the 
Lancers are also young. All of die top 
.seven players are either freshmen or 
sophomores.

— Cleveland, widiout any offense 
and a continuing quarterback contro- 
versy, can stay on top of die AFC 
Central as long as it gets 165 yards on 
two punt returns every week by Eric 
Mctcalf. 

— New Orleans can't stand prosper- 
ity and may be looking up again soon 
at San l-rancisco, 

— Miami can score 41 points widi- 
out Dan Marino. 

— Houston can beat patsies, widi or 
widiout new papa David Williams. 

This was 1 lolding Week in the NFL. 
The only game of any magnitude 
was Pitt.sburgh-Metcalf (er, Cleve- 
land), as die Browns (5-2) kept die 

Steelers (4-3), arguably die AFC 

Cenual' s best team, from establishing 

a choke hold on die division. 

But dial's likely to change (and don't 

worry about Houston, which has had 



its hands full widi New England and 
CincinnaU, combined record 1-13.) 

Pittsburgh, which outgaiiied Cleve- 
land 444-246, remains die division's 
best. It just can' t win in C'.eveland ( 10 
losses in 1 1 games) or contain Metcalf, 
whose two punt returns for touch- 
downs were the first against ihe 
Steelers in nine years.

A building for the Schtxil 
ofliducation and tiie Visual ArLsbuild- 
ing will be constructed in ihe next 
three years at the cost of $2,00(),0(K). 

Also approved was a grant for the 
elevator tower ;uid lobby connection 
between Hinerand Coyner buildings 
and lo provide access U) the disiibled 
in both buildings. 

Additional approval was secured 
for surplus property— 36 feel of spiice 
owned by the college — to be sold to 
Naiioas Biuik, for ihe purptise of suld- 
ing an additiixial drive-tlirough facil- 
ity lo their I .ongwcxxJ bnuich. Future 
plans for a tiew dining hall were also 
brought up. 

An approved pt)licy for Access of 
Individuals with Disabilities was dis- 
cussed to ensure full compliance with 
state and fedcnil legislation. Approval 



of tuition and fees forSununerSchcx>l 
'94 wi II be $ 1 06 per credit hour for in- 
.slate, $3II8oul of state undergradu- 
ate. Graduate fees will be $120 in- 
.siaie, $318 out of stale. Fees will 
increase from $9 to $10 per credit 
hour. Also approved is a Higher 
Education Equipment Trust Fund. 
This program was set up by Uie slate to 
provide funds for rolleges lo purchase 
equipment. Current equipment in- 
ventories allocation for Longwood is 
$83,658. 

Dr. Befkw(X)d Farmer, Dean of 
Schcxil of Business and Economics, 
gave a report on plans to improve the 
business program to »;creditation sta- 
tus as .set up by the American Assem- 
bly of Collegiate School of Business. 
ITie .schtx)rs 3-ycar plan will be sub- 
mitted in December, with a decision 
by the national organization expected 
in January '94. If approved. Long- 
wixxl has three years lo meet stan- 
dards for accreditation in 1997. 

Next was Dr. Darryl Poole, Vice- 
President of Academic Affairs, re- 
pt)rting on gender equity in iniercollc- 
gialc athletics programs. 

In January the NCAA may make 
.some changes, dendcrequity requires 
tluit both sexes be a substantial pro- 
poni«>n of the college's enrollment. 
To achieve thai proportion at Long- 
wtxxl, we would have lo double the 
number of women athletes. This can 
be done by elevating women's. s<x,ccr 
lo intercollegiate status. Coaching 
saliiries. operating funds, and scholar- 
ships will have to be l(x>ked at more 
closely.

There is a fully functional televi- 
sion studio on campus. 

The studio produces programming 
that is fed by cable directly lo telemedia 
and can be .seen by students as well as 
any cable subscriber on channel two. 

Beth Camillo and Rcxlney Daven- 
port, directors of the studio, are kx)k- 
ing forward to a g(xxl year of pro- 
gramming. This year is the first year 
that there will be regular program- 
ming coming from the studio. 

The majority of the prognunming 
that will be seen on channel two will 
be completely prixluced in the studio 
here on campus by Camillo and Dav- 
enport. Some of the programs, how- 
ever, will be Public Broadcasting 
System programs. These programs 
will be picked up from a .satellite net- 
work and run trough the l.ongwcxxl 
studio by special licensing. 

There are many informational, as 
well as entertaining shows scheduled 
for this year. 

On Monday nights a talk show 
produced by Mike llerndon of Stu- 
dent Affairs/Housing called "Listen 
up!" will feature discussion of current 
is.sues. On Wednesday nights "Long- 
w(xxl Athletics Weekly" hosted by 
Greg ftouty of Spt)rts Information 
will feature a student athlete and his- 
twy, tips and rules on llie sports. On 
Ihursday nights a crime and safety 
show will offer inlonnation for stu- 
dents and the community that will 
come from the campus and town pt)- 
lice departments. On Friday nights 



niiy to sponsor thirty minute pro- 
grams to infonn others of tiie pur- 
pt)ses and functions of tlie groups. 

A special events program pre- 
viewing activities on cmnpus ;uid in 
the community and a new music re- 
view by WLCX DJs are also slated as 
weekly prognuns. 

These shows ;u"e definitely sched- 
uled this year. There are some others 
that are still in the planning but will 
probably be in the regular program- 
ming schedule. 

Davenport and Ciunillo hope to 
add a new books rounduible, an envi- 
ronmental/nature progrjun, and a 
children's story time program to the 
schedule, liventuidly they plan to add 
a news magazine show to the line-up 
as well. 

Iliere is a non-credit inieniship 
through which a student can do volun- 
teer work in tiie studio. There is idso 
a television pnxluciion group advised 
by Davenport. Ciunillo iuid Henidon 
will teach members the ins and outs of 
TV production through hands-on 
projects. 

For inlonnation on either of these 
or to offer comments or suggestions, 
Davenport or C.unillo ciui be reached 
at 2386, or by stopping by the studio 
on the lop ttixn of I liner. 

All shows can be seen at 7:00 PM 
on channel 2, and while most of tlie 
shows will be on tiipe, Ciunillo and 
Davenport say they may risk a few 
live spots. But, they siiy, "you know 
how unpredictable college students 
;m;." 



Leadership Conference Explored 
'Elevating Social Life On Campus'

On the weekend of November 12 
Uirough 14, the 9th annual Longwotxl 
Leadership Experience l(K)k place at 
the Sheraton Inn in Virginia Beach. 

During Uiis year's conference, the 
theme of which is "Elevating StKial 
Life on Campus," Zav Dadabhoy. who 
organized it, says different aspects of 
campus soci<il life, such as "residence 
life. Lancer PrcxJuclions, commuter 
activities, Greek Life, and multi-cul- 
tural activities" were discussed in 
"small group workshops." 

In die workshops, Dadabhoy .says 
Longwood faculty and staff

lime wisely, and yet being produc- 



tive." said Dadabhoy. 

Phyllis Mable. who idso helped lo 
organize this year's conference, .says 
thai the di.scu.ssion was jilso lied in 
widi the ideas of "2 1 st century leader- 
ship," and also lo the idea of toUU 
wellness as it pertains lo the necessity 
of leisure time in creating "well 
people." 

Dadxibhoy said, "for m individuiU 
it C5U1 really be a le:iniing opportunity 
abt)ut leadership, networking, luidor- 
giuiiziitional skills." Mable calls the 
confereiK'e "a real opportunity to tiiink 
about the quality of s(K.'ial life on 
campus." 

Senior. Student Goveniment As- 
stK:ialion President, Darrell Wells, who 
has been on the previous LongwixxJ 
leadership Experiences, agrees ihal 
these conferences are "a gtxxl experi- 
ence for anyone who ... is interested 
in becoming on of tiie people who 
make this ciunpus what it is, "and says 
of the conference Uiat this can give 
1 students] the skills to do it." 

In addition, for an individual who 
is interested m a campus leadership 
positiixi, the conference, siiys Wells, 
can help in "forming working rela- 



lion.ships with many student leaders 
on ciunpus." 

On the last morning of the confer- 
ence, siiys DadablKiy, die .students will 
have worked tiirtiughout Ihe confer- 
eiK'e "to come up with a presentation 
for . . . their vision of s(x;ial life £uid 
how tlial can be fonnulaled iuid imple- 
mented at Longw(HKl. 

The I -eadership luperience is a 
"forum for ideas," says Wells. 
Da'Jabhoy siiys that in the past, it's 
"atmosphere . . U) brainstorm" has 
been phenomenally productive." 
Some of tlie ideas which have come of 
this "mini-lradilion ... at Longwixxl," 
siiys Dadiibhoy, beciune liie group 
L.U.R.n. (L(mgw(xxi United for Ra- 
cial Equality), Diversity Week, ideas 
for the student Union, and SGA, luid 
the streamlining of Blackwell Dining 
Hall. 

Mable says Ihe conferentx's .at 
mo.sl "prtxluctivc when ... a variety of 
students" piu-ticipate, and the gn)up is 
"heterogeneous." According to 
Mable, the conference ctxirdinators 
were "hopeful" that they would see 
"re-presenuitives from numerous stu- 
dent organizations" and all walks of 
campus life attending Uie conference 



this year. 

The cost of this year's confcrenc-e 
would have been $90 foraccommtxia- 
lions, meals, workshops, and inins- 
poriation, but thanks lo a scholarship 
which is provided annually by 
Wallace's Btxikstore towards leader- 
ship. Dadabhoy says ihe cosi now is 
only $."i0 for the firsl 75 students who 
turned in their applications for Ihe 
conference.

In recent years Ihe history 
between the Student (lovernrnenl 
Association and the Rotunda has 
been at limes less than amicable. 

TJiis is a situation that is 
perhaps a natural result of the 
roles these two groups fulfill... 
llie S(iA is the governing body 
of Ihe student body, and as such 
is required to make decisions 
that may not always be popular. 
And the Rotunda, a.s the campus 
newspaper, must act as a watch- 
dog over this organization and 
attempt to sec that the best 
interests of students are served. 

We believe that most mem- 
bers of the Student Ciovernment 
Association share that goal, 
'Ilieir methods for achieving that 
goal, however, do not always 
coincide wiifi what we feel to be 
the most logical and benellcial 
way to attempt to enhance 
student life. 

Rut that is neither here nor 
there: Ilie media and the 
government, on whatever level, 
will always hold adversarial 
roles. That is only natural. As 
long as a newspaper is doing its 
Job, it is not the tool of any 
governmental body. 

Recently, some disgruntled 
students (who are obviously 
unhappy with some of the 
editorial stances of the Rotunda 
and who haven't quite come to 
grips with Hie lact yet that any 
member of the l.ongwood and 
larmville conmiunities are 
welcome to submit opinion 
pieces or letters to the editor) 
complained to S(iA about the 
pajxM , and ihcy began an investi- 



gation into the Rotunda's affairs. 

Hostile feelings were appar- 
ent on both sides, and a meeting 
of an SGA subcommittee with 
members of the Rotunda Kdito- 
rial Board was planned for last 
Thursday evening. We must 
confess that we were extremely 
anxious, and expected a kanga- 
roo court eager for editorial 
blood. However, almost three 
hours later, except for a few 
individuals, we came away with 
a whole new opinion of 
Longwood's Student Govern- 
ment Association. 

They were tough. They were 
prepared. They were obviously 
interested in one thing, and one 
thing only. No, not ousting the 
current Hditorial Board and 
supplanting it with a bunch of 
S(iA patsies. Instead, they 
wanted to discern fact from 
rumor, and make an appropriate 
decision based on those observa- 
tions. 

Chairman Ross Horner 
conducted the meeting in a 
professional manner and guaran- 
teed equal time for discussion to 
all individuals present, and other 
members of the committee had a 
number of well-thought-out 
questions. Seeing the willing- 
ness of Ihe majority of tho.se 
commiiee members to set aside 
personal animosities, we were 
more than willing to work with 
them as clo.sely as possible to 
help clear up any current misun- 
derstandings and prevent any 
future ones. SGA Vice President 
John Boroweic suggested a plan 
that entailed the Rotunda pre- 



senting a accounting of their 
activities for each month to a 
representative of SGA, as well as 
implementing some new admin- 
istrative procedures for the 
newspaper, which we offered to 
comply with. 

We were extremely saddened 
to see SGA President Darrell 
Wells show an obvious degree of 
animosity towards the Rotunda, 
making such blatant statements 
as "I want more!" when the 
committee suggested a plan 
which we agreed to be a very fair 
compromise between the two 
groups. One exasperated member 
of the committee was moved by 
his stubborness to comment 
"what do you want, the Rotunda 
can't give you their firstborn 
children!" 

It is a shame when a student 
leader who once showed so 
much promise seems to have 
been reduced to holding petty 
grudges and inexplicable per- 
sonal vendettas. 

But with the incoming 
administration, we have high 
hopes that Ihe Rotunda and the 
SCjA can put behind them this 
past of rancor and begin again in 
the roles they should be holding: 
friendly adversaries acting on a 
professional level. Most mem- 
bers of the SGA (and, we hope, 
members of the Rotunda Edito- 
rial Board) are obviously able to 
accomplish this with ease. 

With the absence of some 
current members of the SGA in 
the new year's Senate, perhaps 
it can become unanimous.

In 1967, when Longwwxl College 
was The State Female Normal Schiwl, 
drinking was not a problem on cam- 
pus.

Low attendance in clas.ses on Fri- 
day mornings and inch-tliick beer on 
the dining h<ill floors had the faculty 
irate! The faculty pushed for new 
policies, iuid In 1987 the rules were 
changed. 

The Bam was clo.sed down, and 
gradually tlie rules became more con- 
centrated on-c:uTipus. Sixin ;il'terw;u"ds 
kegs were not jillowed in students' 
r(X)ms. At the frateniily chapter par- 
lies kegs were replaced by pony kegs, 
no kegs, beer behind the b;u" (wiili 
lickets), and finally BYOB at every 
function. 

The chiuiges were made its die 
.school, fratcniities, and .sororities re- 
alized the liabilities placed on the 



organizations. 

The changes also reflect the slate 
and federal laws. With the drinking 
age now iwenly-one, rules are .strictly 
enforced. 

Students still stumble back to their 
dorms al .Sam. and miss Friday morn- 
ing clas.ses. Everyone has plenty of 
places to go off-campus to have a 
great lime, and the rules only encour- 
age the students to drink off campus 
and drive to get there. 

Dean of Students, Dr. Tim Pierson, 
said that Farmville officials and col- 
lege adminisualors have expressed 
concern over the amount of off-cam- 
pus drinking, and compUtints have 
also come from town residents. 

"The bottom line is even though 
the laws have ch;inged considerably, 
Uie students have remained the same," 
said one student al a recent greek 
forum.

Since these students are the first lo 
excavate at Nomini Hall, this was ju.si 
die beginning. Hopefully a class will 
continue the excavations in the spring. 

Dr. Jordan felt the diversity of the 
studenLs gave the investigations a new 
dimen.sion. 

"ITie Honors class had people 
thinking from different angles," he 
said. The excavation will continue.

The National Institute of Ment;iJ 
ileallli slates ihat physicid activity, a 
good cry, and relaxation techniques 
are all relievers of stress. 

"I'hysiciil exercise," NIMH sug- 
gests, "will relieve that 'up tight' feel- 
ing, relax you, and turn Ihe Irowns 
into smiles " 

Relaxalion lechiiiques vary from 

reading a book lo yoga. One sua- 
gesled relaxation technique involves 

"awiueness biealhing." 

Awiueiiess breathing involves a 
lew quick steps: relax shoulders, ro- 
tate head in a circle, clo.se eyes, take a 
deep biealJi, exhale, and concenU'ate 
on Ihe breathing while emptying 
Ihouglils of stressful .situations. 

It suess is focused into an angry 
feeling, tactile activities would be more 
beneficial. Tactile activities are those 
of physical effort— forexamples, rak- 
ing leaves, lifting weights, or playing 
racquetball. 



If various relaxation techniques do 
not help, Uien the stressed person 
should talk to a friend, counselor, Peer 
1 lelper, or ask his or her RA to sched- 
ule a workshop wiUi Scott LLssncr of 
the Leiu'ning Center.

This is a mailer that the individual studenls should bring up lo individual adminisUalors and 
make their displeasure and disgusi known, so thai future graduating clas.ses won't have lo 
sufler ihis indignity. Jenny Ihlenburg, although an in-state student, believes the policy is unfair 
to the out-of-slale students, especially since they pay higher tuition rates. 

Dr. Tim F'ierson, Dean of .Students, i.ssued the following statement. "This is a legitimate 
concern. I have already spoken to Phyllis Mable (Vice President Student Affairs) and David 
Keilig (Director of Housing) about ihe concerns students have expressed. 1 think we have to 
look into it and reevaluate it for future semesters."

Staff coverage of residence halls, and financing student 
meals through ARA were also sited as problems.

"This is an incredible victory for 
gay and lesbian students throughout 
Massachusetts," said David 
Laloiiuiine, political director of the 
Coidition for Lesbian iuid Gay Civil 
Rights.

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'Environment!' 
Exhibited

"Environment!" a collection of nine 
sculptures and installations by Long- 
wood College students, is on exhibit 
in the Nottoway Room, Lankford 
Building, through February 4. 

The mixed-media sculptures deal 
with a variety a views and concerns. 
Some of the sculptures malce state- 
ments on the natural environment, such 
as pollution and the destruction of the 
forests. Other sculptures deal with 
social problems that aeate environ- 
ments in which the human spirit is 
destroyed of denigrated. Such issues 
include homelessness, religious greed 
and hypocrisy, conformity, corrup- 
tion, and hostility toward minorities. 
The sculptures are the result of an 
assignment in Art 381, Introductory 
Sculpture, taught by Jackie Wall. The 
assignment was to create "an installa- 
tion dealing with a social condition 
that relates to an environment.. Itmust 
include a figurative sculpture, half- 
size to life-size, made of chicken wire; 
at least one found object; and art ma- 
terials, such as piaster, tissue paper, 
fabric, or real clotlies, to complete the 
work." 

Other sculptures dealing with the 
social environment include Gary 
Jamieson's sculpture "Scrutiny." This 
piece was mounted on the wall, and it 
was an internally lighted distorted torso 
of a woman. While looking through 
holes in the torso, one can see lighted 
pictures representing physical issues 
affecting today's women. The sculp- 
tor said, "women feel tremendous pres- 
sure to look like models." 

Jaycen LeBlanc's sculpture, "Si- 
lent Triangle," is a depiction of the 
crucifixion. A picture of LeBlanc's 
sculpture was used on flyers advertis- 
ing the exhibit. LeBlanc's said that 
liis sculpture represents "tlie inner feel- 
ings of today ' s minorities deaUng with 
the pressures of a social environment 
in which they feel the best way to cope 
is to conform." 

Joe Silvus had the opportunity to 



express his views by creating "The 
New Power of the Church," which is 
a sculpture of a seated Madonna hold- 
ing a bag of money instead of the 
Christ child. Silvus said that Ma- 
donna, who is representing the church, 
"no longer holds the true prophet but 
tl»e new profit." 

Jean Lee's untitled sculpture of a 
woman exercising was covered with 
magazine and other clippings with 
messages about the women of today. 
The clippings dealt with the pressure 
placed on women by society concern- 
ing age, beauty, self, sex, money, fam- 
ily, attitude, health, and exercise. 

Sculptures dealing with the natural 
environment include Merideth 
Wagner's "BeUy Up!" which depicts 
a fish entangled in plastic litter. 
Wagner's concern focuses on the 
safety of water friends amidst pollu- 
tion. Allison DuVall's "America the 
Beautiful" was an ironic sculpture of 
a tree covered with litter growing out 
of a trashcan. A young girl gazes at 
the trashcan in confusion and sadness. 
Katie Allen and Jennifer 
Ihlenburg's "Where WiU I Play?" is 
the sculpture of a young girl kneeling 
beside cut trees holding a marking 
ribbon that was once tied around the 
doomed tree. This sculpture's artists 
are concerned with the natural re- 
sources that are destroyed when land 
is bought and commercially cleared of 
its trees and wildlife. 

Jennie Gordon's untiUed sculpture 
combines the human form with the 
form of a tree to show the relationship 
of the two. Gordon purposefully 
sculpted the tree in the autunm stage 
of life to signify the dying of the 
environment. Gordon said, "Unless 
we stop lulUng our environment, v/e 
wiU die." 

"Environment!" will be on extiibit 
through February 4. It is open to the 
pubUc from 10am to 5pm, Monday 
through Friday . This exhibit is part of 
the Year of the Environment theme.

Anticipated Art Center Opens 



Longwood's Center for the Visual 
Arts opened in December in its tem- 
porary h(xne in downtown Farmville. 

The Center is leasing a 15,000- 
square-foot bui Iding at Main and Third 
Streets, Faimville's major intersec- 
tion. Last occupied by Phillip Levy 
Furniture, the building had been va- 
cant several years. 

Longwood has a two-year lease 
on the building, with an option for 
one-year renewals. 

The Center's move to Main Street 
was enthusiastically endorsed by 
Farmville business and civic leaders. 
An editorial in The Farmville Herald 
called it "the biggest Christmas present 
in town." 

Dr. Georgia Coopersmith, Direc- 
tor, said tlie Longwood Center for the 
Visual Arts is the only art museum in 
the state to make promotion and pres- 
ervation of Virginia art its primary 
focus. The Center has established 
archives on contemporary Virginia 
artists, including extensive informa- 
tion on Southside Virginia foUdife. 

"The Downtown site wiU allow us 
toexhibit Longwood's collections and 
other shows, implementCollege<om- 
munity arts programming, and begin 
to establish our name," Dr. 
Co(^rsmith said. "It also will give 



Longwood students an opportunity to 
gain experience in gallery and mu- 
seum work and other aspects of arts 
administration." 

Architectural crafts by 1 1 Virgin- 
ians are featured in the Center's inau- 
gural exhibit, which continues through 
Jan. 22. Interior design, architectural 
glass, forged metal work, rock features 
and waterfalls, faux finishes, and cus- 
tom woodwork and furniture are in- 
cluded. 

Opening February 5 at the Center 
will be 'The Age of Thomas Sully: 
19th-century American Painting." 
This exhibit will include 12 works 
from Longwood's Thomas Sully and 
His Contemporaries Collection, plus 
some 50 woiiis on loan frtxn public 
and private collectors. 

In the spring, the Center will fea- 
ture "Creative Solutions to Ecological 
Issues," an international exhibit that 
depicts how artists have worked with 
scientists, engineers, city planners, and 
architects to reclaim and transform 
environmental disasters. That show is 
part of Longwood's year-long em- 
phasis on 'The Environment." 

A campaign to raise additional 
funds for construction of the Center' s 
permanent home on campus will be 
announced soon.

While AIDS continues to haunt 
hundreds of thousands ot people, the 
Underground Players and the national 
honorary drama fraternity. Alpha Psi 
Omega, practice their hues for the 
upcoming production of William M. 
Hoffman's "As Is." 

Student director Scott Joyce is op- 
timistic, but he recognizes that taking 
on such a subject is not easy. "We've 
got to be brave — you can't censor it," 
he said. 

The play presents alternative 
lifestyles; s«ne actors play gay char- 
acters, but the focus of the play is 
quick to point out that the disease is 
blind to sexual orientation, gender, 
and nationality. Joyce said, "It' s not a 
comforting issue. If you've had sex 
since 1978, you'reat risk." It "smacks 
you in the face," as the tiUe suggests. 
"As Is," is not just about death. 
The tone is positive, and its message 
is about love, understanding, and es- 
pecially hope. This is the ftfst lime on 
stage for some actors and actresses, 
and the cast is diverse, including pec^le 
from various social groups. The over- 
all goal is to clear up many myths and 



misconceptions alx>ut the di.sease and 
to reinforce AIDS education. One 
feeUng the audience should not expect 
is comfort "The minute you tell people 
it's okay, they stop listening," Joyce 
said. 

There are mcffe than 1,000,000 
people infected with AIDS today, and 
the number is increasing at a frighten- 
ing rate. 

About the play, Joyce said, "It's 
for everyone, but it's geared espe- 
cially for the young. There are jokes, 

but it's a serious subject Death is 

something we all have in common, 
and the under-25 crowd has a 'we're 
invincible' attitude. If we don't take 
care of ourselves, we won't see the 
fuUtfe." The group that AIDS affects 
at the highest rate now is heterosexual 
women. 

Atmosphere adds to the message 
of the play . When the members of the 
audience enter tlie theatre, the experi- 
ence begins. Tliere will be informa- 
tion booths set up, including pam- 
phlets and condoms with instructions, 
and information about AIDS testing. 
An AIDS tribute and memorial will be 
on display with names, photographs, 
and art work. The cast hq)es to have 



the AIDS quilt on display as well. 

The message of the play is not to 
promote prcHniscuity. It simply sug- 
gests that if one is going to have sex. 
make sure it is safer sex by using 
proper protection. The production is 
entirely student-run, and Joyce and 
the cast are tbanicful for the su{^rt. 
"Susan Bruce, especially, has given 
massive support. It wouldn't have 
been possible without her," Joyce said. 
When asked what he hopes will 



result from the presentation, Joyce 
said, "I would like to see Longwood 
have an AIDS Awareness Day," and 
he also hopes the audience members 
will make sensible choices about their 
lifestyles. "Those who come should 
leave their prejudices at home." 

"As Is" will be performed in the 
Jarman Studio (Blackbox) Theatre at 
7 PM on February 10. 11. and 12. and 
at 2 PM on Sunday. February 13. 
Admission is free for everyone. 



WLCX Brings Bandfest

dent Union. The event will be spon- 
sored by boUi WI.CX radio and Alpha 



Sigma Alpha, with possible support 
from other Greek organizations. The 
event is designed to introduce Long- 
wood students to new music, and also 
to show the influence of local bands in 
the music field. The list of seven 
scheduled acts include Plush Velour, 
Animal Farm, Lucid Groove, and The 
Seymores. 

The fu'st Bandfest attracted an es- 
timated 150 students, but the turnout 
for this ye^ is expected to be between 
300 and 500 people. This increase is 
also found in the accompanying pric£ 
tag of the project, from $250 last year 
to the current $1,500, but Edwards 
states that many students have in- 
formed him that it may well be the best 
way student money is being spent.

Four Decades Later... 



Forty years ago, the Brown 
V. Board of Education of To- 
peka case convened in the 
United Stales Supreme Court 
Segregation of black and white 
students wa.s found unconstitu- 
tional, but certain areas of the 
country did not recognize the 
decision. Instead, bitterness 
flourished when whites resisted 
breaking down the walls of seg- 
regation, and in Prince Edward 
County, Virginia, Prince Ed- 
ward Academy was opened for 
white students, while the doors 
of the school for blacks were 
shut 

During the Spring of 1951, 
black students boycotted the R. 
R. Moton High School. The 
County School Board refused 
to honor their petitions to allow 
them to attend school with the 
whites, and the NAACP took 
the case to federal court the fol- 
lowing winter. The result was a 
new Robert R. Melon High 
School that opened that fall. 
During this time, most whites 
argued that schools should re- 
main segregated, and many 
black families feared retaliation 
from possible integration. 
When the County ceased to dis- 



tribute funds to the public 
schools, the Academy opened 
for white children, while the 
black children had nowhere to 
turn for the following five years. 
There is no doubt that the stub- 
bornness on behalf of Prince 
Edward County only caused un- 
warranted grief by denying the 
children the opportunity to ob- 
tain an education. 

What, pray tell, did the com- 
munity expect to gain from this? 
Only a few black students were 
able to commute to schools be- 
yond the county line, but what 
happened to the others, who 
were too young to work, and too 
young to understand why this 
was happening to them? How 
can children actually compre- 
hend such a problem, when it 
doesn't really even make sense 
to adults? The decisions made 
by Brown v. Board of Educa- 
tion ofTopeka were blantantly 
ignored. It brings up horrible 
memories for those who experi- 
enced it first hand, and it only 
baffles those of us who were not 
around then. 

The intent is not to blame 
people for what happened de- 



cades ago, but so many students 
in the County and at Longwood 
do not realize the impact the 
school closings had on the com- 
munity, and many do not even 
know that it even took place. 
For many citizens of Prince 
Edward County, the basis on 
which the Academy was built 
stirs anger and sour feelings. 
Although the school is not lim- 
ited to white students today, the 
memories remain. 

People can bum all docu- 
ments and pretend as much as 
they will, but the agony of the 
past is hardly silent Many stu- 
dents never returned when the 
schools were reopened, and 
therefore there is a lost genera- 
tion of people who could have 
become successful, important 
members in the eyes of society. 
Education is the most powerful 
means we have of cooperating, 
understanding, and growing. 
Fortunately, we no longer have 
segregation and unbalanced op- 
portunities for students of all 
races in our school systems, but 
it would be a blind observation 
to say that we have reached 
genuine equality.

I Inbiased and well reported, a story 
involving a Greek organization will 
not turn the entire student body Greek, 



ncM" will it make students anti-Greek. 
Newspapers inform their readers, but 
the readers are responsible for their 
own decisions and opinions. Readers 
should not be denied newsworthy in- 
formation simply because the editor 
has wrongly infected the paper with 
personal prejudices. 

The fonner editor wrote in a past 
issue of The Rotunda, "there are a 
number of options which an individual 
may not choose to exercise, but which 
should be accorded an equal amount 
of respect." Well written and abso- 
lutely true, this statement should be 
extended to every individual attend- 
ing Longwood as a conunuter or a 
resident Greek or non-Greek. Not 
everyone will accept Greek organiza- 
tions or their processes of selection, 
but a newspaper does not print stories 
based on acceptance of the subject 
Any organization or individual should 
receive well reported, well written 
and unbiased coverage when there is a 
newsworthy of interest to the readers.

Have you noticed a change in the 
dining hall fcxxl recently? Have you 
been eating healthier without your 
knowledge? According to the recently 
appointed head of ARA Dining Ser 
vices, Mary Thornton, Longwood has 
recently instituted some changes that 
she hopes students have noticed. 

"We bought out the health fixxl 
store," says Thornton. In order to 
satisfy the dietary needs of a diversity 
of eating habits, the dining hall hopes 
to provide healthier and more pt^ular 
options. 

Last semester, the dining hall con- 
ducted a survey of 202 students and 
found the following statistics: 

* 3.4% of the students eat red 
meat more than once each day 

* 1 1 .5% eat red meat once a day 

* 29.8% eat red meat three to five 
times a week 

* 50. 5% eat mostly chicken and 
fish 

* 4.8 % are vegetarians 

Some recent changes include a 
daily pasta bar with a meatless sauce 
in the Blackwell Dining Hall, as well 
as a "natural foods bar" with a differ- 
ent bean or legume each day. Accord- 
ing to Thornton, combining a legume 
with a rice provides a very good source 
of protein for non-meat-eating stu- 
dents. "No more meat stock is used in 
the preparation of the vegetobles," 
says Thomton. 

Now, meat-eaters, do not fret; there 
is still going to be plenty to choose 
from for you. The stir-fry bar will 
now offer meat as an option each 



Tuesday night. There has been more 
baked chicken ;uid fish served recently 
and the students seem to like it. "To 
my surpri.sc," she said, "students actu- 
ally liked [the new options] and were 
eating it . . [the new options] have 
been very well accx^pted by the stu- 
dent body as a whole." 

As students get more accustcxned 
to the healthier fixxl. they can prepare 
themselves for .some more exotic 
changes in the future, such as coustxxis 
(a fine mid-ciistem pasta) and humus 
(a Lebanese delicacy made from 
cru.shed chick peas, lemixi, and gai- 
lic).

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Pearle Probes Eye Qs 



lYom lale nighl studying to early 
morning lectures, col lege students can 
strain ihcir eyes. I)r. Stanley Pearle, 
()pU)mctrist and founder of Pearle Vi- 
sion, Inc., is often asked about precau- 
tionary eye care techniques by college 
students and their parents. 

"College students tend to be rather 
hard on their eyes," said Dr. Pearle. 
"Long hours studying and lale nights 
often take their loll even on the most 
physically fit." 

My eyes get really tired from 
studying late at night What can I 
do? 

I he simplest step you can take in 
relieving your problem is to make 
sure that you are reading by good, 
bright light (at least 15 watts). As the 
hours progress, many students begin 
to hold their head ck)ser to their work . 
It' s vtTy important to keep your read- 
ing material approximately 16 inches 
away from your eyes, which Ls typi- 
cally the distance from your hand when 
your elbow is bent at 90 degrees. 

Also, no matter how much work 
you've got tt) cram into an evening, 
it's critical that you take frequent 
breaks and look into the di.slance. This 
simple eye exercise will help tremen- 
dously to reduce the stress on your 
eyes. 

I work on a computer for many 
hours a day — especially at term 
paper time. Are there special glasses 
1 can wear to protect my eyes? 
Yes. Even though you may not re- 
quire glas.ses to see clearly, your 
optometrist can often fit you with a 
mild prescription to help ease eye strain 
caused by video display terminals 
(VDT). Also, have all your glasses 
coaled with ulaaviolet and anti-re- 
flective coatings; tints will also help 
reduce the negative impact of VDTs 
on your eyes. You might also want to 
invest in a screen that fits over the 
front of ytHir computer monitor to 
help reduce glare — and eye stfain. 

Whenever I stay up a llttk too 
late, my eyes are bloodshot the next 
morning. What can I do to cure this 
problem? 



Ilie best way U) avoid red eyes is to get 
enough rest, however, in the event 
that you can't 1 do not recommend 
using over-the-counter drops to get 
thertdout Iliose types of drops only 
mask the problem and in some cases 
make it worse. I do, however, highly 
recommend using over-the-counter 
artificial tears or lubricants, which 
you can find in your local pharmacy. 
If this doesn't help or you are experi- 
encing eye pain, see your optometri,st. 

I've always had 20/20 vision. 
Now, I'm having trouble seeing the 
blackboard. Could my eyes be get- 
ting worse already? 
Yes. Vision changes can occur at any 
age. An annual eye exam is critical — 
even during college years — to help 
detect any slowly developing changes. 
Vision can also change r^idly often 
without warning signs. If this is the 
case, make an appoinunent for a com- 
prehensive eye exam by an eye care 
professional immediately to determine 
whether any special problems are de- 
veloping. 

What should 1 do to keep my 
eyes from hurting if I fall asleep 
with my contacts in my eyes? 
I'irst if you are tired and know you 
have a great deal of studying left to do, 
remove your contacts before you start 
to nod-off. If you do fall asleep with 
your contacts still in, be sure to flood 
your eyes with saline soluticm before 
attempting to remove the lens. Make 
sure you can move the contact lens on 
your eye before removing it. After 
removing the len.ses, continue to lu- 
bricate your eyes with artificial tears 
or saline. Don't wear your lenses 
again until your eyes have fully recov- 
ered. Your lenses will also need a 
thorough cleaning. 

llie best way to keep eyes physi- 
cally fit is to have an annual eye exam 
and be fiued for corrective lenses, if 
necessary . Students may tire of hear- 
ingparents and optometrists say, 'have 
your eyes checked," but your eyes 
play a crucial role in achieving peak 
academic and sports performance! 



Allen Opposes Attempt To Extend 
Health Benefits To Gay Partners 



RICHMOND ( AP) — Gov. George 
Allen says he opposes a proposal to 
give health benefits to the partners of 
gay employees at Virginia's public 
universities. 

"I'm on record, when it comes to 
insurance and things like that, against 
(benefits for) domestic or homosexual 
partners," Allen said Thursday. "I 
don't think it's proper policy for Vir- 
ginia to condone that son of behav- 
ior." 

Allen's comments, echoed by rank- 
ing members of the Virginia General 
Assembly, were sparked by this 
week's faculty vote at the College of 
William and Mary urging that public 
university employees across the state

with homosexual partners. 

Faculty at other institutions, includ- 
ing the University of Virginia and 
Virginia Tech, are pushing for similar 
changes in benefits policies. 

Secretary of Administration Michael 
E. Thomas said any changes in the 
awarding of benefits would have to be 
made available to the entire state work 
force of more than 1(X),(XK) people. 
Such a change also would have to be 
approved by the General Assembly 
and signed by Allen. 

One Republican leader is so con- 
cerned by the faculty vote at William 
aiKl Mary that he is considering legis- 
lation that would make slate law ex- 



plicitly ban universities from provid- 
ing health benefits to homosexual 
partners. 

"Sodomy is against the law in Vir- 
ginia," said Del. S. Vance Wilkins Jr., 
R- Amher,st , the House minority leader. 

Even relatively liberal lawmakers, 
such as Del. Bernard S. Cohen, D- 
Alexandria, said it is unrealistic to 
think the General Assembly would 
embrace the changes gay faculty mem- 
bers arc pushing. 

"I don't see anything on the horizon 
on that," Cohen said. 

But George D. (jreenia, a language 
professor at William and Mary, said 
he will continue what for him has 
been a two-year crusade against dis- 



cnmination. 

"The issue won't go away," Greenia 
said. "We are asking for this because 
we are families for all practical pur- 
poses." 

The plan won endorsement from the 
Virginiacbapter of the AmericanCivil 
Liberties Union. 

It is illegal in Virginia for same-sex 
couples to marry.

CHAPEL HILL. N.C. ( AP) — Some 
dormitories at the University of North 
Carolinaat Chapel Hill will be open to 
overnight guests beginning next fall 
under a revised visitation policy 
adopted Friday by the board of trust- 
ees. 

The plan, which is expected to be 
phased in over at least two years, 
offers students who want to entertain 
guests of the opposite sex three op- 
tions: 24-hour visits all the time; 24 
hours only on weekends; and a 1 a.m. 
curfew on week nights and 2 a.m. on 
weekends (the current campuswide 
policy). 

"What we've done is to allow the 
stuctents of the University of North 
Carolina (at Chapel Hill) the option of 
deciding which policy they want to be 
a part of," stated board Chairman John 
Harris. 

The new policy, approved by a 9-2 
vote, comes two months after trustees 
rescinded a trial 24-hour visitation 
policy in six \JNC dormitories. 



"I don't think in any way, shape or 
form did we reverse ourselves," said 
Harris, a Charlotte businessman. 
"What I think we did is come up with 
the best possible solution to an un- 
usual problem." 

Students who exposed the trustees' 
November vote — even those who 
staged a demonstration in the Pit after 
that vote — praised the trustees' new 
poUcy. 

"It seems that everybody won in this 
situation," said senior Kathleen 
Frandano. 

Association President Jan Davis 
agreed, crediting the students for their 
"mature" response to the board' s No- 
vember vote. 

"I'd like to think it (helped)," she 
said. "It showed them we were adults 
... and should be treated like adults." 
Trustees and UNC administrators 
came under fire in October when news 
of the trial 24-hour guest policy got 
widespread media coverage. Outraged 
parents and others wrote letters and 



made phone calls criticizing the new 
policy, deluging some newspapers' 
letters to the editor pages. 

University housing officials tried to 
explain the trial had been two years in 
the making and adopted by over- 
whelming student vote in the affected 
donnitories, but to little effect. Word 
that at least five other UNC system 
schools had already implemented 
some form of 24-hour visitation also 
made little impact. 

Trustees met in late November and 
quickly rejected the policy. Though 
some raised morality issues, the ma- 
jority criticized UNC Chancellor Paul 
Hardin and housing officials for fail- 
ing to notify them before implement- 
ing the trial 24-hour plan. 

The board then created a 13 -mem- 
ber visitation committee, which in- 
cluded trustees, parents, students and 
housing officials, to reconsider the 
issue. After three meetings, the group 
recommended the three-option sys- 
tem.

Women Take Pair, Record Now 11-5 



l/)ngwood's women's basked)aU 
team continued its roll toward aiecord- 
brcaking season over the weekend witb 
two more viaories. Coacb Shirley 
Duncan's squad defeated Chowan 
(N.C.) College 82-44 in Lancer HaU 
Friday night before traveling to 
Takoma Park, Md. and claiming an 
86-75 triumph over stubborn Colum- 
bia Union College Saturday night. 

The Lancers, with three-straight 
victories, improved to 1 1-5 and have 
now won six of their last seven con- 
tests. The 1 1-5 record equals the best 
start in women's basketball since 
1983-84. Thatsquad. Coach Duncan's 
first at LC, went on to finish with a 
school-best 16-10 record. The 1984- 
85 squad also won 16 games. 
Longwood's 1 1 wins are the most in a 
season since 1989-90 when Longwood 
completed a 14-12 campaign. 

"We're very excited and jdeased to 
be where we are at this point," com- 
mented Duncan. "Our 1 1 games in 
February will certainly be a challenge 
for us." 

Against Columbia Union, LC 
jumped out to a 3 1 - 1 advantage at the 
9: 19 matt of the first half behind the 
play of sophomwe Charity Owens 
(Hamilton-Loudoun Valley) and se- 
nior All- America candidate AnaLitton 
(Winchester- James Wood). Owens 



scored eight early points while Litton 
banged in seven. LC led 34-14 before 
the hosts st(»med back to cut the mar- 
gin to 42-36 with just 2:52 remaining 
in the half. The visitors, however, 
scored the final six points of the open- 
ing half to hold a 48-36 lead at the 
intermission. Litton finished the half 
with 15 of her game-high 25 points. 

Longwood opened its largest lead 
of the game at 64-42 with 14:34 to 
play as junior Sara Philbrick 
(Hamilton-Loudoun Valley) scored 
inside on an offensive rebound bas- 
ket. Following a CUC timeout, the 
Pioneers once again cut the margin, 
this time to 66-50 at the 1 1:57 mark. 
The Lancers still led 77-60 with 6:06 
to play before the hosts made a final 
run, closing within 81-73 with just 
1:49 to go. A three-point play from 
freshman Nikki Hall (Salem- 
Glenvar) and two free throws from 
Owens provided LC with the final 
margin of victory. 

"It was a very, very good team win 
for us," said Duncan. "Our balance is 
really bringing us through with a num- 
ber of people stepping forward for us. 

"Nikki played a solid game, espe- 
cially down the suetch. Anahas really 
stepped her defense up a notch and is 
making good decisions on the court. 
We wereable to hold them off and pull 



away. 

In addition to her 25 points, Litton 
added seven assists, five rebounds, 
three steals and two three-point field 
goals. Philbrick finished with 19 points 
aiKl a game and career-high 15 re- 
bounds, her ninth double-double of 
the season. Philbrick was 8-9 from the 
floor and 3-3 at the free throw line, 
adding three assists. Owens had 12 
points and 10 boards along with three 
steals, while Hall added nine points, 
seven assists and three steals. Junior 
Kirslen Hillgaard (Arlington- Wash- 
ington & Lee) and freshman Claudia 
Blauvelt (FarmvlUe-Prince Edward 
Co.) each conuibuted nine points as 
well. Hillgaard also had two blocked 
shots and Blauvelt grabbed nine re- 
bounds and connected for two treys. 

Against Chowan, LC exploded to 
a quick 25-2 advantage haKway 
through the opening half en route to a 
huge 40-14 lead at the intermission. 
Litton scored 12 of her game-high 1 7 
points in the first half. Coach Duncan 
was able to empty her bench and play 
everybody during the second half 
against the winless Braves. LC'slarg- 
est lead of the contest, 80-36, came 
with 2:46 remaining on a three-point 
hoop from Blauvelt. All 10 Lancers 
dressed for the contest scored during 



the triumph. 

Litton added five assists, three treys 
and two steals to her 17 points. 
Hillgaard added 14 points, a game- 
high 1 1 rebounds and four blocked 
shots for LC, while Philbrick contrib- 
uted 12 points and seven boards. 
Blauvelt and classmate Ginger 
Sullenberger (Waynesboro- 
Spotswood) each scored eight points 
with Hall adding a game-high four 
steals. 

Through 16 games, Litton contin- 
ues to lead LC with het 21.9 ppg. 
scoring average. Litton adds a team- 
high 49 three-pointers and 46 steals, 
51 assists (2nd) and 6.0 rpg. (4th). 
Litton' s 49 treys is second-best in a 
season atLC behind injured teammate 
Cassie Ensley's (OIney, Md.-Albert 
Einstein) 54 two years ago. Ensley, 
out since the second game this season 
with a knee injury, could possibly 
return to action around mid-February . 

Litton' s career numb^s also con- 
tinue to mount as she now has 1,418 
career points at LC to rank fourth all- 
time. Litton's other career totals and 
rankings include 1 26 three-point field 
goals (1st), 15.4 scoring average (4th), 
562 field goals (4th), 235 assists (4th), 
2 1 4 steals (4th) and 30.4% three-point 
shooring percentage (4th). 



Longwood's career scoring leader is 
former Ail-American CarmiMe 
Bamette (Chase City-Bluestone), 
with 1,569 points. 

Other averages for LC include 
Philbrick' s consistent 13.7 ppg. and 
team-high 10.1 rpg.. Philbrick is 
shooting 53 percent from the field 
(2nd) and adds 32 steals (4th). Owens 
adds 8.8 ppg. and9.7 rpg. (2nd), along 
with 50 percent shooting (3rd), 33 
steals (3rd) and nine blocked shots 
(2nd). 

Sophomore Amy Bradley (Ches- 
terfield-Lloyd C. Bird) is averaging 
8.1 ppg. with 17 treys (2nd) and 41 
assists (3rd). Bradley's 29 career treys 
rank fifth all-time atLC. Hillgaard is 
averaging 7.5 ppg. and 6.3 rpg. (3rd), 
while shooting a team-high 55 per- 
cent frcan the floor and blocking a 
team-best 18 shots. Hillgaard' s 52 
career blocks rank fifth all-time at 
LC. Hall averages 6. 5 ppg., has dished 
out a team-high 69 assists (4.3 avg.) 
and adds 35 steals (2nd). 

Blauvelt, who missed four games 
while playing for the bronze-medal 
winning Honduran Women' sNational 
team in the Central American Sport 
Games, averages 8.5 ppg. and 4.5 rpg. 
through 1 1 contests with eight treys 
(3rd). Sullenberger has 26 assists and 



six treys, both 4th-best on the team. 

Freshmen ShawTia Donivan (Glen 
Allen-Hermitage) and Kristi Lynch 
(Burke-Lake Braddock) have seen 
limited action in 1 1 and three games, 
respectively. Donivan has scored 10 
points with six assists and three steals, 
while Lynch, slowed with an early- 
season stress fracture in her foot, has 
scored two points with four rebounds.

College Wednesday night, Longwood 
will host C^ieens (N.C.) CoUege Sat- 
urday in Lancer Hall beginning at 
5:15 pjn. after both schools' men's 
teams play at 3 p jn. .

File Suit Against vT wrGStlers Third In Lancer Duals 



ROANOKE ( AP) — A fedoal class 
action lawsuit filed Tuesday by 12 
female athletes at Virginia Tech ac- 
cuses the university of discriminating 
against women athletes by denying 
female sports clubs varsity status. 

"There are sacrifices a true mhlete 
must make to succeed, but being vic- 
timized by sex discrimination sbouM 
not be one of them," said Kathy Jones, 
one of five field hockey club members 
jmning the lawsuit. 

The other plaintiffs are members of 
the women's Softball, lacrosse aiKl 
crew clubs. Hie lawsuit was filed in 
U.S . District Court in Roanoke by the 
National Women's Law Center on 
behalf of all women who want to par- 
ticipate in varsity athletics at Virginia 
Tech. 

Club members must pay their own 
way to travel to their games, are given 
access to equipment only after the 
varsity teams are finished and cannot 
receive athletic scholarships. 

Virginia Tech has women's varsity 
basketball, soccer, track, volleyball, 
tennis, cross country and swimming 
teams. But the lawsuit said women 
ntakeup41 percent of Virginia Tech's 
enrollment and only 21 percent of 
varsity athletes. The lawsuit asks the 
court to order the university to elevate 
the women's clubs to intercollegiate 
teams. It also seeks to increase athletic 
department funding to allow female 
students "an equal opportunity to par- 
ticipate in iBiiversity-sponsored sports 
free from sex discrimination." 

The lawsuit alleges that Virginia 
Tech" s athletic program violates Title 
IX of the Education Amendments of 
1972, the federal law prohibiting .sex 
discrimination in education, and the 
Equal Protection Clause of the 14th 
Amendment. 

In (X'tober, an internal review con- 
cluded that Virginia Tech spends a 
disproportionately small amount of

Leading the way for LC with 2-1 
marks for the day were junior Bryan 
Hartley (Vorktown) at 1 67 and fresh- 
men Will Beban (Alexandria) at 1 18 



and Karl Eberly (Southampton, N J.) 
at 158. Hartley beat NSU's Charles 
Daniels, ranked seventh in the nation, 
7-6. Hart'ey also defeated his foe 
from The Apprentice School and lost 
a close match to his opponent from 
AU. 

"Bryan wrestled well today," said 
Nelson, who added that Hartley will 
be ranked first in the next regional 
rankings. 

Winning one match each for the 
Lancers were senior James Mauldin 
(Norfolk) at 177. sophomores Joey 
Hearl (Ararat) at 126 and Joe Main 
(Stafford) at 177, and freshmen Dain 
Hammond (Staunton) at 150, Hunter

resources on women's sports. At a 
board of visitors meeting Feb. 14, a 
study conunittee will present a plan to 
address the inequities over the next 
five years, Virginia Tech spokesman 
Larry Hincker said. 

"We believe we have been making 
good progress toward gender equity," 
Hincker said. "We believe Uie plan 
will address their concerns," he said 
of the plaintiffs. 

Virginia Tech in the past two years 
has upgraded salaries of women's 
sports coaches and increased spend- 
ing on women's sports by $140,000. 
Each student now pays $156 per 



year in athletic fees, which make up 
3 5 percent of the athletic department' s 
revenue. 

"Considering the state's desire to 
limit increases in tuition and fees, we 
may be limited in how much we can 
raise the athletic fee," Virginia Tech 
vice president Minnis Ridenhour said 
in a statement. 

The National Women's Law Center 
said U.S. appeals courts in Denver 
and Boston have ruled in favor of 
female athletes in similar cases and 
the US Supreme Court last fall re- 



fused to hear an appeal by Colorado 
State University after it was found to 
have violated Tide IX amendments. 
Law center attorney Ellen Vargyas 
said, "Women are being denied many 
valuable benefits that accompany par- 
ticipation in organized athletics..." 



Longwood sophomore women's 
basketball player Charity Owens 
(Hamilton-Loudoun Valley), who 
scored 38 points with 28 rebounds in

Berkeley Federal is an out of state 
bank that specializes in banking for 
college campuses. The banking cen- 
ter includes an ATM and a computer. 
Service will be provided by Wells 
Fargo. 



Longwood sent out requests for all 
local state banks, but none were inter- 
ested. Berkeley Federal will also {x-o- 
vide free checking accounts for all 
members. It is not necessary to have 
an account with Berkeley to use MOST 
cards. 

Vice-President of Business Affairs, 
Rick Hurley, is excited about the new 
ATM, because it will offer students an 
alternative to going off campus for 
their banking needs. Hurley also men- 
tioned that with the ATM being lo- 
cated at Lankford, it will generate 



more revenue for the Lancer Cafe. 

Berkeley Federal's ATM will be 
located adjacent to the new elevator 
tower facing Stubbs Resident Hall. 
This location was chosen because it is 
well lit, and a camera pole will be 
placed on the light pole for security 
reasons. The coastant recording by 
the camera will taped and fed into a 
VCR. 

Berkeley Federal wants to set up 
checking accounts with students in 
hopes that they will become long term 
customers of the bank. Mr. Hurley 



does not know how successful Berke- 
ley Federal will be in getting accounts 
this semester, but he believes in time 
more incoming students will open 
accounts.

Police Chief Believes 
Campus Remains 
Safe Despite Crime 
Increases

Chief James Huskey heads a force 
of twenty trained, state-certified po- 
lice officers. Ten of them work part 
time and must go through a period of 
field training that includes working 
with an experienced officer to leam 
the campus grounds and buildings. 
Work for these officers continues 
throughout the weekend and during 
holidays. 

Crime on campus, according to 
Huskey, has increased slightly. He 
attributes this increase to a trend not 
limited to Longwood. Comparing 
our campus to larger campuses, he 
states that ours is no more crime rid- 
den or unsafe, and may even be safer 
because of its small size and rural 
location. 

The Farmville Police Department 
works with one specific officer from 
the Longwood Campus Police De- 
partment to control alcohol-related 
incidents. On and off campus, this 
team catches an average of five to 
fifteen violations on any given week- 
end, ranging from possession to driv- 
ing under the Infiuence. 

Huskey is not convinced that Long- 
wood has a significant problem with 
alcohol; Farmville Police, he says, 
disagrees. He says lliat the alcohol 
consumption here is comparatively 
no more of a problem than at other 
institutions. 

Most of the crimes on campus are 
larcenies The number of reported 
larcenies has increased somewhat over 
the past year. The campus pt)hce

Isitadisease? What's it like to feel 
violently discriminated against? Why 
are people scared? Why does the 
media present it negatively? 

These and a hoard of other ques- 
tions concerning homosexuality were 
addressed during the Gay/Lesbian/ 
Bisexual Panel discussion held in the 
Student Union on Sunday, February 
6. 

Although the audience was disap- 
pointingly small, nearly everyone had 
something to say. Each person intro- 
duced himself o' herself and stated the 
reasons for coming to the discussion. 
Many members of the audience were 
Resident Assistants, and there was a 
mix of heterosexual and homosexual 
people. Most were there in hopes of 
understanding the issues and discov- 
ering ways to alleviate blatant dis- 
crimination. 

Many students were interested in 
finding out how Longwood compares 
with other colleges with the issues of 
tolerance and acceptance of the gay 
community. The three panelists, Eric 
Kutch, Julie Caplan, and Jamie WilUs 
attend Virginia Commonwealth Uni- 
versity in Richmond. They were quick 
to point out that in their urban commu- 
nity, people pay more attention to 



defending themselves on the streets 
and concentrating on making a living 
instead of worrying about everyone 
else's personal lives. The audience 
collectively sighed as thoughts of 
Longwood' s conservative attitudes 
circulated. 

UNITY, Longwood' s Gay/lxs- 
bian/Bisexual support group, keeps 
its membership secret, because unfor- 
tunately, it is dangerous to come out of 
the proverbial closet in such a small, 
often inflexible community. LINrrY 
does not currently receive any fund- 
ing from longwood, unlike similar 
organizations at some institutions. At 
VCU, the Sexual Minority Student 
Alliance has an active membership, 
weekly meetings, and provides acom- 
fortable environment for people to 
disclose oi talk about their sexual ori- 
entations. According to the panelists, 
the goals include educating by hitting 
the mainstream, planning activities, 
and acting as a safe, understanding 
haven for gays and supporting 
straights. 

One of the points emphasized was 
that being gay is not just about sex. 
"Hey, it's only part of my life," said 
Caplan. Members of the audience 
were asked to call out typical gay 



stereotypes as Caplan wrote them on 
the board. Almo.st every slur had to do 
with gender switching and the act of 
sex. 

All of the panelists experienced 
heterosexual relationships in the past 
but knew it did not feel natural for 
them. According to the speakers, it is 
possible for gay people to date people 
of the opposite sex, but many times it 
is done in attempt to convince oneself 
that he or she is straight and not gay. 
When gay people finally realize they 
are more comfortable in a same-gen- 
der relationship, there is a union of the 
heart and the head as they finally 
accept who they really are. 

All three panelists had family dif- 
ficulties with the subject. One said 
that his parents have cut him off finan- 
cially and will barely speak to him, 
another .said that he has never told his 
parents, although they probably know, 
and the other said her modier threw a 
turkey at her when she found out. 
Five years later, her family has ac- 
cepted the fact that she is a lesbian, but 
many people are not so fortunate. 

Why does homophobia exist? 
Many have been taught that being gay 
is wrong, and the Bible has been inter- 
preted by some as evidence. One term 



brought up was institutional 
homophobia, which means that the 
stereotypes start on "levels of author- 
ity" and trickle down until they are 
accepted. For example, someone said 
the faculty at Longwood generally 
does not suf^rt gay rights. It's not 
okay to bring up gay issues, said an- 
other. 

One member of the audience in- 
quired about interracial dating within 
the gay community. The response 
was that it is much more accepted than 
with straight people, because part of 
their focus is to break down walls of 
discrimination. 

As of now, it is not legal for gay 
couples to marry in Virginia. One 
problem with this is taxes, because 
single people are taxed more heavily 

than those with spouses. Eric and 
Jamie have been together for two years, 
and they eventually want to adqx 
children. According to the couple 
there should be no discrimination as 
long as the family is loving and se- 
cure. 

Junior Donna Pope said, "People 
should just appreciate and accept their 
presence here. It'sjustanotherwayof 
living, and different doesn't mean 
bad." 



provides students with an opportunity 
to prevent successful larceny with the 
program, "Operation Identification." 
Through this program, an engraver is 
lent out to students wishing toengrave 
their names and social security num- 
bers on important belongings. 

A more serious offense committed 
oncampusisassaultandbattery. There 
are only a small number of assaults on 
campus, and the perpetrators are more 
likely to be visitors to the campus 
rather than students. Huskey explained 
that these incidents are stressful and 
always bring on much understandable 
pressure from the Longwood commu- 
nity to find the assailants and maintain 
safety on campus. 

The most potential for danger on 
campusexists from lOpm Friday until 
4am Saturday and then 10pm Sahir- 
day until 4am Sunday. 

In his six years as Chief of Police, 
Huskey believes he has increased se- 
curity for the campus on weekends. 
Huskey would Uke to ccmtinue mak- 
ing improvements to ensure safety on 
the campus. 

Desired improvements include hir- 
ing more active officers, increasing 
electnmic surveillance throughout the 
campus, and providing better lighting 
for the entire campus. 

Also, the possibility of installing a 
new security system for entry into the 
residence halls is being considered 
due to the recent increase of mainte- 
nance problems with the current secu- 
rity system. 



Safety measures are under con- 
struction for the addition of the new 
teller machine in Lankford Student 
Union. Upon request from the cam- 
pus poUce, there will be a video sys- 
tem and an emergency phone installed 
to protect students using the ATM. 

Already in progress is the escort 
service provided to students when 
walking alone could be dangerous or 
when walking is impossible due to 
injury or illness. An esccMl would be 
refused only during inclement weather, 
like the ice storm during the fu-st week 
of school, or if there is a police inves- 
tigation in progress. 

Also, Uiere are individual officers 
working with specific safety prob- 
lems and providing their time to stu- 
dents willing to leam about protecting 
themselves. Officer Sandy Finch deals 
with women's issues and gives in- 
struction in self defense. Sergeant 
Andy Rhodes works to help residents 
make dorms safer and crime-free. 

The campus police department 
works with and maintains communi- 
cation with the Prince Edward County 
Police Department, the Hampden- 
Sydney Campus Police Department, 
andtheFarmvillePolice. Whenasked, 
the Longwood campus police will help 
the Farmville police with D.U.I. check- 
points, but this is not routine and 
occurs only about twice each year. 

Considering their activities, 
Huskey feels that with his effective 
police force, Longwtxxl is a safe com- 
munity.

remain open 24 hours and be patrolled 
regularly by campus police. 

There's good news for resident stu- 
dents using study lounges within the 
residence halls as well. According to 
Mable, each residence hall council 
will soon designate a particular room 
in that hall as a study area and provide 
new furniture and computers acces- 
sible to all residents of the hall. 

Hall Councils are currently deto'- 
mining what arrangements would best 
suit their residents, keeping costs in 
mind. All furniture and computers 
should be installed and in use by Sep- 
tember.

WILLIAMSBURG, Va (AP) — 
l>ady Margaret Thatcher, the former 
British prime minister, has been in- 
stalled in the ceremonial post of chan- 
cellor of the College of William and 
Mary. 

"It would be hard to think of a place 
that better exemplifies the relation- 
ship between Britain and America, 
not only in name but in moral pur- 
pose," Mrs. Thatcher told the crowd 
of 5,000 that attended Saturday'sChar- 
ter Day ceremony. "It is in this spirit 
that I am proud to serve as your chan- 
cellor." 

Mrs. Hialcher succeeds former U.S . 
Supreme Court Warren Burger in the 
seven-year post. She is the fu-st woman 
to hold the post Her duties will in- 



clude presiding over such events as 
Charter Day and graduation. 

Known for her no-nonsense style, 
Mrs. Thatcher's speech had some 
lighter moments. 

She said "the late unpleasantness" 
of the American Revolution could 
have been avoided. "If there'd been a 
woman prime minister at lODowning 
Street at the time, it would have been 
handled so very much better." 

"But let me hasten to add diat all is 
forgiven; you' ve done such a wonder- 
ful job. No hard feelings," ,she said. 
In amore serious vein, Mrs. Thatcher 
said the United States and Great Brit- 
ain must stand together to defend the 
principles of dem(xTtK;y 



"It is in our willingness to defend 
those principles, and when necessary 
fight for them, that Britain and 
America serve as a beacon to the 
whole world. 

"The uncertainty of relations be- 
tween natioas and the battles for power 
within nations have left us at a ^- 
carious point in world affairs," she 
said. 'The next few years, indeed the 
next few months, will be critical for 
those new nations struggling with the 
respoasibiUtiesof their unaccustomed 
freedom. 

"It is for this reason above all othen 
that the special relationship between 
Britain and the United States must be 
nourished and nurtured."

Apathy Frustrates WLCX DJs

The rcspon.se was a simple one 
from Neil, a DJ for Wl,CX's Soul 
Assassin show, "I don't get much " 
Ilic complaint stems from the lack of 
audience rcspon.se that the station re- 
ceives, and several DJs complain il is 
a majm pniblem. But according to a 
report put out la.sl semester by the 
puWitiiy wtricc uX the Million, 'WIX'X 
was interested in becoming more in- 
volved with the campus and wished to 
receive responses from students, N)th 
as a means to evaluate their effective- 
ness and to improve radio shows 
through requests. 

AldK)ugh Uie station is still work- 
ing on becoming more involved with 
campus life, such as spon.soring bands 
at Long Shotz and the Second Annual 
Bandfesi in liuikford Student Union 
on April y of this .semester, the truth is 
thai there is still very little interaction 
between the station and students on a 
personal level. Hven Tuna Wl.CX's 
audience participation liilk show, re- 
ceived such p(X)r response last week 
thill one of ihe DJs of the show became 
so furious that he told the listeners 
"stTcw you," and refused to speak or 



put phone calls on for the rest of the 
show. 

Not all of the DJs, however, spoke 
negatively about a lack of response. 
One particular DJ, PE94, even claims 
that he receives encouragement from 
listeners, both while on the air by 
phone and from students personally 
during the day. PR94 is fearful that 
st)me DJs might regard response as a 
way to pal themselves on the backs 
and .seek vain approval instead of do- 
ing their shows for other rea.sons. 
According to PFi94, a DJ should be 
doing the show for the personal satis- 
faction of being able to intrixluce new 
music to the campus instead of for 
name recognition. 

The complaints of the lack of audi- 
ence response, however, are still ap- 
parent. 

When Mike Klepper, the Music 
Director and the DJ Big Brother, was 
asked tt) comment, he said, "I am sick 
and tired of all the fucking idiots who 
say our station sucks but never give us 
any ideas on how to make it better." 
Klepper' s attitude goes back to the 
opinions of the publicity report and 
he feels thai Ihe station might become 



stunted in its growth to better itself if 
it does not receive any feedback from 
the audience. Another DJ, Diamond 
Dave, said, "It' s good, but it should be 
a hell of a lot better considering the 
amount of time we put into the sta- 
tion." 

According to some of the DJs, au- 
dience response is valued as a way to 
ensure that DJ s are constantly staying 
in touch with the campus, and that 
Uieir efforts are appreciated. Fw this 
reason, most of the DJs who were 
interviewed claim that the l^k of re- 
sponse is the chief reason why they 
are becoming "burned out" and frus- 
trated with their jobs. 

A quick census of students during 
meals on campus revealed an interest- 
ing fact the majority of students that 
were asked could tjot provide any valid 
reason why the responses were low. 
Most claimed that they were not even 
listeners, and even a few stated that 
they were not even aware that there 
was a radio station on campus at all. 
Apparently the low audience re- 
sponse stems from both the apathy 
aiKl the small size of the actual audi- 
ence.

'Building Bombs' Very Disturbing 

Editor, Rotunda: 

A documentary was shown on PBS 
television stations after much public 
pressure called "Building Bombs." It 
was very disturbing! Evidently, the 
corporation (DuPont) which con- 
tracted with the federal government 
to build nuclear weapons at the Sa- 
vannah River plant buried nuclear 
waste in cardboard boxes and left 
liquid waste exposed in open pits.

The United States claimed it was pro- 
tecting democracy from communism, 
but that lie was exposed by the numer- 
ous fascist dictatorships the United 
States supported and sometimes 
brought to power through the CIA. 

I Uiink there are three real reasons 
for the Cold War. First I believe the 
econcxnic elite in the United States 
were intensely afraid of aphilosophy, 
namely socialism, which threatened 



their tremendous wealth and power. 
Second, the corporations in the mili- 
tary-industrial complex were making 
very large profits from weapons pro- 
duction. Third, capitalist economies 
do not function well without massive 
government spending. Since spend- 
ing on social programs is not consid- 
ered "macho" and smacks of "social- 
ism," this government spending had 
to be weapons production. 

Now tliat the Cold War is over, I 
fear greatly that the American People 
will again be deceived into accepting 
some future rationalizations for a 
continuing amis proliferation. Will it 
be terrorism, making other countries 
"stable" or defeating narcotics dealers 
or warlords? I don't know, but I have 
a gnawing suspicion that something 
will be invented. 

Must we have even more radioac- 
tive waste buried in cardboard or 
dumped at sea so that the rich can get 
even richer and alleviate their fears 
about the spread of socialism or so Ihe 
transnational corporations can com- 
plete their world domination? I hope 
with all my heart that the American 
people are not so complacent apa- 
thetic, and uncritical and illogical in 
their thinking as to accept this future 
prognosis!

CJivcn ihc current fan/y about the 
"Inlonnation Superhighway," il'seasy 
to imagine a massive new technology 
just around the comer, along with cars 
that navigate themselves and picture 
telephones. 

But actually, it's already here, and 
there are a g(xxl 20 million people 
hjippily using it every day. 

IXipcnding how you define it, the 
liilcmet has existed since the early 
107()s, used mostly by scientists, col- 
lege students, engineers and people at 
computer companies around the 
I Inited Stales. 
But in the last year, as a critical mass 
of computers, software, public access 
services and users has been reached, 
tlic internet has jumped into view as a 
part of American culture. 

Now it seems to be popping up ev- 
erywhere — business cards are sprout- 
ing electronic mail addresses, and 
b<K)k.stores are full of manuals that 
will get you logged on and revved up. 
But while everyone seems to be 
talking about the Internet, exacUy what 
die Net and its asscx-ialed parts actu- 
ally are and what they can do is less 
clear.

1-ur n\ai\y people, though, it' s niH 
just about Ihc computers that are con- 
nected, but idso the people all over the 
world those computers cocutect. 
iliink of it as a vast sea of informa- 



tion and people — a house party for the 
planet with rooms opening off of 
rooms full of people animatedly dis- 
cussing everything liom nuclear phys- 
ics to the best place to buy motorcycle 
parts in Albuquerque. 

That's not all that's going on. Walk 
away from the party into other parts of 
the house (or the town, think of it any 
way you hke) and you'll find whole 
libraries, catalogs full of information 
and lists of software programs you 
can take to your home computer to do 
anything from figure your taxes to 
plot Uie flight of the .space shuttle. 

Say you want the latest weather in 
lliiladelphia. You can call up the city's 
kKal weather from the National 
Weather Serviv;e on-Une weather re- 
port. 

What if you're looking for a 
sloryb(K)k you read as a child because 
you want to give a copy to your 
nephew? You can log into the Library 
of Congress catalog and find out ex- 
actly when and where it was pub- 
lished. 

If it's out of print there are several 
b(X)k discussion groups whose mem- 
bers would probably be more than 
happy to point you to good used book- 
stores nearby which might have a copy 
— and probably tell you a few stories 
about their favorite childhood books 
as well. 

All of these things and more are 
possible on the Internet. Some require 
more experience than others. B ut given 
some persistence and a little patience, 
anyone with a computer and a phone 
line can access the world of 
cyberspace. In C)n the Net, I'll be 
di.scussing what's out there and how 
ordinary people can get to it.

Like a dive bomber pilot taking 
aim at an enemy ship, l^ancer guard 
De Vonne Johnson came off the bench 
and torpedoed Queens (N.C.) 
College's hopes of upsetting Long- 
wood Saturday in a men's basketball 
game at Lancer Hall. 

With 3:53 left in the first half, the 
visiting Royals trailed Longwood by 
just 29-22. In a span of 19 seconds the 
lead exploded to 35-22 as Johnson hit 
the bullseye twice with three- point 
bombs. Sparked by Johnson, Long- 
wood went on a 16-4 run which in- 
creased the margin to 45-26 by half- 
time. 

Queens never surrendered, but was 
unable to get closer than 10 points the 
rest of the way as the Lancers won the 
batde 100-82. 

"De Vonne seemed to break their 
(Queen's) spirit with bis three-point 
shots," said Longwood coach Ron 
Carr. 

Johnson, who averages 6.1 points 
in a reserve role, has emerged as a 
potent weapon off the Lancer bench. 
He comes in firing and often hits the 
target. A cat-quick 5-9 sophranore 
from Potomac High in Woodbridge, 
Jdinson has scored 72 of his 1 1 5 points 
from bonus territory. In all, he has 
banged in 25 of 58 shots from behind 
the three-point arc for 41.2 percent. 

Saturday, Johnson scored 1 2 points 
in all, hitting 3 of 4 treys. Eddie 
Shelbume, anotha sophomore who 
has played well of late, scored 13 
points off the bench against Queens, 
hitting 5 of 7 shots. Johnson and 
Shelburne also came up big in 



Longwood's 74-68 win at Elon last 
Wednesday. 

"Eddie played a real good game 
against Queens," said Carr. "He took 
the ball to the basket." 

Saturday aftemon Johnson and 
Shelbume had lots of help from team- 
mates Benji Webb (23 points, 10 
boards, 5 assists). Matt Watkins (16 
points, three assists, three steals), 
Charles (Soup) Brown (14 points, six 
assists), and Michael Druiu (10 points, 
five assists). 

Longwood had some anxious mo- 
ments in die second half when Queens 
staged acomeback. The Lancers com- 
mitted 16 of dieir 22 turnovers in the 
second period, much to Carr's dis- 
may. 

"In the first half we did a real good 
job pushing the ball up die flow against 
theirpress," said the coach. "We were 
able to get easy shots. But, in die 
second half, we probably did just as 
poor a job of taking care of the ball. 
We probably threw away half our pos- 
sessions." 

Longwood made up for the mis- 
cues by shooting 60.7 percent (3 1 -50) 
from die floor and nailing 32 of 49 free 
Qiiows. The Lancers hit a respectable 
24 of 33 from the foul line in the 
second half when Queens stretched 
the final four minutes into what seemed 
like an eternity. 

The Lancers owned a 79-58 bulge 
widi 4:12 to go, but Queens began 
fouling and reduced die margin to 10 
before Carr put most of his starters 
back in die game. Webb scored to 
make die Lancer total an even 100 
points wiUi four seconds to go. 



Queens, which dropped to 10-9 
widi die loss, got an amazing perfor- 
mance from 6-4, 225-pound sojAo- 
more Yogi Leo Saturday.

On January 17, a student forum 
was held where students expressed 
ideas, concerns, and suggestions on 
how to improve Longwood life. Ideas 
were presented to Dr. William Dorrill, 
President; Darryl Poole, Vice-Presi- 
dent of Academic Affairs; Rick 
Hurley, Vice-President of Business 
Affairs; Phyllis Mable, Vice-Presi- 
dent of Student Affairs; Tim Pierson, 
Dean of Students and Melvin Moore, 
Director of the Physical Plant. 

Discussion centered around the 
physical plant, campus and social life, 
the dining hall, and residence halls. 
The students expressed strong con- 
cern about the quality of work that 
was produced by the physical plant 
staff. Students believe that it would 
help physical plant save money if 
problems were corrected the first time 
than having to rejjcatedly "tempo- 
rarily" fix the problems. Mr. Moore 
recognizes that there are problems, 
and he and his staff are striving to 
CMTCct them. 

A hot topic this year has been the 
parking situation. The students ad- 
dressed Mr. Hurley about expanded 
parking. Mr. Hurley inffflmed the 
forum that additional space is being 
purchased, and plans are currently 
underway. The parking problems 



should be resolved in the near future. 

The members of the forum sug- 
gested that more cooperation with din- 
ing hall services is needed. Some 
suggestions include extending dining 
hall hours and planning parties in the 
Rotunda Market. The students are 
pushing for more activities that would 
create Long wcxxl spirit such as dances, 
carnivals, and competitions between 
classes. 

Many students live in rooms with 
paint peeling off the walls. The forum 
believes that residence life would be 
improved if professional painters were 
contracted and the bathrcxjms were 
cleaned better over sununer break. 
Mr. Mowe announced that rooms in 
the Cunninghams are being repainted 
by conductors this summer, and that 
he would look into the cleaning situa- 
tion. 

All the students in the forum agreed 
that if the situations are going to be 
corrected, motivation must start with 
the students. They believe the physi- 
cal plant can make the repairs, but that 
it was the students responsibility to 
help preserve their residence halls by 
reducing the amount of vandalism and 
littering that is destroying our cam- 
pus. 

Most students believed their opin- 
ions were heard and that this was the 
first step to helping our campus.

The atmosphere of the Nsect Club 
was better during the show than usual. 
Hampton, Virginia, just isn't the en- 
tertainment Mecca of the Peninsula, 
buthey, itsure beats the nearby Heart- 
break Cafe. The Nsect Club's pres- 
ence is appreciated, however. It's not 
the club's fault that many kids that go 
are just plain apathetic about the mu- 
sic, and that they are more concerned 
with being seen.

AsMark'svoicechimedalong 
with the solid, consistent strumming 
of his guitar, he either had his eyes 
closed, or he glared at the audience 
with wide-eyed inquisition. This ten- 
dency of his reminds me of Gene 
Simmons in KISS's pre-disclosure 
days, and I laugh every time he does it. 
Bridgett Cross' bass playing is 
complete enough without sounding 
overproduced. Drummer Phil Krauth 
was obviously having fun providing 
the consistent cadence. 

Unrest played a fair mixture of 
songs from Perfect Teeth, Imperial 



intense "Yes She Is My Skinhead 
Girl," radiantly crooned from the 
speakers. The band closed with "Make 
Out Club," into which the band 
plugged all remaining energy. 1 fell 
the sudden incUnation to skip out of 
the club, as I was so charmed by the 
performance.

Film noir, as it was later called, 
flourished in the 1940s and '50s with 
its clever cynicism and lifelike qual- 
ity, a welcome antidote to the over- 
glamorized Hollywood product of the 
era. 

Studios favored the films because 
they could be made on the cheap, by 
hiring one major star (Humphrey 
Bogan, Robert Mitchum. Dick Powell , 
etc.) and shooting on the streets of Los 
Angeles. 

"Romeo Is Bleeding" continues the 
trend of modem manifestations of the 
film noir. It has the basic elements: 
crooked cop, lethal female, vicious 
gang boss, tawdry locales, bloody 
corpses. Everything, in fact, but style. 

Gary Oldman is a man on the edge, 
leading a double Ufe as a cop assigned 
to protect witnesses and as informer 
for the mob. He also is juggling his 
personal Ufe, his off-duty hours di- 
vided between his suburban wife, 
Annabella Sciorra, and a young, over 



sexed waitress, Juliette Lewis. 

Oldman continues his felonious 
ways, stashing his mob btxUy in a 
backyard hole. Then he is assigned to 
guard an international supercrtxik, 
Lena Olin. 

Deftly crafting the film's most out- 
rageous character, Miss Olin exudes 
carnality and evil. ILqually adept at 
seduction or garroting, she delights in 
her deeds, cackling triumphftntly as 
an enemy is buried alive. 

Oldman is no match for such an 
ingenious cTiminai. Oascreen or voice- 
over most of the lime, the accom- 
plished actor is unable to bring much 
life to the hapless policeman. Sympa- 
thy is out of the question. His task is 
further hindered by such lines as, "You 
don't own love; love owns you." 

Hilary Ilenkin's meandering script 
is rife with pseudop(x;lic dialogue as

The director. Peter Mediik, ailds to the 
overkill with garish effects and ample 
gore.

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George Mason Site Of Internet Investigation 



I'AIKIAX (AP) — George Mason 
Mnivcrsity's discovery of security 
breaches in the vasl govcmmeni com- 
puter network Internet lipped off in- 
vestigat(M-s to largescale lliefl of se- 
cret passwords, officials said last 1 ues- 
day, 

Last November, university officials 
learned someone was trying U) get 
hold of Inicmet passwords through 
the sch(K)rs computer system. 

"It was reported to us that two indi- 
viduals were suspected of trying to 
break into departmental computers. 
Because of the nature of the informa- 
tion involved, the I-TJI was called in," 
said Jerry Jenkins, direcUtf of com- 
puting at Cieorge Mason. 

One person apparently tried to do 
llie same thing at several campuses. 
"We were able, working with other 
universities, to narrow it down to a 
IK)ssibility of a name, and we passed 
Ihaton to the I'BI," said Joe Hutchison, 
the schcxjl's chief computer engineer. 
( leorge Mason officials don't know 
if the suspect was ever charged, 
Hutchison said. 

Internet passwords can give users 
access to everything from classified 
goveniment information to private 
cTcdit card numbers in violation of 
federal law. 

I'wo small computer systems at 
( ieorge Mason were found to harbor 
programs used to illegally collect pass- 
words, Hutchison said. 

Over several days, the computers 
were scrubbed clean of the "sniffer" 
prognuns, he sjiid. 

After the George Mason incident, 
the I'BI reportedly widened its inves- 
tigation as other Interact users re- 
ported a pattern of security breaches, 
llie I'BI would not confinn that an 
investigation is underway. 

Investigators reportedly found doz- 
ens t)f Interact computers were illic- 
itly lo;ided with such prognuns, which 



surreptitiously collect passwords and 
deliver them to unknown pijrties out- 
side the network. 

Increasingly frequent computer 
break-ins led last week to stiff secu- 
rity recommendations from an Internet 
security watchdog group. 

"Ihis action was no longer an ex- 
periment on the part of somebtxly," 
said I )£un Gary of the Computer Kmer- 
gency Response Team. "Ratlier the 
technique had been copied and widely 
disseminated." 

(:|;R r, a federally funded security 
orgiinization, offered new security 
software for computers deemed at 
special risk. The group also told 
Intemet users who routinely transmit 
passwords over the network to as- 
sume the passwords are compromised . 
Many illegal computer "hackers" 
arejust trying tocollcct passwords the 
way some people collect baseball 
cards, Hutchison said. 

"It's mi ego thing. It's iwik at how 
smart I am, L(X)k what 1 can do.'" 

Hutchison said relatively few of 
George Mason's 18,()00 Internet us- 
ers arc affected by die CERT direc- 
tive. 

"We passed it on and we are urging 
anyone who needs to to follow them," 
Hutchison said. 

Ihe Intemet was set up at the dawn 
of diecomputerageasabulleiin board 
for government and academic re- 
searchers. It has evolved into a giant, 
global information exchange with 
about l*i million users. 

Ihe network links individual com- 
puters with high-capacity data lines. 
Those links mean people can trade 
electronic mail, d(KumenLs, pictures 
and sounds almost instantly. 

Security clearances generally aren't 
required to use the Intemet, but users 
must have an account with the net- 
work.

HONOLUIXJ (AP) — Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee Chairman Rey 
Graulty says he expects another mara- 
thon hearing when the committee takes 
testimony on two bills dealing with 
same-sex marriages. 

The House approved a measure last 
week to clarify that the Legislature's 
intent in having the state license mar- 
riages was for it to apply only to 
couples of the opposite sex. 

Graulty said that besides the House 
measure, he has put on the agenda a 
Senate measure calling for a state con- 
stitutional amendment to say that li- 
censed marriages are to be for couples 
of the opposite sex. 

Graulty said he added the constitu- 
tional amendment measure after hav- 
ing some misgivings about whether 
the House bill drafted by House Judi- 
ciary Committee Chairman Terrance 
Tom sufficiently answers the state 
Supreme Court's ruling last year. 
That ruling held that the state had to 
show a compelling public interest in 
barring same sex marriages which the 
court said otherwise amounted to an 
unconstitutional discrimination based 
on gender. 
Critics of Tom' s bill say it holds that

having children is the state's reason 
for licensed marriages and therefore 
would discriminate against couples 
of the q)posite sex who either can't 
have children or don't want to have 
any. 
Tom insists the state's interest is the 
welfare and health of children who 
might result from a marriage of a 
couple of the of^site sex and does 
not say anything about requiring 
couples to show they could have chil- 
dren. 

Graulty initially opposed a consti- 
tutional amendment to clarify the 
state' s role in marriages, but wants to 
make sure the Legislature resolves 
the issue this year. 

Graulty said he plans hearings on a 
proposal study possible legislation on 
legal domestic partnerships for 
couples of the same sex, offering some 
of the benefits now applied to married 
couples and their children. 
If the constitutional amendment bill 
is approved by the Legislature, it 
would be up to the voters in the gen- 
eral election later this year to decide 
the issue of restiicting state-licensed 
marriages to couples of the opposite 
sex.

Senior Charles (Soup) Brown be- 
came Uie 10th Long wood player to 
lop 1 ,000 career points Saturday as he 
scored 20 points and recorded a near 
triple -double to lead the Lancermen's 
basketball team to a 75-57 victory 
over Pittsburgh- Johnstown. It was 
Long wood's 14th win in a row. 

Brown, a tri -captain who has helped 
the Lancers to a 17-4 record this sea- 
son, ^ded a career -high 1 3 rebounds 
and nine assists, justmissing the triple- 
double.

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AIDS Lecture 
Moves Audience

Jeane White began her lecture with 
a chp from the news show. West 57th 
Street, that featured her son, Ryan 
White, who died of an AIDS related 
lung infection on April 8, 1990. Ryan 
was eighteen when he died and had 
lived with full blown AIDS for five 
and a half years, well beyond the three 
to six months the doctors had given 
him to live when he was diagnosed at 
thirteen in 1984. 

Jeane White discussed her son's 
diagnosis with complete honesty, and 
her voice su-ained against the tears she 
held back. She first explained that 
Ryan was bom with severe hemo- 
philia. Ryan's hemophilia required 
that he receive a blood clotting factor 
two times a week. Mrs. White's voice 
became louder and angry when she 
recalled that the blood given to hemo- 
philiacs came from drug users paid to 
donate their blood. In 1984, only one 
per cent of hemophiliacs were found 
to have contracted the HIV virus from 
tainted blood, and now the percentage 
is eighty percent. 

His diagnosis was made well ;il- 
ter the virus had taken over his bixly, 
becoming full blown AIDS. He de- 
veloped Pneumocystis, a rare type of 
pneumonia, which required the re- 
moval of two inches of Ryan 'slung. It 
was after the surgery when debtors 
discovered that Rvan was hatUinc with 
AIDS. 

Mrs. White waited until after 
Christinas to tell Ryan about his con- 
dition. He immediatley asked, "Ami 
going to die?" The sniffles were now 
clearly audible in the audience, and 
Mrs. White's voice trembled as she 
recalled saying that eventually every- 
one was going to die but no one knows 
when, where, or how. 

Upon learning about having AIDS, 
Ryan was determined to live a norm;il 
life and fight his disease. However, 
the general attitude of people in his 
hometown of Kokomo, Indiana de- 
stroyed any attempt to live nonnally, 
Mrs. White did not anticipate such 
violence and problems. Ryan's teach- 
ers were the first to learn of his condi- 
tion, simply because Mrs. White felt 
no reason to withold the Uuih about 
why Ryan had missed fifteen days of 
school spent in the hospital. From 
there Ryan' s condition was very much 
public, as the teachers quickly spread 
the word ajid bcg;ui a cycle of igno- 
rance, fear, and discrimination. 

Mrs. White discussed how her 
whole way of life was destroyed once 
the word was out abt)ut Ryan having 
AIDS. She continued to work at the 
(icnerid Motors factory, but her com- 
munity, friends, and church did not 
hesitiUe to detach themselves from the 
White family. Mrs. While was sud- 
denly thrust into an unftuniliar world 
of violence, haued, and disease. 

The ItKal Board of Health inlbnncd 
Mrs. White of places where her son 
was forbidden. The church limited 
the White family to a middle row in 
the very back of the church, and Ryan 
was allowed to only use the restrixm 
in the muiister's office. The White's 
home bcc;une the AIDS house and 
Ryan was labeled a "fag." Rumors of 
Ryan spitting on fruit in supermar- 
kets, biting fellow students and uri- 
nating on walls furthered the con- 
tempt felt for the White fiunily. Par- 
ents and educators txuuied Ryan from 



attending school out of die fear diat 
the HIV virus could somehow be con- 
tracted from casual contact. 

Finally in 1986, the court ruled that 
Ryan be allowed to return to schotil. 
Ryan returned not only as a student 
but as a celebrity created by the media. 
Mrs. White praised journalists as be- 
ing Uie few people who were not afraid 
to be near Ryan. The media suc- 
ceeded in m;Ucing him areluctant hero. 
On a lighter note, Mrs. White re- 
called Ryan' s appearance on Uie Good 
Mominig America show where he was 
to talk abt)ut Uie AIDS benefit wiOi 
Elizabeth Taylor. When he was asked 
about who he was most looking for- 
ward to meeting, he .said Ellon John. 
Mrs. While remembers being upset 
that Ryan had not said Elizabeth Tay- 
lor. But Ryan simply explained that 
he had no idea who Elizabedi Taylor 
was. There was finally some laughter 
from die audience for the first dme 
through the sniffies and tears. 

Elton John became a family friend 
after hearing Ryan on die show and 
called often to request a visit widi 
Ryan. Unfortunaltely, at die time Ryan 
was suffering from bad health that 
prevented yavel. His weight wasdown 
to fifty-fourpoundsasarcsult of vom- 
iting every twenty minutes, he had 
gone blind twice, and he suffered from 
diabetic seizures. Mrs. White felt that 
Rvan' s time had come, until his health 
began improving. 

Mrs. While attfibuted Ryan's long 
survival wiUi AIDS not to the high 
doses of AZT he was taking but to his 
determination to fight the disease and 
keen senseof humor. laughter was 
found to ease the pain when facing 
their hometown's discrimination. 

As an example of Ryan's ability to 
find die humor in his situaUon, Mrs. 
While told the story of Ryan wanting 
to be buried in his Oakley sunglasses 
to prevent viewers fn)m U"ying to watch 
his dead eyes move. Again die audi- 
ence relaxed and laughed. Along widi 
his Oakleys, Ryiui openly di-scussed 
widi his mom his wish to be buried 
wearing his jesui jacket. Guess jeans 
and Air Jordans. Mrs. White admitted 
she pre fened Ryan' s tuxedo, and again 
the audience laughed. 

Mrs. White told how Ryan never 
wanted to appear as sick as he was and 
sU"ived to kx)k "cool." She shared 
anodier funny story about a movie 
concerning Ryan's life in which he 
appe;u"ed briefiy and was on die set 
throughout die production. Before 
Ryiui would appear on the .set he waited 
four weeks for fever blisters on his 
moudi to heal. When the blisters 
healed, Ryan was promptly sent to the 
make up crew to have fever blisters 
placed on his lips. 

Hie movie provided die Whites 
widi enough money to move away 
from Kokomo to Cisero where Ryan 
had found a cemeiary that he liked. In 
Cicero, the While family was wel- 
comed and finally fa'C from consUmt 
ridicule ;uid discrimination, Ryan at- 
tended sch(Kil, made friends and was 
an honor roll student. Widiout facing 
the burden of hatfed and violence ex- 
perienced in Kokomo, full aUention 
was given to Ryan's rapidly deierio- 
raling health. 

llie last week and a half of Ryiui's 
life was, according to Mrs. White, 
very difficult. Ryiui had lapsed into a 
coma, and his emaciated body was 



covered with hemorrhages. Mrs. 
While stayed by Ryan's bedside in the 
company of Elton John who by now 
had become like a fadier lo Ryan and 
a brodier to Mrs. White. 

Mrs. While was clearly proud of 
Ryan's impact on Elton John, who, as 
he watched Ryan die, said, "Widi all 
this money in this rcxim, we can't 
bring diis boy back." Ryan was largely 
responsible for Flton John's decision 
lo end his cocaine habit and begin 
rehabiliuttion. 

Ryan's fight wiUi AIDS ended 
April 8,1990. His courage inspired 
the world, and his quest to educate 
people about AIDS continues widi his 
modier. Mrs. White describes lectur- 
ing to young people as a form of 
therapy and a positive way to keep 
Ryan's memory alive. 

Mrs. White ended her emotional 
lecture suessing the importance of 
education and prevention. 

Aimee Uhrig, a sophomore, siiid,

Noises Off Elicits Hoards Of Laughter

Nosebleeds, raucous laughter, and 
scantily-clad actors combined in the 
Wednesday February 2.^ opening of 
die LongwcxKl Players' producuon of 
Michael Frayn's Noises Off. 

The play opened widi die insistent 
ringing of a telephone in the play 
wiUiin die play. Pamela Arkin, a the- 
atre professor, was first on die stage. 
Ms. Arkin' s facial expressions con- 
veyed die nature of what die other 
party was saying widi delightful viv- 
idness. Tliroughout die play, Ms. 
Arkin' s reactions kepi die audience in 
stitches. 

Arkin's lower class "housekeeper" 
voice contrasted splendidly with that 
of her acting voice. The moment the 
director broke into the scene, Arkin's 
entire persona changed. 

Once die idea dial the play was 
about a play sunk in widi the audience, 
die game began. The enure cast 
brought die production to life through 
body reactions. The whiny I'reddy, 
played widi complete seriousness by 
Daniel T. Ellis, was believable as die 
stereotypiciU meUiod actor carried to 
the extreme. The only thing that de- 
uacied from his perfonnance was die 
be;ud that appe;m;d to be made of 
mascitfa. 

I'reddy's aversion to violence was 
tied in to every action. The audience 
quickly lc:u"ned lo kxik immediately 
lo lUlis whenever someone became 
juigry to see if he would indeed get 
anodier no.sebleed as 1-reddy. 

Another chitfacter dial had faci;il 
hair problems was (i;u"ry l.cjeune, 
played by Kurt I'ichte. 1 lis musUiche 
resembled a phistic Ihdioween cos- 
tume acces.sory — maybe it was the 



high gloss effect. Fichte was very 
natural with the mustache — he did not 
make the common mistake of dying 
to talk around it or play with it Ux) 
much. 

Fichte" s body language was won- 
derful. In the second act Garry was 
angry with Freddy; Fichte' s solution 
for portraying his anger was to be- 
come almost like a pit bull. Fichte' s 
back was arched, his face squinted, 
and he b<u"ed his teedi. In essence he 
became animal-like. 

The cast of die play within die play 
also had its resident alcoholic: Selsdon 
Mowbray, played by J. Carrigan Wil- 
son, a veteran of btidi Jannan and die 
State theatres, Wilson played die ag- 
ing actor to the hilt. His misunder- 
slcxxJ lines and direcuons left the au- 
dience in peals of laughter. 

Selsdon' s atlempLs to obtain the 
whi.skey bottle in die second act — 
which, by the way, why was whiskey 
in a vodka bolde? — were hihuious. 
Wilson's face came to life at the scent 
of the alcohol. He sniffed die bolde, 
his eyebrows went skyward, and an 
expression of childlike glee spread 
from his face to his entire btidy, seem- 
ingly taking years off of his age. 

The love-triangle between die ch:u"- 
acters of Poppy, Bnxike, and die di- 
rector was not die most clear of die 
relationships in the producfion. lii- 
dier the chitfacter of die d irector Lloyd 
Dallas, played by Scott Lynwoixl 
Joyce, was ttxicold toward die women, 
or the women, played by April 
llartsook and Diana Dunc;m, respec- 
tively, did not clarify dieir desire for 
him enough. 

As die first line uttered by Scott 
Lynwood Joyce as Lloyd Dallas 



btximed over die audiences' heads at 
the stage, die audience could be seen 
to become momentarily frightened in 
unison. Joyce was perfect for the 
director' s role w idi his confident stride 
and audioritadve voice. 

Hiough Joyce played die serious- 
ness of die role well, there was a lack 
in his conveyance of an atdacdon to 
eidier Poppy or Brcxike. Perhaps diis 
was inienUomd, but dial was not clear 
eidier. 

April IL'u-tsixik was chiuiningly 
childlikeas die stage manager/gopher/ 
Selsdon-babysitler. Her mi.sery at die 
reveladon of Poppy's pregnancy lo 
Dallas was reminiscent of a teenager 
having to tell her parents dial she is in 
"u-ouble." lhirt.s(X)k hung her head 
and hugged herself like a diree-year- 
old awakened by a diunderjtomri. 

Diana Duncan' s role of die clueless 
blond Brcxike Ashlon was classic. She 
created her own version of die dumb 
blond. Her breathy word: "Sorry?" 
will probably remain in theaudience's 
minds for months lo come. 

Duncan was at home in her cos- 
tume as well. There are few who 
could prance around die stage, preen- 
ing in dieir bras and underwear in 
front of die audience. 

Mandy lirbes, who poruayed widi 
much professionalism die character 
of Belindii Bhur, was by far die most 
nalund on Jamian's stage Wednesday 
night. Perhaps it was because her 
ckuacler seemed to know everything 
aboutidl dieodiercharaclersiuid diere- 
foie was charged widi the exp<.isition 
dial set up die second and diird acts for 
disaster, and then perhaps it was due 
lo Lrbes's acting ability.

Reconstruct Meal Plan

I( is safe U) say thai the average 
college student has htiic or no money 
to waste. It is lor this ruas( »ti thai we as 
students should be outraged at the 
economic injustice we are being sub- 
jected to by the AKA at I,ongw(K)d 
( College. 

Based on an average semester of 
eighteen weeks, (four months and two 
weeks), a student on a 1 5 meal pi.ui 
pays approximately $3.13 per meal. 
If a student has a !•> meal pl:ui, llic 
average cost per meal is about $2.68. 
As we all know, very few students cat 
all of their pre-paid meals per wa'k. 
However, we are never monetitfily 
reimbursed for the meals we ch(K).se 
not to consume. Who among us can 
say IhM they would not greatly appre- 
ciate the cash Inxr. those uneaten me;ils 
back at the end of each semester? The 
[)arenLs of l-ongwcKHl students would 
welcome the relunjcd funds; this seems 
especially beneficiid for those who 
arc paying for their own education 
without the aid of their p;uents, for the 
returned cash could be put towards 
paying for future semesters. 
We are also being taken advanliige 



of by tlie ARA in other ways. At the 
majority of other colleges in Virginia, 
students itre allotted a certain number 
of guest meals, sometimes depending 
on how many meals ihey have skipped 
per week. ( )(ten, students <ac allowed 
10 "save" their uneaten ine;ds, and 
feed guests wiili them. Here, our 
uneaten meals are simply lost, obvi- 
ously to our financial disadvantage. 
All guests who wish to dine at our 
facilities must pay ca.sh or check upon 
entnuice; we ;ire denied the right to 
allow our guests to take advantage of 
our previously uneaten meals. And, 
ironically enough, our guests are 
ctuu"ged less per meal than we, the 
people who belong here, are. There 
seems to be no rationale or even some- 
what viable exphuiation for why we 
mc unable to receive cash back for 
missed meals, or use such meals to 
feed guests. Why not just charge us 
for the meals we do attend? 

And what's with the dining hall 
hours' (Jnlyaone hour time slot toeat 
dinner in the l)-hall on weekends? 
How did Longw{K)d manage to com- 
pletely ignore the fact that students 
have busy .schedules which do not 



always coincide with dining hours? It 
seems equally ridiculous that not one 
of our dining facilities is open 24 
hours a day. Because of cla.sses and 
participation in sports and other .school 
sponsored activities, many students 
actually have trouble finding time to 
eat while trying to work around both 
their schedules and the hours of the 
dining facilities. If Longwtxxl had a 
place to eat that was open 24 hours, 
then students would have the reassur- 
ance of knowing thai, even if their 
schedulesare hectic, there will always 
be someplace open to eat. 

As students, we do not pay $8,000 
per year to be cheated. We are attend- 
ing Longwood to gain a quality edu- 
cation, and to be taken advantage of in 
the process is absolutely intolerable. 
The dining hall hours should be re- 
scheduled to better suit the needs of 
the students, a guest meal program 
.should be implemented, and, instead 
of keeping the money that accumu- 
lates from students' uneaten meals, 
the ARA should give it back to the 
h;u"dworking people who earned it in 
Uie first place.

The "Jesus Seminar" exemplifies 
the saying of Jesus in Matt 23:24: 
"You filter out a gnat but swallow a 
camel." (Richmond Times-Dispatch 
Jan 22, 1994). Typically, they claim 
that the mandate to evangelize the 
world came from Paul and not from 
Jesus. At least two things make this 
improbable. Rabbi Saul of Tarsus 
(later called Paul) enters the scene in 
Acts 8 seeking to crush this Christian 
crusade — which was already well 
under way. Foretold by the ancient 
prophets and by John the Baptizer it 
apparently began when the Persian 
wisemen returned home to spread die 
news after visiting the young child. 
This outreach continued during Jesus' 
ministry, especially to the outcasts in 
Samara. But after the resurrection it 
literally exploded (Acts chapter one 
through eight) before the vision given 
to the marauding Saul. During the 
this earlier peritxl, not only was an 
Ethiopian official evangelized, but (at 
Pentecost) visitors from nay nation. 
Paul became an ordained missionary 
about ten years later. 

Concerning the authenticity of the 
New Testament (denied by the Semi- 



nar scholars) I wrote several widely- 
known seminary professors. Dr. Chris 
Burchard of the Heidelberg faculty 
responded: "There have been minor 
changes in the course of manuscript 
tradition ... but such instances do not 
affect the substance of teh New Testa- 
ment, and I am not aware of any sig- 
nificant group of scholars who hold 
that they do." (from Germany) The 
Professor of New Testament at 
McCormick Seminary (Chicago) said 
the same: "I know of no significant 
group of scholars who hold to the 
view that there have been major 
changes resulting in loss of original 
text and meaning." From the famous 
Episcopalian School of Theology at 
Sewanee, Tennessee, Professor Chris 
Bryan left no doubt: "We have the 
texts of the various books of the New 
Testament substantially as they were 
originally written." Helmut Koester 
of Harvard Divinity School agreed: 
"In general, scholars assume that the 
text ofthe New Testament as it existed 
around 200CE is essentially identical 
with the original autographs . . . ."

Longwood Women 15-11, Most Wins Since '85 3

Longwood' s women's basketball 
team traveled to Spartanburg, S.C. 
over the weekend to participate in the 
first South Atlantic Region Indepen- 
dent Tournament hosted by Wofford 
College. Coach Shirley Duncan's 
squad nearly upset tourney favorite 
Wofford in the championship game 
Saturday evening, falling 80-79 on a 
pair of free throws with just nine sec- 
onds remaining. The Lady Lancers 
had advanced to the title tilt with an 
87-73 win over Erskine (S.C.) Friday 
night in the opener. 

Longwood defeated Converse 
(S.C.) College Monday night in Lancer 
Hall by a score of 90-55. Junior 
Cassie Ensley scored a game-high 20 
points, including four three-pointers. 
Senior Ana Litton added 16 points, 
seven rebounds, five assists and five 
steals. Juniors Kirsten Hillgaard and 
Sara Philbrick each scored 1 3 points, 
while sophomore Charily Owens con- 
tributed nine points and a game-high 
1 3 rebounds. The Lady l^ancers im- 
proved to 1 5- 1 1 , the most wins since 
1984-85. LC will host WoffordThurs- 
day at 6 p.m. in Lancer Hall in an 
attempt to equal the school record for 
victcMies in a season (16). 

Against Wofford, LC jumped to 
an early 5-0 advantage in the game's 
first minute on a three-pointer from 
Litton and a basket inside by Owens. 
The hosts stormed back, though, to 
takea 13-11 lead at the 12:55 mark en 
route to opening a 39-30 lead just 
before halftime. WC led 39-32 at the 
intermission. 

Another Litton trey with 12:35 re- 
maining cut WC's lead to 53-49 be- 
fore the Lady Terriers forged back 
into a 60-51 advantage at the 11:31 
mark. A 12-4 LC run capped by 
lin.slcy's thrce-pt)int play tlic conven- 
tional way made the score 64-63 witli 
7:41 to play. LC finally regained the 
lead at 72-71 at the 3:02 mark on :in 



Ensley lay up with an assist from fresh- 
man Nikki Hall. Another conven- 
tional three-point play by Ensley put 
LC up 75-72 with 2:19 left. A Hall 
layup off a Litton assist gave LC a 77- 
74 lead with 1:43 togoandllillgaard's 
basket inside with an Ensley assist 
gave LC its last lead, 79-76 with just 
:59 remaining. Unfortunately, WC's 
Cindy Vinyard connected on four of 
four free throws in the final 40 sec- 
onds, including the game winners with 
only nine ticks left, to seal the WC 
win. 

"Our play really reflected that our 
team play has come back to where it 
was at the beginning of our season," 
commented Duncan. "We played with 
lots of intensity and it was one of our 
better defensive elforts tliis season. 
We had opportunities to win the gjune, 
but just didn't seal it." 

The disappointing loss overshad- 
owed someoulstanding performances 
by individual Lady Lancers, Litton 
became LongwcxxJ' s new career .scor- 
ing leader with 2:51 left in the first 
half on a jump shot with the assist 
from freshman Claudia Blauvelt. 
Litton had tied the muk with 5:04 left 
in tlie half on a pair of free throws. 
Litton now has 1,592 points, surpass- 
ing former Ail-American Carmille 
Bamette, who finished her career with 
1,569 points. 

"It's a career accomplishment, it is 
what it is," commented Duncan. 
"We're very fortunate that she was 
able to do this. It leaves quite a legacy 
as she broke a record of an All- Ameri- 
can." 

Additionally, Hillgiuud completed 
a phenomenal U'iple-double witii 19 
points, 11 rebounds and a schcx)l- 
record 10 blcKked shots. Hillgaard's 
points and bkx;ks arc both new career- 
highs, ;uid it's believed to be the first- 
ever triple-double for a Loncwcxxl 
basketball player. 
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"Kirsten did a really good job," 
said Duncan. "She intimidated them 
inside and accomplished a remark- 
able feat. It was a game where she 
came of age." 

In addition to Hillgaard's heroics, 
Ensley wound up with 18 points, in- 
cluding three three-pointers, and five 
assists. Ensley was selected to the 
All-Tournament team for her two-day 
perfonnance which included 4 1 pt>ints 
and nine assists, with seven tfeys. 

"Cassie has been very consistent," 
added Duncan. "She is getting better 
and better with more confidence as 
her shooting begins to return." 

Philbrick added 13 points and nine 
rebounds while Litton finished with 
12 points, 10 rebounds and four as- 
sists, marking a double-double for her 
and extending her double-figure scor- 
ing streak to 49 consecutive games. 
Hall contributed nine points, nine re- 
bounds and seven assists, nearly get- 
ting EC's second-ever triple-double. 
Against Erskine, LC fell behind 
14-5 early before rallying within 37- 
33 at the intermission. The Lady 
Lancers came out strong to start the 
second half as back-to-back baskets 
from Litton, one a trey, gave LC its 
first lead of the night at 38-37 at the 
19:00 mark. Trailing 45-44, Ensley 
finally gave LC control of the game 
with three consecutive three-pointers 
to put the Lady Lancers ahead 53-47 
with 12:41 to play. EC got no closer 
than four points the rest of the way as 
Ensley, Litton and Philbrick combined 
for 23 of EC's final 34 points. 

Ensley wound up with 23 points, 
including four U'cys, along with four 
as.sists. Litton finished with 22 points, 
also with four U'cys, adding five re- 
bounds and four assists. Philbrick 
added 15 points, eight rebounds and 
four assists. Hall contributed eight 
points and six assists. Enslev scored 
18 of her points in Uie second half, 
while Litton had 14 after the break and 
Philbrick 10 points following the in- 
termission. 

Through 26 games, Litton contin- 
ued to top LC with her 20.2 ppg., 
adding 6.6 rpg. and a team-high 74 
treys and 72 steals. Philbrick' s marks 
included 12.7 ppg. and9.1 rpg, while 
Owens averaged 8.4 ppg. and 9.6 ipg.. 
Hall averaged 7.8 ppg. and 4.5 assists, 
while Hillgaard's marks were 7. 1 ppg.

Ensley has averaged 15.8 ppg. in 
the 11 games she's played in tliis 
year, including 27 treys.

Failed Security Endangers Safety In Residence Halls

I Irilil just a couple of years ago, the 
residence hiills were virtually open to 
anyone. While there were desk aides 
ai the entrance tocvery residence hall, 
visitors were not regularly asked if 
lliey were residents of the donn they 
were entering. This left tiie donns 
oiK-'n to any student or trespasser who 
wanted to w;uider. 

!n the Spring semester of 1 WO, llie 
1 1( Hising I )epanjnent iritriHluced a new 
security system to the entrance of 
each dorm, lliis new system, called 
tlie (libnilter 2(KX), was suppo.sed to 



limit access into residence halls to 
only tlie registered students who lived 
there. As always with a new system, 
there were problems and complaints. 
A resident of Curry could not walk 
into Ira/er to visit a friend without 
ccrtiiin hassles. Then problems arise 
when people prop d(K)rs and let any- 
one into the building who knocks on 
a d(K)r. But one of the most discourag- 
ing problems is when the security 
d(K)rs fail to work. 

Almost every student has encoun- 
tered a lime when his/her key would 
not open the d(K)r to his/her building. 



There are also many limes when the 
dcK)rs have to be unlocked for long 
periods of time due to a malfunction, 
llie most continuous problems with 
.security door,s have been the entrance 
to Slubbs and the back entrance to the 
Cunninghams. These doors have been 
out of order for most of the .semester. 
Residents of Stubbs have made nu- 
merous complaints because anyone 
can wander through their halls at any 
hour of the day. As expected these 
problems become dangerous on week- 
end nights when alcohol is involved. 
"What is iJie purpose of having a 



security system that allows strangers 
to walk around our halls?" asked first 
flcxir Stubbs resident Kelly Cloud. 

Noticing the need for an upgrad- 
ing of our security system, the Hous- 
ing Department has begun to work on 
a solution. On February 8, Director of 
Hou,sing Dave Rettig met with the 
Student Government Association to 
discuss the problem and discuss what 
steps the college was doing to correct 
it. He stated that most of the problems 
are a result of the keys and not the 
doors. The keys have magnetic read- 
ers that can be altered and then not 



read by the door. 

Rettig has formed a committee 
with various schixil staff members 
and some student representatives to 
search for a new security system 

The new proposal is an All Card 
system. This system will require a 
single card that will be u.sed by stu- 
dents to not only get in tlie residence 
halls but also to get in the dining hall. 
The All Card can be expanded to in- 
clude use of llie C;»fe or otiier Farm- 
ville businesses. The committee has 
sent members to colleges that already 
have an All Card system to see the 



pros and cons of each company's dif- 
ferent system. 

Although it may take a few semes- 
ters to implementa new system, Rettig 
says his office is always open to stu- 
dent suggestions. 

While the current system has its 
flaws, keeping your room locked even 
during the day will prove to be the best 
deterrent for unwanted guests. 

"To better their own .security, stu- 
dents must remember not to prop open 
d(X)rs and not to hold the doors open 
for anyone and everyone to walk 
tlirough," said Rettig.

The i-ongwcKxl Deltii Zetiis a.sked 
a few of tiie sisters from G:dludet to 
visit the ch.aptcr here While the.se 
heiuing impaired girls were visiting, 



tlie DZ executive council devoted a 
weekend to getting to know them bet- 
ter. The sisters learned their cTeed in 
sign hinguage, as well as learning how 
Galludet runs its fraternity and soror- 
ity rushes. Many of the Delta Zeta 
sisters from I ,ong w(K)d were surprised 
to find out tliat most of Uie fralemities 
and .sororities at Galludet iu^e local and 
tlKit the Delta Zx>uis are Uie only na- 
tioniil sorority on campus. Since this 
is die ca.se, there' is only a Greek 
council at Galludet meaning that the 
fraternities and sororities are allowed 
to ha/e. 



There is not a Panhellenic or 
Interfratemal Council to regulate and 
punish this type of behavior. This is a 
major concern of the national head- 
quarters for the Delta Zetas. Accord- 
ing to dieir by-laws, hazing is strictly 
prohibited. In order for the college to 
prevent this from happening, they co- 
ordinated an anti-hazing seminar that 
all rushees must attend before going 
through rush. This is just one of the 
many ways that Galludet differs from 
Longwood.

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Alcohol Policy 
Altered In Cafe

There was a standing ovation and 
thunderous applause inspired by a 
perversion of a Bob Marley classic on 
Thursday, February 24, in the Lancer 
Cafe. Vibrantly from the PA speakers 
came the lines of "I shot the ABC 
man" as a slightly rebellious response 
from the audience. The chants were 
an answer to the actions of officials 
from the Alcohol Beverage Commis- 
sion that evening. 

The situation developed when ABC 
officials came into the Lancer Cafe to 
inspect the pnx;eedings. The officials 
found one of the performers, who was 
underage, in possession of alcohol. 
The performer, who was not carrying 
identification, was taken out of the 
Cafe and brought to the ABC vehicle. 
There the performer was photographed 
and issued a summons, officially 
booked for the violation. This was the 
only incident in the Cafe that evening. 
Such an event sparked rumors that 



alcohol would be banned in the Cafe, 
but these were unsubstantiated and 
quickly cleared up. According to 
Angela Ellington, the manager of the 
Cafe, alcohol will still be served on 
Tuesday and Thursday evenings with 
only two chiuiges. The first will be 
that two fonns of identification will 
be needed to get into the Cafe as 
opposed to only one as before. The 
other change is that there will be no 
more live entertainment during those 
evenings when alcohol is served. The 
only entertainment that will be of- 
fered on Tuesday and Thursday eve- 
nings will be television and radio 
broadcasts. 

Several Wl.CX board members met 
the following day to discuss two con- 
cerns that came about because of the 
incident. The first was whether or not 
the station could be held accountable 
for the actions of one of the perform- 
ers. One board member was informed 
over the phone by Mary Thornton, 



ARA Dining Services Director, that 
WLCX will not be held responsible 
for the event since die incident took 
place after die performance of the 
individual involved. 

"I'm glad that we are clear of the 
event. Iknewweweren'trcsponsible, 
nor would I want any blame put on the 
Cafe, but it's good to know that this is 
all behind us," said Philippe Emewein 
from WLCX. 

The second concern the Board had 
was how these events would affect 
Bandfest '94. The Board worried Uiat 
the new policy might move into other 
areas, but Dave Edwards, the Busi- 
ness Manager for die station and chief 
organizer of Bandfest '94, said that 
the incident should not interfere widi 
die use of the ABC rcxims during 
Bandfest. Edwards' regret was that it 
might be difficult to sponsor perfor- 
mances that would draw audiences to 
the Cafe now that the new policy is in 
effect.

Led by a near-flawless offensive 
performance from senior center Adam 
Huffman, Longwood's men's basket- 
ball team cashed in iLs first-ever NCAA 
Division II playoff opportunity Tues- 
day night with a 76-63 triumph over 
visiting Carson-Newman College in 
front of a crowd estimated at over 
1,500 in Lancer Hall. 

The victory, Longwood's 20th 
straight, sends the Lancers (23-4) to 
Fayetteville, N.C. for a Friday night, 
7:00 date wiUi CIAA power Norfolk 
State (25-5 and ranked 12di in Divi- 
sion II) in the NCAA II South Atlantic 
Regional Tournament. In the second 
game Friday night at the Cumberland 
County Civic Center, second ranked 
Virginia Union (25-2) will take on 
ElizabeUi City State (21-7), an 88-80 
winner over Mars Hill Tuesday night. 

The winner of the South Atlantic 
Regional tournament will advance to 
Springfield, Mass. , along with seven 
odier regional winners, for the final 
phase of Uie 1994 National Collegiate 
Division II Men's Basketball Cham- 
pionship - the Elite Eight. 
Huffman Perfect From The FLfop 

Huffman scored a game-high 19 
points, hitting 8 of 8 field goal at- 
tempts and pulled down six rebtiunds. 
Ilie 6-7 tri-captain scored eight first- 
half points when Longwood ttx)k the 



lead for good. He scored six points in 
a four-and-a-half minute su-etch as 
Longwood went ahead 23- 19 with4:44 
left in the half. 

Reserve guard DeVonne Johnson 
kept things going, scoring all seven of 
his points in the final 2:25. Johnson's 
dramatic three-pointerasecondortwo 
before halftime gave the l^ancers a 3 1 - 
24 edge at die break. Longwo(xl was 
never able to pull away from Carson- 
Newman, but die 16-14 I-agles were 
unable to come closer Uiiui four points 
die rest of die way. 

Each time C-N pulled within strik- 
ing distance. Longwood came up widi 
a big play. Balance was again a key 
for the I^icers as it has been all sea- 
son. In addition to the exploits of 
Huffman and John.son, Matt Wadcins 
scored 13 points and grabbed five 
rebounds. Walkins hit a BIG three- 
pointer early in die second half. He 
scored well throughout die game de- 
spite tough defense by die Eagles. 

Senior guard Michael Druilt had 
1 1 ptiints, a team-high eight rebounds, 
six assists, diree steals and no turn- 
overs in a fine all-around performance 

Charles (Soup) Brown, a captain 
along with Druitt and Huffman, fin- 
tshed widi 1 1 points and .seven assists. 
llie 6-3 guard had success driving 
inside, and eitiier scoring or dishing 
off to Huffman. 



Freshman Melvin Bellamy got tlie 
I^ancers and the fans pumped up in the 
first half widi a slam-dunk follow of a 
Longwixxl missed field goal. Bellamy 
also stuffed Eagle scoring leader Ray 
Rudedge in the second half to fire up 
die home crowd. A talent who will be 
a force in the future, Bellamy finished 
widi eight points and seven rebounds 
in just 14:46 on die court. 

Rutledge, a 6-4 junior, scored just 
diree points in die first half as foul 
difficulties limited his playing Ume to 
10:26. A fine shooter in the lane area, 
he came back to score 1 2 points in die 
second half and finish with 15. 

Carson-Newman hit just 22 of 49 
.shots (44.9 percent) while Longwood 
was making 28-53 (52,8 percent). The 
Eagles had won three games in a row 
to take the South Atlantic Conference 
Tournament title last week and ad- 
vance to die NCAA Division II Play- 
In contest. 

Now Longwotxl will have a chance 
to play one of die top teams in Divi- 
sion II - Norfolk State. The teams 
played once before in 1989-90 with 
die Spartans taking a 67-57 win on a 
neutral court. 

'The key word here is opportu- 
nity," said Long wcxxl coach Ron Carr.

A diick sn;»ke spirals die naked 
b(xly of Cindy Crawford. A man tells 
a woman, "nice apples!" md she .says, 
"big leaf!" These are mtxlem maga- 
zine advertisements based on tlie 
Christian cTeation metaphor. 

Karen Edehnann, Assistant Pro- 
fessor in die Schtxil of Arts at Virginia 
Common wealdi University, addressed 
die role diat die creation mydi plays in 
our perception of women on Monday, 
March 7 in Bedford Auditorium. 

Ihere are a few interpretations of 
die Garden of Eden in die Bcxik of 
Genesis. One contends diat God cre- 
ated man and woman in his image. 
Hie more common interpretaUon is 
diat woman was tTeated from die rib 
of Adam, dius making her die weaker 
of die two. Due to the early rabbis' 
choice to quote the second story, ac- 
cording to Edehnann, it has .shaped 
die perception of women diroughout 
die course of history. Eve,whobitlhe 
forbidden apple, is often considered a 
dangerous tempu-ess. "It's an ines- 
capable legacy," says lulelmann. "I 
don't know if there was a testosterone 
stonn, or what," she says with a laugh. 

The presentation included a slide 



show, complete with atx work from 
diou.sands of ye;irs ago to the pre.sent. 
The image of Ad;un is not depicted as 
frequently as Eve: he is almost never 
alone. ITie expressions on die various 
Eves' faces chjuige from shy and hesi- 
tiint in die earlier works to bold and 
seducuve in more modem pieces. 

A recurring image in the art is die 
figure of Eve being mutilated or 
trampled on by Mary. Mary is usually 
clodied and domineering, while Eve 
apperirs weak and nude. The tTealion 
story was not always considered a tale 
of evil. At first, die tile represented 
triumph ;uid freedom to die early Chris- 
tians. It was not unul 3 1 3 AD when 
the first Christian Emperor 
ConstanUne named Christianity as die 
official religion of Rome that women 
and evil were paired. 

Edehnann pointed out diat 35,000 
years prior to Genesis, a matriarchal 
culture existed. Women were valued 
as gixldesses, hence terms such as 
nunJwr earth. Snakes were once con- 
sidered symb<ils of fertility and wis- 
dom, ;uid women were often poru^ayed 
with smikes in art. One Ncolidiic 
figure shows a woman's bt)dy with a 
snakds head, and ;ui early Egyptian 
figure depicts a woman's head on a 
snake's body. Odier symbols were 



included widi women in art, such as 
die moon and sun. 

Following the Dark Ages, Eve was 
connected widi deadi. Midwifery was 
against die law, and women were con- 
sidered imperfect animals, while 
witchtTaft was believed to stem from 
carnal lust. Three to nine million 
women, assumed to be witches, were 
burned. Widi die arrival of die Indus- 
trial Revolution and die printing press, 
die images of women were equated 
widi temptation and evd. The powers 
of Darwin, Jung, and Freud conUib- 
uted to die assumption diat women 
were inferior. 

Widiin popular culture. Eve is de- 
picted as evil, while Adam is assumed 
tohave been violated. Edehnann jisked 
hundreds of chUdren to draw or de- 
scribe dieir perceptions of Adam and 
Eve. The most common response 
reflected die typical image presented 
by die media: Eve is bad, and Adam 
is a victim. "Ten-year old children 
think it's a disobedience stwy . . . Our 
artists have become priests of com- 
mercial culture," says Edelmann. 

Edelmann 's presentation was part 
of The Women 's History Month Se- 
ries.

The 
knucklebones knock die leaders while 
the wishbones always wish for things 
dud are unrealistic and would never 
happen. Schmitz suggested diat all 
members should be like die backlnmes. 
Ihere were many positive com- 
ments diat were received from mem- 
bers of die audience. "I dioughl dial 
he was an excellent speaker. Not only 
was he very energetic, but also ex- 
tremely funny," said Jeff Clements 
Jim Monihan agreed by saying, "He 
was very Uiid back which was re- 
llected in die way diat he spoke. He 
was very comfortable in front of die 
audience."

Despite the slere()typcs,/<?m//j/.vm simply refers to the advocacy of creating equality between the 
sexes. How did the perception become so distorted? When describing what feminism is, most 
people mention butch, lesbian, an^ry. irrational, oxtniile-hasher. One of the purposes of Women's 
History Month is to get rid of these trite misconceptions and let people know what feminism really 
means. ' 

Longwood is doing a superb job during March; at least seventeen events are scheduled 
pertaining to women's history. There is a new Women's Studies minor offered as well. But it's 
too bad that we must i.solate women's accomplishments and the strong roles they play in society 
in order to bring attention to them. The ideal recognition of women would be to include the 
information in the normal curriculum. Contrary to what some have been taught, women have not 
just beenchild-bearers and sullen statues with oxygen-robbing stays around their waists throughout 
history. 

The radical feminists comprise only a small portion of the feminist movement, but the media 
and sensationalism blow this minority into an overwhelming stereotype; it seems that tales of 
alleged bra-burnings are more popular than moderate political movements aimed at making 
relations between men and women equal. This movement calls for permanent change — it's not just 
a whimsical fad. It's not about holding a grudge on our ancestors for female oppression. Informed 
of the pa.sl, we need to act in the now, especially with the future in mind. 

One docs not have to be engulfed by flames to believe in feminism. It's archaic to assume 
women are inferior. Equality is the core of the definition, and those that subscribe to that belief, 
men and women, have places in the feminist movement.

New Visitation Policy

Rob Postel, along with more than 
300 other Longw(X)d students, would 
like to see a change. 

Postel, Residence Hall Associa- 
tion President, has devised a proposal 
that will amend the college's current 
visitation policy. He has been receiv- 
ing numerous complaints from both 
concerned students and faculty mem- 
bers and decided to take action. With 
the support of several Residence As- 
sistants and Residence Education Co- 
ordinators, Postel proposed several 
changes to the Visitation Policy for 
the Student Handkwk. 

As far as upperclassmen are con- 
cerned, when the R.A. and the resi- 
dents meet for the first time in the 



semester, they will decide on the visi- 
tation times they wish to follow by 
secret ballot. The majority of the 
votes will be the deciding factor. The 
proposed visitation hours for fresh- 
man are Monday through Thursday, 
from 10 AM until 2 AM, and from 
Friday at 10 AM until Monday at 2 
AM. Freshman floors that have a 2.0 
grade point average after the first se- 
mester may observe the upperclass- 
men policy during the second semes- 
ter. (The grades of all students must 
be 2.0 or better.) The proposal also 
states that any residence area may 
choose to have a more restrictive policy 
if they so desire, and co-habitation is 
still strictly forbidden. 

This proposed policy is very simi- 
lar to the visitation policy u.sed at 



UV A and the College of William and 
Mary. Postel says, "We're trying to 
be as respected as other larger schools. 
Why can't we have a visitation policy 
that better fits the students' needs?" 
Postel also stated, "People need to 
understand that they have the right to 
have visitors. In today's society, males 
and females coexist. Best-friend rela- 
tionships here on campus are male- 
female." The students' right to have 
visitors can be found in the Resident' s 
Bill of Rights, located in the hand- 
bock. 

On April 7, Postel will go before 
the Board of Visitors and present his 
proposal for a new visitation policy. 
From there, the proposal will go to the 
Students' Rights and Affairs Com- 
mittee. The committee will look over 



the policy and evaluate it, possibly 
making changes that the committee 
members feel would be beneficial. In 
July, the proposal will be given back 
to the Board of Visitors, and the mem- 
bers will vote for or against the pro- 
posed changes. Students will not be 
informed about the outcome of the 
vole until they return in the fall. 

Regarding the upcoming presenta- 
tion of his proposal, Postel said, "I 
hope the Board of Visitors does not 
change the proposal, because we are 
not asking for too much. This policy 
is based on democracy." 

Postel urges all students to be ac- 
tive and concerned voices in this deci- 
sion, both before and on April 7. 



Grants Presented To Campus Police

The Longwocxl College campus 
Police Department received two 
grants, $1 500 each, from the Virginia 
State Action Program and the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles. A part time 
officer applied for the grants through 
the V SAP program. The grants were 
given on the basis of incidences of 
traffic violations in the area, the spe- 
cific age group living in the area, and 
the number of fatalities as a result of 
traffic violations in the area (there 



haven't been any at Longwood). 

The grants will be used for the 
purchase of a mobile video camera 
and a radar unit. 

The new equipment will be u.sed to 
prevent and increase awareness with 
traffic violations. Most violations on 
campus are alcohol related. One 
patrol car will be equipped with the 
camera that will record any stops that 
an officer makes. If an officer pulls 
over a drunk driver, the camera will 
provide evidence of the driver's in- 



toxication. Thejudge may then man- 
date that the driver attend an Alcohol 
Safety Program provided by the 
VSAP. 

The VSAP also provided a grant 
for the purchase of a radar unit. The 
campus pt)lice do not have a radar unit 
at this time and therefore have no way 
to determine whether or not someone 
is speeding. Tlie one car designated to 
have the radar unit will not be used 
much on campus but more on the 
streets bordering the campus, includ- 
ing Griffin Boulevard, High Street 



and Venable Street. 

Chief James Husky feels that traf- 
fic violations are a major concern for 
the police department, because Long- 
wood is a densely ptipulated area. 
There are many students walking 
around with drivers from campus and 
drivers passing through from off cam- 
pus. 

With this in mind, the campus po- 
lice would like to apply for a grant to 
fund the development of a selective 
force needed to work strictly with 
traffic on campus. 



Environmental Theme Featurecj At Visual Arts Center 



Two exhibits this spring at tJie 
Longwood Center for the Visual Arts 
focus on environmental concerns and 
the ways in which artists are respond- 
ing to the contamination and destruc- 
tion of the earth's natural resources. 
The exhibits opened on Saturday, 
March 26, and will continue through 
May 28 at the Center, located at 129 
N. Main Street Farmville. The Cen- 
ter is open to the public from noon to 
4:30 PM, Monday through Saturday. 
The main gallery will feature "Cre- 
ative Solutions to Ecological Issues," 
a national traveling exhibit that docu- 
ments public projects in which artists 
have worked with .scientists, engineers, 
and city planners to reclaim and trans- 
form ecological disasters. 

The exhibit includes drawings, 
models, photographs, and videotapes 
on projects by Herbert Bayer, Agnes 
Denes, Nancy Holt, Alan Sonfist, 
Helen and Newton Harrison, and 
Patricia Johanson. Informational pan- 
els written by scientists discuss the 
issues of water pollution, deforesta- 
tion, and waste management. 

The second exhibit, "Virginia Art- 
ists on the Environment," features 
works by potters Kevin Crow mid 
Tray Eppes, photographs of birds by 



Carolyn Wells, and sculpture by Jackie 
Wall and Sandy Willcox. 

Eppes, Wells, Wall, and Willcox 
all live and work in the Farmville area. 
Crow lives in Rochelle in Madison 
County. All five artists have a 
longstanding sensitivity and concern 
with environmental issues. 

The artists represented in the "Cre- 
ative Solutions" exhibit have tackled 
manmade nightmares like the toxic 
Love Canal area and other chemical 
dumps, strip mines, landfills, and pol- 
luted waterways. 

Bayer and seven other artists trans- 
formed the landscape of Seattle and 
King County, Washington, by reclaim- 
ing four gravel pits, a creek, a garbage 
landfill, and a former Naval air sta- 
tion. The project began in 1979 and 
was suppt)rted by federal, suite, and 
local agencies, conservation groups, 
private industry, and individual do- 
nors. 

Agnes Denes has reclaimed land at 
Battery Park in Manhattan by planting 
and harvesting wheat and attempted 
restoration of toxic land near the Love 
Canal by planting rice. She is plan- 
ning a project for Berkeley, Califor- 
nia, where a landfill will become a 
park and wildlife sanctuary, and a 



reforestation effort called the Tree 
Mountain Project 

Nancy Holt is wwking on a major 
restoration project called Sky Mound 
in the Meadowlands in New Jersey. A 
landfill is being closed, using meth- 
ane recovery wells and a water drain- 
age system. The 57-acre area will be 
turned into an art park, refuge for 
migrating Canadian geese, and a sky 
observatory with solar and lunar view- 
ing areas. 

Alan Sonfist specializes in replant- 
ing vegetation in urban areas. Ex- 
amples are his Time Landscape project 
in New York City, a polluted flood 
plain in Texas, and a dump in New 
Jersey that is being transformed into a 
garden of indigenous foliage. 

Helen and Newton Harrison are 
particularly concerned with recycling 
wastes and reclaiming watershed ar- 
eas. They were involved in the reno- 
vation of Baltimore Harbor and have 
worked extensively with portable brine 
shrimp farms and other aquaculture 
systems. They are presently working 
on Serpentine Lattice, which aims to 
restore the Pacific Northwest 
rainforest, and on projects for Brazil, 
Yugoslavia, and Tibet 



Patricia Johanson' s Fair Park La- 
goon project in Dallas, Texas, is an 
outstanding example of merging art, 
landscape architecture, engineering, 
and marine biology to restore an eco- 
system. The lagoon had deteriorated 
into "an unsightly, very large, dead 
puddle." Today, in the middle of a 
major metropolitan area, the lagoon 
thrives, the food chain has been re- 
established, and the shores are pro- 
tected. Concrete spans allow people 
to walk out into the lagoon and watch 
the miracle of nature restcMing itself. 

Johanson's latest commission is a 
water sewage treatment plant and site 
transformation to preserve the San 
Francisco Bay and its eroding shores. 

"Creative Solutions to Ecological 
Issues" opened last summer at the 
Dallas Museum of Natural History 
and then traveled to the University of 
Pennsylvania The exhibit will go to 
St. l^uis, Missouri, after it closes in 
Farmville. 

Groups of all ages are invited to 
view the environmental exhibits.

This professor of English at Vir-

And Other 
Edibles. Giovanni's poetry has been 
featured in the PBS television film 
"Spirit to Spirit" and on six record- 
ings, half of them produced by the 
Smithsonian Institute. 

Giovanni's many hours and awards 
include the keys to 26 cities, seven 



honorary doctorates. Mademoiselle 
Magazine's Women's Hall of Fame, 
and Outstanding Woman of Tennes- 
see.

College on Thursday evening at 5:30 
in the Dining Hall and at 7:30 in the 
ABC rooms in I^ankford.

David Bradley, Professor of English at Temple University. 

Novelist Bradley 
Returns 



Novelist David Bradley will give a 
reading on Wednesday, March 30, at 
8 PM in Wygal. The public is invited. 

Bradley is making a return visit to 
Longwood and Hampden-Sydney, 
completing a residency funded by a 
grant from the Lila Wallace/Reader's 
Digest Visiting Writers Program. He 
spent four weeks at the two colleges 
last spring while his writings were 
being studied on both campuses. 

Bradley's novels include South 
Street and The Chaneysville Incident. 
The second novel, published in 1981, 
won the PEN-Faulkner Award, the 
Hazelitt Award for Excellence in the 
Arts from the State of Pennsylvania, 
and an award from the American Acad- 
emy and Institute of Arts and Letters. 
It was a Book-of-the-Month selection 
and was nominated for the American 
Book Award. The novel has since 
been published in France, Australia, 
Bulgaria, and tiie United Kingdom. 

Bradley is completing manuscripts 
for a third novel and a nonfiction book. 



He also has written screenplays, book 
chapters, inu-oductions, reviews, and 
essays published in Esquire. The Vil- 
lage Voice, New York Times Maga- 
zine, The Southern Review, and oth- 
ers. 

The son of a minister, Bradley grew 
up in Bedford, Pennsylvania. He re- 
ceived his bachelor's degree, summa 
cum laude, from the University of 
Pennsylvania and his M. A. degree 
from Kings College, University of 
London. 

A member of the English faculty at 
Temple University in Philadelphia 
since 1977, Bradley has been a visit- 
ing professor at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina at Wilmington, 
Colgate University, the University of 
California at San Diego, and others. 

He has received fellowships from 
the National Endowment for the Arts, 
the Guggenheim Foundation, and the 
Virginia Center for the Creative Arts. 
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'Year Of The Environment' 
Fizzles Out 

This year was declared 'llie Year of tVie F.nvironmcnt' at Longwood College. The 
ultimate purpose was to expose studciits lo innovative ideas and creative solutions to 
environmental problems and to pronijit interest in environmental issues. There have 
been plenty of speakers eatalnt'in'd iitider the theme, a surplus of merchandise 
stamped with earth-friendly slogans, and an overwhelming amount of talk. The 
problem is that without cnougli actum, talk is impotent. 

It's difficult to correct what we eaiiD* )i see; the effects of environmental problems 
aren't immediately tangible in all eases. What was once a fad has become a cHche. 
Some students have adopted the attitude, Tni so sick of all this earth-junk!" And 
junk is what the problem is. lor example, the cigarette ashtrays located outside 
academic buildings and residenee finlls have been thrown down stairs and used to 
hold ice cream cones. What alumimini bins that remain are littered with trash, despite 
the conspicuous instructions on the bins" lids: Aluminum Only. 

Most of what is recyclable just isn't being recycled, and many people are fooled 
by "eco-friendly" insignia. In the dining hall, students have a choice on Baked Potato 
Day. Just three feet away from the Styrofoain bowls are stacks of ceramic plates. As 
if it weren't convenient enough to use real plates, many students choose the 
disposable ware. Some notice the chasing-arrows recycle symbols on the bottom, 
and consciences arc appeased. But what docs this mean? It means the products can 
be recycled, but they are headed straight for the landfill anyway, because there is no 
facility in the surrounding area that recycles polystyrene. 

At Oktoberfest last fall, many organizations sold canned sodas and served food on 
Styrofoam plates. While booths and banners celebrated Longwood's environmental 
theme, not a recycling bin was in sight. The Earth Club painted and distributed 
dozens of bins a few semesters ago, but the Physical Plant has since converted these 
to regular trash cans. 

Despite the lack of adrmnistrative i ncentive, there have been results in people's 

actions, namely the recycling of mixed paper in offices. Why is it that, at a place 

geared toward the intellectual, physical, and social hQ\Xtxmtx\ioi students, theeffects 

of environmental education and reform are seen only in the actions of the faculty and 

staff? As students we are here to < ^\wn < ^ur minds, learn new things, and understand 

how to play competent roles in the ri*al world. Yet it seems that student apathy 

remains this school's biggest obstacle in making this year tnily the Year of the 

Einvironment. Were there more evident incentive and enforcement, would students 

react more? 

For now, we hope the same negligence that occurred at Oktoberfest won't be 
repeated during the upcoming Spring Weekend.

Woodrow Wilson Fellow Sheds 
Light On Environmental Picture 

A Student's Perspective On William R. Ross

I was turning the comer from I ligh 
Street to Main Street at 9:56 AM on 
Thursday March 24, and my eye caught 
a glimpse of someone behind me — a 
disoriented, partially lost Mr. Ross. 
Farmvilie is perhaps as big as one 
single neighborhood in Seatde, Wash- 
ington. William R. Ross, President 
and Founder of Ross & Associates 
Environmental Consulting Finn, is 
from Seatde, and he was this year's 
Woodrow Wilson Fellow. I waited 
for him to catch up and showed him 
the way to the Longwood Center for 
the Visual Arts where we were both 
headed, he to lecture on the environ- 
ment and me to listen. 

His lecture opened the new show 
"Creative Solutions Ecological Is- 
sues." He spoke about his personal 
experiences, which ranged from his 
job as Commissioner of the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Conservation 
in Juneau, Alaska, to the Associate 
Director for Fisheries and the Envi- 
ronment in Washington, D.C. 

Mr. Ross has both an understand- 
ing of the environment and of bureau- 
cracy. The government wants to pro- 
vide habitat for the grizzly bear but 
does not understand the "natural 
rhythmsofthebear'smovement." The 
grizzly bear, Mr. Ross said, cannot be 
confined to a national park, because it 
will wander around picnic areas and 
aCToss highways. 

Mr. Ross said there are two schools 
of thought in relation to creative solu- 
tions toenvironmental problems. One 
is the technological view: the belief 
that if we damage the environment we 
can fix it through improved technol- 
ogy. The other way of thinking is the 
ecological scientific view. Ecologi- 
cal, meaning the study of home, and 
scientific, meaning the study of the 
structure, function, and behavior of 
natural systems as they relate to the 
biosphere (the part of the Earth that 
we live in), is the way of thinking 
which echoes the efforts and struggles 
ofthepioneerenvironmentalisLsAldo 
Leopold, John Muir, and Rachel 
Carson. 

Mr. Ross also spoke on Monday 
evening on the environmental move- 
ment and the progression of environ- 
mental policy in the United States. 
The environmental movement gained 
momentum at the end of the 1960s, 
Mr. Ross cited, with such e venLs as the 
oil spill near Santa Barbimi (which 
spewed out 250 million gallons of 
crude oil from an offshore oil drill) 
and the severely polluted Cuyahoga 
River, near Cleveland, which had such 
a concenmition of oily waste that it 
caught fire. This brought the condi- 
tion of the enviroiunent to mainstream 
television America, mjiking it a public 
concern. 

The conservation movement 
moved even closer to people's hearts 
and became even more closely inter- 
twined with people's decision-mak- 
ing with a series of unjwecedented 



technological disasters. Among them 
are the gas pipeline explosion in India, 
tlie explosion of the Challenger, the 
Three Mile Island radiation leak, and 
the breakdown of llie Chernobyl plant. 
These events brought about a disillu- 
sionment with technology. People 
began to question die "chain of com- 
mand," which after World War II 
clearly had humans at the top of Uiis 
chain. Many people are becoming 
more skeptical of this superior posi- 
tion over nature. This is evident, Mr. 
Ross said, witli tJie many environ- 
mental laws that deal with 
humankind' s impact on nature and the 
fate of future generations. This atti- 
tude is exemplified by the Clean Air 
and Water acts and the Endangered 
Species Act. 

During his visit Mr. Ross spoke in 
a number of classes and spent time 
with students talking after class. Mr. 
Ross gave as many as four talks a day 
on issues related to the environment, 
each from a different angle, each shed- 
ding new light on the subject. A 
theme that was present throughout 
many of his talks was the idea of 
having a "sen.se of place." This in- 
cludes the knowledge and wisdom 
that comes about after truly knowing 
and investigating a place, not only 
intellectually through books and maps 
but knowing the soil, fiora, weather 
patterns, and wildlife of a specific 
area. Having a "sense of place" is 
economical, surviving off the hmd 
which one lives on; it is ecological, in 
respect to understanding and living 
widi the land. It is also spiritual, 
meaning that one feels a sense of be- 
longing and respect toward the land. 
Mr. Ross said that it is through 
education that this ".sense of place" 
must be taught, both in the schools 
and at home. Only alter a society 
changes its way of thinking and devel- 
ops a "sen.se of place" will environ- 
mental conditions improve so diatour 
children may be able to breath the air. 

At tlie end of his lecture at the 
Visual Arts Center he asked if anyone 
had any questions. At the other speak- 
ing occasions Mr. Ross had very few, 
if any , questions asked, litis time was 
different. Someone in the audience 
asked him what he thought about tap- 
ping into volcanoes or harnessing the 
voltiige of lightning bolts as an alter- 
native energy — an altenialive to our 
deadly use to fossil fuels The ques- 
tion hung in tlic lur for a second, ;uid as 
Mr. Ross began lo say something about 
it. someone dressed up in apink Easter 
Bunny suit carrying a basket of eggs 
walked by the window. All eyes 
shifted from Mr. Ross to the enor- 
mous pink bunny on Main Street, and 
Mr. Ross siiid that the bunny must 
have been stfuck by lightning. The 
audience laughed :uid the question 
was forgotten. At the lime, 1 was 
thinking to myself Uiat in my lifetime 
this society must contemplate the use 
of alternative energy sources.

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Monticello Trio To Perform 



The Monticello Trio, from the 
University of Virginia, will give the 
final concert in this season' s Chamber 
Music Series at Longwood College. 

The Trio will present an all-Slavic 
program on Tuesday evening, April 5, 
at 8 PM in Wygal Recital Hall. Ad- 
mission to the concert is free. 

The program features major works 
by Russian composers Dmitri 
Shostakovich and Anton Arensky , and 
Zoltan Kodaly of Hungary. 
Shostakovich's Sonata for Cello and 
Piano, Op. 40 was composed in 1 934 
and is regarded as one of the finest 
chamber works of this century. Trio 
in D Minor, ()p. 32 was written in 
1894 and is Arensky's best-known 
work. Kodaly's Dmo /or V/o/m fl/w/ 
Cello, Op. 7 is a synthesis of Hungar- 
ian folkmusic with the styles of coun- 



terpoint found in the music of Back 
and Palestrina. 

The Monticello Trio has been in 
residence at the University of Virginia 
since 1986. Members of the Trio are 
Tannis Gibson, piano; Mark Rush, 
violin; and Mathias Wexler, cello. 

Described by The Washington Post 
as "gifted players with a mature and 
eloquent touch," the Trio has appeared 
in concert at Carnegie Hall in New 
York City, the National Gallery and 
Corcoran Gallery in Washington, DC, 
and in Boston, St. Louis, Salt Lake 
City, San Francisco, and other cities. 
Currently sponsored by the Virginia 
Commission for the Arts on its tour- 
ing program, the Trio appears fre- 
quently throughout the state. 

The Trio has been in residence at 
the B anff Centre for the Arts in Canada, 



the Bath International Music Festival 
in England, the Nantucket Chamber 
Music Center, and Bard College in 
New York. They have received com- 
missioning and performing grants 
from the National Endowment for the 
Arts, the Koussevitzky Foundation in 
the Library of Congress, and the Meet 
the Composer/Reader's Digest Pro- 
gram. 

Their first recording, featuring 
works by 20 th century composers 
Martin Bresnick, Judith Shatin, and 
Charles Ives, was rated "Sup>erb" by 
the American Record Guide. Sched- 
uled for release this year is a second 
CD of music by the British composer 
Nicholas Maw. 

Concerts for the 1994-1995 season 
will be announced during the summer 
by Dr. Charles Kinzer, who will be 



a.ssuming the chairmanship of the 
Chamber Music Series. 

Funding for the series of six free 
concerts is provided by the Longvv(x>d 
Arts Council and die Patrons of the 
Chamber Music Series, widi some 
matching grant support from the Vir- 
ginia Conmiission for the Arts and 
other sources. 

Patrons of the Series are invited to 
attend "Patrons-Only Previews," 20- 
minute informal discussion/demon- 
strations by the perfonners before each 
concert, and to two dinners at Long- 
wood House hosted by President ;ind 
Mrs. William F. Dorrill. (There is a 
charge for the dinners.) Patrons' names 
are listed on each concert program.

Johnny Depp is not among my 
favorites, and 1 anticipated a goofy 
plot andmediotTe acting.

His roots are planted firmly in 
his family and town. 

Gilbert is one confused guy: he 
teeters between lust and love, the old 
and new, his own desires, and those of 
others.

Tucker Answers A Few Questions 

On March ]7lk, J 994, staff writer Erie Hill traveled to Baseball City, Florida, the spring training home of the 
Kansas City Royals, to interview Royals minor league prospect Michael Tucker. Tucker, a product ofLongwood 
College and a 1992 Olympian, was drafted tenth in the nation in the 1992 free agent draft by Kansas City, and has 
quickly gained notoriety as one of the best prospects in all of baseball. Here is what Michael had to say: 

What made you want to come to LongwtKid in the first place? Why not a Division-I school? It was a situation 
where if I went to a Division -I sch(X)l, I might not have come in and gotten the playing time I needed, so I went 
somewhere where I could get as much playing time as possible. 

What credit do you give Longw(K)d haseball coach Buddy Holding for making you the player you have 
become? He helped me out a lot in that he really taught me how to hit outside pitches better, and to take pitches better, 
and to use all of the baJIpaik, and really not to try to pull everything. Also to not try to hit everything out of the ballpaik. 

Same question, except substitute your Dad in Holding's place? Pretty much the same thing. For the longest time 
he tried to get me to use more of the field, which I did not really do. As time passed, though, I started to Usten a little 
more, and it started helping me because 1 was starting to get more hits, and it showed up in my statistics. 

What were some of the high points of your playing career at Longwood College? Probably one of the high 
points was going to the college World Series for Division-II (1991) and also going back to the regional playoffs the 
next year. Also being named Division- II player of the year (1992). 

Did you think that when you came to Longwood that you would make it into professional baseball? You sort 
of think about it when you're playing, in the back of your mind. You really do not focus on it though. You just go 
out there iuid play the best you can and pursue a degree, and if things happen the way things did for myself, you just 
udce it in stride and go with it, which is what I am doing. 

Were you drafted out of high .sch(Mil? No, but I uJked to a lot of teams that wanted to, but 1 told them that I wanted 
to go to school and get a education and to play a little college ball. 

You were drafted tenth in the nati(»n in June 1992. Did you expect to go that soon, or were you disappointed 
that you went so late? I expected and was also projected to go a little higher but things happened and rumors started 
spreading, you know, but tenth was line witii me. Tenth in the nation, you really can' t get much better than that. What 
do you mean by rumors? I laving certain agents, you know, and basically just that type of situation. Having an agent 
that ball clubs don't like to work with too much and it hurts you a little bit in the long run. But I'm pleased with what 
hapfK'ned.

Holocaust Survivor Recounts Horrors Of War

A small cnowd gathered on the 
evennigofM;;ich22lohcarhoUKaust 
survivor J;ui Wciiicr sjx.';ik in the 
Commoiiwc:illh BallriH)in. Weiner 
told his air.i/ing story of hoW he es- 
c;ipetl Irom tlte Na/is. 

Being Jewish, Weiner was on the 
run for more than six years beginning 
on Miuvh 15, lO.V) when tlie Na/is 
marched iiiioluslioinetownofl*niguc. 
C/«clu)slov;Ucia. A senior in high 
sch«H)l at the time, Werner reinem 
bcred being in cla.ss when the head 
master announced the arrival of tlie 
Ciemuui soldiers. I'he headmaster 
warned the students not to provukc 
the soldiers or they would be killed 

IX'spite the w:iriiing. Weiner never 
gave in to the (iennans Weiner told 
the sti>ry of tlie S.S olficer who (or- 
dered him to siiy his mother w;ls a 
"Jewish sow" in exchange tor tlie |xi 
pers he needed to travel to Vugoslavui 
where his lather lived Weiner de- 
scribed his h;itred tor the oltlcer Ii;ls ;i

With his papers, Weiner had to go 
to the linance Ministry and face an- 
other SS officer. This oflii er w ;ls in 
charge of deciding which items Weuicr 
would be allowed to t;ikc with hiin to 
Yugoslavia. The otfucr told him to 
leave behind most ol his dodiing and 
all byt one pair of shties. WeiiK-r 



recalled tliat a seed of anger had been 
planted deep inside him ;ifter the of- 
ficer chiimed that he was a little Jew 
Ixiy who would not live long enough 
to weiu' out even one pair of shoes. He 
promised himself to survive and re- 
turn to kill the officer. 

On April 6, l')4I, Yugoslavia was 
(Kcupied by Ciennany. Unwilling to 
face the Na/is, Weiner's father com- 
mitted suicide. Weiner refused his 
father's request to join him in death 
and chose to escape to Italy. 

Ill lt;ily, Weiner was always on the 
move, running from die N;i7.is. To 
rcaih 1 niiice, he remembered riding 
the iiiiiii concealed in its underbelly. 
When tie was found and pulled out. 
Weiner was sent to Prisoner of War 
c;unp 

With a fellow inmate, Weiner es- 
caped troin ilie camp, but it was not 
long K'lore botli were recaptua-d. lliis 
time WeuKT w.is subjecled to severe 
heatings because he refused to reveal 
the nuui who helped hini escape from 
the 1\ )W camp I le s;iid that he can no 
longer use viiiegiu' on fiHxls because 
his captors Knit him with towels satu- 
nited Willi MiK'g;ir. Weiner expkiined 
ilut the vinegiu^ caused incredible pain 
with eitch blow and made his eyes, 
mouth luid nose run IX'spite the beat- 
mj;s, Ik never revealed who helped 
luin to e.st.;ipe Uie WW camp, be- 
cause if he had the nuui would have 
bcvn put to death. 

Battered ;uid bruised, Weiner found 
himself confined to iUioUier l\)W 



camp. But in 1943 United British and 
American forces invaded Sicily and in 
Uie chaos he ran for Switzerland. By 
Uiis time Weiner remembered that he 
was abtiut half his normal weight and 
suffering from poor health. 

After surviving two imprisonments 
and severe beatings, Weiner was faced 
with the hardship of surviving in the 
wilderness. He recalled scavenging 
the countryside for food only to find 
plant life that caused intestinal dis- 
tress to his emaciated bixly. Weak- 
ened by hunger, and desperate to get 
to Swilzeriand Weiner eventually 
found fcxxl and shelter from a man he 
descTibed as "a man from the Bible." 
Weiner was fed and given shelter 
by this man living in poverty on die 
countryside. Weiner recalled die 
inan's kindness and complete self- 
lessness. When he asked to borrow 
Qk" man's rifie, he gave it to him. 
Weiner compared diis to allowing 
someone U) borrow your car without 
knowing whedier or not it would be 
returned. After die war, Weiner did 
return die gun and visited the "man 
from die Bible" once every year. 

Weiner stopped running long 
enough to fiy twenty-four missions as 
an Air Force pilot serving in England. 
After the war enikd, Weiner recalled 
diat he was eager to live the youth he 
had lost during the war. He admitted 
he drank, womani/x'd and piirtied hard 
RaUier than join his brodier in 
America, Weiner returned home to 
Czechoslovakia. In Czechoslovakia, 



Weiner sought die SS officer he had 
vowed to kill six years later. He 
described how he entered die man's 
office wearing his military uniform, 
very much alive. "Do you remember 
me?" Weiner asked. It was obvious 
that the man did not. Weiner re- 
freshed his memory and drew a pistol 
to his head. The audience was quiet 
and very sUll wiUi anticipation. "I 
have a family!" the man said, begging 
for his Ufe. Weiner paused for a 
moment, looked at the audience and 
went on to say diat he did not kill the 
man but punched him out instead. 
Weinerremembered that he was satis- 
fied widi his revenge and left the man' s 
office feeling that a tremendous weight 
bad been hfted from his shoulders. 

Weiner admitted diat he had 
"aossed the line of decency" when he 
failed to recognize that not all Ger- 
mans were Nazis. He stressed that it is 
important to remember Uiat above all 
we are all human and to treat anyone 
otherwise destroys any hope of peace.

holes, included a two-under par 68 on 
Sunday to outdistance Lynchburg's 
Mike Ramsden who shot a 222. High 
Point's (N.C.) Grant Thompson won 
die gold course medalist honors widi 
a 215. 

Odier scores for die Lancers in- 
cluded freshman Evan Smidi wiUi a 
73-79-73-225, senior Shawn Moore a 
76-85-79-240, freshman Jason Turner 
an 81-80-86-247 and sophomore Jon 
Vaughn an 80-86-85-251. Smidi's 
diree-day total is die diird-best 54- 
hole score in school history, while the 
924 team score is also a Longwood 
record for 54-holes.

Stop in today! 
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Fraternity Is Furious 
Over Losing Suite

On March 20, the Tau Kappa 
Epsilon Fraternity received written 
notification that they had a meeting 
with the Chapter Room AlkKation 
Committee. This committee pro- 
ceeded to inform them that they no 
longer had the space which is known 
as the Brother's Suite. 

The Brother's Suite is located in 
the basement of South Cunningham; 
it houses four brothers, and serves as 
meeting area for the fraternity. By 
taking this area away from the frater- 
nity, the TKRs feel that llie college is 
breaching the contract that they signed 
with the college. This contract states 
that the fraternity has use of the 
Brother's Suite until the end of De- 
cember 1994. The college is taking 
possession of this suite at the end of 
this semester and it will be used by 
another college organization next fall . 
The Tau Kappa Epsilon Fraternity is 
irate because the contract states in 
Section 1 , "All terms of this agree- 
ment are legally binding. . . . This 
agreement is binding from the begin- 
ning of the spring semester (January) 
through the end of the fall semester 
(December)." 

Dr. Tim Pierson, the chair of the 
Chapter Room Allocation Commit- 
tee, stated he did not feel the contract 
was being broken. He went on to 
explain that he and the committee do 
not consider the Brother's Suite as a 
part of the chapter room, which is 
what the contract covers. As to why 
TKE was chosen, he said they have 
the most space of all the fraternities, 
relative to their size, and this space 
can potentially serve another organi- 
zation. There are minority fraternity 
and SOTority chapters that do not have 
meeting spaces and the suite will at- 
tempt to alleviate this problem. 

When TKE realized this discus- 
sion and decision did not include them , 



sparics began to fly. Dean Pierson 
explained he did not want anyone on 
the committee to talk about tlie pro- 
posal because he wanted everyone to 
be unbiased. The following people 
serve on the committee: Inter-frater- 
nal Council President, Mike Simulcik; 
Pan Hellenic Council President, 1 lope 
Jones; Resident Education Coordina- 
tor for Cox and Wheeler. Beth Ellis; 
independent students Armeid Thomp- 
son and Valerie Knipa; Phi Beta Sigma 
advisor, Rcxlney Davenport; and Tim 
Pierson, Dean of Students. Pierson 
appointed lliis committee and feels 
tliat it is a fair representation of the 
student body. He said, "The Chapter 
Rotim AlkKation Committee was put 
together to represent a cross-section 
of the student needs including the opin- 
ions of male, female, minority, major- 
ity, Greek and independent students. 
We examined the spaces [across cam- 
pus] to see how they were being used. 
This was the only way that we could 
see how to honor the needs of the 
TKEs but yet capture tlie Brother's 
Suite to serve other needs." 

Currently there arc no definite plans 
on how the .schtx)l will u.se the suite. 
A few suggestions include having a 
minority sorority, Zeta Phi Beta or 
Delta Sigma Theta, or a minority fra- 
ternity. Phi Beta Sigma, occupy the 
suite. These groups would use the 
area as a chapter room. 

Pierson also feels that he has jus- 
tified taking the suite because he is 
trying to appease mulli-culturalism. 
Senior member of Tau Kappa Ep- 
silon, Dave Boyd, does not agree with 
this, "Over the past five years that 
I've been here, the college has made 
drastic changes; some are gotxl, oth- 
ers I don't agree with. When you 
force civility and multi-culturalism 
down people's throats, you push 
people away from these two ideals. 
This process in which this committee 



worked is a .small model of this en- 
forcement. Thisisananlithesisoftrue 
civility and mulli-culturalism." 

"Out of all the money that Tau 
Kappa Epsilon has raised and contrib- 
uted to the community, I can't believe 
that the school is stabbing itself in the 
back by doing this. I'm sure that there 
are other spaces on campus; why 
can't they use that?" 

Pierson rebutted this by explaining 
that this action isn't a personal attack 
against the TKE Frateniity . He thinks 
the fraternity is a great group and 
wants to recognize them, but at the 
same time he wants equity. Pierson 
said that this is not a punishment 
against the TKEs; they still have their 
chapter rotim and p(xil nxim. The 
committee is not out to get them. 

Pierson and his committee want to 
appease the TKEs. First of all, they 
have given them four rtx)ms on the 
first floor of South Cunningham. The 
TKEs said that this was discussed, but 
it was basically forced upon them. 
ITiey are not allowed to sign up for 
r(X)ins in the Brother's Suite. 

Pierson and the committee have 
also said that tliey will help to make 
any necessary repairs to the chapter 
r(X)m Pierson said they are commit- 
ted to niaking it right and will help 
with the changes. The TKEs, accord- 
ing to Pierson, need to rethink their 
chapter room and incorporate some 
standards. 

The TKEs are not willing to settle 
for this. They do not want to let go of 
their suite. The fraternity is planning 
on seeking legal council in order to 
investigate any possible breach of 
contract. They have also stated that 
their Internationals will back what- 
ever the chapter decides and whatever 
ramifications occur. 

Concerning TKE's complaint of 
misrepresentation at the time the com- 
mittee made its decision, Pierson said 



it was bad timing. He also said that it 
was justified, in a sense, becau.se the 
fraternity had representation from 
Mike Simulcik, the president of IFC. 
Pierson then stated that he felt there 
was legitimate criticism in that pro- 
cess but that, again, it was not geared 
on an individual scope. 

Keith Roots, the advisor of TKE 
and assistant to President Dorrill, 
stated, "I can't perceive any long- 
term damage to the fraternity from 
this. It would be more convenient and 
may be better for the broiherhtxxl if 
they could all live on one Hoor; but 
given the proximity of the housing 
space that is made available, I don't 
know if that is going to cause any 
long-term djunage." 

In a letter to all organizations across 
campus, president of Tau Kappa Ep- 
silon, Brian Sullivan states, "As mem- 
bers of the Longwood Coimnunity we 
should all be concerned that in the 
blink of an eye (regardless of any 
signed contract, regardless of the 
amount of money spent to renovate 
any particular areas, etc.) a part of a 
chiipterrix)m, hall, room, or any other 
part of an organization's history can 
be arbitrarily taken away. The deci- 
sion to take away this part of our 
chapter s history and chapter room 
was already passed before our meet- 
ing with this 'committee*. Just re- 
member, your organization's space 
could be next!" 

Pierson reassured, "We have not 
looked at taking any other space from 
other organizations. No other space is 
in jeopardy." 

Sullivan further states in this letter, 
"As members of the Longwood com- 
munity, we are expected to live up to 
the contracts that we have signed with 
the college. If top officials of the 
college cannot abide by these con- 
tracts, what is our incentive to live up 
to our part of the decision?" 



Parking Problem Plagues Students

A problem that has plagued many 
of Longwood's residents and com- 
muters is that of where to park their 
cars. First one tries to piok as close to 
his or dorm or class, and then when all 
other attempts have been exhausted, 
the car usually has lobe dropped off in 
the top lot of Frazer, at Wynne, or 
behind Little Caesar's. Sometimes 
even these lots are filled to capacity. 
Senior Derek Dabbs said, "I 
thought having my car on campus 
would be a luxury, but due to 
overcrowdedness, lack of accessible 
space, and over zealous campus po- 
lice, having a car on campus becomes 
a series of hassles." 

During the March 29th meeting of 
the Student Government AsstKiation 
there was a (Ku^king plan proposal lliat, 
if accepted, will go into effect next 
fall. The first priority was to make 
space more accessible for tlie over- 
5(X) registered commuters who have 
to park on campus or close to the class 
buildings. As of now tliere are only 
160 spaces reserved for conunuters, 

The Parking Advisory Committee 
made specific propo.sals for commuter 



space. The proposals include taking 
150 spots out of the two Frazer lots 
and reserving them for commuters 
and also adding 50 spaces on Redford 
Street between Race and Main Streets. 
The committee hopes this will pro- 
vide relative closeness for those com- 
muters who need to use their cars 
daily. 

Longwood's plan to build new a 
new education building nextto Lancer 
will take away 70 parking spaces for 
residents. The students will also lose 
the spots that will become commuter 
spots. Roughly 270 spots will be lost 
on a campus where parking is already 
light. ITie committee wants lo adopt 
measures that will be beneficial to 
upper class students. 

The sophomore class, which is the 
largest class, will be limited to park- 
ing behind Little Caesar's. The schtx)! 
owns more land there and phins to 
expand the lot during the summer lo 
hold about 345 cars. The committee 
plans to keep parking for juniors and 
seniors relatively tlie .s;une. Spaces 
will be added to Ikxiper Su-eet, Cole 
Store, and between Wynne and Main 
Street. This will give residents about 
800 spots while there are approxi- 



mately 790 registered cars. 

Parking Committee member Kelly 
Young said nothing is final yet in ihe 
propo.sals and that anyone with ideas 
or complaints should voice them to 
the SG A. "We want to accommodate 
as many as possible with little or no 
aggravation. With juniors and seniors 



being the smallest classes, it will be 
easier to fit diem on campus. We are 
trying not to put anyone out including 
our commuters," said Young.

In the second game die Lancers 
had 17 base-hits with Matt Martinez 
(Wading River, N.Y.), Steve 
Mozucha (Prince George) and Mike 
Thompson (Bedford) collecting three 
hitseach. Donald Wheeler hit a homer 
and Keith Barnes plated two runs with 
a single for Virginia State. 

Picking up pitching victories for 
the Lancers were a pair of freshman 
left-handers. Tom Waller (Hunting- 
ton, N.Y.) relieved Mozucha in the 
first game and hurled five innings 
while moving his record to 3-0. Rookie 
Dusty Anderson (Colonial Heights) 
came on for starter Wayne Weaver 
(Burke) to move his record to 2-0.

Mary Prevo will give a lecture with 
slides on "Public Art and Environ- 
mental Projects" on Thursday, April

She is married to Dr. James Munson, 
a member of Longwixxl' s history fac- 
ulty.

Dr. Mira Reym Binford, a child 
survivor of the Holocaust will dis- 
cuss and show her documentary film 
"Diamonds in die Snow." on Thurs- 
day, April 7, at 7:30 PM ip room B15 
of Grainger. 

A PoUsh-bom Jew, Dr. Binford 
was die only grandchild in two large 
and loving families. That world ended 
forever when Hider's army invaded 
Poland. 

At age five, Dr. Binford was sepa- 
rated from her parents when die labor 



camp where diey had been sent was 
designated "child free." A Cadiolic 
family rescued die child and hid her 
inside a wall for eight mondis. 

She was reunited widi her parents 
after the war, and diey came to die 
United States in 1949. But dieir ex- 
tended families — grandparents, aunts, 
uncles, and cousins — ^all perished in 
Hider's camps. 

"Diamonds in die Snow" inter- 
weaves the personal and die univer- 



sal. The fihn features interviews widi 
Dr. Binford's parents and drawings of 
family members who died, plus inter- 
views widi odier child survivors and 
rescuers. It was fihned in Poland, 
Germany, Israel, and die United States.

Mother Courage Runs 
April 13-16 In Jarman 



Longwood College Theatre will 
present Bertolt Brecht' s Mother Cour- 
age on Wednesday through Saturday, 
April 1 3- 1 6, at 8 p.m. in Jannan Audi- 
torium. 

Considered one of the great plays 
of this century. Mother Courage is a 
stinging attack on war and man's in- 
humanity to man. 

Written in 1933, the play is pro- 
phetic of the brutality and carnage that 
was to follow World War II, a war that 
parallels in destruction the Thirty 
Years War (161 8-1 648) that serves as 
a backdrop to the play. 

The character of Mother Courage 
runs a canteen with her children, fol- 
lowing the armies and selling them 
necessities, she is a good capitalist, 
willing to haggle with anyone to sell 
her wares and profit off the war. She 
also is willing to haggle over a bribe 
that might save her son from a firing 
squad and, as a result, she falls victim 
to her own avarice. 

Mother Courage endures the loss 
of her children, the plundering, the 
slaughter, and the bribery, all done in 
the name of God in a religious war that 
pitted Catholic against Protestant. 

She is acutely aware that while the 
decisions about the war are made far 
away from the front in France or Spain 
or the Holy Roman Empire, it is the 
peasants, the common soldiers, and 
herself and her children who are the 
pawns in the war. She tries to make 
the best of it and profit from a bad 
world. 

But as the Sergeant says at the end 
of scene one; "When a war gives you 
all you earn/One day it may claim 
something in return!" 

Pamela Arkin, who teaches acting 



i n Longwood' s Department of Speech 
and Theatre, will play the complex 
role of Mother Courage. Teresa 
Coding is her mute daughter, Kattrin. 
Anthony Foley and Graham Hackett 
play her sons, Eilif and Swiss Cheese. 

Joseph Wilson has the role of the 
Commander's Cook. Dr. David Hott, 
associate profes.sor of management at 
Longwood, will play the Champlain.

Pearl Jam Enthralls Audience; Cobain Remembered

To measure the intensity of Pearl 
Jam' s Friday night performance at the 
Patriot Center in Springfield is impos- 
sible. 

8:00 p.m. Thousands of anxious 
fans take their seats in the small arena, 
and begin listening to the loud, viva- 
cious sounds of Mudhoney, Pearl 
Jam's opening band. Although the 
crowd is enthusiastic about 
Mudhoney's performance, it is obvi- 
ous that it is saving its energy for later. 
Even while Mudhoney is playing, their 
is a buzz of excited conversation and 
anticipation in the air. The band 
performs both originals and a few 
covers, all with particularly strong 
percussive backgrounds. At the end 
of their set, Mudhoney thanks the au- 
dience and leaves the stage. Fiven 
though 1 am not very familiar with 
their music, I am pretty impressed. 

The arena itself has several hun- 
dred seals on the floor, and the sur 
rounding mezzanine levels are also 
densely packed with fans. Patriot 
Center staff members are removing 
iV///<//)('/i(\'sequipment and replacing 
it with Pearl Jam's. Everyone sits 



down, leaning over each other in the 
hopes of getting the perfect view of 
the upcoming performance. The lights 
go out, and the crowd explodes, chant- 
ing "Pearl Jam" and "Eddie," the name 
of the lead singer. Fifteen candles are 
set atop the massive guitar amplifiers 
and are lit, casting a rather eerie glow 
upon the otherwise dark stage. 

The roar of the crowd increases as 
they see the shadows of the 5 band 
members slink onto stage through the 
darkness. A lone guitar strums achord, 
and Pearl Jam performs "Release" a 
slow, deep song from their first al- 
bum, "Ten " 

The stage lights remain off as 
Eddie Vedder's brooding vocals fill 
the arena, and at the end of the song he 
murmurs, "You all know what's on 
our minds." in reference to the recent 
and tragic death of Kurt Cobain, the 
lead singer of /V/na/ifl. The bandthen 
launches into a string of incredible 
songs. They include "Go," 
"Evenflow," "Daughter," "Alive," 
"Jeremy," "Animal," "Black, " and 
many more. Each song rocks the 
arena, and the screams fruin the fans 
almost dwarf the booming music that 
echoes from the immense speakers 



that surround the stage. 

"Alive." "Evenflow," and "Black" 
are performed with the most intensity. 
All three of these songs express very 
emotional aspects of life, and the lyr- 
ics, written by Vedder, reflect his own 
thoughts and feelings. During 
"Black," he clutches the microphone 
close to him, swaying to the melodic 
notes and connecting with the crowd 
through pure emotion. They end with 
"Elderly woman behind the counter in 
a small town," and as the song slowly 
draws to a close, Vedder softly whis- 
pers the trailing lyrics. "Heart and 
thoughts, they fade . . . fadeaway." As 
he does, the lights dim, and the band 
finishes its concert in darkness, just as 
it had begun. 
Or so we think. 

When the stage lights went out, 
the fans chant, scream, burn lighters, 
and whistle in the hopes of bringing 
Pearl Jam back out. To everyone's 
delight, they emerge from backstage 
to awe us again with their talent. 

They hit hard and blare out lots of 
their louder, more recent material from 
the second album, "Verses." Stone 
Gossard and Mike McCready, the 
band's guitarists, play their hardest. 



and showca.se their talents with ex- 
tensive and complicated solos. Bass- 
ist Jeff Ament is full of energy, and he 
jumps from the amplifiers to the stage, 
flailing about in excitement. Along 
with Vedder's, his antics pump the 
crowd up, and a small mosh pit opens 
in front of the stage, despite the rows 
of chairs. 

Pearl Jam feeds on this chaotic 
mass of fans, and begins to perform 
never-recorded material, trying it out 
on the crowd. Drummer Dave 
Abbruzzese goes full force now, 
pounding out new rhythms while 
Vedder grabs a guitar and begins to 
play. 

The crowd goes crazy. 

The third guitar adds spectacular 
fullness, and the fans obviously ap- 
prove of the new songs. 

Vedder is standing quietly on stage 
now, and as he looks out at the vast 
crowd, he says, "Ya' know, some- 
times people put you up on a pedestal, 
and it can be tough... I don't think any 
of us would be here tonight if it weren't 
for Kurt Cobain." 

Although his death is a tragedy , 
the crowd explodes into applause out

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Censorshit? 

The true definition of censorship is one of the most controversial issues around. Who has the 
authority to classify what is obscene, entertaining, or proper? 

The Rofunda experienced a bite of censorship last week. Notonlynews published its annual 
moc\i-R<)tundalLongyNooA College newspaper on April Fool's Day, and on the seventh page 
appeared a picture of Rev. J. R. 'Bob' Dobbs with the words, "Bob Says Have a Nice Shit." 

Someo/jf or ^roup of people took the time to cut out each picture of Bob, and the issues of The 
Rofunda were placed back in the Rotunda area. It's embarrassing that someone or some people 
have assumed that much power, trying to protect the students from having to make decisions about 
what is offensive and what is not. The word shit is not new among most students' vocabularies. 
While some may think that Bob's phrase is inane, that is not the point. The appearance of Bob and 
the naughty .vord is a matter of judgment on behalf of the writers for Notonlynews, and it should 
not be subject to censorship by anyone. There arc no violent or sexual connotations. There exists 
no reason for cutting the pictures out. 

The only issues found that had missing Bob pictures— and there were a few stacks— were in 
the Rotunda area, outside the dining hall. Most students already picked upcopies before the cen.sors 
used their scissors! 

A more admirable form of protest would have been to write a letter to the Notonlynews 
explaining why it was offensive. Eliminating Bob and his message was childish and illegal. 

At this point, no accusations have been made. The editor has filed a report with Campus Police.

On behalf of the Earth Club, and in 
response to the editorial in the March 
30 issue of the Rotunda concerning 
Longwood's Yearof the Environment, 
I would like to comment on the 
Styrofoam which is still being used in 
the dining hall and in Lancer Cafe, 
even though most of us know by now 
the evils of this unnecessary, ugly, 
and wasteful white substance. 

Why is it so bad? First of all, 
Styrofoam takes up a lot of space in 
our landfills, where 80% of our na- 
tions' garbage still goes. Landfills are 
being filled up at such a pace that two 
permanently close every day, leaving 
garbage with no place to go but yet 
another new landfill. We can't keep 
building landfills until our country is 
nothing but a few oases providing 
refuge from a stinking wasteland of 
the non-biodegradable muck that we 
produce. Unlike some of our products 
that can be recycled, such as alumi- 
num and glass, Styrofoam cannot be, 
contrary to popular belief, except in 
rare cases, when Styrofoam is trans- 
formed, through a laborious proce- 
dure, into those park benches we've 
heard about, and a few other things. 
But a Styrofoam cup will never be 
another Styrofoam cup once you have 
tossed it at the cafe. 

But the problems are much more 
far-reaching than that. Styrofoam is 
produced by a process in which CFCs 
(chlorofl uorocarbons) are released i nto 
the atmosphere. This chemical, "in- 
vented" early in this century, was at 
that time thought to be some kind of 
"wonder chemical" because it has so 
many uses and was thought never to 
break down into chlorine, it's one 
component which is extremely toxic. 
Used in chemical solvents, aerosol 
spray cans, air conditioning, refrig- 
erafion, and Styrofoam, CFCs were 
used indiscriminately for years by 
companies who didn ' t know they were 
doing any harm. Today, however, and 
for the past 20 or so years, il has been 
proven (now by NASA) that CFCs 
DO break down; they just wait until 
they reach our outer atmosphere to do 
it — specifically, until they reach the 
now -famous ozone layer — where the 
chlorine does tremendous amounts of 
irreversible damage. 

The ozone layer protects ALL life 
on Earth from the sun's ultraviolet 
rays, which most of us know can cause 
a lot of damage when one is exposed 
to them without protection and for too 
long. Skin cancer and eye ailments 
like cataracts, which can lead to blind- 
ness are obvious results, becoming 
more obvious all the time through 
shockingly high cancer statistics in 
places like Chile and Australia that 
are already being hit with the scary 
realities linked lo ozone depletion. 
Rept>rtsofrabbits allowing themselves 
to be shot by hunters because their 
sensitive eyes have been blinded by 
this sudden change in ultraviolet ray 
intensity, of blinded fish, and of crop 
damage all illustrate the wide range of 
life forms affected bv our actions (or 
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inaction). 

New evidence shows that the sun's 
ultraviolet rays can even lead to defi- 
ciencies in our immune systems — ^jusi 
what we need when AIDS is already 
doing the same to thousands and thou- 
sands of people. And to make matters 
worse, it takes about 20 years for 
CFCs to reach the ozone layer and do 
their damage; thus what we are seeing 
now are the effects of what we were 
putting out 20 years ago — much less 
than what we have produced in the 
meantime. The global nature of this 
and other problems explains the ironi- 
cal, and, it may seem, unjust, fact that 
the CFCs don't float right up and eat 
up the ozone layer in the sky right 
above those countries — or better yet 
right above the very companies — who 
produce them and let them fry lo their 
deaths. But as is the case with acid rain 
and so many other environmental prob- 
lems, the effects don't stay local, ac- 
centuating the fact that we are all in 
this together and that we are going to 
have to start paying some attention to 
the air and water that we all share. 

To get back to Styrofoam, il is the 
easiest of the CFC-produced products 
to deal with, and that is why it is so 
frustrating that il is still being so widely 
used — even here at Longwood. It's 
just not necessary. Are we going to let 
our planet scorch because we don't 
want to bum our own fingers drinking 
coffee in the morning? (or coke?) 
People are going to be feeling more 
heat than that if CFC production 
doesn't stop. The biggest culprits are 
those gigantic companies which con- 
tinue to produce CFCs (and seduce 
consumers wilh "alternatives" like 
HFCs and HCFCs which are just as 
harmful). By far the worst is DuPont, 
and their fal-assed, lazy chairman 
Edgar Woolard — but the least that 
small places like this college can do is 
refrain from supporting and perpetu- 
ating these disgusting habits by taking 
one small step and using only paper 
cups, or even actual glasses. Unfortu- 
nately this article has somewhat of an 
angry tone to it. That is only because 
these are problems worth gelling a 
little upset about. Please take just a 
second to consider what we are doing 
lo the world every day and what we 
could be doing FOR it by transform- 
ing our anger and concern into ac- 
tions—it's great to drink out of Earth 
mugs and not use the Styrofoam in the 
dining hall, but it would be even better 
not to have the Styrofoam at all. Maybe 
our dining hall could finally get rid of 
it, and give some substance to 
Longwood's Year of the Environ- 
ment — wouldn't you agree? 

Note: Even though safe and effective 
alternatives exist for almost all of the 
things CFCs are used for, and are 
already being used by other compa- 
nies like Bosch. Liebherr, and Miele 
(in ozone-friendly refrigerators, for 
example), DuPont continues to pro- 
duce ozone-destroying chemicals.

Pavement is part joke, part eclectic 
toys, and part adrenaline. 

This five-member jiink-rock band 
emitted so many different auras that 
the audience had no ti me for boredom . 
Looking around the room at the Pep- 
permint BeachCiubinVirginiaBeach, 
all eyes were focused on the band the 
whole time. The first thing singer 
Scott Kannberg (who looked just like 
Shaggy from Scooby Doo, minus the 
beard and substitute the red hair for 
brown) did was fall over a drum, and 
he and the other members kept their 
humor throughout the performance. 
Preceding Pavement was 
Richmond's Coral, a band that droned 
on and on, receiving little positive 
response, and then the much-antici- 
pated Helium. This band played with 
a calm, composed style. Many were 
mesmerized by the singer's aesthetic 
guitar style. 

"Crooked Rain, Crooked Rain," 
Pavement's latest full-length release 
on Matador Records, still tops the 
college music charts. It takes genius 
for a band to get such recognition 
when it's obvious that fame wasn't 
the original motive. "Silent Kit," 
"Gold Soundz," "Cut Your Hair," and 
"Range Life" were among those songs 
played live. 



Audience participation was ongo- 
ing. It was as if many friends of the 
band were out there yelling, "Hey 
Steve! Play 'Summer Babe!'" That 
many requests were honored showed 
that they are not pretentious rock stars. 

Four out of the five members sang, 
and the screamer/auxiliary percus- 
sion artist pumped each droplet of 
energy into his performance as if he 
were being chased into Utopia. "Man, 
this is an absolute catharsis] It's 
amazingV said one guy behind me. 

The bass player smiled and ex- 
tracted his inspiration ft'om the spot- 
lights above. I don't know if I was 
watching a group of boys who were 
trying to make their play-instruments 
go, or if I was a witness to an ethereal 
release of musical passion. I think it 
was both, and with such spirit, I can't 
understand how such a performance 
can be replicated! 

When they came to the line in 
"Range Life" that says, "... Out on 
the road with the Smashing Pumpkins 
. . . they don't have no function," they 
quit playing before reaching the verse. 
Someone from the audience yelled, 
"Hey! Whathappened to 'The Smash- 
ing Pumpkins' part?" Kannberg an- 
swered with a wry smirk, "Uh, we like 
the Smashing Pumpkins." 

Pavement played plenty of songs 
off their veritable masterpiece, 



"Slanted and Enchanted." The effects 
it has on fans are widespread. Jimmy 
Gnass from Norfolk said, "1 love that 
album, but I just can't listen to it when 
I'm feeling down," while Amy Free- 
man, also from Norfolk, said, "Every- 
thing on 'Slanted' makes me feel so . 
. . happy. The arrangement of the 
songs is perfect." 

The penultimate song was 
"Fillmore Jive," the last song on the 
newest release. When I heard the 
lyrics, "I need to sleeeeep ..." I had 
faith that the band would not close 
with such a dreamy yet didactic song. 
During the encore, however. Pave- 
ment pulled a clever one: "I'm try- 
ing — I'm trying — I'm trying" went 
on and on in the heads of everyone 
there late into the night, I'm sure. 
"Carbon monoxide wallpapa" has got 
to be one of the most imagistic lines 
they've written. 

The cover art on the album is a 
juxtaposition of cut-out art and spon- 
taneous words. "Take the 'L' out of 
'world,' and all you have is 'word,' " 
appears on "Westing (By Musket and 
Sextant)." The collage art serves as a 
clever counterpart to the music. 

Pavement is not MTV's little pet 
project, be assured.

Attending a night at the Chamber 
Music Series with a headache is not 
the most intelligent thing to dcv— es- 
pecially if one is reviewing the con- 
cert. 

Tuesday April 5 at 8 p.m. in Wygal 
Recital Hall, the Monticello Trio per- 
formed three selections. Sonata for 
Cello and Piano Op. 40 by Dmitri 
Shostakovich, Duo for Violin and 
Cello Op. 7 from Zoltan Kodaly, and 
Anton Arensky's Trio in D minor Op. 
32. 

The Trio, consisting of pianist 
Tannis Gibson, violinist Mark Rush, 
and cellist Mathias Wexler, performed 
a preview for the Chamber Music Pa- 
trons while Wygal' s lobby filled with 
eager music lovers. Crying babies 
wailed to strains of music barely au- 
dible through the closed doors that 
read "Do Not Enter- Concert in 
Progress." 

Finally at 7:50 p.m. the portals 
opened and students needing that re- 
cital attendance credit and residents of 
Farm ville alike crowded inside to ob- 
tain seats. 

No one introduced the musicians 
to the audience. Ms. Gibson and Mr. 
Wexler strode confidently onto the 
stage and began to play. Their music 
faded in gently. Though the musi- 
cians played independently of each 
other rather than in support of each 



other, the cellist attracted the most 
attention. His facial expressions as he 
fought either descending glasses or an 
itchy nose were the highlight of the 
performance. 

Wexler often caught himself just 
as he gave in to the music and became 
a part of it, such as during very high 
notes when his body enveloped his 
instrument. Ms. Gibson did not give 
in to the music in any way, shape, or 
form. Her eyes never left the sheet 
music. The only exception w as a brief 
glanceat Wexler between movements. 

This first selection was badly cho- 
sen. Clearly Shostakovich did not 
have headaches in mind when he com- 
posed it. A survey of the audience's 
activities made it certain that it was 
not found riveting by anyone. Most 
members of the audience were anx- 
iously reading their programs at this 
point. 

The second selection brought with 
it the appearance of the violinist. Mr. 
Rush succeeded in allowing the music 
to control his body movements, but 
only during his portions of the recital. 
During pauses Rush fell completely 
out of rapture. 

The audience was not, for the most 
part, thrilled with K(xlaly's perfor- 
mance either. Having read the pro- 
grams, the audience was now involved 
in a plethora of activities. Students 



and resKlents look invcntitry of items 
in their purses, slept, ccilort-d in letters 
on the programs, checked their hair, 
and calculated answers on their Plant 
licology homework 

The performance lacked soul It 
was as if the Trio had already finished 
their work Un the evening and now 
were only practicing. It is difficult for 
an audience to become involveilemo 
tionally with the musicians when they 
play selections that are weak to begin 
with, but it is even harder when the 
musicians look as it they agree that it 
is not exciting 

Senior English major Charlotte I-'. 
Shitlett pointed out that "music is like 
speech - if it goes Iiki long you bore 
the audience " Shifiett, who claims to 
own a cassette of the MonlicelloTrio's 
performances- "an awesome taiie"- 
said that the only high point for her 
was when "they played the sound 
Mothman makes" 

Biology major Tina Southall was 
more critical of the performance. "It 
was depressing — music to do home- 
work to." 

The Monticello Trio have a greater 
reputation for their recordings than 
they do for their perfonnance. Some- 
time this year they plan to release their 
second compact disc; it will consist of 
works by British composer Nicholas 
Maw.

Diamonds Leaves Students Speechless 



Mira Reym Binford, a child survi- 
vor of the Holocaust, presented to 
students her documentary film Dia- 
monds in the Snow on Thursday, 
April 7, 1994, in Grainger. 

Binford is a Jew from Bendzin, 
Poland. The Germans separated her 
from her family at the age of five when 
the labor camp they were placed in 
became designated " child free." At 
this time, a Catholic family rescued 
her, dyed her hair, changed her name 
and gave her a cross to wear. Mira 
Binford was now Mary, a cousin from 
the country. When the family could 



no longer gel bleach to dye her hair, 
they hid her inside a wall for 1 8 months. 
Binford was reunited with her fam- 
ily after the war, and later came to the 
United States in 1949. Her extended 
family all perished in different con- 
centrafion camps. 

Mira Reym Binford was born into 
a world she'd never known. 

Diamonds in the Snow premiered 
April 10, 1994. It will be used in an 
educational context and will contain a 
study guide. The documentary inter- 
weaves the personal and universal 
containing interviews with her par-

ents, drawings of family members who 
died, and interviews with rescuers and 
other child survivors. 

Binford believes that the few Chris- 
tians who rescued Jewish children are 
definitely diamonds in the snow. 
Binford' s mother found a real dia- 
mond in the snow at her concentration 
camp which she later exchanged for a 
piece of bread. At this point, she knew 
there was hope. 

After the film, the audience was 
silent and filled with many sad faces. 
"Diamonds in the Snow" definitely 
left the audience with an understand- 
ing of an event which must not be 
forgotten.

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Student Health 
Needs Rx

For the considerable cost ol altendinj: Lonjjwood College, students should, at the very least, be provided 
with adequate health services. I, along with a number ofother students, have had only poor experiences with 
.Student Health. Depending on which end ails you, you are diagnosed with either bronchitis or chlamydia. 
If not, then Sudalcd and Robitussin are the prescribed cure-all. Students have been diagnosed with 
pregnancy and sexually transmitted disea.ses without any testing, then learned at other health facilities that 
their problems were much more mi nor. One student, having been told she was pregnant, informed the nurse 
that, unless it was an immaculate conception, pregnancy was not possible. The nurse's skeptical response: 
"Are you sureT A similar incident occurred when another non-sexually active student was told, without 
testing, she had chlamydia. 

I recently visited Student Health one Monday, having become ill over the weekend. After waiting an 
hour, I was told (what a surprise!) to take Sudafed and Robitussin, and if I wasn't feeling better to return on 
Wednesday. My symptoms did not improve, so I went back and waited another hour. "Well, there's nothing 
we can do for you," said the nur.se coldly as she closed the examining room door, "I would let you see the 
nurse practitioner, but she has a really bad headache today. Come back tomorrow morning before 8:(X) if 
you want to see the doctor." Tliough thoroughly fmstrated by this point, I returned Thursday morning at 
7:40 a.m. I wailed half an hour to see a doctor for a whopping three minutes, who sent me on my way with 
a couple of prescriptions which 1 had promptly filled. But why did I have to be ill for six days before I could 
.see a real doctor? Did the doctor diagnose me correctly? He spent little time examining me, seemed to be 
in a ru.sh, and wasn't particularly Iriendly either. I've been taking what he prescribed (which cost me nearly 
.$20) for five days now with little improvement. 

Stories like mine are common on l.ongwood's campus. In fact, if you were to ask any random student 
if they have had a bad experience with Student Health, odds are they have and/or know other students who 
have. Student health services on tliis campus are inadequate and if they are not improved, could endanger 
students' lives.

Nirvana is no longer. On Friday, 
April 9, Uie body of Kurt Cobain, the 
bcUid's lead singer, was found dead in 
his home. He was the victim of a self- 
inflicted gunshot wound to the head. 

As with any suicide, so many ques- 
tions are raised.

What must he have been thinking? 
But the questions never really gel an- 
swers, because they're whisked away 
with Uie death of the man who could 
answer them.

It's h;u-d to watch all of the old 
videos and performances, knowing 
Kurt's gone now. The MTV images 
make his deatli .seem unreal, because 
as Uiey Hash across the screen over 
and over again, the pictures make it 
scan as if he's still with us, iilive and 
singing. 

At first seeing all of the MTV cov- 
erage made me .sad, because it was just 
t(X) much to lake in all at once. A lot 



of people who weren't faniliar with 
Nirvana's work, or really just didn't 
care, were quickly annoyed with tlie 
extensive coverage of the band, grow- 
ing impatient with those who were 
actually mourning his death. 

I, on tlie other hand, was apprecia- 
tive of iJie coverage, and was glad tliai 
MTV paid Kurt Cobain the respect 
that he deserved. It was nice to relive 
.some of the musical events that tJie 
band was involved in, fuid taking a trip 
down memory lane helped me appre- 
ciate Nirvana and Cobain even more.

I suppo,se for people to joke about 
someone's death after die fact is ex- 
pected; most of us are so uncomfort- 
able with even the thought of dying 
tiial joking about it is the easiest way 
to cope. As with any celebrity ' s death, 
tho.se who were unaffected by liie loss 
began to circulate the same old stupid 
jokes tJial have been heard a million 
times before. Only they're not funny. 
Some sensitive soul even chose to 
scrawl, "KURT IS DEAD" across the 
bulletin boctfd on the sixth fl(H)r of 
Curry. Although .some might laugh at 
.such immaturity, what if it were your 
husband that had taken his own life'.' 
Or your brotlier? Or your son'.' When 
it hits home, the death of anotiier isn't 
so funny anymore. 

Regiu'dless of the different atti- 
tudes that people lake when it comes 
to his deatli, die fact of the matter is 
that Cobain was quite a musician, and 
from all I've heard, he was a shy and 
sincere man. His tnusic rellecled the 
ide;ils, concerns, and philosophies of 
many, and his death is Uuly a great 
loss. Hopefully, ilie musical legacy 
thai Cobain never really wanted to 
create will be cherished and continu- 
ally honored by his family, friends, 
;uid faithful fans.

Wilder Visits Longwood 
Before Debate

Widiidl the attention fo- 
cused on the senalorial 
debate held al Hampden 
Sydney ColU;ge, tlien .Sen 
ate luipeful, I,. IX)uglas 
Wilder diverted lime from 
his scliedule lo spe;»k witli 
LongwiKxl students 

Wilder, along wiUi Re- 
publican Ol i ver North <uid 
Independent Marshal 
Coleman, were* running 
for the U.S. .Senate seal 
currently held by incum- 
bent IX'inocral Charles 
Robb 

Speaking before the 
Black Student I x-adership 
in (irainger ll;dl. Wilder 
spoke about his campaign 
for Ihe Senate and an- 
sweicd si udenis questions 
ranging from education lo 
die quest lorculliual unity 
Ihe lonner governor 
opened with a few coin- 
menls about his candidacy 
and the problems lacing 
Ihe Commonwealth. 

"You cire tlie main rea- 
son I iun running — young 
people," Wilder said 
"And obviously younger 
people lluui you" 

Wilder went on lo suess 
the responsibililies ihal 
college siudenis have as 
role models to younger 
generations and Ihe posi- 
tive impressions that c;ui 
be iiVHie. 

" Ihere were very few liv- 
ing rok imxiels when I 
was growing up: iiol even 
African Americ-an police 
officers," Wilder said 
"Today, things have 
changed, people have 
chiinged. polilics have 
changed, and we can iruike 



a difference. 

"So whenever people ask 
me why I'm in thisnice, I 
s;iy lo iliem ihal of the 
candidates running, none 
of tliein represent the lead 
ership by exjunpic dial I 
feel is needed for die bet- 
terment of young people." 

One of die first questions 
Wilder fielded frcnn ilie 
audience concerned Ihe 
rising violeiii cnine rale, 
especially in cities like 
Richmond Wilder an- 
swered by explaining whai 
he believes is ihe rool 
cau.se of most violent 
crime in America- dnigs. 
"A nalioiuil crime bill 
was recently passed and il 
had nothing lo do with 
drugs," he said. "Drug 
courts were created bul 
that IS after die fiicl 

"lo effectively tight 
drugs, you need to suu^l al 
the top. Young people arc 
not die ones driving the 
boats or planes ihal 
smuggle drugs into diis 
country ;uid they :ue not 
tlie ones in;ikiiig the de;ds 
thill put the drugs inio the 
hands of the pushers who 
sell Ihem on our streets " 

Wilder backed up diis 
statement by pointing out 
thai his oppoiiciils, Robb

of Virginia, Wilder de- 
cided lo run for Ihe US 
Senate as an Indepcndeni 
sliorlly after his tenn as 
governor ended. Many 
leel thai his dillerences 
widi Senator Robb arc ihc 
main reasons lor leaving 
Ihe party. 

When asked about spe- 
cifics behind hailing ihe 
spread of crime and drugs 
on a more local level. 
Wilder stressed cducalioii 
and keeping young people 
in sclwxil. 

'What we need lo do is 
lo make sure kids go to

lo learn. 

"Wluil we did in our wel

.sometimes the money is 
simply not ihere," Wilder 
said. The inner cities and 
rural schcxils, die places 
where young people need 
die most help, are hurl iIk' 
most by a hick of revenue.

Robb and Wilder did 
nol have as slroiig of feel- 
ingsoii Ihe subject, though 
Robb did say Ihal he would 
nol put funds in public 
educalion.

room alone.

Nationally known for 
their outspoken defense 
of conslilutioiuil rights, 
the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union (ACLU) 
now has a voice here on 
eatnpus. The ten mem- 
ber studenlgrouprecenlly 
received Sludenl (iovern- 
ment Associalion ap- 
proval with Ciregory 
Rasnake ;ls President and 
Shawn Aningon as Vice 
Presidenl. According lo 
Rasn.ike, tiiere is a need 
forstudent rights and con- 
cerns lo be addressed by 
a group separale from the 
school administration 
Ra.snake envisions 
Longwood' s ACLU as a 
vehicle for remedying 
siutlenl problems, and he 
backed away from the 
"ultra-liberal" label 
.sometimes given to the 
national ACLU. Accord- 
ing to Rasnake, both Ihe 
adininistralion as well as 
the SCiA's "hands ;ue 
lied." 

Graduation require- 
ments and Student Hand- 
btxik regulations are cited 
as tile primary concerns 
of the campus organi/a- 
lion. Rasnake .says the 
group is examining the 
swimming test require- 



inciil for graduation, as 
well as, several ambigu- 
ous regulations in tJie Stu- 
dent Handbook In addi- 
tion, tlie group plans a 
proposal to botJi the stale 
iuid national headqu;rrters 
of tJie ACLU lo begin a 
nationwide ciunpus net- 
work of student organi- 
zations with groups like 
Young Republicans ;uid 
Young Democrats. 
Mr. Winkler, As.sociale 
Vice Presidenl ;uid Ex- 
ecutive Director of Pub- 
lic Aff;urs call iJie na- 
tion;il group a "perfectly 
g(X)d" organization while 
questioning the need for 
such a group here. Dr. 
Tijn Pierson, Deanof Stu-

Five imemationiU stu- 
(lenLs from France, Bul- 
garia, Honduras and ihe 
Czecti Republic arrived at 
Longwood in August to 
participate in tJie exchange 
program. They iu-e here 
studying not just in the 
classrtxim, but in every- 
day American culture. 
Four of the .students live 
in the Academic Resi- 
dence Community (ARC) 
and one lives in Irjizcr 
Hall. 

Interaction is the key 
to milking sure everyone 
is learning from this ex- 
change, it helps that the 
international students are 
friendly and do not mind 
speaking about tlieir ex- 
perience. It is important 
that students tiike advan- 
tage of tiie inteniatioiuil 
flavor we are afforded. 

Berengere Cade <uid 
Ciuillaume Briand Jire both 
here from France. While 
they are here, two Long- 
wood students, Kendra 
Hipkins and Audra 
Walkup, me in France. 
Ilns type of exchange is 
ciilled a onc-on-onc ex- 
chiuigc. Berengere luid 
Guillaume are here by ar- 
rdiigeineni w iiJi tlie SchiK)l 
of Business ;uid Fconom- 
ffcs. The program with the 
Ecole Commerciele, run 
by tlie Chiunber of Com- 
merce of Paris, was set up 
in 1991, hut this is the first 
time an exchange has been 
made. 

Monika Pribylova is 
here from the Czech Re- 
public and Georgy 
Levierov is from Bulg;una. 
Monika and Cieorgy ;ue 
aJ.so here studying witJi the 
Schix)l ol Business and 
F^conomics. This is 
C leorgy ' s seci>nd ye;u- here 
as a student; last year he 
was instrumentid in creat- 
ing a link with Bulgiyia 
and the Small Business 
Development Center at 



Longwotxl, according to 
the Director of Intema- 
tional Studies, Dr. .lohn 
Reynolds. 

Claudia Sanchez, from 
Honduras, is also relum- 
ing tiiis year. But unlike 
the others, she is here to 
get a masters degree for 
CoiTununity and College 
Counseling. Claudia said 
besides getting her degree, 
she would like "to be ilu- 
ent (in English) and inde- 
pendent." Communica- 
tion skills have been the 
biggest problem here lor 
C^laudia, but she feels more 
prepiu^ed this year. 

Berengere and 
Guillaume had to be tlu- 
eiil in English as a require- 
ment for tlieir exchange. 
Guillaume still found it 
hard at first "to understand 
the professors because of 
the strong iuid different 
accents." Writing home- 
work in English is a chal- 
lenge for Berengere, while 
Guillaume finds reading 
hu^ge ajnounts of text in 
English challenging. 

Monika would like to 
liike back with her a heller 
Knowledge of English as 
well as the American busi- 
ness system. Berengere 
hopes her experience here 
will prepme her to work in 
iui intenialion;ilcompiuiy . 
(iuillaume feels tJial "Ihe 
U.S. has a big role in the 
iniU'ket place" and study- 
ing here gives him "the 
opportunity to "sell' him- 
.self" 

Studying abroad 
makes students, whether 
Americiui or intenialioiuU , 
more m;u-ketable in the job 
market. Dr. .lohn 
Reynolds has sevenU suc- 
cess stories Uiat illustrate 
this important reason to 
go abroad. Besides iJiis 
advanliige. Dr. Reynolds 
feels liiat there ;ue other 
very important benefits 
Longw(M)d students can 
giiin from having Uiese and 
other international ex- 



change students with us. 
For exjunple, in die busi- 
ness classes they can ol fcr 
compju'isons.and to Mod- 
em Eiuiguage majors, they 
can offer "exposure to for- 
eign cultures and have an 
inlluence" that professors 
might not. 

Outside the class room, 
Dr. Reynolds ;iJso .sees tJie 
importiuice of having the 
foreign exchange students 
living in the residence 
halls. Berengere feels it is 
"lutfder to mjike friends in 
class dum in the [residence 
halls]." Berengere said in 
her counuy students usu- 
ally stay ;il"ter cla.ss to so- 
cialize wiUi one JuioUier. 
Guillaume added Uiai the 
lack of sororities and fra- 
ternities in France allows 
for more unity and this 
miikes it harder to get to 
know American students 
even outside the class 
room. 

Until recently, in 
Monika'sschcxil students 
were with the .same people 
in all classes and they 
worked together on 
projects. Having Uiesaine 
people in all classes made 
il easier in their home 
ci)unu-ies for diem to make 
closer friends. 

While Uiese inlenia- 
tioiial students found stu- 
dents here less friendly as 
classmates, professors sur- 
prised tliem. Berengere 
was suiprised her teach- 
ers gave tiieu' home phone 
numbers and asked for 
nicknames from the stu- 
dents. Monika Iccis 
"teachers ;ux' more open" 
and she liked how profes- 
sors introduced ihem- 
.selves. (iuillaume de- 
scribes his American pro- 
fessors as "cooler and diey 
talk about their private 
lives." 

Ciuillaume al.so com- 
mented on their teaching 
styles. American profes- 
sors expect students to do 
outside reading ;uul spend 
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class time giving ex- 
lunples and underlining 
the main points while 
1-rench prole.s.sors "give 
you everything you need 
to know and classes are 
three hours long." 

When asked what other 
social practices suiprised 
the three lem;ile exchange 
students, they all coin- 
menled on clothes. "T- 
shirl and shorts are like a 
unilbnn" and everyone is 
indistinguishable, ex- 
plained Monika. 
Berengere added thai hiits 
and loni jeans are consid- 
ered improper dress tor 
Irench sludenis. (Jlother 
differences. Claudia was 
most surprised about the 
co-ed floors, ;md was sur- 
prised when former Resi- 
dent AssistJUit liric Wil- 
son came to greet her I -'all 

Certainly the inienia- 
tiouid students can get a 
good feel for American 
culture from dieir experi- 
ence at l.ongwood, bul 
Monika. Berengere and 
Claudia would all like to 
see more of die United 
Slates while here. 
Guillaume had spent three 
months in Colorado prior 
to coining here. Hewoukl 
like to "lindan internship 
in Hawaii", if possible, 
after his semester here lo 
m;ike himself "morccom- 
peiitive in die l-rench mar- 
ket." 

Besides seeing more of 
the U.S., Monika .said that 
when diey have been here 
longer, they'll "knt>w 
more people and have 
more choices of activi- 
ties." Guillaume ex- 
plained that he can man- 
age his time more now- to 
do what he wants lo do 
like tennis, swimming and 
movies, lor example. 1 le 
"hkesUieciunpus. Every- 
thing is made to nuike 
people feci comfortable." 
Air conditioning, persoiiid 
telephones, and dryers 
were among die cointoil 
items Berengere, Clautha, 
and Monika paiticuhirly 
liked. 

In the meantiinc, they 
have not had many 
chances to miss home. 
Monika said she mis.ses 
her "professional hall 
dancing partner." Claiiclia 
expressed what evcryDiie 
was feeling - she mis.ses 
her "closer circle (of 
friends). 1 want ihcin lo 
be enjoying what is luip- 
pening." 

And for those long- 
wood sludenis coiiiplaiii' 
ing about dining hall f( H )d. 
Berengere said it is "hard 
nol to eat!" Monika's 
school had none of the 
variety and Berengere 
agreed the choices are a 
problem for her Claiulia 
siud"(lier school )()nly lias 
one choice " ( iuillaume 
said he misses Irciidi tcMKl 
and is nol as impressed as 
his fellow internalioiial 
students.

Women's Soccer 
Gets Big Kick Start

The new head coach 
has high hopes for his 
squad since tliey kicked 
off tlieir season on llie road 
with a four to zero victory 
against Hollins College on 
September 9tli. On Sept.

able Uirough R.O.T.C. for 
those Uiai qualify. Fresh- 
men may apply for a three- 
year scholarship if tJieir 
GPA is 2.5 or greater mid 
have a minimum SAT 
score of 850. Sophomores 
may apply for a two-year 
scholarship if they have a 
GPA of 2.7 or better. Stu- 
dents who qualify must 
tfike a medical exam; stu- 
dents may take this exam, 
which is paid for by the 
Army, at the location of 
tJieirchoice. The scholar- 
ship pays 100% tuition 
costs (including lab fees) 
and also pays the cadet 
$450 per year for btxiks 
and $100 per month witli 
a maxijnum of $ 10(X) per 
yeitf.

said Lynne Joy McFarland. She 
then asked the audience what values 
did diey want in Iheir personiJ lives, 
education, and in Uieir professional 
lives. Dee Rowan, Resident 
Ixlucalion Coordinator for Co\ and 
Wheeler, leels Uiat college "is a time 
loexiunine and discover your values 
- what works and doesn't work " 
Robin Davis, RliC lor ARC and 
Stubbs, said she values liccdoin, 
"Ihe freedom 10 express how I led, 
how you feel and accepting it." 

A parent stood up and said, we 
need lo keep "values thai are 
ceiilunes old." lie explaiiicil what 
he ineaiil by listing basic values such 
as hive, kiiulness, honesty, and luuil 
work A siudeiil sUhkI upinanoliicr 
pari ol Jarinaii Audiloriuni and 
cxpicsscil thai we "need lo value 



and respect our parents." Anodier 
parent expressed that the 
Conslilulion says "freedom ol 
religion, not freedom from religion" 
and we need lo have tiiose kinds ol 
values, whatever religion we chose, 
in our lives again.

Committee Adopts New Academic 
Probation and Suspention Policy

71ie administration has adopted 
a new academic probation and 
su.spension p<»licy. Ihe new policy 
became effective in Fall 1 994 for all 
students. It has been included in die 
1994-95 Undergraduate Caliilog for 
all first year siudenis. It was also 
posted across campus during tlie 
week of September 12- 16 infonning 
upperclassinen of tlie changes. The 
policy includesdetiiiled deseripiions 
of (he new requirements ioi 
probaUon as well as suspension from 
.sch(X)l. 

The idcaof adopling a new policy 
was brought to the alleniion of 
faculty members at the first faculty 
meeting in Fall 1993. The lacully 
agreed that they fell the college 
needed lo rjiise ils slandiuds Ihe 
Longwood As.sembly then voted to 
.send tliis issue to the Longwood 
Council for further invesiigalion 
The Council developed a 
subcommittee, the Academic Rules 
and Regulations subcommiltee. lo 
developanew lentalive policy. Ihe 
subcoinmiiiee cHinsisted of faculty 
members from tiie college. 

According lo chairperson 
Melindii f'owlkes, "die coinmillee 
fell that a 2.0 minimum grade poiiil 
average was a widely accepted 
standiird at most sch(x)ls." She also 
staled "that the committee hoped by 
raising tlie standards, ;dl siudenis 
would benefit." 

The Sludenl (ioveriimeiil 
Association id so recognized the need 
for a new academic probalioii ami 
su.spen.sion policy. Theorg;mi/alioii 
developed a policy of ils own to 
propose loUie Longwood Assembly . 
According to S(iA president, Joe 
MiicPhail, "die policy just didn'l 

Hy." instead, the Academn. Rules 
and Regulaiions subcoinmitiee 



propo.sed its own policy. This was 
the policy Ihal the Assembly chose 
lo adopt. 

MacPhail pointed out thai while 
"siudenis are given a voice through 
represenlalives lo ilie Assembly, 
they are nol allowed lo actu;dly vote 
on issues." lie also expressed 
concern over die fact that many 
siudenis were affected by the 
adoption of the new policy who did 
not even know it was being cicaled. 
1 le slated ihal "die S(iA is cuncnlly 
working with President Donili lo 
allemplloensuie thai future changes 
in college policies ;ue more widely 
publicized lo die sludenl body," 

According lo Ihe Rcgislrar's 
( )llice. "die basic lonnal of the new 
policy IS dial a sludenl will be placed 
on probation whenever ibe 
cuiniilalive grade point avenige falls 
below 2.0." Ibis probaiioiuuypenod 
will occur during ihe following 
academic seinesler "Al ibe end ol 
Ihe seinesler the sludenl w ill cidier 
have achieved a cumulalivc iirade 
poinlaverageof 2()or will coiiiiiujc 
on probalion Al ihe end ul die 
second seinesler on probation, Ihe 
sludenl will be suspended il ilic 
cunuilalive grade poini avenn'c is 
still below 20 " 

Ihere is also a siipulalion in die 
new policy Ihal requires a ininimiiiii 
cumulative grade point average to 
avoid iniinediale suspension

Security Access System Delayed

Anyone who keeps late hours 
around ciunpus and has alleinpied lo 
re-enter tiie residence hall may have 
discovered something shocking . 
it was ItK-ked. As of this .semester, 
tiie old .security system is no longer 
operating and tiie new system has 
yet to be installed. I'he new security 
sy.stem was, scheduled lobe installed 
by early ( )clober, but due lo a delay 
by the Riclimond-based company 
hired to install it, ii may not be up 
and running until late October, 
maybe even emly November. 



The new .security system, known 
as an "access system", will operate 
using a single card which will allow 
only residents of a residence hall 
"access" to dial building. The old 
"security key" system wJis not 
working well and the college fell 
that tiie one card system wouki be 
.safer. If a student should lose liis or 
lier ciud, tiie C;unpus Police could 
delete it immediately Irom ilieir 
computer. Anyone lindiiig their carti 
wouki be unable to use it. However. 
Sergeant Rhodes of Campus Police, 
reminds sludenis "No system is ideal 

wiOiout the students' help. Sludenis 



must stop propping doors and 
iUlowing unknown persons to lollow 
them into the residence ludls "

answers 2-20 calls from students 
requiring assistiuice.

After iJie di.spute over which 
organizations should be inchiiled on 
the list presented foraudilingieview 
came to no real agreement, 
di.scussion went in iJie direction of 
how punishment would be handled.

Rescue Squad is 
of the Community, 
for the Community

Iweniy lour hours a diiy, seven 
days a week, the Pnnce Hdward 
Volunteer Rescue Squad is always 
prepared to haiidle an emergency. 



The squad, st;uted twenty five 
ye;u s ago. was originally a group of 
all male adults. College students 
were not part of tlie staff until eight 
yc;u s ago, and now about one h;ilf of 
the staff consists of both m;de and 
female college students. 

According to Nancy Haga, Chair 
of Ihe Speech and Theatre Depart- 
ment and veteran of ilie rescue .squad, 
there are aboul foiiy active mem- 
bers In addition to thai tlicrciuc life 
members who are on the squad lo 
drive the ambulances. 

The squad responds to ;uiy 91 1 
calls, riiesc emergencies range from 
sicknesses and heart attacks, to falls 
and wrecks. In general Ihe rescue 
squad receives aboul 1 10 calls per 
month or 1200 calls per year. 



The squad members are all put 
through rigorous training before 
being put in an emergency situation. 
They must start as a gofer, which 
does genend workiu^ound the squad 
house. They then go on to complete 
ninety hours of Emergency Medical 
Technician training. 

Once liiis is completed, Ihey go 
on 10 EVOC, which allows them 16- 
20 hours of experience in driving 
the iunbulance. 

CPR training must be completed 
before being able lo work on pa- 
tients. After CT^R training comes 
sixty hours of .shock traumain which 
members can sljui administering 
intravenous units. Cju-diac is Ihe 
next suige which enables iliem to 
use ceiliiin drugs on the scene, f-'i- 
iiiilly there ;ue p:uamedics. This re- 
quires a one ye;u course. 

The .squad members work one 
duty, one lime per week. These 
shifts ;ue either the day shift which 
is 6 AM to 6 PM, or llie night shift 
which is 6 PM to 6 AM. According 
lo Haga llie on-duty members ciury 
pagers so in case of an emergency 
situation they can be coiiuicied wher- 
ever Ihey are. Once ihey are noti- 



fied, tlie active squad must meet 
wiiliin live minutes ol the call 

1 he rescue squad is well equipped 
for emergencies. It consists of lour 
ambulances, acrash uuck, and Medic 
One, a vehicle lliat gels lo ilie .scene 
before tlic ;unbu lance. 

This program is based on a bud- 
get of SS().(KX)-SIO0,(X)0 per year. 
While 1 .ong wood does not offer any 
form of assistance, many of the stu- 
dents do There are various fund 
drives, students volunteers tliat clemi 
the vehicles, iuid (ireek organiza- 
tions who raise money lor it. 

There is no experience necessary 
to apply, but it does tiike training lo 
become a member. If your are inter- 
ested in becoming a member you 
can receive an application from 
Nancy 1 laga in the Speech iuid The- 
atre Depariinenl. Says Haga, each 
applicant should be "caring, but able 
to stay c;Um in emergency situa- 
tions." 

The rescue squad is a vii;il part of 
tlie Fiirmville community. The mem- 
bers of the squad put their hard work 
and energy into making Ihe town a 
much better and safer place for 
people to live.

TRAVIS?

I'RAVLS is Longwood' s Tele- 
phone Registration And Voice In- 
fonnation System. It's a novelty not 
many students are aware of. By us- 
ing TRAVIS, continuing under- 
graduate students can register for 
clas.ses by telephone, drop/add 
courses, and check the status of Fi- 
nancial Aid. Undeclared ;uid first- 
year students are not pennilted to 
use die telephone regisu-ation sys- 
tem. 

According to RcgisU-iu-, Judy 
Vogt, "approximately 687 of 22fK) 
students used the telephone regis- 
tration system la.st spring." The 
Regisu-ar's office hopes to increase 
that number until most students arc 
utilizing the system. 




In order to access TRAVIS, stu- 
dents mu.st u.se a touch-tone tele- 
phone or a telephone diat can be 
adapted to a touch-tone mode after 
the correct number has been dialed. 
The system may be activated by 
dialing 804-39.')-2.^26 , if outside 
the 804 area code, .VJ5-2.326 if local, 
or 2326 if on-cmnpus. The tele- 
phone registration schedule is 
printed inside tlie Longwood Col- 
lege Master Schedule of Classes. 
Access will not be permitted to 
TRAVIS prior to Uie times posted in 
die Master Schedule. 

Once connected to die system, a 
voice menu directs students through 
the registration process. A Tele- 
phone Registration Worksheet is 
located in die Master Schedule. This 
work.sheet will provide step by step 
instructions for working with 
TRAVIS. Work.sheeis may also be 
obtiiined from die Registr;ir's of- 
fice. Vogt advi.ses that "students 
must still meet wiUi their advisors to 
select appropriate courses." 

Plea.se note diat students will not 
be pennitted to register if they cur- 
rently have any type of registration 
holds. These include unpaid items 
such as parking tickets and library 
fines. A current listing of ;U1 stu- 
dents widi hold Hags will be avail- 
able ill die lobby of die Registrar's 
Office one week prior to registra- 
tion. 

llie Regisu-ar's Oft ice will ;in- 
swer any questions and provide fur- 
ther information on LR AVIS. Bro- 
chures are al.so aviiilable in iJie lobby 
if assistance is needed after otfice 
hours. Vogt wishes to "encourage 
iill students to find out more about 
and use the telephone registration 
system. It d(x;s not ju.st cut down on 
liie confusion for Uie RegistJiu's 
Office. It also .saves students time 
and helps to avoid the dreaded reg- 
istration lines and wail."

Since Longwtxxl's plan is in 
the rewriting stage. Wells sug- 
gested, "We as students need to be 
involved in diis." 

The fonner SGA President 
personally addressed die SGA 
forum about the college proposal 
issue also, "If you have concerns, 
the best Uiing to do is to write 
them down, so I can IcKik at diem 
in a logical order." 

Later in die meeting, students' 
rights were discussed in tenns of 
the Rugby team being allowed to 
play on Her field. Student Rights 
Chair, Finii Cole, headed diis 
issue. 

Basically, in order for the 
Rubgy team to have permission to 
play on Her, diey would have to 
prove themselves diis weekend by 
playing on die President's field 
widiout die field being iriushed at 
die end of die game. There would 
also have to be a contract signed. 

Widi diis said, di.scussion went 
rampid. Not only were diere 
joking complaints over the 
spelling in the contract written by 
Student Rights committee member 



Jeremy Glesncr, but more seri- 
ously, over questionable discrimi- 
nation. 

"We don't make any other 
orgiuii/ation sign a coniiaci .1 teel 
this is discriminalory," was 
treasurer Jen Sinidi's iein;uk. 

Cole quickly replied saying. 
"This is the only thing we could 
come up with." to get an agiee- 
iiient of possibly having the 
Rugby team on Her field. 

"Are diey even working lowanl 
diis diemselves .'" w;ls the concern 
SGA ftesidciu Jik' Macl'luul hati 
when die di.spute suuied to rise. 

To this Cole replied diat 
actually, "I haven't had Uh) much 
correspondence widi diem " 

Aiding die Rugby teiun's 
defense, Legislative Affairs Chair 
Rob Postel quesdoned how well 
die President's field was policed. 
"If it's on campus, (die audience 
is) not able to get away widi 
bringing a cwiler to die game." 

SmiUi sided with Postel saying, 
"I feel very wrong dial die Rugby 
team is held responsible for 
something they don't have control 
over." 

Arrington concluded the 




discrimination discussion .saying,

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Learning Disabilities

Resc;uch conducled by Long- 
wood graduaic Diane Majcwski to 
delcnniiie cuircni liends in faculty 
perceptions about learning disabili- 
ties showed more positive attitudes 
low.'uds students witJi learning dis- 
abilities and a willingness to pro- 
vide classroom accommodations. 
Mer tJiesis was entitled Faculty Per- 
ception Attitude. Knowlcdof iin^j 
AccomincKlalions Ibr Students with 
Leaining Disabilities . 

Diane Majcwski and Dr. Patricia 
Whitlield .sent a memo to faculty 
incmbers to inlbrin them ol ilie the- 
sis results, "l-acully had a positive 
attitude, but lacked generaJ knowl- 
edge concerning learning disabili- 
ties," tJic memo states. To under- 
stand the results, it is importiuit to 
deHne what le;uning disabilities ;ue 
and how a more complete uiuler- 
standing ot the del iniiion could have 
changed the outcome. 

According to a text-book defini- 
tion supplied by Dr. Whitfield, the 
Specific Learning Disabilities Act 
of l%9 defines lemiiing disabilities 
as "Children with special learning 
disabilities exhibit a disorder in ime 
or more of the basic p.sychologic;il 
processes involved in understand- 
ing or using spoken or written lan- 
guages. The.se may be manifested in 
di.sordersoflisleniiig, thinking, talk- 
ing, reading, writing, spelling or 
aritJmietic. They include conditions 
which have been referred to as per- 
ceptual hanilicaps, brain injury, 
minim;ilbiaindysfunction, dyslexia, 
developmental aphasia, etc." 

Dr. Whitfield provided some la- 
mi liar exiunples of leiiniing disabili- 
ties that professors might not be 
aware students have. "Dyslexia is 
the inability to read, sometimes ;il- 
fecting writing; dysgraphia is the 
inability to write, even with proper 
insUuction; and dysciilculia is the 
inability to grasp math and iuitJi- 
metic concepts. A person may have 
one or all of tJie.se examples." 

There are two important things 
to note about this definition, lirst, 
this del iiiition goes on to slate learii- 
ingdisabiliiies "do not include learn- 



ing problems Vhich ;ue due prima- 
rily to visual, hciuingor mot or handi- 
caps, to mental ret;udalioii, emo- 
tional disturbance or toenvironmen- 
t;il disadvantage," 

Second, it is important to know 
that students with learning disabili- 
ties have "average to above average 
intelligence," according to Dr. 
Whitfield, and usually students ;ue 
"not able to perfonn at their grade 
level due to .some inability that has 
notJiinglodowilluheir intelligence." 
To accomplish her research, 
Diiuie Majcwski had Dr. Whitfield 
.send out l'Mc|uestioniiaires, to pre- 
vent any bias from Diane's former 
professors. Ms. Majcwski received 
this number from liistilutioiiiiJ Ad- 
vancement, however not all of the 
l')4 "faculty" may have been actu- 
ally leaching in (he classiXHnns. She 
had 'J.^ respond to the questionnaire. 
I-'rom herrese;uch, Ms. Majcwski 
suinmari/ed in the memo, Uiat "H()'7( 
of the faculty responding believed it 
was possible to teach students witJi 
learning disabilitieselfeclively" and 
"M9( of die respondents believed 
leaching students with leiuning dis- 
abilities could be very rewarding." 
However, "only 287( knew when to 
provide assistance to students with 
Iciuniiig disabilities and 4^7( knew 
how to offer assistance" to these 
students. 

Ms. Majewski addres.scs. in her 
review of literature on the subject, 
the need to properly assess iJie needs 
of students. For example, studies 
show that the average reading level 
of community cHillegc students with 
learning disabilities isai the Sth grade 
level. Professors need this informa- 
tion "ill Older to modify tlie instruc- 
tion when appropriate." 

"Most importantly," Ms 
Majewski writes, "whether the defi- 
cit be in reading, math or written 
expression, appropriate modilka- 
tioiis are vital to the success ol col- 
lege students willi learning di.sabili- 
lies. Laculty attitudes and knowl- 
edge can have an impact on students 
il the faculty are not informed about 
common academic deficits which 
plague college students with learn- 
ing disabilities." Interestingly 



enough, "M7< of the res|-K)ndeiits 
.shared the belief that all of us are 
disabled to some degree." 

The memo conliiiues, "An over- 
whelming number of faculty re- 
sponding were willing to provide 
classroom and examination accom- 
modations." I 'or example. "y.V/r of 
the faculty agreed to provide an in- 
dividual testing room to reduce dis- 
traciions." And 'V{)9( agreed to 
allow students with learning dis- 
abilities to ta|x: record lectures and 
request a special seating arraiige- 
meiil." However, in class inleipiet- 
ers and ;iJternate exiunination melh- 
ods did not score percentages as 
favorably high. 

It is oul-of-class accommodations 
that faculty were hesitant about of- 
fering. Ihiee im|-K)riaiil result per- 
centages "support the faculty's be- 
lief in maintaining academic stan- 
dards," Ms. Majewski's memo ex- 
plained. First, "^l'y( of the faculty 
did not agree with providing course 
substitutions or waivers " SccoikI. 
"only y/f of the faculty responding 
believed post secondary education 
slaiidiirds should be (lit fei cut tor stu- 
dents with learning disabilities." 
And liiird. "only \47i oftheiespon 
dents believed people with a learn- 
ing disability should Ivexenipilroin 
some gr.tduation leqimemenls" 

Some ol die reasons loi tins were 
expres.sed in Iheeomiiiciii seeiionol 
thequesiioiinaiie Some hesiiatioiis 
were due to the miseoiiception llial 
learning disabled means lower IQ, 
la/y and unmotivated. Again, it 
could be that the lack of a clear 
definition may have affected the re- 
sults of Majewski's research 

Overall, tJie results ;ue favorable 
tow;u"ds proles.sors being willing to 
help students with learning di.sabili- 
ties. Dr. Patricia Whitfield feels the 
most impoilant Lliing students with 
learning disabilities need to know is 
that the Learning Center is here on 
c;uiipus to help. If anyone has a 
learning disability, il is impoiiani to 
work with the Learning Center for 
support. Accommoilations can be 
made and students with learning dis- 
abilities can succeed

Housing Shortage Creates 
Cramp in Co-Ed Lifestyle

In leceni years, longwood Col- 
lege has had more students enrolled 
than tJiey could house on campus. 
I'his is in part due to die higher 
number of returning students each 
ycitf. More students return seeking 
advanced degrees and fewer siu- 
denis inuisler or drop out. The stale 
keeps constant the number of siu- 
dents to be enrolled each ye;u', but 
Ihis slandiud fails to account for the 
higher nuinberofretuniing students: 
thus creating a housing shortage. 

According to the Board of Visi- 
tors, Longwood isaresidentialciun- 
pus. This means that all siudentsare 
required to live on campus unless 
.speciiil circumstances arise. This 
yefu' 2407 students ;ue housed on 
campus. Approximately LSOolihem 
are freshmen are in expanded hous- 
ing, lixpanded housing means that 
three or four jx'oplc share a room 
originally intended for two or three. 
If they are unable to "unexpand" 
during Ihe first semester, Uiey are 
given a 25'/( di.scouni on dieir room 
fee. 

lixpanded housing is not the only 
way the Housing Office de.ds with 
Ihe shortage of space. Sometimes, 
the college must house studenis in 
area motels. Often, students who 
turn paperwork in late or me late to 
enroll end up in such housing. This 
year, ten male studenis spent l.S 
days in a loc;il motel until pro|X'ron- 
campus housing could be found. 
Space becomes available oii-cam- 



pusiLsstudentseitherdrop-oul.Uans- 
fer out or move off c;unpus. Motel 
housing had not been utili/ed in two 
yeiirs. 

With such a shortage of housing, 
one might ask why Uie college does 
not sijnply build a new residence 
hall. According to Richard Hurley, 
Vice President for Business Affairs, 
tiie college simply cannot afford it. 
Private donations and stale allotted 
funds cannot be used for new con- 
struction. Ihe state feels dial "us- 
ers" should pay the costs for ;iJl non- 
academic buildings. Such buildings 
are considered "sludent .service 
buildings" and ;ue paid for through 
"u.ser charges". Those chmges ;u"e 
included in the students' room and 
boiud fee. Most of that fee is used 
solely to imiintiun Uie residence halls. 
The money goes to pay for the Resi- 
dence Life Stiiff, loan debts on pre- 
existing buildings and genend up- 
keep. What is left is put into Ihe 
"Building ConsUuclion and Repair 
Fund" which is used to renovate and 
repiuralreadyexistingsuiicturesand 
lo build new residence halls. With 
such a. small percentage of the money 
.sel aside for new coiistruelion, it 
could take years for the college to 
save enough for a new residence 
hall 

Flowever, according lo Hurley, 
the college has plans to renovate 
French, Tabb, and Rullner in order 
to create space for iiioie residential 
rooms. The plan consists ol two 
plia.ses. Phase I will involve the 
moving of academic offices already 
in Tabb, i'rench and Soulh Rullner 



in order to create 100 more beds. 
Phase II involves renovating F.ast 
;uid Main Ruft'ner in order m create 
75 more beds. This section will ;dso 
have air conditioning. Construction 
is due lo begin in .huiuiuy of 1W6 
and is estimated to be completed by 
September 1996. 

As far as new con.structioii by the 
college is concerned. Hurley .said," 
Nothing new will be done for 
awhile," Longwood spent neiu^ly .S 
million dolhus to build ARC, our 
newest residence haJI and plans lo 
spend 8 million to build a new din- 
ing hall/studeni union. These two 
costly endeavors prevent die school 
from being able U) fund new resi- 
dence hall consti-uciion. 

However, according to Davis 
Rettig, Director of I lousing, the col- 
lege plans lo hire private contractors 
to build apartment complexes on 
land Longw(K)d already owns or 
plans to purchase. The contractors 
would ilien lease liie complexes back 
to die college. This space would be 
u,sed lo hou.se Ciraduate Students, 
imuTied students, non-traditional stu- 
dents and some seniors. Ihe addi- 
lioniil cost would be ab.sorbed by the 
residents of tiiose, complexes. An 
REC-type individmd wouldoversee 
Uie residents. lun;d plans and con- 
struction ;u"e estimated lo begin 
williin the next two years. 

For now, die Housing OITice tries 
to handle liie housing shortage as 
best Uiey can. Through planned 
renovations and private developers. 
Housing hopes loidleviate Ihe prob- 
lem within die next few years.

The "Night Walkers" is the cam- 
pusescori service and composes only 
orundcrgnKJuatesiudciiis whose job 
i( is lo provide s;ile passage across 
campus to anyone requesting it, 

Niglit Walkers patrol tJicaunpus 
lliursday loSundiiy from H:(X)pni lo 
12:(K)iun and later on weekends. 
Iliey have been in existence lor 
about four yejirs and have about 20 
members this year. 

Night Walkers do iiol have auto- 
mobiles but they try lo jurivc at the 
studeni.s location as scMin as pos- 
sible. 

A student who wishes to become 
a Night Walker must give lliein his/ 
her name, phone nuiriber, and box 
iiuinber. Atonseiit toa background 
check is also required and any stu- 
dent who has a previous record ol a 
misdemeanor or felony is ineligible. 
.Students must also maintain a 2 (I 
(il'A or higher. 
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A .student who becomes a Nighi 
Walker is given a I-. shin, I'lashliglii. 
;md "wcdkie-lalkie" bul is not al- 
lowed to have weapons or be in- 
volvedin police ;ill;urs.Nighl Walk- 
ers do report sluubs thai need lo be 
trimmed, lights liiat need lo be re- 
placed, or anyUiing el.se liial may 
cause .safety hazjirds. 

Night Wfilkersiire usually on duty 
twice a month and are allowed to be 
anywhere; Uiey do noi have lo be 
constantly patrolling (he campus, 
but they must answer ilieir radios 
when called upon. 

The Night Walkers depend on 
student suppoil in their meinbcrship 
and ( 'huck Moss stated, "We need 
sludenls as much as sludeiils need 
us." 

SludenLs do not have to (e;u^ the 
Night Walkers if they :utj intoxi- 
cated on die weekend but feel ihey 
need an escort. Night Widkerswork 
on die basis of anonyniiiy and even 
if. forexmnple, a Ireshinaii is drunk 
but feels un.safe widking across cam- 
pus late at night, the Night Walkers 

win not .say anything about the stu- 
dent to the police. 

Another reason one should not 
feel uncomfortable about calling the 
Night W:dkers call is iliat, "they do 
not want to boUier iJiein." The Night 
Walkers ;ue here lo provide service 
to the student body and you are not 
bothering them if you c;dl. 

l-'reshmen and sophomores are 
the suougest memhorsof iheNigtu 
Walkers due to the fact dial seniors 
tend lo phase oul and new leader- 
ship is required. 

The main emphasis of the Walk- 
ers slated by I .auia I laga-K ice, "is to 
be die eyes and cars of the police 
department on campus and Uy and 
help the community be a saler place 
for everyone."

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Restructuring Plan 
Takes Shape

The Geiiend Assembly in April 
of 1994 passed an Appropriations 
Act requiring Virgniia's institutions 
othighcrleiuiiinytoreslructurc their 
adininisuations and acadennc de- 
partments in order to "provide more 
efficiently and etlectively tor the 
education of Virginia's students 
during this and subsequent ye;us." 

In order to tullill this mandate, 
Uie State Council ol Higher luluea- 
tion tor Virginia (SCHI-:V) devel- 
oped a set of criteria which all insti- 
tutions are required to meet. As a 
result. President Willi;un I-. Donill 
then formed the College Planning 
Advisory (\)mmittee in early May 
of 1994, in order to develop 
Longwood's own Restructuring 
plan. 

The plan was linaJi/ed and ap- 
proved by the Board ol Visitors af- 
ter a period of about lour months. 
Copies were then submitted to boUi 
SCHEV and Uie Secretaiy of lldu- 
cation on September Isi and has 
since been revised as requested by 
the Ciovemor's office. 

The plan involves focusing on 
five major areas ot action: 

Part I of the Restructuring plan 
involves improving its adimnistra- 
tive efficiency by ehminating one 
vice -presidential position, tliat of 
Research aiid liifonnalion Systems, 
aiid distributing those duties to an- 
oUier vice-president and other ad- 
minisuative staff members. 

Also, increa.sed efficiency will 
be made po.ssible by making fuller 
useof telecommunications capabili- 
ties .dready available. Plans c;dl for 
cutting down on the cunenl paper 
exchange on campus and instead 
interacting by meiuis of the fiber 
optic network which connects most 
adminisualive and faculty dep;ut- 
menls electronically. 

This includes reducing at least 
2.S percent of the college's aiuuial 
$.'i(),(K)0 paper cost. This will be 
done by miiximizing on-campus 1{- 



maii.as wella,s, ulilizingthe Internet 
for various iidormational services. 
In Fart II of die ResUucturiiig 
plan, the goal is to improve aca- 
demic efficiency through changes 
in the school cuniculum. This part 
of the plan is likely to have die most 
direct effect on students. 

One significant change is reduc- 
ing the graduation requirements for 
baccalaureate degrees lo a maxi- 
mum of 120 hours. 

According lo the revised version 
of the college restructuring plan, the 
proposed reduction in required credit 
hours will be made primarily in 
major and clecti ve courses di us keep- 
ing die Cieiieral Hducalion cunicu- 
lum in tact. This plan hopes to save 
S1(X),(HK) in adjunct faculty salaries. 

A wider range of programs in 
Summer I99.S will be available as 
the schcxil works toward a possible 
three year baccalaureate alternative 
lo die u^adilional four year degree 
I he restmctuiing re[X)ri explains thai 
a l.^i week traditional semester will 
be offcivd III (he suinincr iii ailditioii 
to the regular five-week terms. 

"To determine student interest 
we will offer at least two majors on 
the three-ye;y cycle beginning in 
die Fall of 199.S," the plan states. 

Under-enrolled classes, de- 
scribed by Dr. Darryl Poole, Vice- 
President of Academic Affairs as 
having fewer thsui ten students, will 
be eliminated by means of a new 
pruning prcx-'ess that expects to can- 
cel 10 cla.s.ses per seniesier. 

I'iii.'dly, Part 11 of the Restructur- 
ing plan calls for a major reduction 
of reinedi;il course offerings, par- 
ticuhuiy in the departments of Madi 
and English. According to Dr. Poole, 
die possible significance for students 
is dial those who score poorly on a 
placement lest in Math or linglish, 
and ;ue required lo take an OS I class 
for placement, may he told to seek 
such remedial eilucalioii elsewhere 
Dr. Poole commeiiled on the 
changes to be brought about by the 



Re.struclunng plan by saying, "diis 
set of changes is only the first in 
several years' worth diat will lake 
place. Only a few diiiigs will allecl 
students diis year." 

Part III of the ResUucturing plan 
is conccrnetl mainly widi a review 
of faculty appoiiilments and the de- 
velopment of a procedure for post- 
tenure review According to Dr. 
Poole, the Boiud of Visitors decided 
on a need for review ol leiuiie Presi- 
dent Dorrill will assemble a com- 
mittee specific;illy for this purpose. 
Another plan to increase faculty 
productivity includes possible re- 
structuring of the college's indi- 
vidual schools and departments. An 
example oftliis would be the School 
of Business and liconomics' pro- 
posal of eliminating its three depari- 

meiiis in order to streamline clli- 
cieiiey. 

I he elimination of departments 
by ilic .Sciiool ol Business and Ico- 
noniics hopes lo sa\c S7,s(H) aiiiui- 
ally as well as live up lacully lor die 
aildilionol SIX new classes pei aca- 
demic year 

Part IV of the Restructuring |ilan 
calls lor a leiluelion of Adminisira- 
live costs and an iinprovemeni of 
ser\ices by piivali/alion in areas 
sucii as tiic cuinpuler cciiler, grouiiils 
maiiilcnancc. and sIikIciiI health scr- 
Mccs fills pio|>osal iiUeiids to cut 
appmxiiiiaiely'M)posiiioiislroiiiihc 
prcscni stale pa\roll. 

Part V addresses the use ol die 
lelecommuiiicalioiis services by call- 
ing lor an cflicieiil link-up lor dis- 
tance learning Ixivvecn I oiigwooil's 
main campus and its llalilax/Soulli 
Boston Conlmuing I'ducalion Cen- 
ter 

When asked wlial the Rcslruc- 
luiiiig plan means lor siudenls here, 
I )r. l'(K)le replied, "( )ver tunc, I .ong- 
woikI Is going lo have lo change in 
lundainental ways, the way it oilers 
education aiul disseiiiinaies kimwl- 
edge. Ullimalely, it will have a 
prolound inipacl on how students 
view iheii own education."

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Independent Coleman 
Practical Alternative

Over the past twelve years it 
seems that Marshall Coleman has 
made more come-backs than Jason 
or Freddie Krueger. Yet, the North- 
ern Virginia lawyer continues his 
ambition of representing the com- 
monwealth. 

This year, Coleman, the former 
Attorney General, finds himself in 
the unfamiliar position of running 
without the support of the Republi- 
can Party. When the state GOP 
nominated conservative Oliver 
North to run against Chuck Robb for 
the US Senate, Coleman stepped 
back into the political arena at the 
request of Republican Senator, John 
Warner. 

It is Warner who earlier this year 
transcended party lines and spoke 
out against North as "unfit to repre- 
sent Virginia." EnterColcman who, 
after devastating defeats for gover- 
nor in 1981 and K9, is vying to 
become a clean alternative to what 
he feels are two tainted candidates. 

A moderate conservative from 
the "mountain valley" genre that 
produced such former Republican 
govei'nors as Linwood Hollon and 
John Dalton, Coleman's platform is 
based on the idea of a minimal role 
of the federal government m state 
and loc-al affairs, 

"I do not believe that govern- 
ment can solve all our problems," 
Coleman says in his Leticr to the 
People of Virginia, a campaign cir- 
cular outlining his agenda. "There 
are too many of us and our circum- 
stances arc too varied for the strait- 
jacket iif rigid federal laws." 

Coleman's traditional conserva- 
tive stances have been coupled wiih 
nuiderate views on subjects such as 
abortion and iciiguHi in schools This 
has increa.sed the wedge between 
himself and the right wing of the 
(iOP .Xccording to t'olciiuin, ihc 
government should he icit uui of 
these disputes 

"I h,i\c come to the conclusion 
that my personal opposition to abor- 
tion should not be ir.insl.iicd into 
law," Coleman slates " li is such 
a deeply peis.uuil issue ih.il go\crn- 
mcni should not inlei\ene mi ciiher 
siilc." 



On the topic of education, 
Coleman supports as much state and 
local control as possible while keep- 
ing federal intervention to a mini- 
mum. 

"We must continue to reduce in- 
trusion and restore more local con- 
trol, discipline, basic academics, and 
parental involvement," Coleman 
says. "I support vouchers, lax cred- 
its and other tools which give par- 
ents a choice and encourage compe- 
tition in the education system." 

A believer in "truth-in-sentenc- 
ing" provisions, Coleman believes 
that the federal government could 
help the states with prison grants, as 
well as, new regional federal pris- 
ons whose space could be leased by 
states with overflow problems. 
Keeping Virginia's death penalty 
option out of the control of the fed- 
eral government is also a top prior- 
ity. 

Keeping to his moderate Repub- 
lican tone, Coleman supports the 
right to bear arms with one main 
exception. 

"Policemen will see weapons on 
the streets of our cities that we will 
never see in the hands of sportsmen 
and hunters," Coleman contends. "I 
believe possession of those assault 
weapons should be banned, just like 
machine guns and bazookas are to- 
day." 

Like most Republicans, Coleman 
believes that the Clinton Adminis- 
tration IS losing its grip on foreign 
policy. 

"Because of the current 
administration's foreign policy vac- 
illation, we are losing international 
respect and increasing international 
instability," Coleman says. "We 
need to take the lime to set our 
national course, domestic and lor- 
eign, and then stick with it." 

A Graduate of the University of 
Virginia and its Law school, 
Culeman is a veteran of the Marine 
Corps and currently resides in 
Mclean. 




North Looking to Join 
his Former Detractors

Traveling the commonwealth; 
speaking before crowds of support- 
ers, Oliver North has brought the 
Virginia Senatorial race to the atten- 
tion of a national audience. Never 
before in the state's recent history 
has a political campaign received 
such wide attention. 

With support from conservatives 
and riding a wave of anti-incumbent 
sentiment, North has sustained a 
campaign that many said would not 
hold up when he announced his can- 
didacy last January. 

In June, many said that the North 
bid for the Republican nomination 
for the senate would splinter the 
party. While the defection of Mar- 
shal Coleman has made a few ripples 
in the party, many in the GOP have 
rallied behind the retired Marine 
Lieutenant Colonel. 

Much of his popularity is based 
on his 1987 Iran-Contra involve- 
ment which has given him an anti- 
establishment perception to many 
angry with Congress. Nevertheless, 
North' s stormy past has caused many 
of his enemies to speak out against 
him. 

Regardless of the Iran-Contra 
convictions (that were eventually 
overturned). North has laid out a 
conservative agenda that has stabi- 
lized his base support and helped 
him to reach out to those dissatisfied 
with the current state ol the tederal 
Government. 

An opponent of big government. 
North lists reducing the tenure of 
our public officials as means of giv- 
ing the government back to the 
people. 

"Americans need a government 
that puts a premium on solving prob- 
lems, instead ul pic|iaring itself for 
the next cieciioii," North said in his 
24 page Ai^emlii lor Clitoii^e "I'll 
fight foraconslitulional aiiiciuiiiient 
limiting their terms ot senators to 
two terms or 12 years." 

North has stood behind this policy 
by piiimisiiiL' lo sci AC no more than 
tvso terms il elected. 

Similar lo his conscrvalisc op- 
ponent, Marsluill Culeman, North 
believes ih.ii the nation's education 
s\ sU'iii can he unproved through the 



right for parents to have the choice 
of public, private or home .school- 
ing. However, he prefers tuition tax 
credits to school vouchers because 
of the government entanglements 
involved. 

"I will fight any efforts to intro- 
duce 'outcome based education' that 
promotes political correctness in- 
stead of academic achievement," 
North says. 

North's other education propos- 
als range improving computer and 
library facilities in the nation's 
schools to direct funding to school 
hoards for localized education re- 
form. 

The right to bare arms is a key 
issue for North and his supporters 
but his agenda shows little tolerance 
for criminals who use a firearm in 
ccmnmittingacrime. If elected. North 
states that he will support a policy 
that ". . . demands convictions for 
firearms offenses in those cases 
where a weapon was employed to 
perpetuate the offense." 

Besides his support for the death 
penalty. North supports legislation 
requiring federal prisoners to put in 
an eight hour work day as well as 
having first time non-violent offend- 
ers assist public works projects. This 
crime policy also has a soft siilc as 
North suggests that drug rehabilita- 
tion in federal institutions will de- 
crease the amount of repeat offend- 
ers. 

One issue where North is in clear 
opposition lo his opponents is in the 
area of abortion. It is no secret that 
North is pro-life and he especially is 
concerned with the government's 
policy toward the issue. 

"Often the government won't 
even allow parents to know if their 
teenage daughter is planning to have 
an abortion," North contends. "Yet 
that same government doesn't mind 
paying tor abortions with tax dol 
lars." 

A resident of Clarke County, 
North has been on the conservative 
lecture circuit since 1988 and is the 
co-lounder of Guardian rcchnnlo 
gies International Inc. in lairiax 




Democrat Robb Runs 
on Experience/Record

Six years ago Former Governor 
Charles Robb appeared to be invin- 
cible as he set his sights on the U.S. 
Senate seat of incumbent Paul Tribel. 

Robb was so imposing as a can- 
didate that the Republican Tribel 
retreated by refusing to run for re- 
election and making an ill-fated cam- 
paign for governor. In that senato- 
rial election the GOP put up a sacri- 
ficial lamb candidate in Maurice 
Dawkins as Robb breezed to victory 
with many believing that a run for 
the presidency would not be far 
away. 

So much has changed since that 
1 988 election. Allegations of mari- 
tal infidelity, parties with known 
drug users, and a public feud with 
his successor in the Governor's 
Mansion, Douglas Wilder. 

It was during Robb's feud with 
Wilder that ambitious aides nearly 
landed him an indictment. Now 
with his name cleared from legal 
entanglements. Senator Robb finds 
himself in a struggle with popular 
Republican outsider Oliver North. 

Rarly in the Campaign .season 
things seemed to go from bad to 
worse for the incumbent from 
Mclean. Former Governor, Wilder 
jumped into the race as an indepen- 
dent campaigning on the basis that 
Robb with his past "was not capable 
of leading by example." 

Following his statement on tak- 
ing money "from elderly women 
and children " at the Hampden- 
Sydney debate where he was trying 
to explain the sacrifice citizens will 
have to bear in deficit reduction, 
Robb's campaign had seemed to 
have hit rock bottom. 

Since that September nifhl, how- 
ever, the Senelors ic election bid 
has sccnicd lo lake a turn for the 
licller Wilder has since dropped out 
111 the race and has linally endorsed 
Ins lormer inparty rival thus secur- 
ing his already strong appeal with 
A I ricaii American voters 

As the campaign has dct-'ciier- 
ated into the mud slinging mode, 
Robb's cam[Kiii'ii has cxploilcd the 
denuncKitJiU) 111 iipjioncnt North by 
such peers ,is Ronald Rcis'an and 
Colin Powell. 



Just like North, Robb is a veteran 
of the U.S. Marine Corp with com- 
bat experience and is now begging 
to promote his most marketable as- 
set- political experience. 

This experience includes terms 
as Lieutenant Governor (1978-82); 
Governor (1 982-86); and U.S. Sena- 
tor since 1989. During his freshmen 
term in the upper house, Robb has 
served on the Arms Services , Forign 
Relations, and Budget Commitees. 

During his term Robb contends 
that he has made the right decisions 
for the advancement of the Com- 
monwealth no matter how unpopu- 
lar they may seem. 

Of the recent Congressional 
crime legislation , Senator Robb has 
supported the Brady Bill and bans 
on assault weapons. Robb has also 
sponsored legislation for the elimi- 
nation of automatic "good time" for 
reapeat and violent offenders. 

One aspect of Robb that has 
made him appealing to voters is his 
moderate positions on military is- 
sues and deficite reduction. He has 
promoted military contacts for the 
Hampton Roads area and enraged 
some fellow Democrats by propos- 
ing spending reductions. Neverthe- 
less, his opponents are quick to point 
out his high percentage of voting for 
President Clinton's policies. 

A .staunch critic of school vouch- 
ers. Senator Robb has supported 
conceptual educational ideas such 
as Project Head Start and the Na- 
tional Service Legislation for col- 
lege students. 

Along with his opponents, 
theincumbant supports the Balanced 
Budget Ammendment and the Line- 
Item Veto but he does not support 
the idea of Congressional tenn lim- 
its. 

A graduate of The University of 
Wisconsin and the University of 
Virginia Law School, Robb is mar- 
ried to the former Lynda Bird 
Johnson; daughter of Lyndon 
Johnson

I icccntly read in Thv Rotunda 
Ihai ;is part <>l I.ongwood's reslruc- 
tiiniig proposal remedial (051) 
courses will be phased out to cut 
ciisl atid increase instilulional elTi- 
ciciu y I have some concerns about 
how the proposed chanjjcs would 
a((ect Longwood's minority popu- 
lation. I'm worried that theelimma- 
iion ()( such courses woujd jeopar- 
di/c the collegiate careers of cnler- 
mg minority students. I also feel the 
proposed plan would place an un- 
necessary burden on their transition 
to college. 

The article mentioned the restruc- 
turing plan would eliminate the re- 
medial courses currently ollered and 
students would be forced to seek 
additional help from alternative 
sources. I.ongwood has the primary 
responsibility of educating its stu- 
dents, liliminating these courses 
would place an unnecessary burden 
on entering minority students. Aside 
irom the general problems associ- 
alc(\ witti (heir transition to college, 
they will he confronted with many 
problems that they will need t( (over- 
come to achieve and maintain suc- 
cessful academic careers. Students 
should not have to search lor a ser- 
vice (hat should be Longwood's in- 
herent responsibility. 

As a result of the elinunation o( 
remedial courses, it is probable 
i .ongwood will raise its admissions 
standards for prospective students; 
consec|uenlly, there will be a heavier 
reliance on standardized tests, such 
as, the .SAT and ACT There is 
niiisidci able debate concerning how 
well iIrsc tests ailcquatcly measure 
a student's learning ability. This 
would cause an increased number of 
potentially capable minority students 
to be lemoved Irom consideration 
loi admittance to l.ongwooil. 

I scored jioorly on both the math 
emalics and finplish portions of the 
•SA T As a result, I was placed in 
luiglish OS I I'Ir- course was ex 
tremelv bcnclicuil to my academic

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7.5 % Reduction 

in Summer School 1\iition

In an effort to half the trend of 
decliningenrollment,theLongwood 
Board of Visitors agreed to reduce 
summer school tuition by 7.5 per- 
cent during their regularly sched- 
uled meeting Saturday. 

"This is an effort to encourage 
larger enrollment," Finance Com- 
mittee Chair, Franklin Slayton an- 
nounced to the Board. "[Summer 
School] Enrollment for the past three 
years has been declining." 

In order to improve academic 
efficiency, Longwood has planned 
to offer a regular 15 week summer 
semester with a larger variety of 
classes available in order to help 
students attain their degrees in a 
shorter period of time. 

Another related part of the 
school's restructuring plan calls for 
encouraging students in certain ma- 
jors to finish degree requirements in 
three years thus making the summer 
session an important part of the aca- 
demic year. 

"Summer School is a major fac- 
tor in our restructuring," Slayton 
added. "This is the first step in 
making that new semester more ap- 
pealing to students." 

Restructuring continues to be the 
central focus of the Board who are 
still in a give and take struggle with 
the State Council of Higher Educa- 



tion (SCHEV) over the school' s plan 
to reduce costs and increase effi- 
ciency. 

During his President's report to 
the Board, Dr. William F. Dorrill 
announced that he had received feed- 
back on the school's restructuring 
which had been revised and recently 
sent back to SCHEV. This feedback 
contained some good news, as well 
as, bad. 

"We were told that our [restruc- 
turing] plan is on the right track, 
however, we need to press forward 
in the implementation of it," Dr. 
Dorrill said. "The bad news is that 
we aren't as far along as some other 
institutions. 

"Therefore, the staff and Secre- 
tary of Education are not yet pre- 
pared to recommend full acceptance 
of our plan." 

Dr. Dorrill also stated that sev- 
eral other larger state institutions 
had begun their restructuring before 
the General Assembly had written 
the provision into the state budget. 
It was also revealed that Radford 
University, Mary Washington Col- 
lege, Christopher Newport Univer- 
sity, Norfolk State University, and 
Virginia State University were in 
similar situations with SCHEV and 
their restructuring plans. 

"It is interesting to me that we 
have practically all the 
comprehensives [colleges] 'not yet 



ready' and all of the large doctoral 
institutions 'ready to go,' " Dr. 
Dorrill said. "We have made such 
good progress, however, that the 
Secretary of Education and SCHEV 
will recommend no financial penal- 
ties." 

Dr. Dorrill then went on to ex- 
press some of the college's frustra- 
tion on the project." 

"It appears to me that we are 
shooting at a moving target," he 
said. "The 14 standards of restruc- 
turing were only approved by 
SCHEV in July and we appointed a 
planning committee to get started 
with this task. 

"Now we are told that planning is 
not enough." 

Equally frustrated over the state's 
handling of Longwood's restructur- 
ing effort, Slayton hinted at the po- 
litical side of the issue. 



"I can not understand why VMI 
can slip through the net and then 
have Longwood, Mary Washing- 
ton, and Radford come up short," 
Slayton said. 

On the financial side of the meet- 
ing the Board unanimously approved 
a resolution authorizing the use of 
state bonds in order to finance con- 
struction of a new campus Dining 
Hall. Ground breaking for the new 
facility should begin this spring. 



SGA Discusses Titles

Rights to the use of titles and all 
positions are up for termination at 
the end of the session were the main 
issues discussed during the Novem- 
ber I Student Government Associa- 
tion meeting. 

Recently there have been prob- 
lems with officers using their titles 
inappropriately, leading to miscon- 
ceptions that the group they repre- 
sented had the same feelings. 

Brought in as an Executive Policy 
Proposal, Scvita Rye and Zav 
Dadabhoy sent a letter reiterating 
this problem. In the letter, they took 
the stance with the Association of 
College Unions International. 

As staled, representatives of 
groups would not sign their titles or 
positions held to letters of which 
only contained that representative's 
opinions. 



The letter cleariy defined that 
representatives were to only sign 
their titles ifthe entire organizations 
knew of and supported tho.se views. 
Immediately Brock Magoon, 
sophomore class president, flew his 
hand up and said, "I move to say it 
sucks!" Apparently Magoon had 
used his titles in a seminar he had 
given the previous weekend. 

Senator-at-large Sonja Bethea 
pointed out that SGA, along with 
other groups, want to know before- 
hand when they are going to possi- 
bly be placed in an awkward situa- 
tion. 

This went into an intense discus- 
sion between Legislative Affairs 
chair Rob Postel, Bethea and 
Magoon over the fairness of this 
issue. 

Magoon maintained that he loses 
credibility in his seminar or letters 
without using his titles. On the other 
hand, Postel and Bethea felt the or- 
ganization must know before the 
title is used in order to keep from 



possible misrepresentation of an 
organization's opinions. 

In the end, the battle came down 
to these issues: that certain people 
had been elected to their positions, 
and in these positions they represent 
the students, and whatever is said 
may place theirrespective organiza- 
tions into compromising positions. 

The motion came down to a roll- 
call vote with it passing ten to seven. 

Everyone was also reminded that 
all positions are up for termination 
with the encouragement for every- 
one to either run or vote during elec- 
tion time.

He may blame the 
treatment of the female on his poor 
childhood his use of alcohol or drugs. 
Dr. Rodena Ellcrbe gave a speech 
on "Why women stay in abusive 
relationships." In her speech Dr. 
Fllerbc slated, "Women tend lo stay 
in bad relationships due to the fact 
they believe Ihe relationship is the 
best they deserve to be in and, as bad 
as it is, it could be worse if they were 
alone." 



The abufied female believes that 
the relationship may eventually get 
better when the male is in the "good 
husband" role when he is not being 
abusive. The female also tends lo

Abuse can happen any- 
where from high school level on up 
and acknowledging warning signs 
is the best way to prevent abuse 
from happening." Ms. Bruce be- 
lieved that the program was suc- 
cessful in that it taught students how 
to deal with the issues of abu.se or to 
help friends deal with abuse.

stripped. "It wasn't a great mon- 
etary loss," stated Ward. "How- 
ever, I will not put up any more 
elaborate decorations on the bulle- 
tin boards." 

Plants have also disappeared in 
the Career Center. Directory 
Adroniki Fallis reported that "a fern 
was stolen from a hallway that is 
locked at night." Fallis also stated 
thai a few books from the career 
library are missing. However, she 
feels that "these may be attributed to 
students who are forgetful or have 
just missed due dates and need the 
materials longer." 

Sergeant Rhtxles requested that 
"if any students who stayed during 
Fall Break have any information, 
please contact Campus Police." He 
also wishes lo warn students to "se- 
cure and cover valuables during 
Thanksgiving Break and lock bi- 
cycles in dorm rooms not in the 
racks," 

These thefts have caused great 
alarm and disappointment among 
the lacully and staff members in- 
volved. Bracey pointed out that 
students need to be aware that "if 
lliesc occurrences ct)ntinue, less and 
less will be done for the benefit of 
students" She also feels that siu 
dents need lo lake action and report 
any know ledge ot ihe events. "We're 
very disappointed that this has been 
such an easy and popular thing lor 
students lo do."

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that many students have given up on 
the SGA as an effective vehicle to 
arbitrate these grievances. SGA 
meetings usually draw only a hand- 
ful of students and a majority prob- 
ably could not pick the SGA presi- 
dent out of a lineup. 

This is not the time to point lin- 
gers at any individual or group. The 
SGA represents the students, its 
members arc drawn from the stu- 
dent body, and students elect these 
leaders. One weakness in this tri- 
angle and the entire system crumbles. 
Unfortunately many cracks in the 
student representation system has 
led us down this road. 

From one point of view it seems 
that many students, residential and 
commuter, simply feel left out of the 
student government process. This 
happens when the Student Senate 
spends a majority of their allotted 
lime discussing "in-housc" issues 
such as dress codes for meetings, 
attendance policies, and the use of 
their individual titles. 

This would not be the case, how- 
ever, if a firm agenda was set. 
"Whether the topic is student rights, 
parking, or security, the agenda has 
to be set by the students. When a 
firm agenda is not set, a vacuum is 
created which leaves plenty of room 
for much of the in-house quarreling 
that SGA has experienced this se- 
mester. 

Once again, this is not a slam on 
the SGA. It is impossible to criticize 
the Student Government becau.seby 
definition, they are merely an exten- 
sion of the student body. Whenever 
the students show indifference it 
definitely shows in the actions of 
the SGA. 

So the lack of candidates in this 
election appears to be an ominous 
sign of things to come. Needless to 
say the current hierarchy of the Stu- 
dent Government has their work cut 
out for them.

The State Theater destruction 
brought about a great opportunity 
for the Archeology School to show 
their stuff. Often enough, people do 
not know what archeology is all 
about. 

Many, when asked what archeol- 
ogy details, rambled off stories of 
Indian burial sites, Egyptian mum- 
mies and yes, even dinosaur bones. 

These answers were the reasons 
Dr. James William Jordan, Profes- 
sor of Anthropology and head of the 
Archeology Field School Program, 
jumped at the opportunity to exca- 
vate the Theater site. "I wanted 
people who had only heitfd about 
archeology to actually see it." Main 
street, during the Heart of "Virginia 
Festival, gave him this chance. 

On May 7th. 1994, current stu- 
dents from the Archeology Field 
School, graduates of the program 
and even a lew interested high 
schoolers excavated the site of the 
former State Theateron Main Street. 
Under the direction of Dr. Jordan as 
Director of Excavations, the team 
attempted to discover a little bit of 
"hidden" Farmvillc history. 

Dr. Jordan was the first anthro- 
pologist to join the faculty at Long- 
wood. Upon his arrival in 1978, he 
began as an Assistant Professor of 
Anthropology and Coordinator of 
Anthropological Studies, assigned 
to develop three anthropology 
classes for the 1 1 students minoring 
in anthropology. Today Jordan is 
Professor of Anthropology and the 
Director of Ihe Archeology Field 
School. The program now consists 
of 24 courses, including Honors 
courses, internship courses, and the 
summer field school program. 42 
undergraduates are currently en- 
rolled. 

Longwood graduate and current 
archeologist, Brian D. Bates, acted 
as site supervisor for the State The- 
ater. Bates teaches archeology as an 
adjunct faculty member in the De- 
partment of Sociology and Anthro- 
pology and is also the site supervi- 
sor for an excavation project in 
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Fairfax County. Dr. Jordan was 
very plea.sed with Bales' efforts. To 
him, Brian was a "sort of 'native 
son' returning home to make good." 
Jordan explained that the work 
would have been difficult without 
Brian's help, "He deserves a lot of 
credit." 

Southside historian Mrs. Marie 
E. B. DeLaney, compiled the pri- 
mary in formation about the site. She 
found that two families occupied 
the previous State Theater land. 

The first owner of the site was 
George P. Knaul f. He was the piano 
manufacturer of Farmvillc around 
the I830's. Durmg many evenings 
the town's ladies would gather at his 



home to listen to him play. The 
house was assumed to be u.sed as a 
showroom for his business. It is also 
believed that Knauff had a drinking 
problem, and as business slowed, 
this habit increased. As a result of 
ihe decrease in business, Knauff 
went bankrupt and moved to Rich- 
mond. 

Physician, Dr. William Henry 
Robertson, became the second owner 
of the site. Robertson was born in 
Amelia County in 1829. He gradu- 
ated from the University of "Vir- 
ginia, and later the University of 
Pennsylvania. He married Eliza-

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Longwood Honors its Military Veterans

November 1 1th marks the an- 
nual observance of Veteran's Day. 
At I .ongwood we recogni/.c the fifty 
plus military veterans among our 
faculty, and the several veterans who 
are now students. According to the 
Financial Aid office, an average of 
fifty studcntsaycar receive veteran's 
benefits, many for their own service 
and many for the service of a parent. 
Originally called Armistice Day, 
Novcmhcr 1 1, 19 19, marked theend 
of World War I. In 1954 the name 
was changed to Veteran's Day to 
honor veterans of World Wars I and 
II as well as the Korean War. Now, 
Veterans Day is celebrated in re- 
membrance of the service of all mili- 



tary veterans. 

Among our current faculty, there 
are veterans who served during the 
Korean War in the 1 950's as well as, 
veterans of the recent Gulf War. In 
addition, the Military Science de- 
partment employs several members 
of the U.S. Army currently on active 
duty, and runs a training program 
for future Army officers. 

Marshall Hall, Associate Pro- 
fe.s.sorof HLstory, served in the U.S. 
Navy from 1951 to 1955. Hall re- 
flected on his service, "My experi- 
ence in the military I thought very 
worthwhile. I learned a good deal 
and always got a fair shake from the 
Navy. I'm glad I had the opportu- 
nity to serve." 

Hall, who earned the rank of Lieu- 
tenant J.G. while with the Navy, 
also pointed out several Longwood 



faculty who are also veterans. 
Among these was Dr. Kitter of the 
Math Department, now retired. 
Kitter was a "true hero," according 
to Hall. Kitter served during World 
War II, and witnessed the Bataan 
death march. 

From the Vietnam era, Ms, Debby 
€ooper, in the Human Resources 
Department, served with the Medi- 
cal Core of the Army from 1969 to 
1971. In addition to Ms. Cooper, 
many other faculty members served 
during the Vietnam Era. Due to 
privacy regulations, the employee 
relations office could not relca.se the 
names of any veterans, but there are 
at least six faculty who served dur- 
ing the Vietnam era. These Vietnam 
veterans teach in such areas as an- 
thropology, education, English, hu.si- 
ness, and physical education. 



One veteran of the Gulf War, 
Master Sergeant Knox, who cur- 
rently teaches in the Military Sci- 
ence department, has been a mem- 
ber of the Army for 19 years. Knox 
feels that the treatment of veterans 
by the general public was very good 
after Desert Storm. Knox served 
with the 3rd Armored Cavalry Regi- 
ment in Saudi Arabia and Iraq. He 
also pointed out the "team building 
and leadership aspect of military 
service" not experienced in ordi- 
nary life. 

Did you know that Longwood 
even had a Military Science pro- 
gram? It may be one of the best kept 
"secrets" here on campus. Currently 
53 students (43 male, 10 female) 
participate in the Reserve Officers 
Training Corps offered through the 
Military Science department. De- 



partment Chair Lt. Col., Sheridan 
has served 1 8 years in the Army and 
points out that the R.O.T.C. pro- 
gram has many benefits to offer in- 
terested students. 

Those who participate in the 
R.O.T.C. program lia\e ihe oppor 
(unity to receive sctioiaiships Irom 
the Army as well as Longwood. anti 
to earn $!(){) a month while attend 
ing school. Uponcompieiionof the 
program, students arc coniinissioned 
as 2nd Lieutenants in the Army and 
serve up to H years on active or 
reserve duty, 

Tlie R.O.T.C. program is not all 
the Military Science Department 
offers. Open to all students are 
classes in Leadership that, while 
slanted toward the military, offer 
basic leadership skills applicable in 
many professions, namely leaching. 



Sheridan said the leadership classes 
also "lei students know that the iiuli- 
tarv isn't |ust about (iomer I'vic " In 
fad, some of the latest lileiature on 
leadership uses strategies originally 
uscil by the military. 

On being a veteran. Hall. Knox, 
and Sheridan weie positive about 
public opinion on veterans Sheridan 
staled, "the ( iiil tvvar allowed people 
to show piide m liie military and 
ended ihe anli inililary sentiment 
associated with Vietnam ' He be 
lieves that "overall ihe population 
of the U.S. appreciates the military 
and IS happy to have an Army strong 
and smart enough to protect Ihe in 
teiests ot the nation." 

As we refiecl, with honor and 
gratitude, on the duliful wartime and 
peacelime mililary service ol many 
members oil ong wood.

Big Brothers and 
Sisters Are 
In the Making

On November 2nd, concerned 
community members gathered to 
di.scuss the possibility of a Big 
Brother, BigSister program in Prince 
Edward County. 

The program was originally pro- 
posed several years ago, but there 
was not enough interest to get it 
started. This meeting, though, 
brought out 22 members of the com- 
munity, a large contingent of which 
were social service agencies, school 
boards, and churches. Longwood 
was represented by Dr. James 
Hodgson, Professor of Sociology, 
Hilton Hallock who is Director of 
Student Services, and assistants of 
Dr. Dorrill. 

While much enthusiasm was 
shown for the program, it is still in 
the works. The overall goal of the 
group is to establish some form of 
mentoring program for the children. 
A steering committee, consisfing of 
eight members from each of the ser- 
vice agencies and churches, is try- 



ing to decide the feasibility of the 
program. Within the next two weeks 
the committee hopes to sit do wn and 
set up a strategy. 

While it is up to the local chapter 
as to who gets a 'big sibling'. Dr. 
Hodgson has described it as priority 
based. Most likely it will deal with 
children in single parent homes who 
are in need of a role model. 

Longwood' s part in the program 
is yet undecided because of the re- 
quirements to be a big sibling. It 
requires a three to four year commit- 
ment of several hours a week. Be- 
cause of Ihe time schedule of the 
average college student, it is diffi- 
cult to make that commitment. 

Dr. Hodgson has different ideas. 
He hopes to help out by having the 
college hold fund-raisers«

For the 1995-96 academic year 
students will be receiving their re- 
newal applications from the U.S.

The college choice from 94-95 
will be pre-printed and there will be 
a block to check to indicate that will 
be your college choice for 95-96. 
This must be checked before the 
information will be relea.sed to Long- 
wood. This is extremely important 
since the Financial Aid Office will 
be receiving no other documents to 
determine the student's eligibility 
or need. 

If the student does not receive a 
renewal application by the last day 
of fall semester classes, he or she 
should stop by the Financial Aid 
Office to pick up a Free Application 
for Federal Student Aid. The prior- 
ity filing date for returning students 
is March 15, 1995. 

In an attempt to respond to the 
needs of the student body, the Fi- 
nancial Aid Office is planning to 
issue 1995-96 award letters to re- 
turning students by the end of the 
Spring '95 semester. To ensure that 
the students receive the financial aid 
package needed, they should adhere 
to the March 15 priority filing date. 
As always, the students are en- 
couraged to c(mimunicate with the 
office should any special circum- 
stances or considerations. i,c. a par- 




ent nas lost a job, or you will have 
overload fees added to your costs, 
etc.

Once the Student Aid Report

The unofficial debut of the 1994- 
95 Longwood men's basketball team 
ended on a sour note Monday night 
as the Kentucky Crusaders pinned 
an 8 1 -7 1 setback on the host Lancers 
in an exhibition game in Lancer Hall. 
In the midst of the defeat, 
Cumberland native Roderick Trent 
played well for Longwood, emerging 
as the team's leading scorer and 
rebounder. 

Longwood, 23-6 a year ago, got 
in early foul trouble against the 
Crusaders, a team of former college 
stars who lost at Kentucky Wesleyan 
Sunday and at Liberty Tuesday. 
With LC sharpshooter DeVonnc 
Johnson limited to three minutes 
time in the opening half by three 
quick fouls, Longwood trailed 38- 
30 at the break. 

The Lancers stayed close with 
Trent scoring nine of his team-high 
15 points in the second half, but no 
closer than four points down. With 
6:04 left, Longwood. senior J. B.Neill 
converted a rebound bucket to close 
the gap to 62-58, but the Crusaders 
nailed their free throws over the 
final moments to seal the win. 

Trent, a junior who transferred to 
Longwood from West 'Virginia State, 
was an all-district performer at 
Cumberland High School just three 
years ago. Playing again in his home 
area seemed to agree with the 6-5, 
219-pound lefthander. 

Trent hit 3 of 5 shots from the 
floor and9of lOfree throws, making 
7 of 8 from the charity stripe in the 
second half. He also grabbed a 
team-high nine rebounds. 
Repeatedly, Trent was able to receive 
the ball near the basket, go up strong. 



and draw fouls. Despite his solid 
play, 1 1 points from John.son, 10 
from Neill and nine from both Benji 
Webb and Joe Jones, Longwood 
couldn't stop the Crusaders. 
Ereshman Leroy Holliman added 
seven points for the Lancers. 

Leading the way for Kentucky 
were former Ferrum stars Everett 
Eoxx and Walter Webb. Foxx, a 6- 
3 jumping-jack with moves and a 
soft touch, led all scorers with 23 
points. Webb added 15 points and 
three other Crusaders reached double 
figures. Crusader coach Robby 
Speerhadjust eight playersavailablc 
for the night, but they were more 
than a match for Longwood 's 16- 
player roster. 

Mike Champion, a 6-10 center 
from Gonzaga University, shot 
poorly (2-14), but scored 10 points 
and grabbed a game-high 1 2 boards. 
Foxx, who added seven rebounds, 
was matched up briefly in the first 
half with his younger brother 
William Foxx, a junior guard for the 
Lancers. The Foxx brothers call 
Ruther Glenn, 'Va. home. Both 
brothers played high school 
basketball for Caroline County. 

In the wake of Monday's loss, 
Longwood went back to work, 
getting ready for its season opener 
Nov. 18 in the West Chester (Pa.) 
University Tournament. The 
Lancers will take on Elizabeth City 
State at 6:00 next Friday in the 
tourney opener. West Chester faces 
Bowie State in the other opening 
night contest. 

ECSU beat Longwood 88-87 in the 
consolation game of the South 
Atlantic Regional Tournament last 
March. Both the Vikings (23-7) and 
West Chester (22-6) expect to field 
strong teams once again.

Last week, the Longwood Play- 
ers presented their latest play. 
Ghetto, in Jarman Auditorium. The 
play centered around an actual act- 
ing troupe that lived and performed 
in the Vilna Ghetto during World 
War II in Lithuania. The troupe was 
established during the era ol Jewish 
persecution to entertain the ghetto 
inhabitants and "make them feel 
more human." 

Written by Joshua Sobol, it was 
re-created fr(mi letters, diaries, jour- 
nals, songs and eyewitness accounts 
from people who actually lived in 
the ghetto. The aciors had lo nol 
only research their own characters, 
but the Holocaust itselt (n prepare 
lor iheir idles. .\\ \m as tliieclDr

In June I'M!, there were 80, (KW) 
Jews lelt in Vilna, out ol an original 



population of 200,000 After only 
one month of Cierman Occupation, 
12,0(K) Jews had suddenly disap- 
peared. By September of 194.^, 
fewer than 600 Jews were still alive 
in Vilna when the gliedo was liqui 
dated 

The Ghetto Theatre gave ils llrsl 
performance on January 18, 1942 
and was an insiani success. During 
its short duration, the company pro 
duced five plays and four revues, 
according to material used by Sobol 
in writing the play. 

The play contained minimal set 
and used lighting eltecis anti illu- 
sion to bring ific events on siaj.'e lo 
life .Many students lound ilial these 
ellecis are what made the pl.iy so

beth R. Shore and practiced medi- 
cine in Nottoway County and Pe- 
tersburg. When the Civil War be- 
gan, he enlisted lor the Confederate 
States Army as a field Surgeon. He 
was captured at some point during 
the war and held prisoner for five 
months at Fort Henry, Maryland. 
When the war was over, he was 
releasctl. and returned to his family 
in larmville. At this point he con- 
structed a new brick home on the lot 
previously owned by Knauff 

In 1 872, the doctor died, leaving 
his home to his family. In 1921, 
Robertson's son sold the home which 
would later become the site of the 
Eaco State Theater. 

April 21, 1922 marked the date 
of the first production presented by 
the Thealer. For 72 years the State 
Theater was the center of activities 
for the socialites of southside Vir- 
ginia. Besides a theatrical play- 
house, the Theater served as a movie 
house, a meeting hall and, at some 
points in Its history, a school. 

In Fehruaiy of 1994, the Slate 
Theater col lapsed under a pile of ice 
and snow. It too became a link lo a 
part of history later lo he discovered, 
or uncovered rather, by the Long- 
wood School of Archeology. 

Dr. Jordan didn't quite know what 
to expect from the project. We were 
"ilying blind," he explained. He 
told his students, "Let's dig and see

what we find." Well, the advice 
wi>rked. Many interesting artifacts 
were found on the site 

Students uncovered different 
types of glass, buttons ,ind broken 
dishes. More inleiestingly, they 
found a silver half dime and a Civil 
War er.i Minnie hall. ,'\ll of the 
artifacts dated many years before 
the theater's construction in 1922. 
In the end, over 700 artifacts were 
recovered 

Currently, digging has been 
ceased as the owners of the Echo 
State Thealer are ready lo begin re- 
building. While this opportunity 
comes to a close, one can conclude 
that the work and effort were well 
worth It. The disco\eries found on 
the site will be a [lerm.inent fixture 
in the new thealer and will he put on 
display for all visitors to see.

Dr. Jordan was very pleased wilh 
the outcome of his proiecl.

The collection, which is currently 
inlhe Bedford Art Gallery, was done 
while Ms. Oliver was on an aca- 
demic year long sabbatical. Six 
months of that time was spent in the 
Virginia Atelier at the 
Citc'InternationaledesArts in Paris, 
France. 

When Ohver discussed her in- 
spiration for the show, she talked 
about the mlluence her trip to Scot- 
land in 1989 had on her work. She 
discussed how she learned to work 



"on site anywhere, with any materi- 
als. To leave the studio and rely on 
what was available opened up so 
many possibilities." She also attrib- 
uted spending time on an archeo- 
logical dig and looking at art that 
predated our culture as inspiration. 
Oliver's .style for the show is a 
mixture of abstract and traditional. 
Many of the pieces are drawings or 
paintings done on painted or plas- 
tered styrofoam. When describing 
why she chose styrofoam as part of 
her media Ms. Oliver talked about 
her interest in "the transformation 
of materials as the result of natural 
process." All of her materials arc 
recycled and her favorite type of 
styrofoam is the type found along 
the beaches. 



When she is not working with 
fine arts, Amie Oliver is a graphic 
designer. She describes the field as 
one which allows you to work with 
a wide range of clients. She also 
talks about how it bridges a gap 
between the art and corporate ccmii- 
niunilics. 

Oliver's show was exhibited in 
Paris la.st spring and in New Orleans 
last month. Next spring the show 
will be exhibited in Ashville, North 
Carolina. 

Ms. Oliver received her Bach- 
elor of Arts at Mississippi State 
University, her Master of Fine Arts 
at Bowling Green State University, 
and did Postgraduate Studies in the 
Visual Studies Workshop through 
SUNY Brockport.

Students Start 
Cramming for Finals

Everyone has been told and lec- 
tured throughout high school on 
"how to study" and "how to manage 
one's time." Even though students 
know what the best methods are that 
does not mean they are going to use 
them. Instead, many college stu- 
dents opt to wait until the night 
before an exam to CRAM. 

Cramming has been proven as 
one of the worst study techniques 
available However, it seems to be 
one ot the most popular. There are 
some suggestions for making acram 
session a little more productive and 
citective. 

When preparing lor a cram ses- 
sion, location IS very important. 
Coinlort is essential but at least part 
ol the session should be spent at a 
desk or table in a quiet room. This 
type ol environment is conducive to 
learning because it is very similar to 
the actual testingenvironment. Stu- 
dents are more likely to remember 
inlormation if they have a connec- 
tion to their environment. 



Breaking up study time also aids 
students' learning abilities, his best 
to study in 30 to 60 minute sessions 
separated by five-minute breaks 
away from the study area. Students 
remember what they read first and 
last. Shorter intervals cut down on 
the middle zone where more infor- 
mation is forgotten. 

Studying for the type of exam 
you are taking is also helpful. Ac- 
cording to Scott Lissner at the Learn- 
ing Center, "you'll want to focus 
your study techniques on the types 
of testing you'll be given." For 
example, essay tests require the abil- 
ity to compare, c(mtrast, describe, or 
explain whereas multiple-choice 
tests require recognition skills. 

Studying out loud may seem an 
embarrassing technique, but it helps. 
This type of studying gives students 
one more method of retrieving in- 
formation. 

Group study is also recom- 
mended. Groups allow students to 
compare notes, quiz each other, and 
knowing one has a responsibility to 
others makes a student work harder. 



It also helps to keep one's attention 
focused. However, it is best to alter- 
nate between group study and indi- 
vidual work. 

Students who need some extra 
help studying should contact the 
Learning Center. Scott Lissner is 
offering two workshops between 
Thanksgiving and exams. There is 
one on November 29th at 1 p.m. on 
"Exam Management" and on No- 
vember 3()th at 7 p.m. on "Relax- 
ation Techniques." Exam manage- 
ment will offer techniques includ- 
ing time management, rapid review 
strategies, test review strategies, and 
text reading tips for final exams. 
Relaxation techniques will include 
how to avoid stress, strain, and ex- 
haustion. It will also teach how to 
improve concentration, memory, and 
enjoyment through deep relaxation 
techniques. 

Lissner also offers "made-to-or- 
dcr" workshops for study groups, 
organizations, or any other student 
groups who need help in a specific 
area for example a certain class. 



November Marks Native American 
History and Culture Month

Columbus mistakenly called the 
American Natives "Indians" because 
he had thought he had found India. 
During last year's Pow Wow here at 
Longwood, Native Ainerican Ray 
Littleturtle told Dr. James Jordan's 
class that "Indian is a way of life. 
Anyone can he Indian, but not ev- 
eryone can be Native." Native 
American culture is very unique, 
and it is alive today. This is why Dr. 
Jordan, professor of anthropology, 
would prefer to call Native Ameri- 
can History Month 'Native Ameri- 
can Culture Month.' Otherwise, it 
sounds like a "repackaging" rather 
than celebrating something still here. 

There are many ways to celebrate 
and learn about Native Americans 
and their culture. For example, 
Longwood' s Sociology and Anthro- 
pology department offers Introduc- 
tion to Anthropology 101, Anthro- 
pology 311, and a course in Peoples 
of the Pacihc. This is how most 
people begin to studv the culture as 
Dr. Jordan did. The drawback is that 
we learn about "a culture in our 
terms unfortunately." 

lo Ic.irn ubout the Native Ameri- 
cans in their terms, f)r. Jordan sug- 
gests two things. First, go to F\iw 
Wows or other cultural experiences 
without "a tourist mentality to avoid 
packaging a culture that is antitheti- 
cal to heme packaged," An open 
mind III being educated rather than 
to being enicrtamcd is how one can 
gain the iiiosi licin sikh events. 

Second, "bear once again the 
uords that Native Americans 



spoke," says Dr. Jordan. Dr. Jordan 
presented a lecture last year entitled 
"My Voice is Become Weak," in 
which he discussed how the voice ot 
the Native Culture is weak and 
awareness is dulled even among 
Natives. The Native American is an 
oral culture, meant to be heard. Dr. 
Jordan recommends that on an indi- 
vidual level, one should read their 
speeches and writings paying atten- 
tion to the dialogue - read and hear. 
It's hard to do in our "We" culture, 
but unless one is alone, it is hard to 
appreciate. 

'Alone' is an important concept 
in Native American culture. The 
importance ofalone IS best explained 
by Chief Seattle in an address he 
made in 1853. "And when the last 
Red Man shall have perished, and 
the memory of my tribe shall have 
become a myth among the White 
Man, these shores will swarm with 
the invisible dead of my tribe, and 
when your children's children think 
themselves alone in the field, the 
store, the shop, upon the highway, 
or in silence of the pathless woods, 
they will not be alone ... At night 
when the streets of your cities and 
villages are silent and you think then 
deserted, they will throng with the 
returning hosts that mice filled them 
and still love this neautitul land 

The White Man will never be alone." 
It is at these times when we think we 
are alone that we can best under- 
stand the words ot ilicir culture. 

Along with classes, students have 
another opportunity to learn about 
Native Americans if they partici- 
pate in the Field .School f-nmi the 



trips to Westmoreland County to 
dig, students learn through archeol- 
ogy "it was real , not just a fairy tale," 
explained Dr. Jordan, directorof the 
Field School. There is a danger in 
idolizing - grandizing - because 
something, like Native American 
culture, is separated from yourself. 
But. seeing the artilacts, actually dig- 
ging them up and handling them, 
shows students it was real, just like 
themselves. Then Dr. Jordan en- 
courages students to approach the 
literature of the culture with this 
new understanding. 

We have a great deal to learn 
about Native Americans. There is 
more to their culture than just the 
Squantos of Thanksgiving legends. 
In our busy culture we louKI learn to 
appreciate the lifestyle ol a commu- 
nity built on single units; a culture 
that did not measure wealth in male- 
rial goods; and a culture that under- 
stood its place in the larger scheme 
of things.

Former Student Union Employee 
Arrested for Embezzlement

A State Police investigation into 
the misappropriation of Student 
Union funds that began in October 
has yielded its first arrest. 

Shirley L. Everette was arrested 
Tuesday and charged with two 
counts of embezzlement, one count 
of forgery, and one ci)unt of uttering 
falsified checks. 

According to State Police Spe- 
cial Agent Wade Stimpson, the ac- 



cused had cashed 3 unauthorized 
checks totaling $17,224.50. fhe 
checks were written between 1992 
and June of this year. Stimpson said 
there was an additional check writ- 
ten for $317.00. 

The investigation began after a 
routine cash account audit in mid- 
September revealed that over 
$16,(K)0 was unaccounted for. Be- 
cause of the amount of money in- 
volved the college contacted the 
State Attorney General's Office as 



well as the State Police who con- 
ducted the investigation 

Everette, who has been employed 
al Longwood since 1985 and most 
recently worked as head of the In- 
formation I3esk, was dismissed No- 
vember 3 shortly after the investiga- 
tion inio the missing Student Union 
funds began, fhe funds iiu|uesti(>n 
were mainly income from refrigera- 
tor rentals. 

According to Stimpson, Hverette 
was released from custody after post 
ing$IO,()()()bond.

The Tuesday session of Student 
Covcrnment Association was the last 
for this semester, and was the most 
emotionally charged. The main is- 
sues were questions of perceived 
safety concerns and the restructur- 
ing plan. Also in the agenda were 
farewells and praise for accomplish- 
ments. 

Most of the issues for this semes- 
ter have been taken care of, or de- 
ferred until next semester, but a bomb 
was dropped when the Residence 
Hal! Association President, Rob 
Postel, announced that with the ad- 
vice of Keith Roots, Assistant to the 
President, the letter addressing Gov- 
ernor Allen (concerning the access 
control system) had not been sent 
off as of yet. 

Intentions for this measure was 
to ward off some tension with the 
restructuring plan, and to get it 
through faster. Postel questioned, 
"Is that bad, or good?" 

President Joe MacPhail was irate 
with the fact that safety had taken a 
back seat to the restructuring policy . 
Upset, MacPhail announced, 
"There's a hell of a lot more impor- 
tance in safety!" 

"I have to disagree," was Trea- 
surer Jen Smith's reply. "You have 
to look at the long-term effects. This 
could result in more cuts.... Let's 
wait and get the restructuring plan 
through." 

"I think this is the first time I'm 
in agreement with Joe," was Greek 
Affairs Chair Andy Stalon's stance 
"Safely shouldn't have to wait for 
the restructuring plan." 

Holding his position, Postel went 
on to say that students compromise 
their safety by propping doors open. 
The RHA President felt it was bad

Over achiever would be an under- 
statement forallthese activities. Within 
the RHA, Rob had many accomplish- 
ments too.

UFO mania has run rampant since 
the late 1940's, and on November 
1 6, Robert Hastings spoke about the 
facts and myths behind the UI-0 
controversy. 

Mr. Hastings started the lecture 
with a slide show that chronicled the 
history of UFOsightings since 1 947. 
The first incident occurred in 
Roswell, New Mexico, around 
1 2:00am on July 4, 1947. Army Air 
Force officers responded to the scene 
of a reported crash and filed reports 
stating an alien craft had crashed. 
The story ran in the morning news- 
paper but senior AAF officers had 
the story retracted; by the evening 
paper, the story read that a weather 
balloon had crashed instead. 

The second major sighting of 
UFOs occurred for a two- week pe- 
riod in 1952, over Washington D.C. 
According to Hastings, the sightings 
were so disturbing that interceptors 
were launched and were ordered to 
shoot down any UFOs should they 
appear. 

UFO sightings also occurred over 
military bases, missile sites, and 
power plants in the I950's and 



196();s. Inone instance. UF'Os were 
sighted over a missile base, and, 
altera lev\ hours, the electricity went 
off throughout the entire base. The 
Air F'orce personnel investigated the 
outage the next morning and found 
no rational reason for the power 
outage. 

Abductions by aliens has also 
been a "hot" topic among UI-'O re- 
searchers. The most famous case is 
that of Betty and Barney Hill. The 
Hillsencountered something in .Sep- 
tember of 1961 that appeared as a 
"slar-like" object in the sky. After 
the sighting the Hills were a few 
miles from their previous location 
and had lost two hours. 

The Hills went through lime-re- 
gression hypnosis and were able to 
recall the missing two hours in which 
the craft had landed and aliens had 
taken them onboard to conduct 
medical experiments on them. The 
Hills reported the aliens were small 
humanoids withlight-rellcctiveskin 
and large dark eyes. 

The one fact that makes this re- 
port the most reliable is taken from 
a radar report which was declassi- 
fied in 1969. This report slated that 
the radar station had tracked a high-

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Budget cuts bring 
student action 



Students Take A Stand

Budget cuts were the i'ocus of the 
rally gathering over 6(K) students 
and faculty Thursday afternoon. 
Leaders of the Student Government 
Association gave reason after rea- 
son why not only higher education 
is important, but why the student 
body should stand their ground to 
Governor Allen's proposed cuts. 

Over a million dollars could be 
taken away from Longwood Col- 
lege if the Governor's propositions 
pass through the legislature. Allen 
has also implemented a state hiring 
freeze that has kept positions such 
as the crucial job of Director of 
Multi-Cultural Affairs, unoccupied. 
Funding for the new School of Edu- 
cation Building, for renovations to 
Lancaster, and for the new access 
control security system are also in 
jepordy. 

The protest kicked off when the 
crowd erupted into cheers as Joe 
MacPhail, former Student Govern- 



ment President and current student 
activist, walked up to the micro- 
phone. Stating that the rally was not 
an "anti-Allen movement," he ex- 
plained that the fight is a part of the 
ongoing battle against Allen's bud- 
get plans brought up in the fall of 
1994. 

During an opening that sparked a 
roar of appaluse, Greg Rasnake, 
Legislative Affairs Chair for SGA, 
thanked the supporters of Tent City 
and again reminded the group why 
they attended. He summed up his 
position by asking the crowd if they 
had "done all (they could] to ensure 
[their] future." 

SGA President Rob Postel and 
Vice President Alison Ross also 
spoke their peace. Postel encour- 
aged students to contact their legis- 
lature and explained Allen's plans 
to build more prisons with the money 
"saved" through higher education 
budget cuts. 

Ross expressed her pleasure with 
the turn-out. "if there were ever a 



time to be proud of Longwood — 
this is the day." She finished with, 
"Our voices must be heard." 

A surprise guest then appeared to 
speak to the crowd. A current 
Radford student and former resident 
of Farmville stood before the scream- 
ing group prasing their enthusiam 
and encouraging them to protest di- 
rectly by going to Richmond and 
sitting on Allen's doorstep until he 
pays attention. "Apathy will get us 
nowhere," he claimed. 

The rally ended on a powerful 
note through a chorus of chants. 
"Where's George? We want 
George." The crowd dissapatcd into 
smaller groups all ranting about the 
cuts and discussing other items 
stomped out by Allen. 

The next stop for the "Fab Five," 
a phrase coined by Poslel for the 
group, including Andy Staton, 
MacPhail, Rasnake, Ross and him- 
self, was Richmond to speak tli 
rectly with Governor Allen.

Dorrill seeks unity for 
LC's future success 

-President's address given while students protest

In his annual Slate of the College 
Address, Dr. William F. Dorrill, 
President of Longwood College 
spoke of the realititcs of restructur- 
ing and the prospects tor ihc fulurc. 

A near capacity crowd of faculty 
members filled the ABC rooms in 
Lankford Student Union while a 
large contingent of students held a 
rally just outside on the building's 
steps before \arious media 
rcpicscntalvics 

"I vomiiicnd the students and am 
%cr\ pleased that they took this ac- 
tion, "Dorrill. said during the opening 
remarks of his address. 

Dr. Dorrill opened his address by 
slating that he wished at this time he 
could say every thing vvas v^omier- 
lul. IK' ucnt on tn st.ite that the 
ciirreiii I'oiiikalenv iromiientispro- 
dui. nil' m.iMv .iltiludcs hustilc tn the 
necils 111 higher education 



"There is an erosion of public 
perceptions of highereducation, with 
a widely held view that higher edu- 
cation is a fat cat that needs to be 
trimmed," Dorrill said. 

As a result of sanctions by the 
Allen Adminstraiion involving 
Longwood's restructuring plan, the 
school expects to lose $621,(){X) in 
slate funds in addition to nine non- 
faculty positions. 

With the goal of forming a re- 
structuring plan complete. Dr. 
Dorrill does nm feel that Longwood 
should be penalized just because the 
plan was not reviewed by the slate 
council until alter the December 1 
deadline. 

'What ever the deadline, this time 
table did not at all bender our 
progress or slow us down from car- 
rying out the stale's mandate," 
Don I II said "Which after all, was to 
restructure and not to meet some 
sort of deadline. 



"What ever the deadline, this time

Dorrill .said. "Which after all, was to 
restructure and not to meet some 
sort of deadline. 

"We have filed our own amend- 
ments with the Genaeral Assembly 
for full restoration of Ihese funds 
and positions." 

Dr. Dorrill also pointed out that 
the governor has placed various un- 
funded mandates on the state ' s public 
colleges. Two of these mandates 
involve faculty pay rai.ses and caps 
on tuition increases that are not 
backed with state funds. These two 
mandates alone could cost Long- 
wood nearly $5fK),()()0 to implement. 

"If the proposed budget is actu- 
ally implemented, Virginia will fall 
closer to the bottom among the states

Morlar Board is the National 
College Senior Honor Society, 
"founded in 1918 to rccogni/e col- 
lege seniors for scholarship, leader- 



ship and service," explained Tinnell, 
who has been an advisor since 1992.

Longwood College women's 
basketball team knew it had to win 
Monday night'scontest with visiting 
Wingate (N.C), the South Atlantic 
Region's third-ranked team.

Ranked fourth in the South 
Atlantic Region this week, 
Longwood visits Queens College in 
Charlotte, N.C. Saturday afternoon 
for a 3:(X) contest, before returning 
home to host District of Columbia 
Monday night at 6;()0. 
A Bie Boost For Us 

"I think its a big boost for us," 
commented Duncan after the 
Wingate win. "We did what we had 
to do and look care of business," 

Indeed the Lady Lancers did 
take care of business against the 
Lady Bulldogs in claiming their first 
victory over Wingate in four overall 
meetings. Avenging an earlier loss 
this season to WC (79-71 Dec. 5, 
1 994 in North Carolina), LC spotted 
the Lady Bulldogs a 4-0 advantage 
before starting its business at the 
17:37 mark. That's when senior 
Cassic Ensley nailed a long three- 
point bomb, followed quickly by 
another 'two-pointer' to give the 
hosts a 5-4 lead in just 40 seconds. 
Three baskets from sophomore 
Nikki Hall, and one each from senior 
Sara Philbrick and junior Charity 
Owens pushed LC out in front 15-6 
with 1 1 :46 left in the halL The Lady 
Lancers still led 20-12 at the 6:13 
mark on a jumper from sophomore 
Shawna Donivan, and when Hall 
connected on a trey just ahead of the 
first-half horn, LC took a 29-21 
advantage into the locker room for 
the break. 

Hall finished the first 20 
minutes with a very business-like 
1 1 points, five steals and four 
rebounds. Ensley added six points, 
while Owens and Philbrick each 
scored four first-half points. The 
only down-side of the first half was 
the 33% shooting by the Lady 
Lancers (II of 33). Fortunately, 
WC shot even worse at 3 1 % (nine of 
29). 

"We worked hard in practice 
against their (WC) offense, and our 
team felt pretty confident against 
them defensively," explained 
Duncan. "We did play more zone in 
the second half and mixed it up a lot 
on them." 

The first 10:06 of the second 
halfbecamc the Sara Philbrick guide 
to success. The 5-9 power forward/ 
center muscled her way through the 
Lady Bulldog defense for all 14 of 
her second half points to boost LC 
into a very comfortable 56-38 
advantage with 9:54 remaining. 
Following a timeout from the 
visitors, Wingate managed to creep 
within 12 points at 60-48 with just 
6:41 to play. Two hoops from 
Ireshman Christine Roberts, and one 
each from Ensley and Hall put the 
Lady Lancers back on top 68-50 and 
the contest was essentially over with 
4:23 left. All that remained to be 
decided was the final score. EC's 
last field goal, a runner in the lane 



from junior Amy Bradley with 1 :4I 
remaining, gave the hosts its largest 
lead at 72-5 1 . Four free throws by 
WC provided for the final score of 
72-55. 

"I think Sara Philbrick really 
look charge in the second half," 
added Duncan. "Nikki Hall played 
a solid game for us as well." 

Hall finished with a team-high 
19 points and 10 rebounds, adding 
six assists, five steals and three treys. 
Philbrick's big second half enabled 
her to score 1 8 points, adding eight 
rebounds before fouling out with 
3: 12 to play. Owens scored lOpoinLs 
and grabbed eight rebounds, and 
Ensley finished with nine points, 
four rebounds, three assists and two 
steals. LC improved its shooting in 
the second half, hitting on 48% (20 
of 42) to finish the game at 4 1 % (3 1 
of 75). The Lady Lancers were 75% 
(six of eight) at the free throw line 
and out rebounded the bigger Lady 
Bulldogs 55-46. 

Longwood limited Wingate to 
ju.st 31% shooting on the night (20 
of 65) while forcing 27 turnovers. 
Wingate, suffering its worst defeat 
of the season, entered the contest 
shooting an outstanding 47% (461 
of 984) from the floor. The Lady 
Bulldogs, a South Atlantic Region 
finalist a year ago while reaching 
the Sweet 16 of the NCAA 
Tournament, especially struggled 
from beyond the three-point arc. 
They hit on only one of 18 attempts 
en route to dropping their record to 
13-3. It was only the fifth loss by 
Wingate in the past two seasons.

Longwood Falls At District of 
Columbia 

In Washington, D.C. Saturday, 
LC found themselves down 23 points 
at the intermission. Despite a valiant 
effort in the second half, the Lady 
Lancers just could not make up the 
difference. The hosts Firebirds 
jumped all over LC to start the 
contest, leading 12-2 just four 
minutes into the game en route to an 
insurmountable 55-32 cushion at the 
intermission. 

"We really got beat in the first 
half," commented Duncan. "We 
had 20 turnovers, which is enough 
for an entire game, and many of 
those were unforced. 

"UDC took it to us from the 
beginning and we played timidly 
and really hurt ourselves." 

A 10-2 run by LC to start the 
second half got the visitors within 
15 points at 57-42 with 17:45 
remaining. The Lady Lancers, who 
took much better care of the ball in 
the second half 

(only four turnovers), kept chipping 
away and were able to draw within 
nine at 71-62 with 10:15 to play. 
The 30-16 spree by LC was led by 
Philbrick, Ensley and Hall who 
combined for 23 points. The hosts 
refused to fold though, as UDC 
regained its composure and 
controlled the final 10 minutes, 
outscoring LC 23- 15 to provide for 
the final .score of 94-77. The Lady 
Lancers were unable to get closer 
than 12 points down the stretch.

WLCX plagued with setbacks

Just when everything seemed to be running smoothly 
for WLCX, Murphy's law has reared its ugly head. 

In the first issueof The Rotunda it was reported that 
WLCX was currently moving into a new studio in the 
Hiner Building and that the signal would be remoted to 
the transmitter in Jarman. 

Following along with anything that could go wrong. 
will go wrong, Longwood's Radio Station has been 
forced to postpone its broadcasting schedule until a 
number of problems can be ironed out. 

To begin, WLCX is encountering problems with the 
remote system purchased from Hall Electronics of 
Charlottesville. According to Ted Doran, Chief Engi- 
neer for WLCX, the electronics firm sold the radio 
station the remote, but failed to realize that the system 
was not compatible with their older model transmitter. 

In an attempt to proceed with broadcasting as quickly 
as possible, WLCX decided to return to Jarman until 
such problems could be resolved. 



Shortly after resuming live programming, WLCX 
received a phone call from Tele - Media, the local cable 
service in Farmville. As stated by Susan Morse, office 
manager for Tele-Media, interference with channel six 
out of Richmond prompted them to check for possible 
sources. 

According to Morse, personnel at the cable com- 
pany discovered that the interference problem was 
being caused by WLCX. Apparently the WLCX signal, 
which normally runs on an assigned frequency of 90. 1 
fm, was actually running over a number of frequencies, 
one of which came very close to that of channel six. 
Morse believes it was, in fact, that signal which ran very 
clo.sc to the Channel six frequency and was causing all 
the problems. 

In response to Tele-Media's complaints, WLCX 
shutdown to investigate the controversy. According to 
Beth Camillo, director of the Longwood Television 
station and assisting the radio station in their move to 
Hiner, the transmitter was taken back to Hall Electron- 
ics early Monday morning for diagnostic testing. 



word came from Charlottesville that the transmitter 
"checked out Ok, that the exciter was clean," meaning 
that the signal was fixed on the assigned frequency of 
90.1 fm as it should be. 

Camillo further explained that the next step for 
WLCX is to check all the wiring to make sure every- 
thing checks out. If everything is in order, and running 
properly, Camillo felt "it is within our right to resume 
broadcasting." 

As far as the remote is concerned, a representative 
from Hall Electronics will be coming to Longwood as 
soon as possible with the necessary equipment to install 
the remote, so the radio station can, in fact, proceed 
with plans to broadcast from Hiner. 

The date for resuming programing is still unknown, 
and when asked, Doran replied, "we have no idea, but 
we're working on it." 

On a more humorous side to the issue, WLCX 
Business Manager and DJ, a.k.a., Slurpman, Robert 
Brock commented that "this could be the first year 
Longwood has a WLCX Bandfest without actually

Renovations rack campus

part of the eleven weeks she's not 
looking forward to though, it's the 
one hour and twenty minute drive 
every morning to Mecklenburg 
County since there is no student teach- 
ing program in her home town of 
Emporia. 

During a conversation with Dr. 
Stephen Keith, the department head 
of education and overseer of student 
teaching, he stated that his job now is 
to "work for the student." Because he 
often misses working in the class- 
room, he will try to travel at lea.st once 
a week to various school districts for 
supervising, interviewing, and observ- 
ing student teachers. Keith is ex- 
tremely proud of Longwood and the 
kinds of teachers it produces. He also 
adds that "there is a high demand for 
Longwood students in Virginia school 
districts. People want our students." 
Cope, an English-Education Spe- 
cialist who continues to teach three 
classes this semester, is preparing to 
be on the road a lot for the next eleven 
weeks. "Last semester 1 put 5,000 
miles on my car observing." Cope 
travels around the state to observe and 
critique secondary English teachers. 
Each will be observed six times and 
twice visited unannounced. English 
is one of the only majors that conducts 
its student teaching department in this 
manner; Modern Languages and 
Physical Education being the others. 
Cope says his "goal is to tell them 
what they're doing right, encourage 
them, and pick out one or two things 
that can be improved." He will devote 
much of his time to his student teach- 
ers located mainly m Virgmia Beach 
and the south central part of the state. 
Longwood has a strong tradition 
ofproducing excellent teachers. Many 
students, faculty , and staff particu- 
larly from the education department 
feel confident with Long wotxl' s prepa- 
ration.

Longwood jumps 
on bandwagon 

Gaining fast on MWC and W&M

On January 30, 1995, the portrait 
of President Uabney S. Lancaster was 
stolen. The painting, which is nor- 
mally located on a wall in the Ro- 
tunda, was removed by unknown per- 
sons, who left the frame that held the 
picture still attached to the wall. 

This incident is only one in a string 
of larcenies plaguing Longwood Col- 
lege. According to4he Unifonn Crime 
Report for October - December of 
1994, the highest number of occur- 
rences of a selected crime was Lar- 
ceny. During these three months 
Longwood experienced thirty thefts 
According to the Chief of Cam- 
pus Police, James Husky, most of 
these thefts are student against stu- 
dent crimes, which occur because 
people leave their personal belong- 
ings unattended during major events 
like basketball games. 

During the years of 1992-1993 
Longwood reported no homicides or 
robberies, and only two sex offences. 



But there were sixty-five reported lar- 
cenies. Yet compared statistically to 
other state schools, Longwood fares 
well. 

During the same two years, Mary 
Washington College, in 

Fredricksburg, reported eight sex of- 
fences, two robberies, five aggravated 
assaults, two burglaries, and one hun- 
dred and four larcenies. 

William and Mary College, in 
Williamsburg, has had an even higher 
rate of crime. They reported six sex 
offences, three robberies, fifteen ag- 
gravated assaults, nineteen burglar- 
ies, and three hundred and eight larce- 
nies. 

The size of the town, and the size 
of the educational institution does 
affect the crime rate. 

Hilton Hallock, Director of Stu- 
dent Services, said, "Most of the 
students that prefonn criminal activi- 
ties (in campus do the same things off 
campus. Ifs just the enviomment 
around them.that changes."

And last, but 
certainly not least, the Rotunda Mar- 
ket, which used to be just a social 
hangout received new flooring, walls, 
and lighting.

These renovations, 
big and small, past and present, were 
sorely needed to maintain the beauty 
of Longwood College.

Studnet Government discusses security 

-New access control system for dorms remains a question mark

It was quite heartening to see the 
Valenfine's Day session of Student 
Government Association pick up in 
action. Multiple issues and events 
were discussed along with discussion 
among senators coming to a forefront. 
One of the primary issues dis- 
cussed, was again safety and the ac- 
cess control system. Phyllis Mable 
and David Rettig presented SGA with 
information as to what was indeed 
going on with the access control sys- 
tem, and heard grievances and con- 
cerns of the Senators- at -Large. 

Director of Housing, Rettig, ex- 
plained why implementing the sys- 
tem had been delayed, which was the 
typical beaurocrafic run around. With 
some encouragement though, Rettig 
added, "Where we're at right now...," 
is obtaining a bid. 

Apparently, three companies have 
given interest so far with the bidding. 
And once a company has the contract 
in hand, the new system should be in 
place within sixty days, 

Rettig then went on to hear con- 
cerns and questions. Some concerns 
such as certain residents not having 
black keys for Frazier were brought to 
his attention for the first time, as well 
as there being problems with desk 
aids not fulfilling their duties. Both 
Rettig and Vice-president of Student 
Affairs, Mable promised to look into 
these issues. 

In summing up the problem, Sena- 



tor-at-Large, Greg Rasnake stated, 
"We feel an immediate problem of 
access to the dorm." 

Rasnake continued to address the 
problem in the Cunninghams of hav- 
ing to wait outside at the Tau Kappe 
Epsilon door to be let into the build- 
ing. Safety was his concern. 

To this SGA President, Rob Postel, 
offered an idea of a pilot program. 

"We have been stressing since 
August... We are a community of 
responsible adults... Every floor has 
gotten together on how they're going 
to see how to deal with strangers... 
Lets have a pilot program for a week 
of just leaving the doors open for a 
week." 

Postel continued to suggest trying 
this in the Cunninghams, meeting with 
Mable, Rettig, REC Ken Rockensucs, 
the RA's, and Physical Plant. Resi- 
dents would also be advised to be 
responsible during this time period. 

Rasnake reiterated a need for some- 
thing new saying, "There has to be an 
alternate plan. Not because of conve- 
nience, but because there are more 
safety problems with the plan we have 
now." 

To this, Mable replied, "I'd be will- 
ing to maybe think about the week- 
nights. Weekends make me nervous." 
Postel thanked the guests for ad- 
dressing SGA'sconcerns. Undernew 
business a motion was made for a 
letter to be drawn up, sending it to 
appropriate officials, requesting resi- 
dence halls be open 24 hours during 



the week and until 4a.in on the week 
ends. 

The motion was apprmed unani- 
mously. 

Immaturity became apparent 
amongst a few senators during the 
meeting when there was confusion 
over who was in charge of drafting a 
letter for the black keys in b'ra/ier. 

Senator-at-l.arge John Mo.scarrillo, 
blurted out when his Physical Envi- 
ronment committee report came up, 
"I'm just pissed off. Am 1 taking care 
of the black kev system, or is she jthe 
RHA President |.'" 

Vice-president, Alison Ross, 
calmly addressed Moscarrillo, "Col- 
lectively you should be working on 
it." 

Postel retorted also, "Do we have 
to tell you what to do?" 

Moscartillo responded, "Well, if 
you had been at the meeting. . .," which 
was missed by Postel due to illness. 
With that outbreak of emotions, 
the Student Services reports were 
given with Senator-at-Large, Jeremy 
Glesner also saying, "I'm pissed off 
myself I couldn't even count on 
some of the senators to come |to his 
meeting last week], so why the hell 
would I expect the student body to 
show?" 

Continueing with his report and 
Postel timing his length, Glesner an- 
nounced that for now the Freshman 
Seminar class could not be required to 
show to a SGA senate meeting be- 
cause of conflicts with lunch.

Retreat spawns search for 
acceptance and equality

On Saturday, February 18, 30 stu- 
dents and faculty will venture to 
Brookneal, VA, in an attempt to pro- 
mote better understanding between 
cultures here at Longwood. The group 
attending reflects the ethnic tapestry 
on campus. This will be the second 
annual Multi-Cultural Retreat. 

Brenda Cross (former Minority 
Affairs director) and Sue Saunders 
(Counseling Center) formulated the 
idea in 1993. The retreat is modeled 
on one that took, place at Southern 
Illinois University. The purpose of 
creating the Multi-Cultural Retreat 
was "to give students from diverse 
backgrounds an opportunity to get 
beyond the stereotypes." Saunders 
also said that students will get a chance 
to "learn about other' s perspectives in 
a non-threatening environment."

Reading about cultural 
problems is encouraged. Two articles 
by Shelby and Clod Steele were as- 
signed at the last retreat. Though 
brothers, the two articles present two 
very different perspectives on sepa- 
ratism and diversity. Aside from pro- 
viding an educational discussion, the 
assignment was a reminder that there 
is a wealth of resources on the subject. 
The next day, a question ses- 
sion provides everyone the opportu- 
nity to ask taboo questions that may 
not come up in other situations. 
Saunders was eager to point out that 
the discussions are "expanding this 
year to identify ideas to bring back to 
Longwood which would promote a 
positive [racial] climate." 

In the printed agenda, there is an 
answer to the important question: 
why are we having this retreat? "We 
feel that it is important to provide 
students with opportunities to explore 
their attitudes about race and culture. 
We believe that from awareness comes 
understanding, and from understand- 
ing comes harmonious living."

Hurley doesn't seem to realize what 
a household name she is here on cam- 



pus. "I only hope I'm not obtrusive," 
she says. 

But even if you get tired of yet 
another message from Hurley, you 
"should pay attention," because you 
never know when something impor- 
tant might be following the first bit 
information that you're not interested 



in. 



And yes, she personally does those 
messages herself. Except once or 
twice, when she was sick and the 
secretary had to do it for her. 

One more thing. Hurley leaves a 
message by around six A.M. if Long- 
wood will be closed, but she lets the 
information number know, too. So if 
you're really desperate to know if 
school's canceled, and you haven't 
heard from Hurley yet, dial 2(KX).

Big Siblings are involved in 
their child's life. Some Big Siblings 
have cars, and this enalbles them to 
take their little siblings out to 
McDonald's, the movies, or bowling 
at the Student Union.

FARMVILLE, Va. — 
Longwood's wrestling team traveled 
to Lexington, Va. Sunday for the an- 
nual VirginiaCollegeDivisionCham- 
pionships and claimed third place 
among the six schools participating. 
Coach Steve Nelson ' s Lancers totaled 
73 points to finish behind Champion 
The Apprentice School from New- 
port News (97.5 points) and Norfolk 
State (74.5 points). The host, Wash- 
ington & Lee was fourth (36.5), 
Gallaudet (D.C.) fifth (9 pomts) and 
Hampden-Sydney was sixth with 4.5 
points. 

The Lancers were led by senior 
Mark Helberg and sophomore Karl 
Eberly, who claimed individual titles 
at 190 and 177, respectively. Helberg 
was 3-0, including a 7-6 double-over- 
time victory in the championship over 
The Apprentice School's Mike Drier. 
Drier was the defending state champ 
at 190. Helberg also picked up a first- 
round pin against Gallaudet and a 
semi-final 9-6 decision over NSU's 
Maicus Johnson.

"His match with 
Drier was a great match, very excit- 
ing, and he just dominated Johnson 
who had beaten him twice before.

Eberly received a bye into the 
finals where he decisioned 
Apprentice's Jeff Wright 10-1. 

Also wrestling for LC and fin- 
ishing second were junior Bobby 
Holliday, along with freshmen Allen 
Dubsky, Will Leland and Jeff Slutsky. 
Holliday lost by pin in the finals at 1 26 
as there were only two wrestlers at 
that weight class. Dubsky was 2-1 at 
167, falling to NSU'sCharles Daniels 
by pin in the championship. Daniels 
isaretumingnationalqualifier. Leland 
got a bye into the 1 58 finals where he 
fell by a 19-4 match termination to 
Apprentice's Joe Loch and Slutsky 
was 1-1 at 142 as he fell 11-1 to 
Apprentice's Jamie Devanny in the 
finals. 

Finishing third were sophomore 
Shawn Carr and freshman Chad Juhl. 
Carr lost by pin in the semi-finals at 
heavyweight where there were only 
three wrestlers, while Juhl was 1-1 at 
1 18 where he pinned W & L's Allen 
West in the consolation. Also par- 
ticipating for LC and placing fourth 
were junior Stuart Chung and fresh- 
man Jamie Foley.

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Bobby Seale to 
visit Longwood 

former revolutionary to speak on 
black enpowerment in the 90's

On Tuesday, February 28, 
Bobby Scale vvill address the stu- 
dents and faculty of Longwood Col- 
lege, Scale co-founded the contro- 
versial Black Panther Party in 1966, 
and served as its chairman for 8 
years. 

There arc mixed feelings 
on campus about the justification of 
Scale's upcoming visit. Some stu- 
dents have compared the Black Pan- 
ther Party to the Ku Klux Klan, and 
argued that a member of the KKK 
would never be allowed to speak at 
Longwood. One student said, "I 
don't feel anything about it, since 
[the Black Panthers] happened so 
long ago. I'm sure he has valid 
points, and he should be allowed to 
say what he wants to say." 

The confusion seems to 
come from lack of knowledge. Most 
people today are simply uninfonned 
about the Black Panther Party. 
"Young people don't understand 
that. . .you saw protest on television 
every day" in the 60' s, Seale points 
out in Stephen Kopfingcr's article 



The Black Panther Party 
for Self Defense was initially formed 
to oppose police brutality. In 
Kopfinger's article. Seale said that 
"what I happened] to Rodney King 
is nothing new." Along with Hucy 
P. Newton, the Party's goal was to 
start "a new organization for black 
liberation" after the I96.S 
assasination of Malcolm X. The 
Panthers also initiated community 
based service programs such as 
Breakfast for School Children, Se- 
nior Citizens Free Bussing. Preven- 
tative Medical Health Care, Coop- 
erative Housing, People's Free Food 
Program, and the National Commit- 
tee to Combat Fascism, among oth- 
ers, including mass voter registra- 
tion drives. 

With such revolutionary 
ideas and military-style clothing, the 
Black Pantherreceived a feared repu- 
tation. But Seale told Kopfinger, 
"We were not hoodlums. We were 
not thugs. We were college edu- 
cated students trying to do some- 
thing."

"The Black Panther Party 
is not a black racist organization," 
Seale says in his book. Seize Ihe 
Time , "We have to oppose all kinds 
of racism." He goes on to point out 
that the Party "would nol stoop to 
the low, scurvy level of a Ku Klux 
Klansman" or any other while su- 
premacist, who "hale people because 
of the color of their skin. .We do not 
fight racism with racism. We tight 
racism with solidarity." 

To argue against those ac- 
cusing the Black Panthers ol being a 
violent group, Seale writes, "We 
don't use our guns, we have never 



used our guns. . .to shoot up white 
people. We only defend ourselves 
against anybody, be they black, blue, 
green, or red, who attacks us un- 
justly and tries to. ..kill us for imple- 
menting our programs." 

"What the Black Panther 
Party has done," Scale summarizes," 
in essence, is to call lor an alliance 
and coalition with all of the people 
and organizations who want to move 
against the power structure." It is 
important to nine the stress on power 
anil el.i.ss, not on race.

With its most decisive proposal 
of the year, the Longwood Student 
Senate passed a motion that may 
lead to the abolishment of the col- 
lege Judicial Board. 

The motion was introduced by 
Senator-at-Large, Greg Rasnake, 
which called for an amendment to 
the SGA Constitution that would 
aboli.sh the Judicial Board. The pro- 
posed amendment received the re- 
quired two-thirds majority for pas- 
sage at the SGA's Tuesday meet- 
ing. 

SGA President, Rob Postel has 
seven days in which to veto the plan 
but has yet to indicate any plans to 
do so. The issue will go before the 
students for final approval during 
spring elections. 

The Judicial Board is comprised 
of 30 members, who are elected by 
the student body in order to hear and 
interpret violations in campus policy 
regarding student conduct. 

Over the years the board has been 
criticized for vagueness in policy 
and rulings but until Tuesday, no 
such drastic measure had ever been 
taken against the student judicial 
system. 

"There was a tremendous amount 
of student support for this amend- 
ment," Rasnake said. "The ball is in 
their [Judicial Board's] court now. 
"Maybe if they come up with 
some noticeable changes in their 
system, the Board will convince the 
student body they arc needed." 

Winter open 
prospective

On Saturday, February 18, 1995, 
approximately 700 high school stu- 
dents and iheir parents came to 
Longwood's campus for the 
college's annual Winter Open 
House. Throughout the day, these 
prospective students participated in 
a variety of infomiational sessions, 
met representatives from each of 
Longwood' s academic departments, 
and took tours of the campus. The 
open house gave those in attendance 
the opportunity to learn about Long- 
wood through more than just the 
college catalogue and infonnational 
brochures. 

Originally, this year's Winter 
Open House was scheduled to lake 
place on Saturday, February 5. How- 
ever, because a storm system was 
forcasted to dump snow on parts of 
the slate. Winter Open House was 
postponed until last Saturday. 

The tradition of Winter Open 
House began tour years ago. James 
Yarborough of the Longwood Ad- 
missions Office explained why the 
February date is a good time to in- 
vite prospective students lo the col- 
lege: "We decided we needed an- 
other open house in between Okto- 
berfest and Spring Weekend," he 
said. 'Some students couldn't at- 
tend on these dales." Winter Open 
House has since become one of the 
most p( ipular weekends for prospec- 
tive students lo visit Longwood. 
"Much to our amazement, it became 
extremely popular," Yarborough 
added. 



Rasnake contends that because 
of the vagueness involved with the 
Judicial Board's constitution, many 
of the accused fail to receive the 
same protection as they would in 
regular society. 

"J. Board should mirror our Jus- 
lice System," Rasnake added. "A 
student should nol have to place his 
or her entire college career in the 
hands of a board that has such little 
legal experience." 

Supporters of Longwood's Judi- 
cial Board system feel thai the Stu- 
dent Senate acted out of paranoia 
and failed to look at all sides of the 
issue. 

"We never received any official 
notices from SGA regarding griev- 
ances of any kind," Judicial Board 
Chairman, John Janssen said on 
Wednesday. "Iflhey have problems 
with our organization, eliminating it 
will not be a reasonable solution. 

"The elimination of J. Board will 
only eliminate student diversity in 
the schools judicial system and con- 
solidate the SGA's authority." 

Janssen was surprised to see the 
Student Senate approve such a dras- 
tic measure on such an established 
Longwood institution. With a pos- 
sible student referendum regarding 
the future of the Judicial Board, 
Janssen still believes that the Board 
of Visitors will have the final say in 
the matter. 

SGA President, Rob Postel said 
that he believes student sentiment

SGA still debating 
Security, J. Board

February 2 1 Student Government 
Association meeting was filled with 
emotionally charged discussion. 
Chairs and weekly status reports were 
not discussed due to time spent in old 
and new business. 

Among issues brought up under 
old business was a letter sent to SGA 
by Director of Housing, David Rettig 
and Dean Tim Picrson. Instead of 
doors remaining unlocked during the 
week, alternatives were sent. 

"Fhesc alternatives were that RECs 
will meet with their desk aids, desk 
aids will be i\l their shifts, lobby doors 
will remain open, and police will re- 
spond to opening doors as soon as 
possible. 

Since this letter did not address last 
weeks motion, Scnator-at-Large, Greg 
Rasnake, motioned to send a letter to 
the President. 

Sophomore class president, Brock 
Magoon, questioned, "How long is it 
going to take for the readers to come 
back?... Obviously they do not under- 
stand the immediacy of the problem." 
To this, RH A President Stacy Bates 
replied that Vice-president of Student 
Affairs, PhillisMabIc, felt threatcd by 
the letter. 

In favor of the letter to the Presi- 
dent, Junior class president Chris 
Holroyd felt, "We have to keep en- 
forcing this." 

Calling the question to a vote, 
Rasnake announced, "I don't know 
where Phillis (Mablej made the mis- 
take that we work for her because she 
works for us. 

"1 am not worried at all that Phillis 
is upset about a demanding letter." 

Motion to send a letter to President 
Dorrill carried. 



Under new business, Rasnake pro- 
posed an ammendment which would 
aboish the Judicial Board. His reason- 
ing was a general feeling that students 
were unhappy with its procedures. 

According to Rasnake, rights of 
the accused for in-house procedings 
were violated. 

Also, under this new format, se- 
vere cases would go to court. If the 
person were found guilty, there would 
be a stricter punishment. 

Residential Assistant and Senator- 
at-Large, Stephanie Fitzgerald, slated, 
"My concern is that unless they are a 
repeat offender, the REG will handle 
it," and the Judicial Board does not 
even see the case. 

Trying to generate support for the 
ammendment, SGA President, Roh 
Postel claiined, "You're guilty until 
proven innocent |in Judicial Board 
hearings]... You don't have right to 
council... You have to address this 
now and here and I'd like to hear 
something in the form of a motion." 

When a motion was placed to put 
this ammendment on the ballot for 
elections, Senator-at-Large, Katie 
Edelbut, said, "I think students realize 
that little things are not a problem and 
will vote on this."

The February 14 meeting of the 
Student Government Association 
addressed the topic of security on 
campus, specifically, the access 
control system. 

Currently, three companies are 
vying for the project that 
wouldprovide more .secure access 
to residential halls. The proposed 
access system would utilize student 
identification cards asentrance keys, 
instead of the well known black 
keys. 

The option of distibuting metal 
keys was suggested, but this would 
not have been a practical idea since 
keys are frequently lost by students, 
or stolen by non-students, and can 
easily by copied. With the new 
system, it would be difficult to copy 
a Longwood I.D. since it has the 
student ' s picture on it. The proposed 
system is expected to be in place by 
next year.

The issue of security on campus is 
of great concern to the entire Long- 
wood community. There have been 
numerous problems and complaints 
expressed by the student body regard- 
ing the system currently intact. The 
administration has finally tackled this 
issue, and has proposed a new identi- 
fication access system to replace the 
old one. 

The system used presently is very 
inconvenient and, in many ways, un- 
safe. Students are issued black keys to 
enter their residence buildings. These 
keys can be easily lost or stolen, and 
have to be invalidated by hand. This is 
very time consuming and inconve- 
nient. This system is nol fool proof; it 
does not keep unwanted persons out of 
the buildings. Most strangers enter 
the buildings behind students, and desk 
aides are not required to check the 
id's of everyone walking through the 
door, so basically, anyone can gel 
around the system. 

With the new identification access 
.system, students would only have to 
carry one ID card around with them 
for use (>f the dining hall, computer 



labs, and resilience halls. This would 
make them much more unlikely to he 
lost. And it they are losi or stolen, lliey 
can be instantly mvalidaled by com 
puter.

FARMVILLE, Va. — 
Longwood junior Stuart Chung kept 
the streak alive Sunday in Pembroke, 
N.C. as he finished runner-up at 1 26 
en route lo gaming a wild-card berth 
into the NCAA Division II National 
Wrestling Championships. Chung's 
qualification marks the eighth 
consecutive year that at least one 
member of Coach Steve Nelson's 
squad has gained entry into the D-II 
Championships. This year's 
Championships will take place 
March 3-4 at the University of 
Nebraska at Kearney. 

Carson-Newman (Tenn.) won 
the team title with 83.5 points, while 
LC tied for sixth with 14 points in 
the seven-team regional. C-NC 
qualified a region-best six to the 
Nationals. 

Chung went 2- 1 , losing a tough 
9-6 decision in the championship to 
Pembroke Stale's Brent Campbell. 
Campbell was seeded second at 1 26, 
while Chung entered the competition 
seeded fourth. Chung had wrestled 
at 1 34 all year before dropping down 
a weight class for the Southeast 
Regionals. He easily defeated 
Indianapolis' Mall Schoettle, the 
fifth seed, 6-2 in the first round 
before topping Ashland's (Ohio) 
Jody Withraw, the top seed, 7-4 in 
the semi-final round. Chung's wild- 
card entry marks his second trip to 
the Nationals after qualifying as a 
freshinan two years ago. 

"Stuart wrestled two very, very 
outstanding matches," commented 
Nelson. "His first two matches were 
just sensational, and he really 
amazed me 

"He made absolutely no 
mistakes in his first match and was 
fiawless In his second match, he 
be.it Ihe eighth-ranked wrestler in 
the nation and dominated him In 
Ihc last match, Stuart hurt his knee a 
little but .still was tied with 30seconds 
lell in Ihe ni.itch." 

Lancer freshman Chad Juhl 
v^as the only other I C wrestler to 
pl.iee, takinglourlh.il I 18 Juhl was 



1-2, dropping his first match ( 1 5-6) 
to eventual regional champion Doug 
Badia of Carson-Newman (Tenn.). 
Juhl then defeated PSU's Brian 
Zegar 6-5 lo advance to the 
consolation match where he fell 1 1- 
3 to Gardner- Webb's (N.C.) Bob 
Mobley. Moblcy also received a 
wild card berth to the Nationals. 

"Chad wrestled well, as he has 
all semester for us," said Nelson. 

The big disappointment of the 
day was the circumstances 
surrounding senior Mark Helberg. 
Seeded third at 1 90, Helberg entered 
the regional with 12 victories in his 
last 13 matches and a Virginia 
College Division Championship a 
week earlier. 

Unfortunately, Helberg went 
to Pembroke last weekend fighting 
the flu which has plagued the team 
and campus for several weeks. He 
won his first match, 13-3 over G- 
W's Vinnie Mehovic, before falling 
13-6 to C-N's Anlwuan Dallas, 
seeded second, in the semi-finals. 
Helberg was scheduled to wrestle 
Norfolk Stale's Marcus Johnson in 
the consolation round but was forced 
to withdraw due lo illness. It was a 
bitter end lo the senior's outstanding 
career al LC, one in which he 
accumulated a career record of 64- 
37, including 22-8 this year. 
Helberg' s career wins place him in a 
lie for sixth all-time al LC, and his 
22 victories this .season place him 
tied for 10th all-time. Helberg went 
to the Nationals in 1993. 

■'Mark was sick with the flu, 
but won his first match before having 
his ribs hurt against Dallas," 
explained Nelson.

The February 28 Student Govern- 
ment Association ineeting was noth- 
ing but a power struggle between vy- 
ing factions of the group. 

Initially there was political ma- 
neuvering over the agenda. There 
was an addition to go into Executive 
Session by Senator-at-Large, Greg 
Rasnake, just before the Chairman of 
Judicial Board spoke. Then Se'nator- 
al-Large, Jeremy Glesner, was taken 
off and replaced himself back on the 
agenda. 

The SGA President's veto was also 
taken off the agenda, placed back on. 
and once again repealed. Controversy 
over the agenda lasted for about ten 
minutes, ending in a roll-call vote for 
approval. 

Once orders of the day were estab- 
lished. Rasnake went on to attempt 
setting a positive mood for the rest of 
the meeting, 

Former SGA Presidents Joe 
MacPhail and Darrell Wells were 
granted Resolutions to commend them 
for their achievements. 

Wells responded. "I refuse to ac- 
cept your Resolution of Commenda- 
tion." 

"I have to decline as well." 
MacPhail followed. 

At this juncture, the meeting was 
supposed to go into Executive Ses- 
sion according to the new agenda. 
Co-advisor Zav Dadabhoy informed 
the senate of the problems in doing so. 

There was something to the effect 
that if going into this type of session. 
there needs to be a public announce- 
ment of 48 hours priorto the meeting. 
Also, once senate went into this ses- 
sion, the senate could not reconvene 
for the general public. 

To this, Glesner announced, "This 
is a sorry attempt if 1 ever saw one. 
Why is everyone so scared to discuss 
an ammendment?" 

Sophomore class president. Brock 
Magoon, withdrew his original mo- 
tion of going into Executive Session 
and Rasnake moved the session fur- 
ther down in business to. remedy the 
situation. 



Addressing SGA about their most 
recent amendment was the Chaimian 
of Judicial Board, John Janssen. 

Janssen gave a grand speech, hav- 
ing the time limit of five minutes 
extended by Rasnake. Highlights of 
Janssen' s oration were opening, speak- 
ing, "On the gravest of topics... with 
a single stroke of someone's arrogant 
pen. you have taken away this right 
[of self-governance]". 

He went on to say the administra- 
tion would judge in the absence of 
Judicial Board. "How arrogant you 
are to think the student body is not 
interested and does not care," was the 
summary of Janssen's address. 

Glesner then approached the po- 
dium to try and repeal last weeks vote 
for the ammendment saying. "I think 
we've moved way too fast." 

Yeilding the floor to Dean of Stu- 
dents Tim Pieson. Pierson said that if 
the Judicial Board is not present, "[De- 
cisions] come to the responsibility of 
the administration." 

"I think Judicial Board makes fair 
decisions." 

Upon Glesner' s motion to bring 
the issue back up for debate, Magoon 
interjected, "We have not abolished 
anything. We're letting the students 
decide." 

Rasnake continued, "When John 
came up here, the first thing he said 
was the right lo vote.... My point here 
is to let students decide." 

Wells approached the Senate from 
the audience and appeared to person- 
ally address Rasnake, "You summed 
it up when you said you' ve done noth- 
ing. You've offered nothing in place 
of Judicial board - You're leaving us 
hanging." 

Revoie came down to a roll-call 
vote. Reconsidering the amendment 
was not accomplished, losing the two- 
thirds vote by one. 

In a last attempt to abolish the 
amendment, Glesner approached the 
podium once more stating, "I plead 
the chair to recognize the amendment 
as being invalid."

Campus seeks to broaden 
handicapp accessibility 



Budget crisis contin- 
ues to be a concern

When discussing handicap acces- 
sibility, people tend to think of eleva- 
tors, seeing-eye dogs, reserved park- 
ing spaces, and accessible restroom 
stalls. But. these are not the only, or 
even most important features of ac- 
cessibility. People need to concern 
themselves more with the non-physi- 
cal aspects of dealing with the dis- 
abled than simply the technicalities. 

The process of providing full ac- 
cessibility on campus is an ongoing 
and ever-changing process. Accord- 
ing to the Coordinator of Academic 
Support & Disability Services, L. 
Scott Lissner, there are plans in the 
works for increasing handicap acces- 
sibility in terms of renovating and 
installing elevators into all buildings 
on campus, in order to break down the 
barriers of travel. Longwood will be 
making these changes over the sum- 
mer and fall of this year. It is hoped 
that within the next three years, the 
campus will be approximately 90% 
fully accessible. 

Presently, much of the academic 
space on campus is condusi ve lo handi- 
cap accessibility. However, adaptive 



equipment in residence buildings pre- 
sents an interesting challenge. 

The inaccessibility in residence 
halls has caused a few problems, 
though. The elevators in most of the 
buildings are workable, but hardly 
state of the art. They have a tendency 
to break down, which obviously makes 
them completely inaccessible to a per- 
son using a wheelchair. In the aca- 
demic setting, it would be more con- 
venient to move a class to the first 
floor of a building if an elevator does 
not work, rather than renovate all resi- 
dence space to accomodate to the needs 
of one student. If a student has a 
problem or special request, he/she 
shouldcontact Lissner, who will make 
sure reasonable accommodations are 
made. 

In di.scussing this issue with 
Lissner. he pointed out the larger im- 
portance of the non-physical aspect of 
campus adaptivity. He wants to see 
more awareness built within the col- 
lege community to provide all indi- 
viduals with fair and equal treatment. 
Awareness and Sensitivity workshops 
are even available through the Learn- 
ing Center. "Awareness is the first 
step towards change."

After Governor Allen announced 
his proposal of the higher education 
budget cuts. Longwood students came 
together to protest the $1.2 million 
and nine administrative positions that 
would be taken out of the budget. The 
student body's interest in sustaining 
the current budget seemed to have a 
positive impact on Longwood's fi- 
nancial strife. Since the Governor 
announced the cuts, much has oc- 
curred in the way of budget amend- 
ments. 

During a productive conversation 
with Ben Johnson. Longwood's Bud- 
get Director, he stated that even though 
we may have won the battle for now. 
we have not won the war. Following 
the opposition lo the cuts on higher 
education, the General Assembly for- 
mulated a revised budget plan which 
reallocated the full amount originally 
taken from the Longwood budget. The 
Governor now has 30 days in which 
to veto or amend the revised proposal. 
On Wednesday, April 5, the General 
Assembly will reconvene to consider 
the Governor's decision. 

As to whether the situation will 
reoccur, even if the amended budget 
goes through, Johnson believes that it 
could "certainly happen again." De- 
pending on the "climate" of the ad- 
ministration, economic conditions, 
and the priorities of the time, the Gov- 



ernor still has the power to cut the 
budget again. Some believe that the 
level of student interest and involve- > 
ment will be a su-ong factor in keep- 
ing this from happening once more. 
David Reltig, Housing Director, be- 
lieves that the student rallying helped 
lo "reinforce what the legislators were 

hearing" across the state. 

In general, the reaction to the stu- 
dent protest was positive. Dr. Darryl 
Poole, Vice President for Academic 
Affairs, said that the administration 
was "somewhat leery at first because 
the situation could go either way," but 
once they saw where it was going, 
they were for the students. Along the 
same vein. Richard Hurley. Vice Presi- 
dent of Business and Legislative Af- 
fairs, commented on the student in- 
volvement saying it was mature, or- 
ganized, and influenced the thinking 
ofsome of the legislators. It was also 
an excellent chance for Longwood to 
receive some positive attention from 
the media. 

The Governor's office did not di- 
rectly react to the student protesting. 
After several failed attempts to con- 
tact the Virginia Secretary of Educa- 
tion, an interview was declined by 
Kari Walter, an employee of that of- 
fice. Even with all of the reinforce- 
ment. Dr. Poole warned higher educa- 
tion to "be cautious" because the bud- 
get issue is bound to come up again in 
the future.

Think back on the grades you have 
received in your college career. You 
have probably picked up a B- or B-l- 
along the way. Now imagine these 
being computed into your GPA on a 
scale that added .3 points for a plus 
and subtracted the same for a minus. 
For instance a B-i- would be a 3.3, and 
a B- a 2.7. It could be an advantage or 
di.sadvantage depending on what grade 
you received. Longwood's current 
policy is not to count pluses or mi- 
nuses in the final computation of the 
GPA. Here a 3.0 is awarded whether 
you have received a B-^ or B-. 

Some students question the fair- 
ness of the current policy. The main 
iu-gumeni being that a student who 
works hard should be rewarded. Some 
argue that with the current policy, one 
student can slack off and get a B- 
while another student tries for the A 
and receives a B-H, both given the 
same point value fordifferent amounts 
of effort. There has been enough 
interest that SGA is starting to look 
into the matter. 

"To students looking to apply to 
law school or almost any competitive 
graduate school, the pluses and mi- 
nu.ses might make the difference," 
explains Dr. Crowl of the History 
Department. He goes on to say," 
.Students who arc more competitive in 
their academic pursuits tend to favor 
the recording of pluses and minuses 
into the GPA since, in theircase, pluses 
more often than not outweigh the mi-

Are you a people person? Do you 
enjoy counseling others? Can you see 
yourself as a rolemodel, advisor and 
educator? Ifyouransweris yes, maybe 
you are R.E.C. material. Before you 
pack your bags for graduate school, 
which is a prerequisite for the posi- 
tion, let me give you an idea of just 
what it is an R,E.C. does. 

First of all, if you don't already 
know, R.E.C. stands for Resident 
Education Coordinator. Each resi- 
dence hall has one, although one 
R.E.C. maybe in charge of more than 
one hall. Longwood College has five 
R.E.C. 's. Larry Robertson of Curry, 
Michael Herndon of Frazer, Dee 
Rowan of Wheeler and Cox, Robin 
Davis of Stubbs and A.R.C. and Ken 
Rockensies of the Cunninghams and 
Colonnades (French, S. Ruffner, Tabb, 
S. Tabb). Now that you know who 
they are, let me try to explain what 
they do. 

An R.E.C.'s job is to make life in 
the dorms run as smoothly as pos- 
sible. If a student has a problem that 
their R.A. cannot address they take it 
to the R.E.C. If a toilet doesn't work 
or if a roommate doesn't work the 
R.E.C. will probably hear about it. If 
you are awakened by a fire alarm at 
2a.m. look for the R.E.C. to be close 
by. They live in the dorm with the 
students, usually on the ground floor, 
which lets them be as close as possible 
to the students and therefore able to 
answer an emergency almost imme- 
diately. So, technically, they are on 
call 24 hours a day. As Larry 
Robertson noted, "Flexibility is es- 
sential, you have to be prepared for 
anything." 

So you still want to be an R.E.C? 

Before you answer, take note, being 
an R.E.C will allow you to live out 
many different careers at once. A 
Security Officer, because you are re- 
sponsible for the well being of the 
students. A Counselor because you 
must advise students on how to solve 
their problems ordirect them to some- 
one who can. A Mediator because 
you will sometimes act as the go- 
between in resolving parent-student 
or student-student conflicts. A Teacher 
becau.se you will educate students on 
how to get the most out of their expe- 
rience while they are here. You might 
teach a class on alcohol awareness or 
sponsor a seminar on date-rape. A 
Manager because you are responsible 
for your building as if it were a hotel 
or restaurant (if there are any dam- 
ages you will know about it). 

Be warned, all of these responsi- 
bilities are not conducive to a very 
active social life. Some jobs start at 9 
and end at 5, but the needs of your 
students and dorm do not neatly fall 
between these hours. Since this is the 
case, there may not always be a divid- 
ing line between work and personal 
time. Living with the students has a 
lot to do with this. Seeing tfiem every 
day eventually builds relationships 
with them.

Competitiveness seems to be at the 
center of the issue. Dr. Vogt, acting 
Registrar, lends her experience from 
William and Mary to try to explain the 
reasoning behind grade interpretation 
"Schools like William and Mary and 
UVA are highly competitive institu- 
tions and they have a lot of kids al the 
top of the class in their respective 
fields, so to differentiate between the 
best of the best they have to break 
down the grading system into more 
precise rankings." Dr. Vogt has even 
heard of schools using two +' s in their 
letter grades, as in A-t-t-. However, 
this is very rare. There are many 
variations from school to school but 
the main goal is to help clarify or 
pinpoint the achievement level of the 
student. Some high school students 
who excel and enroll in AP courses 
are graded on a 5.0 scale and these 
students could graduate with higher 
than a 4.0. It is a norm that the highly 
selective schools tend to use pluses 
and minuses in their grading. Al- 
though Lynchburg College and 
Hampden Sydney both ranked in the 
same selectivity .category as Long- 
wood, according to Love Joy's Col- 
lege Guide, recognize pluses and mi- 
nuses in the computation of the stu- 
dents GPA. In the end it is up to the 
individual school to pick the grading 
system that best suits its needs and 
those of the student body.

Longwood's College Bowl Travel 
Team attended the 1995 ACU-I Re- 
gion 5 College Bowl Championship 
Tournament at the University of Ten- 
nessee in Knoxville, on February 24- 
25.

The second act opens with Mady 
(Bevin Antea), the Benjamin servant, 
answering the phone in many layers 
of clothing. The house is now ex- 
tremely cold and there is little food 
because of unpaid bills. 

Fire has consumed most of the 
mansion, yet no neighbors come to 
the aidofthe Benjamin family. Joe's 
physical health declines markedly and 



his family finally deserts him. 

The third act of the play opens with 
his drunkard son, David, wandering 
into the house after a great explosion. 
Joe realizes that his son is blind and 
becomes very angry with God. 

He says he could endure anything 
for his Lord but WHY did He have lo 
hurt his son. Lightning flashes again 
and David can see. The family comes 
back with groceries and a newer, re- 
freshed attitude. 

Everything is going to be alright 
again. Joseph endured his trials and 
glorified God in doing so. 

The mood of the evening was pleas- 
antly relaxed. The audience was to- 
tally open and recepti ve to the actors 
and the theme of the play. They re- 
sponded with hearty laughter and well- 
deserved applause to the many fast 
one-liners delivered by the cast. 

The lighting and special effects 
created the perfect balance which con- 
tributed to the realism of the play. 
, The set helped create the mood for 
the play because of its realistic quali- 
ties and its versatility. 

Simon shows a special skill in re- 
laying this biblical parable in such a 
way that people of today can both 
relate to and appreciate its signifi- 
cance. 

Below every good comedy, seri- 
ous undertones usually exist, which 
carry with them an important lesson. 

In all, this play was delightful and 
carried with it positive religious mes- 
sages:

After everyone was paired up, we 
participated in the Opening Ceremony 
which opened with the Star-Spangled 
Banner.

Longwood will be part of a pre- 
dominantly Division I field of 1 8 teams 
competing at Charleston on a marshy, 
coastal layout.

Greensboro and Division III power 
Methodist will provide a tough chal- 
lenge for Ho and her squad.

American and two-time national 
champ in Division II, Coetzee is rated 
46th among all women collegiate golf- 
ers. As a team, Longwood is ranked 

No. 1 in Division 11 and 33rd overall in 
the latest figures released by Golfstat 
of Bloomington, 111. 

Balance is the name of the game 
for Longwood. Sophomore Frida 
Svensson averaged 77.6 in the fall. 
Junior Anna Holm and freshman Karla 
Roberson were right behind at 79.2 
and 80.4, respectively. Senior 
Michelle Ziats played some of her 
best golf while averaging 87.9 for the 
fall.

The Longwood College women's 
basketball team concluded its regular 
season with a final mark of 20-7, the 
best record ever in the 74-year history 
of the program. The Lady Lancers 
closed with last Saturday 's heartbreak- 
ing last-second 81-80 loss in 
Spartanburg, S.C. to host Wofford 
(S.C.) in the consolation game of the 
South Atlantic Region Independent 
Tournament. CoachShirley Duncan's 
squad will now wait until Sunday 
(March 5) to find out if they will 
receive their first-ever NCAA Divi- 
sion II Women's Basketball Tourna- 
ment invitation to the South Atlantic 
Regional. 

At Wofford, LC witnessed a 12- 
jwint lead (77-65) evaporate over the 
final 4:38 as the host Terriers 
outscored the Lady Lancers 16-3 to 
steal the one-point win. WC got an 
offensive put-back basket with 1 5 sec- 
onds remaining after a missed free 
throw to conclude a three-point op- 
portunity. The hosts had scored a 
layup with 1 9 seconds left and got the 
foul call as well, WC, eight for eight 
at the free throw line down the stretch, 
missed on the ninth attempt, however, 
only to grab the rebound and sUck it 
back in for the final margin." LC 
missed one shot attempt with about 1 
seconds left, and had the ball out of 
bounds near midcourt with five sec- 
onds remaining but was unable to get 



off another shot.

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School Closing Remembered 

Teachers reflect on struggle for equality

On Wednesday, March 1 , the Hon- 
ors program hosted a panel discussion 
featuring three retired school teach- 
ers; Vera Allen, Ernestine Herndon 
and Connie Rawlins. These women 
discussed their teaching careers from 
1959-64, during the historical close 
of the Prince Edward County School 
system. 

The purpose of this visit was to 
give the audience an insightful and 
firsthand walk through history with 
some of the very people who lived it. 
Each took the podium and shared per- 
sonal experiences, triumphs and trag- 
edies that highlighted their extraordi- 
nary lives. 

The three educators began their 
stories around 1951, when black stu- 
dents staged a walkout at Robert R. 
Moton High School. The protest of 
the unequal educational facilities set 
off a chain of events which eventually 
lead to the closing of schools. 

Connie Rawlins recalls the first 
days of the school closings. "I didn't 
believe it until I showed up the next 



morning and didn't see any buses or 
any students, that's when it began to 
sink in." 

Vera Allen points out that any sym- 
pathy for her and her two colleagues 
would be misplaced, " the teachers 
found other jobs it was the students 
who suffered." 

Although resistance to segregation 
was commonplace in the south, Prince 
Edward County took it one step further 
when it decided to close the public 
schools from 1959 to 1964. Giving it 
the dubious distinction of being the 
only county in the country to close 
their schools for such an incredible 
length of time. 

Prince Edward County recieved 
national attention and it was not long 
before they found support from all 
over the country. Ernestine Herdon 
remembers, "Many people contrib- 
uted to help the students, Quakers 
came down from as far away as New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania offering to 
take our children into their own 
homes." 

Vera Allen recalls similarly, "Ev- 
erywhere we went, outside of Farm- 



Cannon searches for 
what's right with your life

A very informative lecture was held 
in Jarman Auditorium on March 7. 
The Lecture was called "What ' s Right 
With Your Life?" The speaker was 
Dr. JoAnn Cannon. 

In the lecture. Cannon discussed 
how much people are always focusing 
in on the ten leading causes of death, 
the five most deadly diseases and so 
on.

Dr. Cannon listed the 
fifteen contributing factors in descend- 
ing order, and talked about each as 
they were presented. 



These fifteen factors were arrived 
at by asking 600 people the question: 
'What things do you think help the 
quality of your life?' 
These factors included: 
15. Economic Essentials 
14. Intellectual Stimulation 
13. Ability to Cope with Stress 
12. Rest and Sleep 
1 1 . Spiritual Awareness 
10. Time and Space Alone 

9. Contact with Nature 

8. Experienced Creativity 

7. Optimistic State of Mind 

6. Balanced Nutrition 

5. Work Satisfaction 

4. Goal Accomplishments 

3. Positive Self Esteem 

2. Physical Prowess 

1. Fulfilling Relationships 

Dr. Cannon's lecture on wellness 
was very informative. She was a very 
enthusiastic speaker, and the audi- 
ence enjoyed her witty stories.

On Tuesday, February 28 th. 
Lancer Production's Cultural Unifi- 
cation Committee hosted Bobby Seale, 
co-founder of the Black Panther Party, 
to speak on the history of the organi- 
zation. In October, 1 966, Seale helped 
found this organization with Huey P. 
Newton. 

The event was well attended by 
members of the Farmville commu- 
nity, as well as Longwood students 
and faculty. Mr. Seale was cordial, 
entertaining and informative. 

Scale's main purpose in speaking 
to this audience was to dispel misin- 
formation concerning his organiza- 
tion and the history of the Black Pan- 
ther Party. He pointed out that since 
the popularity of Spike Lee's feature 
film on Malcolm X, Hollywood has 
had a great interest in chronicalling 
the history and exploits of the Black 
Panthers. The first feature he men- 
tioned, directed by Melvin Van 
Peebles, entitled "Panther" was re- 
ferred to by Seale as "booltleg fic- 
tion." 

The second feature, scheduled for 
release in 1996, directed by John 
Singleton, tentatively titled "Seize the 
Time," was more positively endorsed 
by Seale. This, in part, may be due to 
the fact that Seale and thirty other 
members of the Black Panthers act as 
consultants for this film. 

Seale pointed out that the Black 
Panther Party was not established 
based on Black power. Instead, Seale 
states that the motto of the group, "All 
power to all the People," was based on 



the group's belief that "the African- 
American people's liberation is inter- 
connected with all human liberation." 
Seale told the attenUve crowd that 
people of all races, colors, and creeds 
assisted the Black Panthers with their 
humanitarian goals. 

Scale's style was good natured and 
amusing. Considering his reputation 
as a firey political radical, his easy 
going demeanor came as quite a sur- 
prise. Throughout the evening, Seale 
name dropped countless other Black 
radicals throughout history, to place 
his early movement into context. 
Names like Marcus Garvey, Rosa 
Parks, Leroy Jones and Angela Davis 
popped up through out his personal 
reminiscences. Though Seale was 
very energetic throughout the evening, 
I, for one, was left wondering where 
all the radicalism had gone. 

Seale painted a picture of his Black 
Panther Party as simply a group of 
civic minded people interested in giv- 
ing breakfast programs to children 
and carry ing weapons to help "police 
the police." He helped ensure that the 
audience recognized him, and his co- 
horts as caring human beings. How- 
ever, in my mind, he erased the ele- 
ment of danger and excitement. I 
wanted to find out how to continue the 
mission of radical culture. Instead, I 
found a man who said it's best t6 work 
through the system. Radicalism is not 
dead, but we must accept that it is 
slowly being assimilated, and in may 
cases, sold out. In short, we must 
continue to question everything, in- 
cluding Bobby Seale, and take every 
answer with a grain of salt.

Two not-so-new, but much wel- 
comed faces grace Longwood's 
Speech and Theater Department these 
days. Former undergraduates James 
Gross and Anthony Tassa are here this 
semester, "sharing new techniques, 
different perspectives, and their ex- 
pertise in the area of theater with the 
students and faculty," explained 
Nancy Haga, Director of the Speech 
and Theater Department. 

In 1990, Gross received his The- 
ater Degree with a concentration in 
Literary Criticism and Theory, Tech- 
nical Theater, and Performance with a 
minor in English from Longwood. 

During his undergraduate career, 
he was involved in numerous theatri- 
cal acfivities including designing the 
scenery for Androcles and the Lion 
anddirecting Babv with the Bathwater . 
Outside of his scholastic curricula, he 
designed and directed Animal Farm 
for Prince Edward Academy and was 
involved with the Waterworks Play- 
ers. 

After graduating from Longwood, 
he attended the University of Missis- 
sippi for two years where he designed 
sets for a community theater, Corinth 
Theater Arts, and received the Best 
Design Award for his work on Angel 
Street . 

From there. Gross transferred to 
Wayne Slate University where he re- 
ceived his M.F.A. (Masters of Fine 
Arts) in Scenic Design in 1994. 
Through the universitv. he worked 
with The Hilbcrry Repertory Thcaiic, 
a company which operated in a rotat- 



ing repertory which produced as many 
as four different shows each week. 

Along with an impressive college 
career. Gross has actively been in- 
volved in theater on the professional 
level as well. His professional cre- 
dentials include designing such plays 
as Streetcar Named Desire and Hot 
and Cole for The New Harmony The- 
ater in New Harmony, Indiana. He 
was a scenic artist and designed Voice 
of the Prairie for The Attic Theater in 
Detroit, Michigan and served as a 
scenic designer and artist for the Bar- 
ter Theater.

While contnbuting so much to the 
prtxluctions being put on this semes- 
ter, he is also honing his teaching 
skills by conducting two courses here 
at Longwood, Drafting and Render- 



ing, and Model Building. These cre- 
dentials will definitely benefit Gross 
as he endeavors to fulfill his goal of 
teaching scenic design at a university 
and designing professionally. 

Tassa received his B.A. in English 
from Longwood in 1992. Although 
he did not major in Theater, his inspir- 
ing adeptness in theatrical perfor- 
mance is undeniable. A Funny Thing 
Ha ppened on the Way to the Forum . 
The Foreigner , and Macbeth were 
three of the many plays he discussed 
holding roles in. Along with being a 
member of the Longwood Players he 
was also a member of the honorary 
theater fraternity Alpha Psi Omega.

This includes overseeing the reser- 
vation system, scheduling room set- 
ups and lending technical support to 
performers as needed. Hand advises 
Lancer Producfions and ensures there 
is a balanced schedule of events for 
the campus community throughout 
the year. 

Lancer Productions is a student 
run organization that discusses and 
voted on programming ideas for the 
student body. It has a co-sponsorship 
with other area colleges and is sup- 
ported by student activity fees. These 
groups help furnish ideas for the pos- 
sible booking of various programs of 
interest that are running a particular 
circuit near the area. LP is also re- 
sponsible for sending literature from 
the Union office out to other colleges.

On Monday, March 6, "The 
Burning Times" was shown in tht 
Commonwealth Ballroom in conjunc- 
tion with Women's History Month. 
After the film. Dr. Robert F. Pace. 
Assistant Professor of American His- 
tory, led a discussion which focused 
on the witch hunt cra/.e in Europe. 

According to Pace, these events, 
which preceeded the Salem witch 
hunts, were perceived as a women's 
holocaust. "This sparked a lot of 
discussion, people were shocked by 
the level of torture depicted in the 
film." 

The title of the film refers to the 
European witch trials between the 1 6th 
and the 17th centuries when the pre- 
ferred means of executing someone 
thought of being a witch was burning 
at the slake. This means of death was 
originated by a decree by Saint Au- 
gustine who said that pagans, Jews, 
and heretics would burn forever in 
eternal fire with the devil unless saved 
by the Catholic Church. Although the 
practice of arresting people accused 
of witchcraft originally started with 
the Spanish Inquisition by the Catho- 
lic Church, the Protestants when they 
broke with the Church, still preserved 
the concept of witchcraft and their 
persecutions were just as savage as 
that of the Catholics. 

The original definition of a witch 
during this time was anyone who con- 
versed with the Devil. Since this was 

a spiritual crime and not a physical

one this act could not be proven hv 
ordinal y means. It was gencialiy .k 
cepted that a witch could not he ex- 
ecuted under her own adinisMon, nor 
did a voluntary contession suffice. It 
had to be made from torture, because 
only then could it he pie.suinod to 
come from the heart. As a result of 
being tortured, many persons admit- 
ted to anything just so that their suf- 
fering would stop 

Once an individual confessed to 
practicing witchcraft, the Church 
would have llie right to take away 
their land from, so that after they were 
buried the only thing their decedents 
would receive from their estate was 
the bill for the cost of the trial and 
execution. 

The typical person accused of 
being a witch was a married or wid- 
owed woman around the ages ol 50 to 
70 with some sort of physical defor- 
mity who was also quite outspoken. 
Most of these women were midwives 
or those who practiced lolk medicine. 
It was these activities that caused them 
to be arrested becau.se according to 
the Royal College of Physicians, "all 
undiagnosed illness or cure was at- 
tributed to the Devil." 

It is impossible to state how many 
persons were actually executed as 
witches during this type of holocaust, 
but it has been estimated that in Ger- 
many .^,.^tK) people were killed, Swit- 
zerland estimates around 9,(KX) and in 
England, 1,000 people were executed 
for witchcraft, but there may be more.

A picnic, 
held on Wheeler Mall, sponsored by 
ARA, will be held the day of the 
lecture at 4:30p.m. featuring the mu- 
sic of Pat MaGee. During this time, 
students will have the opportunity to 
meet Cuomo, who will also be present 
at a reception following the lecture 
under the Rotunda. 



New York's 52nd governor, 
Cuomo was first elected to the posi- 
tion in 1982 and served until this past 
January, During this time, Cuomo 
became one of the most respected and 
recognized members of the Demo- 
cratic Party and was always consid- 
ered a front-runner for his party ' s presi- 
dential ticket, had he ever chosen to 
run. 

Cuomo, a native of Queens, New 
York, attended St. John's University 
after a brief stint in professional base- 
ball in which he played center field for 
a minor league affiliate of the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates. 

At St. John's he majored in Latin 
American Studies. English, and phi- 
losophy and.eamed his B.A. degree 
sunmia cum laude, in 1953. Cuomo 
received his law degree from St. John' s 
Law School in 1 956 while finishing at 
the top of his class. 



Julian Bond Discusses 
Civil Rights. . . Past and 
Present

Many things can change in thirty 
years. Races and cultures can cross 
voids and educate ignorance to join 
together as a nation, Thirty years ago 
Julian Bond became part of thatchange 
so that yesterday's evil's teach today's 
triumphs and tomorrow's victories. 
Bond has come to Farmville to speak 
of those years, to bring the voice of a 
different time, a harder time, into the 
present and make the memories real 
again. 

Published poet and writer, educa- 
tor, politician, activist, husband, fa- 
ther, grandfather — Julian Bond has 
done it all, and seen it all. ( He even 
hosted Saturday Night Live.) Bond 
was born in Nashville, Tennessee in 
1940, He grew up in a rural college 
town outside of Philadelphia, Penn- 
sylvania. It was there, during he teen- 
age years, that Bond began to see the 
injustices in his world. "My race, the 
color of my skin made me vulner- 
able," he explained, "it made me some- 
one that someone else could kill and 
get away with." Later, Bond would 
move with his family to Atlanta, Geor- 
gia and begin his career as an activist 
for freedom. 

Upon graduation from high school 
in 1957, Bond attended Moorehouse 
College. He was actively involved on 
campus, participating on the swim 
team and working with the literary 
magazine, which he helped in found- 
ing, and interning for Time Magazine. 
He left college before graduation and 
began working for a protest paper 
called The Atlanta Inquirer. Later, he 
became the managing editor. 

In 1968, Bond was nominated to 
run for Vice President of the United 
States. He was the first black Ameri- 
canto receive this honor, but he de- 
cided he was too young to serve so he 
withdrew his nomination. By 1971, 
he had returned to Moorehouse and 
received his Bachelor of Arts degree 
m English. 

Bond has received Honorary de- 
grees from 1 4 different institutes for 
higher education, including Syracuse 
Univcrsitv, Tuskegee Institute and. 



Howard University. He founded the 
Committee on Appeal for Human 
Rights (COAHR) in 1960. For three 
years the organization directed non- 
violent anti-segregation protests. 
From 1965 to 1974, Bond served four 
consecutive terms as a member of the 
House of Representatives in Georgia. 
He then ran for a seat in the Senate and 
remained there from 1974 to 1986. 
He currently serves on the Advisory 
Board for the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union. 

Today, Bond is still active in civil 
rights. Through teaching, at both The 
University of Virginia and American 
University, Bond relates the history 
of the movement, as well as what it 
has done for society. Bond has not 
only seen, but experienced a tremen- 
dous change in the world over the past 
thirty years. 

"My horizons were extremely lim- 
ited when I was young," he explained, 
"but today's young people have a 
nearly limitless horizon. We live in a 
society that still remains segregated 
by race, age and gender, the world is 
not pertecf but, each of us has a re- 
sponsibility to make a better world," 
When not commuting between 
Washington D,C. and Charlottesville, 
Virginia, Bond is traveling and lectur- 
ing to different organizations and 
groups about his life and the history of 
the Civil Rights movement. 

Bond addressed the residents of 
Farmville in a lecture at the First Bap- 
tist Church on Wednesday evening. 
His main focus was the Civil Rights 
movement but, he also discussed 
where it has led society today, as well 
as the individual and collective re- 
sponsibilities of that society. 

"The Civil Rights movement be- 
gan when the first African stepped off 
a slave ship onto American soil," Bond 
stated, not when King was shot, nor 
when Rosa Parks refused to give up 
her seat. He concluded that, "if the 
Civil Rights movement, and the rules 
and regulations created by it were to 
disappear, aspirations of an entire 
class of Americans, opportunities to 
improve themselves, would be gone 
It's a frightening prospect to lorcsce."

As an attorney, Cuomo quickly 
gained public recognition as an advo- 
cate for the rights working class hous- 
ing residents in their struggle against 
big city developers. 

Cuomo was appointed New York's 
Secretary of State in 1975 and elected 
Lieutenant Governor in 1978. 

As governor, Cuomo supported a 



strong criminal justice system with- 
out the death penally, improvements 
in education, and reductions in deficit 
spending.

In a sudden twist of fate, the Long- 
wood College Judicial Board won a 
reprieve from abolishment yesterday 
as student Senator-at-Large, Greg 
Rasnake withdrew an amendment that 
would have let students decide on the 
board's fate during campus elections 
in April.. 

"John Janssen [J. Board Chairman] 
and I had a discussion and we decided 
to plan a way of making changes in the 
board's procedures," Rasnake said. 
"With this agreed upon, I decided not 
to submit the final amendment to the 
SGA president." 

On February 21, the Longwood 
Student Senate passed a motion by the 
required two-thirds majority which 
called for the students to decide on the 
abolishment of judicial board. This 
action set off a fire storm of debate 
that brought SGA business to a virtual 
standstill. 

Critics of the judicial board pro- 
cess sighted vagueness in policy and 
lack of judicial knowledge by mem- 
bers as key concerns. A campus hear- 



ing had been planned on the matter 
but will probably not materialize after 
yesterday's developments. 

Rasnake stated two main areas of 
the board's policy that he would like 
to see improved — the appeals pro- 
cess and the board's code of conduct. 

It is likely that a two tier appeal 
process will be proposed that involves 
Dean of Students, Tim Pierson in ad- 
dition to the Vice President of Student 
Affairs. Rasnake would also like to 
see some of the vagueness taken out of 
the Code of Conduct. 

"We may put together a committee 
of faculty and administrators with ju- 
dicial experience to look at the vague- 
ness in the Code of Conduct," Rasnake 
explained. "Another idea may be to 
hire an outside legal expert to review 
the judicial system altogether." 

Rasnake also went on to state that 
his main goal in the first place was to 
bring about change in the Longwood 
Judicial Board, but he did not rule out 
proposing abolishment in the fuiyre if 
changes do not take place.

Self-Governance or Self-Serving? 

1 have asked myself this question 
many times when considering what 
our Student Government Association 
Senate has become It is a question 
which I have not fully answered for 
myself, and I would never presume to 
It; Avci It (or anyone else who may be 
(Lading tins editorial. However, I do 
have a few fundamental problems with 
the lunclioningol our current Student 
Senate, with a particular inteiest in the 
subject of our student judicial system. 
As you rnay have read in last week's 
front page arlicic "SGA at standoff," 
fhe aboli.shnicnt (^f our student Judi- 
cial Board will appear on the April 
balluuJurin); student government elec- 
tions The Senate has not considered 
what will happen if this amendment 
should pass during the April elec- 
tions. Will a newly formed student- 
run judicial board be fonned? Will 
liidicial board functions be assumed 
by the Longwo.Kl College Adminis 
tration? The Senate seems content to 
allow these issues to rest until they 
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need be discussed. I submit that if this 
amendment to our Student Govern- 
ment Constitution is allowed to pass 
by the Student Body that our Student 
Senate is ill-equipped to offer us a 
better system. I submit that they have 
not directly addressed the alleged prob- 
lems within our Judicial Board. In 
their meeting on February 21, they 
discussed the Judicial Board and their 
concerns about its "ineffectiveness" 
at length, subsequently voting to place 
an amendment on the April ballot 
abolishing the Judicial Board. Was 
anyone, including the Student Body, 
even made aware that this issue would 
be discussed on that day? Shouldn't 
we have had public hearings before 
this subject was voted on by the Sen- 
ale. I have to ask myself, "How arro- 
gant can these people be to assume 
that (he Student Body wouldn't care 
about an issue that affects every single 
one of us?" Were interested parties, 
i.e. the Judicial Board or its advisors, 
formally notified of the Student 
Senate's vote? NO! 

Here is what is at stake. If changes 
are needed within our student judicial 
system, then our Senate and the Stu- 
dent Body is currently empowered to 
enact those changes because our Judi- 
cial Board derives its power from us. 
If you abolish the current system, and 
the responsibility for our judicial sys- 
tem is assumed by the Administra- 
tion, then you have eliminated the 
students' powertoaffect change within 
that system. You will have limited 
students' rights! 

We can make change without abol- 
ishing our system, but it would seem 
that the Senate feels that it must "strong 
arm" the Judicial Board into reform. I 
submit to you that this is no more than 
a political maneuver on the part of 
several Senate members, who are dis- 
pleased with our Judicial Board. This, 
in my opinion, is their way of saying, 
"Do as we say, or we shall abolish 
you." They have not addressed the 
issue of reform, and what is it that they 
want to change? Do they want proof 
beyond a reasonable doubt? Do they 
want stiffer sanctions? Do they want 
increased training for Judicial Board 
members? Once they have finished 
with the Judicial Board, will they at- 
tack the Honor System too? 

At one point in tlie February 28 
meeting of the SGA Senate, Greg 
Rasnake staled, "These people [judi- 
cial board members] don't know 
enough..." aboutjudicial matters to be 
trusted with this responsibility. In 
response to that statement, I must say 
that, at times, I would have to make a 
similar statement about our SGA Sen- 
ale, tor, it seems that they have no 
concept of the trust and responsibility 
we have placed in their hands as our 
elected officials I expect them to 
prutcci our student rights. If a matter 
ot this imporlance arises, I would like 
to he ofleivd allernaiives, not an ulti- 
matum. 

Now on a personal note, I will say 
thai 1 know that many current Senate 
mcmbciN are critical of me and my 
views on siudent governance. After 
all. 1 was the President of the Student 
( iuvcrnment Association in both 1442 
and hWV Howe\ct. Idonotclaimto 
k- more knowledgeable ihan any of 
them oi nunc imporl.int 1 am now 
merely a stmlcnt who is concerned 
about oui Scn.iic and our ludicial sys- 
tem List lucsd.iN . as I appioached 
the podium to s|H.-ak at ihc meeting, 
several Senators on the right side of 
room sighed in n'lisiciiKitmn, as if to 
sav, "Wc Iruly do not caie ahoul what 
you have to say " To ihai 1 must say.

In a letter sent to the parents of all 
students enrolled in the program. Dr. 
Sawyer stated that the committee will 
report their findings to his office no 
later than April 14th. At that time. 
Sawyer will then base his recommen- 
dations upon the groups findings and 
submit that decision to Vice President 
Darryl Poole. 

Professor Judy Johnson, a member 
of the review committee slated that 
"the committee has not met," there- 
fore she could not comment on the 
committee ' s directives, nor could she 
state what the committee would be 
looking for during the review period. 

According to Sawyer, if the 
decision to discontinue the program is 
made, all students currently enrolled 
in the program will be allowed to 
fulfill their degree requirements in a 
timely fashion. The Acting Dean did 
comment however that "the decision 
to end the program would probably 
take Board [of visitors] action". 

If the decision is made to continue 
the program. Sawyer's first goal would 
be to avoid some of the problems 
which the program has experienced in 
the past. One of the major problems 
Sawyer felt was the fact that the pro- 
gram has "never been supported by 
the number of faculty to the extent that 
it should be." To alleviate thi.* prob- 
lem. Dean Sawyer has been given the 
support of 'Vice President Poole in the 
hiring of two additional full time fac- 
ulty members, one of which will re- 
place Dr. Beck. It is Sawyer's hope 
that this additional faculty support 
will create a more successful pro- 
gram.

The March 21 Student Govern- 
ment Association meeting debated the 
fate of Judicial Board again. Only this 
time it was about the constitutionality 
of dates amendments could be re- 
moved from a ballot, and the present 
improper form of the current amend- 
ment. 

With dates being set back for the 
public forum, SGA President Rob 
Postel stated, "My concern is consti- 
tutionally." An amendment could not 
be taken off the ballot 2 1 days prior to 
elections. 

To this, Senator-at-Large, Jeremy 
Glesner clarified that the 2 1 days was 
the following day. 

Sophomore class president. Brock 
Magoon responded to the discussion, 
"I still can't get it through my head 
why everyone is so against the stu- 
dents voting!" 

Conflict arose when discussion fo- 
cused on when to have the forum. One 
side wanted the students to vote on the 
amendment. The other faction wished 
to host a public forum before putting 
the amendment to a vote. 

Chris Holroyd, Junior class presi- 
dent, questioned, "What's the prob- 
lem? Why can't we let the students 
decide?... Make a draft so people can 
see what to look for." 

Glesner maintained his stance as 
in prior meetings, feeling the amend- 
ment was still in improper form. 

"Let's bring it back, amend it, and 
pass it," was Glesner' s proposal. 

To reconsider an amendment for a 
second time, everyone must agree to 
do so. 

A few said, "Nay." 
To end this debate, former SGA 
Presidnet Darrell Wells, announced 



from the audience, "Just move to 
strike all references to J-Board... I'm 
not in favor, but I just want y'all to get 
through this so we can go on to other 
stuff." 

The entire senate agreed to strike 
any references to Judicial Board in the 
amendment. 

Since Senator-at-Large Greg 
Rasnake, the initial author of the 
amendment, was not present, Glesner 
was to write the new proposal. 

Under new business, Mike 
Klepper, a representative of WLCX, 
requested exactly $200. Apparently 
two sponsors backed out at the last 
minute for Bandfest. Klepper an- 
nounced while pleeing his case, that 
the festival would be open to anyone 
carrying a Longwood ID. 

WLCX received $200 from the 
SAFC allocation fund. 

In other SGA news: 

~ Executive Council approved $5000 
to the Dance Committee from the 
Reserve Fund, hoping to have $9000 
returned from Lancer Productions. 

~ Funds were reallocated to the 
Rugby team for uniforms. $ 1 700 out 
of $2000 was also unrestricted for the 
Forensic National Conference. The 
Society for Advancement of Man- 
agement was given $360 for a confer- 
ence in California, and $136 plus tax 
was reimbursed to the swimteam for 
caps. 

~ Chris Holroyd, Junior class presi- 
dent, announced the class could be 
giving Easter baskets to the needy.

ball player Cassie Ensley has been 
selected to the first-team of the 1995 
GTE Academic All-America

The selections are made by the 
1 ,800-member College Sports 
Information Directors of America 
(CoSIDA). The college division 
consists of NCAA Divisions II and 
III, as well as National Association 
of Intercollegiate Athletics (NAIA) 
institutions. Ensley is one of only 
five individuals selected to the first 
team, and only 15 individuals are 
selected to three teams. 

"It's an outstanding achieve- 
ment, something I know she's had 
as a goal since she entered Long- 
wood," commented LC women's 
basketball coach Shiriey Duncan.

A 
modem languages major at LC in 
French and Spanish, with a minor in 
marketing, Ensley led the Lady 
Lancers to a 21-8 record and the 
school's first-ever NCAA Tourna- 
ment appearance during their finest 
season in the 74-year history of the 
program at LC.

1 in the NCAA Tournament, 
advancing to the NCAA Division II

A 5-6 shooting guard, Ensley 
averaged 16.0 ppg., 4.3 assists, 4.0 
rpg., 2.9 three-point field goals and 
2.4 steals. Ensley finished her 
career with 1 ,402 career points to 
rank fifth all-time at LC, while her 
214 career treys is first all-time, 378 
career assists is second all-time and 
264 career free throws also rank 
second all-time at the college.

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Mario Cuomo preaches 
awareness and involvement

On Wednesday, March 29, Gover- 
nor Mario Cuomo came to Jarman 
Auditorium to dehver a speech en- 
titled "Perfecting the Union: Vision, 
Values, and Leadership for the 21st 
Century." The event marked the first 
in Longwood's Major Lecture Series, 
a program initiated by Longwood's 
1994 SGA to promote better campus 
programs. 

Speaking before a full house, 
Cuomo began by praising Longwood 
students for taking the initiative to 
bring new and better known speakers 
to campus. "I congratulate you on 
saying to the world, 'I want to do 
more. I want to know more,'" he said. 



Cuomo spoke about the need for 
every individual to be involved in his 
or her community. "In this kind of 
democracy," he said, "involvement is 
rewarded and aloofness is punished." 
Yet, he pointed out, only 30% of the 
population votes. People just simply 
are not involving themselves m the 
world around them. 

Television has been a major factor 
in this lack of initiative and motiva- 
tion to become involved. Popular 
culture bombards our lives with pieces 
of information — but not the entire 
story, "We are being skewed by slo- 
gans and bumper stickers," Cuomo 
said. 

Cuomo spoke about the American 
Dream, a concept upon which our 



Governor opens 
Lee's Retreat 

Driving tour retraces Virginia's history

Governor George Allen, along 
with his wife Susan, was welcomed 
on March 29 by the town of Farmville 
to kick off the Driving Tour of the 
Route of Lee's Retreat. The opening 
ceremony took place at the Riverside 
Parking Lot of Greenfront Furniture 
Warehouse, Main street, Farmville at 
11:30 am, 

The ceremony began with a greet- 
ing from the Chairman of the Prince 
Edward County Board of Supervi- 
sors, HughC. Carwile. who welcomed 
Governor Allen and recognized the 
members of the Virginia General As- 
sembly, Virginia Retreat Region, and 
other members of the board present at 
the event. 

According to Carwile, Virginia 
juri.sdiction began organizing this 
project two years ago. Its purpose lies 
in creating new economic opportuni- 
ties for the citizens of Virginia. The 
Department of Transportation granted 
this project two enhancement grants 
because they felt it would be a suc- 
cessful opportunity for the state to 
increase tourism and emphasize the 
historical importance of our area. The 
project, in total cost the state $607,(XX). 
The driving tour is approximately 
90 miles long, and takes about five 
hours to complete. "Cities and coun- 
ties along the route of Lee's Retreat 
have developed a 20 stop, radio-en- 
hanced driving tour from the Peters- 
burg area to Appomattox. The tour 
follows day by day the Confederate 
retreat and the Union pursuit that ended 
in Robert E. Lee's surrender" This 
tour description cited in the central 
edition of the Guide to Hislonc Vir- 
ginia, was provided to each attending 
the ceremony Wednesday. 

This guide describes, m detail, the 
course the Civil War took in Virginia 
in Its last days of battle. It takes you 
through the cities where the battles 
were fought, and plays out the events 
thai took place The Historical Guide 



includes specific historical sites 
throughout the state, such as churches, 
plantations, graveyards, and battle- 
fields still in existence for tourists to 
view. 

There are many events going on in 
celebration of this 1 30 year old legacy 
around the state, including the driving 
route. There is a full calendar of 
events running through the month of 
May going on in Richmond and Pe- 
tersburg. These events include lec- 
tures, bus tours, plays, and exhibi- 
tions which are a tribute to celebrating 
the end of the Civil War. The infor- 
mation on these activities is also avail- 
able in the Historical Guide. 

Several other state and local offi- 
cials spoke on behalf of the project 
and Governor Allen at the ceremony. 
Governor Allen emphasized his en- 
thusiasm in the project, and encour- 
aged the citizens to become involved 
as well. He viewed the project as an 
excifing new dimension to the histori- 
cal value of Virginia. Governor Allen 
did not go into great detail describing 
the project, but he did acknowledge 
its importance and gave his support. 
The opening ceremony was exciting 
to those who attended it, and the 
project's success will be greatly en- 
hanced by the exposure it has recei ved. 

The Civil War has a special sig- 
nificance to the citizens of Virginia. 
We need to remember the brave sol- 
diers who fought on our soil to unify 
the nation. This piece of our history 
deserves recognition from all. Chris 
Calkins of Petersburg expressed how 
we should all view this special cel- 
ebration in his essay. Slacking the 
Arms. April 12, which appeared in the 
Historical Guide. He said, "...this was 
a war ot the common man, a civilian 
turned soldier, and how they chose to 
end it at Appomattox makes this event 
one of the most memorable in our 
history. With the 130th anniversary 
ot this event, we should vow never to 
forget the brave deeds of those men." 



concept of this country has been 
founded. A generation ago, he said, 
the dream was still thriving. People 
had hope that "you can have it better 
than your dad, and your kids will have 
it better than you," Cuomo explained. 

But now things have changed. "We 
used to make the cars, now we buy 
them. We used to be the lenders, now 
we're the debtors," he said. 

He blames some of this on govern- 
mentinthe 1980s. President Reagan's 
policies, his so-called "voodoo eco- 
nomics," were of no help to the United 
States. They merely put this country 
deeper in debt. He spoke of the impor- 
tance of decreasing the deficit. "The

deficit is going to kill us," Cuomo 
announced. 

Education was another major issue 
which Cuomo addressed. "The secret 
to this world is knowledge, educa- 
tion," he said. "We have to invest in 
our people, we have to invest in our 
education." 

However, European countries have 
a far more intensive educational sys- 
tem than does the United States. 
"We ' ve gotten a li ttle bit casual about 
competition," Cuomo stated. "Now 
we have to get that fire back!" 

In closing, Cuomo rallied the audi- 
ence and challenged everyone to be- 
come involved in world events. "We 
are the greatest nation which the world 
has ever seen," he said. But he em- 
phasized that each of us cannot simply 
stand alone. 

"If all there is is you, it's not enough. 
You've got to believe in something 
larger," Cuomo urged. "We should 
believe in one another. Imagine what 
we could be if we squeezed all the 
potential out of this place that God 
gave us!"

Students face false 
hopes after graduation?

Finding a job in their major 
field of study is a huge concern for 
graduating seniors. After receiving 
their diplomas in May, the class of 
1995 will face the hardship of finding 
a job that accommodates their inter- 
ests and financial needs. Through 
interviews and research with students 
ranging from freshman to seniors as 
well as Career Center personnel, it 
was discovered that students need to 
begin the job search very early. 

Of the graduating class of 
spring 1995, few that were consulted 
have solid plans for their futures. 
While some wait to hear if they will 
get into graduate, law, or medical 
schools; others are currently inter- 
viewing and handing out resumes or 
getting ready to pound the pavement 
in the hopes of finding work in their 
chosen field. A lucky few have found 
jobs through internships and early in- 
terviews. 



On the flipside of this sce- 
nario, the incoming freshman class 
looks forward to the years that lay 
ahead of them here at Longwood. For 
them, future employment seems so far 
away. Though many are heading in 
specific directions, as far as their stud- 
ies go, they are not yet positive about 
what they want to do with the skills 
they will acquire at Longwood. 

After an interview with Chris 
Carbone, the Assistant Director of the 
Career Center, a path toward a more 
defined future was uncovered. 
Carbone advises students to take an 
active role in their future as early as 
possible. Longwood' s Career Center 
is the perfect resource Tor student-s 
who do not know what they want to 
do, and can aid those who do know in 
finding contacts and perhaps future 
employment. 

According to the Career 
Center's Annual Placement Reports 
(up to 1992), the rate of Longwood 
graduates finding desirable jobs is in- 
creasing. This report is, however, 



done a year after the class graduates 
and is not necessarily accurate. The 
percentage of replies from Longwood 
alumnae required to gather this infor- 
mation is not always an accurate rep- 
resentation of how many students re- 
ceive employment in his or her field of 
study. Even if the graduate does find 
a job and reports this to the Career 
Center, it may not be directly related 
to their major or the job that they 
originally desired. As a result, any 
statistics the report has to offer are 
biased to the graduates who are em- 
ployed and do reply. 

Earlier involvement on the 
student's part, perhaps through the 
Career Center, is important if one 
wishes to find a job directly after 
graduation. Students that get involved 
early "get better jobs because they 
make better decisions", says Carbone. 
In short, the class of 1998 should 
utilize every resource the college of- 
fers so that their opportunities for 
employment after graduation are as 
achievable as possible.

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Burton Nelson lectues to Stu- 
dents about women's sports 
and feminism 



Fourth annual 
Wellness Fair to 
be held outside

On Monday, March 27, in Wygal 
auditorium, Mariah Burton Nelson, 
former women's pro-athlete and na- 
tionally known speaker and author, 
gave an infonnal lecture on feminism, 
women, and sports culture. Burton 
Nelson used this opportunity to pro- 
mote her newest book, "The Stronger 
Women Get, the More Men Love Foot- 
ball." 

She stressed that women's sports 
are "in and of themselves" feminist 
activities. This assumption is based 
this on three reasons. Firsl,women 
gain physical strength in a culture 
where gaining muscles is a radical act 
for women. Secondly, women ath- 
letes learn to enjoy their bodies for the 
way they feel, instead of the way they 
appear to men. Third, bonds form 
between women in a society that en- 
courages women to solely form bonds 
with a significant male. 

This former Stanford basketball 
player had clearly studied up on the 



history of women' s sports and women 
athletes, offering facts and anecdotes 
about women's struggle against the 
male dominated world of sports. She 
mentioned the small fights that women 
have had to undergo to get where they 
are today. For instance, a hundred 
years ago, when the bicycle was in- 
vented, women were discouraged from 
bike riding because of what men 
deemed "their delicate reproductive 
systems." Burton Nelson was quick 
to point out that it is not a woman's 
reproductive system that would be 
damaged by sitting on a bicycle seat. 

The "5 foot, 14 inch" speaker 
cleared up any scariness associated 
with feminism by sU-essing that femi- 
nists only want "power over them- 
selves, not power over men." She fell 
strongly that women need to "define 
themselves for themselves" without 
having their identity decided by their 
culture or their men. 

Male athletes and coaches often 
uphold sexist stereotypes in locker- 
room conversations. Famous athletes, 
such as Charles Barkley, have been 



noted for making off-colored jokes 
about going home to beat their wives. 
She encouraged the male athletes in 
attendance to speak out against sex- 
ism in any situation, including locker- 
rooms and games. 

Pointing out that sports teach im- 
portant lessons. Burton Nelson dis- 
cussed how athletes learn courage, 
self-discipline, and that practice im- 
proves performance. She questioned 
why society would not want women 
to be courageous and self-disciplined, 
furthering her feelings about women 
in sports. It is important, she said, for 
"women to learn how to handle win- 
ning as well as losing," which is in- 
sight that most athletes gain through 
competition. Burton Nelson applied 
these lessons to her own life when she 
made the career change from pro- 
athlete to author. 

Burton Nelson's books, "Are We 
Winning Yet?", and "The Stronger 
Women Get, the More Men Love Foot- 
ball", are available in the Longwood 
College Bookstore.

Patrick Keyser presents endangered 
species issues to student body

On March 23 in Wygal Audito- 
rium, Patrick D. Key,ser, District Wild- 
life Biologist from the Department of 
Game and Inland Fisheries conducted 
a lecture entitled Endangered Spe- 
cies; Government Management and 
other Related Environmental and Eco- 
nomic Issues. 

In his lecture, Keyser presented a 
colorful slide show that showed many 
of the animals that are currently on the 
threatened and endangered lists. In 
Virginia alone, there are approxi- 
mately 1 i 2 threatened or endangered 
species. 



Keyser also discussed the exploi- 
tation and overuse of wildlife in un- 
controlled areas that occurred during 
the early settlement of the United 
States. He stated that, "Landscape Al- 
tercation is largely a contributor to a 
species becoming endangered." 

On a more positive note, Keyser 
discussed many species that have been 
brought back from extinction such as 
the American Elk, WildTurkey , Wood 
duck, Trumpeter swan, and White 
Tailed deer. The most famous of all 
endangered species, the bald eagle, 
has made a remarkable comeback, 
and Keyser said that this was mainly 
due to protection, banning of chemi- 



cals such as DDT, and national inter- 
est. 

He went en to discuss how wildlife 
management helped bring many spe- 
cies back from near extinction. Ac- 
cording to Keyser, there are many 
areas that wildlife management con- 
sists of. These include research, un- 
derstanding animal's habitats, how- 
farming affects wildlife, and the ef- 
fects of regulated hunting. 

Dr. Melanie Marks of the economic 
department, and one of the coordina- 
tors of the lecture, commented, "What 
makes Pat Keyser so impressive is his 
command of the scientific issues as 
well as the economic issues related to 
endangered species." 



HIV/AIDS education on the decline

The Eighth Annual HIV/AIDS 
Update, sponsored by Student Health 
Service, Panhellenic Council and the 
Interfraternity Council, was presented 
by Dr. Richard Keeling this pastTues- 
day, March 28. 

Dr. Richard Keeling is a professor 
of Medicine and Hemotology at the 
University of Wisconsin and Madi- 
son where he is the Director of Health 
Service. He is also Chairman of the 
American College Health Associa- 
tion ,ind Task Force on AIDS. 

.■\ccoiding to Keeling, "the big- 
gest problem to date is the decrease in 
the promotion of AIDS education and 
prevention, because society has be- 
come tired of the HIV/AIDS issue." 

Studies have shown that "know- 
ing ' .ibout AIDS has not effectively 



reduced the spread of the disease. 
Society's "context of thinking" en- 
courages people to act upon what they 
see, not what they know. 

Utilizing attention grabbing slides, 
Keeling explained how the advertise- 
ment industry exploits this "context 
of thinking," glamourizing alcohol 
consumption, promiscuity and even 
date rape. 

Students succumb to the seducing 
advertisements, because they want to 
embody the romanticized images por- 
trayed. As a result, students all over 
the country engage in heavy drinking 
which has been shown to have a high 
correlation with the spread of AIDS, 
because it promotes promiscuity , date 
rape, and muddles decision making 
skills when it comes to safe sex prac- 
tices 



Despite the gloomy news, Keeling 
did point out strategies to help in the 
fight against HI V/ AIDS. He explaine: 
that individuals need to build per- 
sonal strengths by cultivating self- 
esteem, engage in critical thinking, 
and building skill-management tools. 
We also need to recognize a central 
interconnectedness within the com- 
munity by changing the context of our 
thinking and learning to notice am 
care about issues within our commu 
nities. 

Although the living conditions ot 
AIDS victims have improved, not a 
lot of progress has been made within 
the last eight years in combating the 
disease. Unless we need the warnings 
and strive for the edification of oui 
selves and the community, AIDS will 
remain incurable and invincible. 
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ARA, Mortar Board, International 
Studies Hall, Student Health Partners, 
Housekeeping, Rescue Squad, SOAR, 
and Zeta Tau alpha. 

Some of the topics include back 
health, spiritual wellness, AIDS and 
STD's, nutrition, breast canceraware- 
ness, and intellectual wellness. In 
addition, music will be provided by 
WLCX. 

The Wellness Fair will also offer 
an opportunity to win door prizes from 
Paige's, Longwood Bookstore, and 
Chariey's.

LURE Tackling Stereotypes

Tuesday, April 4, L.U.R.E. (Long- 
wood United for Racial Equality) 
sponsored a group discussion on the 
effects of stereotyping among students. 
Guest speaker, Mike Herndon, R.E.C. 
of Frazier dorm, led the discussion. 

Abbie Martin, president of 
L.U.R.E.. started the meeting off by 
listing groups ofpeoplc, from blondes 
to the physically handicapped,that deal 
with prejudice daily due to their racial 
or cultural background as well as their 
sexual orientation; she then had par- 
ticipants brainstorm for specific ste- 
reotypes that society has given to these 
groups. It was not too surprising to 
see that the one thing all these stereo- 
types had in common was that they 
were negative, in some instances cruel, 
as well as completely false. 

In addition to this exercise, 
Herndon created name tags for other 
groups that suffer the effects of ste- 
reotypes, such as campus freshmen, 
homeless people, and even Greeks. 



Participants had a tag placed on their 
backs; and the surrounding people 
reacted to them in a stereotypical 
manner. 

On completion of the exercise, 
reactions were discussed and each per- 
son expressed their feelings concern- 
ing the treatment they received. The 
"deaf girl was tired of everyone yell- 
ing at her; the homeless person was 
hurt by the looks of disgust people 
greeted him with. 

The exercise gave participants a 
little taste of the insensitivity these 
groups face each day and how these 
stereotypes are perpetuated by the 
personal views the groups perceive of 
themselves as a result of society's 
treatment. 

In conclusion, Mike Herndon 
slated, "you know, we can peel these 
labelsoff of ourselves and go on our 
way, but imagine life for those who 
cannot get rid of the labels that society 
has placed on them. They have to live 
with these reactions every day."

At the radio station's budget allo- 
cation hearing on Wednesday , ihe Stu- 
dent Activity Fees Committee iniually 
denied a $2,250 request for concerts 
and another $ 1 ,500 for Bandfest. 

During the hearing SGA President, 
Rob Postel made a reference to the 
station being run by a "Bunch of pot- 
heads." 

This remark did not help matters as 
Postel later clarified that he was only 
relaying st)nie of the perceptions that 
some students have of the station and 
that the opinion was not his own. 

In their meeting on Thursday af- 
ternoon, the SGA and WLCX made a 
preliminary agreement which included 
the allocation of $5,(X)0 to Lancer 
Productions that would be available 
to the radio station for booking con- 
certs. 

Before the meeting, Postel re- 
marked that only one organization 
should be in charge of bringing in 
bands, 

"WLCX can team up with Lancer 
Productions ifthey want," Postel said. 



"I don't want to see Student Activity 
Fees go to these concerts where only 
10 people show up." 

Senior, Mike Klepper, former 
WLCX program director, pointed out 
the need for the station to bring in 
new-up and coming bands. 

"One of the primary functions of 
college radio is to support new music 
by giving some of these bands expo- 
sure," Klepper said. "We have never 
hosted a band where attendance was 
under 200" 

The conflict centered around the 
fact that SGA wanted Lancer Produc- 
tions to handle student events such as 
concerts. Members of WTCX pointed 
t)ut that though LP puts forth a great 
effort in attempting to bring in big 
name acts, the radio station can sup- 
ply smaller bands with greater consis- 
tency.

Yearbook

Longwood College took one step 
toward not having a yearbook this 
week as the SGA's Student Activity 
Fees Committee decided not to allo- 
cate any funds to the Virginian staff 
for the 1995-96 school year. 

"We are not against having a year 
book, " SGA President, Rob Postel 
stated yesterday afternoon. VWe just 
did not approve of giving out funds 
when such a small amount of students 
are actually buy yearbooks." 

The Student Activity Fees Com- 
mittee (SAFC) makes recommenda- 
tions to SGA on the dispersal of these 
funds which are divided among 
Longwood's student organizations. 
All residential students must pay $ 1 20 
per year in student activity fees. 

The committee's decisions are not 
final until their recommendations are 
approved by the student senate at a 
meeting later this month. 



The decision leaves the current 
yearbook staff with only a few op- 
tions. The Virginian can appeal to 
alumni or administration for funding 
or the yearbook could become self- 
sufficient- mainly through advertis- 
ing revenues. 

"We do plan to appeal the deci- 
sion," Virginian Co-Editor, Amy Perry 
said last night. "Right now, the staff is 
brainstorming trying to figure out what 
alternatives we can take." 

This funding cut came on the heals 
of a SAFC decision in which WLCX 
was set to lose its entire concert bud- 
get (including Bandfest funding) of 
$3750. 

According to the yearbook staff, 
the Virginian made a budget request 
for $ [5,000 but were willing to nego- 
tiate for a lower amount if necessary. 
"We were present during the 
WLCX hearing and could see the atti- 
tudes we would be facing," Perry said.

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First Leadership Retreat 
for Longwood Women 
Proves successful

The first Longwood Women's 
Leadership Retreat was held at the 
Twin Lakes Conference Center Sat- 
urday, April L Twenty- four female 
students were invited to attend the 
retreat based on current or potential 
leadership qualities. The day long 
event was coordinated within a three 
week time period, by Zav Dadabhoy, 
Alison Ross, and Laura Shillinger. 
The conference featured such speak- 
ers as Larry Robertson, REC for Curry; 
Dee Rowan, REC for Cox and 
Wheeler; and student development 
educator, Mary Kaye Cochran. 

Robertson began the education 
portion of the day by teaching his 
workshop, "Assertiveness Training." 
In this exercise, the women learned to 
say positive self-statements and were 
tested on their own assertive behav- 
ior. He also presented everyone with 
some tips on how to confront a situa- 
tion in an assertive manner, through 
role playing and short skits. 

The retreat incorporated data re- 
garding males and females in upper- 
level, high paying positions, focusing 
on today ' s corporate world. Although 
Longwood has a predominately fe- 
male student body (averaging around 
63"^ ), Rowan pointed out that only 
one woman holds a Vice Presidential 
position. Phyllis Mable. Facts and 
.statistics about Longwood's faculty 
and administration were proven to 
parallel the inconsistencies in hiring 
women and minorities in today's job 
market. 

Many differences in the way men's 
and women's attitudes are perceived 
in the workplace were addressed as 
well. In an effort to try and erase some 
of these sexist stereotypes, the women 



who attended the retreat were taught 
ways to be aggressive and assertive 
when looking to achieve leadership 
positions. The workshop presented 
by Cochran and Laurie Southall also 
stressed the need for creativity which 
they assured us everyone possesses. 
From the reaction of the group as a 
whole, the retreat seemed to be a huge 
success. After being given the chance 
to break into small groups and brain- 
storm about what women at Long- 
wood can do about the problem of 
discrimination, the idea for a new 
Women's Leadership Coalition was 
examined. 

Melody Merin, a sophomore who 
attended the retreat, said, "this group 
is something that Longwood needs. It 
is a good start, a good idea, and people 
took charge which motivated every- 
one else." 

Along that same line, Judy Carroll, 
a freshman Honors Student who at- 
tended the retreat, said it was produc- 
tive and allowed people to brainstorm 
their ideas. "Hopefully we will get 
something strong started to which the 
rest of the women at Longwood will 
have a positive response." 

For putting together such an event 
in such a short amount of time, its 
coordinators should be extremely 
proud and pleased. The retreat was a 
complete success and rallied a lot of 
positive energy from the women who 
attended. Erin Stephens, a freshman 
who went to Twin Lakes as well, 
stated after arriving back on campus, 
"in the future I hope to see more 
women getting involved at Long- 
wood."

Longwood's radio station, WLCX, 
is set up in its new location and back 
t)n the air as of March 3, according to 
Beth Camillo.

Camillo said the plan to re-locale 
the station has been in the works for a 
long time, but was not put into action 
until a few months ago.

General District Court Judge, Wil- 
liam Hay Jr., has refused to uphold a 
new law. This law went into effect 
January 1, concerning drinking and 
driving. It allows police officers to 
temporarily revoke the license of a 
driver, who has been caught driving 
with a .08 Blood Alcohol Level, or 
has refused to take the breath-alizer 
test, for a period of one week. 

Hay ordered law enforcement offi- 
cials in Prince Edward County, Char- 
lotte County, and Lunenburg County 
to stop enforcing the new law. Hay 
does not want the law enforced be- 
cause he thinks it is unconstitutional. 
He told the Farmville Herald, that he 
believes "it violates the due process 
clause of the U.S. Constitution, which 
calls for a hearing and the opportunity 



foradefense before property is seized." 
Heated debates have erupted ever 
since Hay issued his order to law 
officers. Attorney General, James 
Gilmore III, has started a petition to 
overturn the order. 

It was stated in the Herald that, 
"another judge. George W. Harris, 
ruled that the administration revoca- 
tion, coupled with a drunk driving 
charge is punishing someone twice 
for the same crime, or double jeop- 
ardy, which is prohibited by the con- 
stitution." 

The question remains, is Judge 
Hay protecting the constitutional rights 
of citizens? The answer to that ques- 
tion and also what the outcome of this 
debate will be lies in the future, sojust 
sit back and watch.

The 
second speaker, Esther Kutner, is an 
actual survivor of Auschwitzand other 
concentration camps. She will be 
speaking about her Holocaust experi- 
ences at the forum. Both speakers will 
give a fifteen minute presentation fol- 
lowed by a session where the panel 
will an.swer any questions the audi- 
ence might have concerning the Holo- 
caust. This forum is the culmination 
of a series of events that have been 
happening this semester recognizing 
the fiftieth anniversary of the libera- 
tion of the concentration camps by 
American soldiers. The purpose of 
this forum, according to Dr. Robert F. 
Pace, the Faculty Advisor of Phi 
Alpha Theta, is to inform people about 
the Holocaust and show its personal 
side as well. Other events of the 
Holocaust Series this semester in- 
cluded the showing of the movie 
Schindler's List and a trip to the 
Holocaust Museum in Washington 
DC. Dr. Pace felt that there was a 
great need to inform Longwood stu- 
dents about the Holocaust. In a recent 
survey of Americans, the Roper Orga- 
nization found out that some 22% of 
respondents said, "It seemed possible 
that the extermination of the Jews 



never happened" ,<\noihei I", s.iid 
that they didn't know ansthmi: ahmit 
the Holocaust. Also, in the survey, it 
stated that more than hall ol all high 
school students don ' t ev en know what 
the word "Holocaust" means. 

Now, with the increase in the num- 
ber of youths joining hate groups, like 
the skin-heads, there is a due need to 
infonn young people of the Holo- 
caust. Holocaust-denial advertise- 
ments that continue popping up in 
campus newspapers .icross the coun- 
try also contribute to this need lor 
Holocaust education. I'here remains 
an urgency to infomi our youths of 
the horrors of the Holocaust, sinee 
there are very few survivors ot this 
historical era Laura Shapiro, in her 
book Denving the Holocaust , sums it 
up best when she says, 'When the last 
survivors cease to hear living witness 
of the Holocaust, will enough people 
still care to insist that what happened, 
happened. Silence is the ulliiiiale de- 
nial!'

He does what I do, 
guitarist solo singer. . . and I play all 
the acoustic guitar and do all the vo- 
cals.

Kutner's address commemorates the 50 year 
anniversary of Auschwitz liberation

Longwood's History Honor Soci- 
ety, Phi Alpha Theta, hosted a lecture 
Wednesday night commemorating the 
50 year anniversary of the liberation 
of the Concentration Camps of Nazi 
Gemiany. 

Phi Alpha Theta invited Dr. Charles 
Sydnor, President of Richmond's 
WC VE TV, and Esther Kutner, a Jew- 
ish Holocaust survivor, to speak at the 
lecture. 

Dr. Sydnor is a former professor of 
Longwood College. He is an expert 
on the Holocaust and Nazi Germany 
and travels to many schools lecturing 
on the German Government. He spoke 
on the background of the Nazi move- 
ment and on his continuing research 
of the Holocaust. Dr. Sydnor was a 
very informative and impressive 
speaker. 

Mrs. Kutner spoke with the audi- 
ence about her experiences during 
World War 11. In 1939, she was torn 
away from her home in the ghettos of 
Poland as a twelve year old child. She 
recalled her trip to the concentration 
camps and her arrival at Auschwitz 
where her entire family was taken out 
of her life. 

She shared her memories of the 
cold winters she spent looking death 
straight m the face, and her dreams of

someday reaching freedom. 

Mrs. Kutner escaped her life as a 
prisoner of war, and came to America 
in 1949 to rebuild her life and start a 
family. She said she still finds herself 
amazed at the amount of freedom she 
has. 

She thought she would never be 
able to come and go as she pleases; 
something we take for granted every 
day as Americans. Her words sparked 



a sense of pride in the audience. She 
offered us the realization of how pre- 
cious our freedom really is, and how 
we should appreciate the fact that we 
are citizens of a great nation. 

Mrs. Kutner's speech was an in- 
spiration to all those who attended the 
lecture. The Holocaust is surely some- 
thing she will neverforget; and through 
her, we should realize that we too, 
need to remember.

Svetlana Durkovic- Currently involved with Long Island University's dan "Slic appears tu be blessed with 
Friends World Program in Kenya a certain grate and dignity, and a 




reserve of strength. 

"She's unflappable; crises don't 
seem to throw her off-stride." 

Svetlana, 20, has made the Dean's 
List in three of her five semesters, 
boasts the fourth highest academic 
average among Longwood's 44 an- 
thropology majors, and along with 
two other students, left for Kenya Sept.

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Stalvey gives powerful 
message on racism

i.asi Thursday night, Ms. Lois 
Mark Stalvey, author and tivil rights 
activist, spoke to a small audience in 
Wygal Auditonuni. Although the 
number of people in attendance was 
less than favorable, Stalvey delivered 
her message with clarity and without 
hesitation. 

The bulk of Ms. Stalvey's discus- 
sion was simply a reader's digest ver- 
sion ol the experiences which she 
discussed in her book. The Education 
ol a Wasp . Surprisingly, at no time 
during her visit did she ever claim to 
be a hero, or even a civil rights activ- 
ist. She did however, clear the air 
concerning her own ethnic and racial 
beliefs early on by stating, "I am rac- 
ist, simply because I was taught to be 
a racist." According to Stalvey, the 
educational system in the United 
States, so far as she has seen, teaches 
every individual to be racist because, 
many cultures are simply ignored in 
lt)e curriculum. To support this claim. 



the author/lecturer pointed to fairy 
tales which hardly ever portray dark 
skinned heroes. 

After a short synopsis of her book 
and other related experiences, Stalvey 
opened the floor up to questions. The 
most surprising part oflhe night came 
when a women in the audience asked 
if, at any time during her fight for 
equality, she had ever feared for her 
life. With a look of slight confusion, 
Stalvey answered, "no - not ever," in 
a tone that made the whole affair seem 
so trivial. 

Before hearing Stalvey talk, I had 
pictured her to be this gigantic omni- 
present all powerful women who could 

crumble the largest affront to civil 
rights with a single stroke of her pen. 
Now that I have seen her, it seems to 
me, that she has this almost Forrest 
Gump appeal to her. Lois Stalvey is 
no superhero, as I had thought. She is 
simply your average wife and mother, 
who saw something wrong with the 
world and has tried her best to fix it.

college students were there last se- 
mester; only eight are left, Dr. Jordan 
said. 

Svetlana- the only one among the 
three Longwood students who didn't 
get malaria initially- studied swahili 
by living with a family near Machakos 
from her arrival through mid- Novem- 
ber. She has also spent time in 
Mombasa a predominantly Muslim 
city in southeastern Kenya on the coast. 
Last November she attended a lecture 
in Nairobi by Dr. Richard Leakey, a 
renowned paleo-anthropologist who 
is director of the National Museum of 
Keqya. 

She is working on Projects involv- 
ing rock art of Kenya and neighboring 
Tanzania, and prehistoric archeologi- 
cal sites in Kenya. She will also do an 
internship at the National Museum of 
Kenya. 

"We've learned a lot here. Each 
day we learn something new," she 
said. 

She returned to the former Yugo- 
slavia over Christmas to visit her sis- 
ter and the families of both parents. 
Seeing her parents was out of the 
question: Sarajevo is blockaded; also, 
she would have relinquished her po- 
litical asylum status by returning to 
Bosnia. 

She flew Dec. 23 from Kenya to 
Sofia, Bulgaria, then after visiting a 
cousin in Belgrade, took a .seven-and- 
a-half hour train ride to Montenegro, 



which is a part of Serbia. She spent 
three weeks with her sister, Suzanna, 
who's expecting her first baby at the 
end of April, and alst) visited her 
father's family. 

"There's no war in Montenegro, 
but there's a lot of crime there," she 
said. "There's a lot of people running 
around with guns, killing each other. 
It's not a safe place, like it used to be." 

Montenegro is in the southwestern 
corner of what was once Yugoslavia, 
bordering Albania and the Adriatic 
Sea. 

After returning by train to Belgrade, 
which had been the Yugoslavian capi- 
tal, Svedana took a seven-hour bus 
trip to the boarder of Serbia and 
Macedonia, hoping to get into 
Macedonia to visit her mother's rela- 
tives. Macedonia has declared its 
independence and closed its boarders 
to refugees; still, Svetlana didn't an- 
ticipate any problems. 

"When I arrived at 10;00p.m., they 
went ihroughe very body 'spapers, then 
made me get off the bus and take ail of 
my things off the bus. They didn't like 
the fact that I was a Bosnian refugee; 
you need special permission to get 
into Macedonia. 

"I told them that I was half- 
Macidonian and had nowhere else to 
go, but they wouldn't let me in. I 
asked if I could wait inside the office, 
but they made me wait outside. It was 
cold and icy. All I had on was a rain 



jacket and another jacket; I was freez- 
ing. 

"The bus was going to Skopje, the 
capital of Macedonia, about an hour 
away, where a cousin of mine was 
waiting. I called him and spoke with 
his wife, who got the me.siage to him. 
He and a friend drove to the boarder 
and met me at about 1 :00a.m., then 
drove me to a town called Vranje, 
where I checked into a hotel at 3a.m. 
This was a Thursday night-Friday 
morning, so I had to get everything 
straitened out by that Friday, January 
27, or I would have to wait there over 
the weekend. He was able to get 
everything settled that day- they re- 
ceived official documentation that I 
was half-Macedonian- and I as able to 
enter Macedonia." 

Macedonia, in the southeastern part 
of the former Yugoslavia, is bordered 
primarily by Greece, and also by Bul- 
garia and Albania. 

"Macedonia is much better of than 
Montenegro, which has sanctions, 
there is no electricity for six hours a 
day, and no imports or exports." 

She left Feb. 8, for Sofia- a week 
later than planned, because of prob- 
lems with the travel agency- then re- 
turned to Kenya, where she will work 
on her projects until the program ends 
Mav 12.

Toms, who has 42 runs 
this season, broke the record of 162 
shared by Dennis Lefiwich ( 1 983-86) 
and Marty Ford (1984-86). 

"Jeff had an incredible week for 
us with clutch at-bats and great de- 
fense too," said Longwood coach 
Buddy Bolding. "He's a great leader. 
Jeff rises to the occasion to help the 
team." 

Longwood's leadoff batter the 
past three seasons, Toms is currendy 



hitting .422 with 20 RBIs, 1 5 doubles 
and 18 stolen bases in 20 attempts. 

Chosen as a preseason NCAA 
Division II All-American by the 
ABCA, Jeff is one of a few Longwcxxi 
players to serve as a captain three 
years. He has been a starter four 
seasons - one at second base and three 
at shortstop. He has accumulated 163 
runs, 189 hits, 38 doubles and 14 
homers in his career. 

Lancer co-MVP last season, 
Toms was voted first team All-North 
Atlantic Region. He led the team in 
at-bats ( 141 ), runs (43), doubles (12), 
stolen bases (21-21) and assists (96) 
while tying for lead in hits with 46. 

A graduate of Charlottesville 
High School, he was a two-year MVP 
and team captain at Charlottesville 
High. Central Virginia Player of the 
Year in 1991 after hitting 381, he 
earned all-district honors his last two 
years. His parents are Bruce and 
Carolyn Toms.

Longwood won what amounted 
to a pair of home run derby contests 
Sunday afiernoon at Petersburg's 
McKenzie Field and beat home stand- 
ing Virginia State 22- 1 5 and 1 7-4 in a 
college baseball doubleheader. The 
Lancers hit 10 homers to better the 
Trojans' five circuit clouts. 

In the opening 22-15 triumph, 
Longwood had a school record 27 
hits, besting the mark of 25 which was 
set in 1984 against Maryland Balti- 
more County. Sophomore first 
baseman Kevin Cox had a perfect 5-5 
showing at the plate with five RBIs in 
the opener, tying the Lancer record 
for hits in a game.

Kaempfer 
lectures on 
importance 
of foreign 
policy

On Monday, April 10, at 7:30 p.m 
Dr. William Kaempfer, an accom- 
plished economist in international 
trade, spoke in Wygal for the second 
and last of this semester's Simkins 
Lectures sponsored by the History 
and Economics Departments. Dr. 
Kaempfer currently teaches Econom 
ics at the University of Colorado in 
Boulder, concentrating in the areas of 
international trade theory, public 
choice theory featunng the realm of 
politics and government, and the ap- 
plication of trade sanctions. Dr 
Kaempfer has a total of fifty publica- 
tions under his belt, including two 
books, one being an upper-level col- 
lege textbook. 

In his discussion, Dr. Kaempfer 
posed two pertinent questions: "When 
are sanctions likely to be success- 
ful?", and "Do we need some sort of 
increased structure in sanctions as a 
policy?" Dr. Kaempfer began with 
citing some specific success stories 
such as the anti-apartheid sanctions in 
South Africa and Ronald Reagan's 
economic sanctions with Nicaragua. 
Dr. Kaempfer does admit, however, 
that these policies "can seem counter- 
productive or as outright failures" at 
times when considering our attempts 
in Serbia and Haiti. 

Dr. Kaempfer continued to explain 
that it is not possible to expect total 
success in any type of sanction policy. 
He did try to make points that there are 
specific circumstances that can cause 
a sanction to be more successful. Some 
ideas mentioned by Dr. Kaempfer 
when sanctions prove to be better, is 
when the target nation is one we would 
describe as "friendly", and when a 

sanction is undenaken in a context 
where there is already political oppo- 
sition. 

Dr. Kaempfer concluded his speech 
with assunng us that the object of 
sanctions is to try and make a change 
in policy, not to penalize or punish. 
He aKso warned us not tu expect sanc- 
tions to replace other policies and to 
Uvoid their overuse. "They should not 
|be used as a centerpiece", he said. 
After his speech the floor was 
:ned for brief questions. A recep- 
lion was held in the Haga Room of 
Wygal immediately following where 
students and other interested persons 
were invited to speak freely with Dr. 
Kaempfer about his topic. Tlus, the 
last of the Simkins Lectures, was 
highly informative and targeted a 
growing interest in American eco- 
nomics 



numbers on a five dollar bill, names 
on identification cards, and identified 
objects placed in front of his hands 
while his eyes were taped and blind- 
folded. Gasps (and a few obscenities) 
travelled through the audience as 
Karges lifted a table by merely plac- 
ing his fingertips on its surface and 
knocking over a block of wood with- 
out touching it. 

Evidently, his show is a hit wher- 
ever his mind wanders. Karges' mer- 
its include receiving the 1994 Variety 
Performer of the Year from the Na- 
tional Association for Campus Ac- 
tivities (NACA), Entertainer of the 
Year from the International Psychic 
Entertainers, and he is a Certified 
Speaking Professional of the National 
Speakers Association. 



Karges displays his remarkable 
abilities in colleges all over the coun- 
tr>', not with the intent to have them 
believe he has some secret connection 
with divine forces. "I do not possess 
supernatural powers, nor do I perform 
as apsychic, spiritualist ormagician," 
he states. Rather, according to Alicia 
Parrish, writer for the Variety/Corpo- 
rate Entertainment magazine, 
"Karges' objective is to motivate his 
audience in an entertaining fashion 
through his performance, which is a 
hybrid between psychology, show- 
manship and natural intuitive abili- 
ties." 

This ambition to have his audience 
recognize the possibilities inherent 
within exploring their full mental po- 
tential is apparent when he gave Long- 



wood students an inspiring talk at the 
end of his perfomiance. "We use only 
1 to 20 percent of our minds. Think 
about the capabilities existing in that 
80 to 90 percent controlled by our 
subconscious. The most extraordi- 
nary phenomena is the power of the 
human mind... Ordinary people are 
capable of extraordinary results be- 
cause we all possess extraordinary 
mental capabilities, which we have 
not learned to develop and use." 

Witnessing his mental demonstra- 
tions inspire visions of the outstand- 
ing progress and productivity our so- 
ciety could achieve if we could only 
learn to focus our mental energy for 
the purpose of the edification of our 
ourselves and our environment. 



Boys Next Door takes over

The first scene of the show 
portrays Wiggins return from the gro- 
cery store at which he was tricked into 
buying, among other things, seven 
boxes of Wheaties cereal. Though he 



does not seem slow or mentally handi- 
capped when he first enters, it be- 
comes apparent that he has a few 
problems dealing with society. His 
antics with co-stars Brent Fox (as 
Norman Bulansky ) and Martin Mont- 
gomery (as Lucien P. Smith) are as 
fast-paced and entertaining as the 
Three Stooges. While Wiggins is 
trying to make it in society as a janitor 
in a movie theater, Norman Bulansky 
is working in a donut shop, the only 
flaw in that being that he brings too 
many donuts home from work and is 
gaining weight. He dabbles in the 
world of romance, his girlfriend Sheila 
(played by Jennifer Ann Bryant), is 
also mentally disabled and the bud- 
ding relationship is very innocent and 
funny to watch. Lucien Smith is an 
amusing character, but he is loo handi- 
capped to hold any type of job and 
must appear in front of the Senate so 
that he can become a ward of the state. 
The humorous characters are 



balanced by the more serious Robert 
Gray who play Barry Klemper, a man 
who was abused as a child and who 
searches for his sense of self-worth 
and usefulness. Klemper believes him- 
self to be a golf-pro and his serious 
concentration on the sport offers a 
good balance lo the other three men. 
The care taker. Jack Palmer, balances 
out the play as well as Gray's charac- 
ter. Played by Ransford Doherty, 
Palmer is the sane voice in this world 
of the mentally handicapped. 
Doherty "s performance gave much 
insight into the difficult and mind- 
boggling job of caring for people with 
mental difficulty. 

The Boys Next Door handled 
the subject of mentally disabled people 
in a humorous and caring way, help- 
ing the audience to feel more comfort- 
able with this difficult subject matter 
while showing them how difficult it 
can be. To entertain and teach at the 
same lime can be a hard task and this 
producUon was able lo achieve both.

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Adusei leads Cocoa Research

Dr. Edward Adusei, Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Economics and Finance at 
Longwood College, was recently 
awarded a $70,000 intemational re- 
search grant from the American Co- 
coa Research Institute. This private 
institution is sponsoring research of 
cocoa imported from Ghana, West 
Africa to the United States. It seemed 
only natural for Adusei, who is origi- 
nally from Ghana, to undertake such a 
project. His research found its begin- 
nings with his graduate studies at Vir- 
ginia Tech. Furthering his research at 
Longwood, Adusei, among other re- 
searchers, will review the scientific 
and business components of this 
project. 

The scientific aspect includes try- 
ing to find a biological control for the 
pests known as capsids. The male of 
this species feeds on and destroys the 
cocoa plant. Adusei, with the help of 
Dr. Beatrice Padi from the Cocoa 
Research Institute of Ghana, has de- 
vised a solution to this pesky problem. 
The solution would entail using sex 
pheromones present in the female 
capsid to entrap and destroy the male. 
Once the males are eliminated, the 
females remain sterile and no longer 
pose a threat to the crop. This method 
would eliminate the use of pesticides, 
improving both the life and quality of 
the cocoa plants. 

The business component involves 
reviewing the advantages and disad- 
vantages of this strategy. The re- 
search team will attempt this by test- 
ing the marketing, financial and eco- 
nomic aspects of this endeavor. 

If this smaller portion of the project 
is a success, the American Research 



Institute will disperse the estimated 
sum of $69,000 yearly, in an effort to 
further the productivity of this re- 
search. 

Adusei will not have to leave Farm- 
ville while this project is underway. 
The various research materials and 
information will be shipped between 
Longwood and Ghana for the dura- 
tion of this project. Although, Adusei 
says he may travel to Ghana during 
the summer months. 

Adusei feels that without the help 
of Berkwood Farmer, Dean of the 
School of Business and Economics, 
and Dr. Raymond Brastow, Chair of 
the Department of Business and Eco- 
nomics, he would not have been able 
to come this far with his research. 

"They have been extremely help- 
ful to me in encouraging me to con- 
tinue with this project." 

Adusei is also grateful to 
Longwoods President Dorrill for his 
contributions to the program. Both 
Dorrill and Farmer visited Ghana this 
previous summer in a continuous ef- 
fort to support Adusei's research. The 
duration of this project is estimated to 
be three years. Longwood, however, 
will continue to work closely with the 
Cocoa Research Institute of Ghana far 
into the future. 

Not only is Adusei making an im- 
pact on his students here at Long- 
wood, he is making an impact on the 
world's economy as well. 

Through the use of Adusei's re- 
search the survival of cocoa crops will 
be on the rise. Depending upon the 
success of this project, Adusei's ideas 
could possibly be applied to salvage 
plants other than cocoa some time in 
the near future.

After an unscheduled executive 
session of the Academic Affairs Coiti- 
mittee Friday, April 21, the regularly 
scheduled 3 p.m. Student Affairs Com- 
mittee was finally called to order. The 
meeting, heldat 3:40p.m. in the Prince 
Edward Room, began with the atti- 
tude "let's get it over with," as one 
member stated. 

The first order of business was 
next fall's admissions enrollment, A 
large number of upper-classmen will 
be returning with at least 100 above 
last year's count and Longwood's 
highest numbers ever. Summer en- 
rollment has also increased this year. 
There has been a struggle with new 
student application levels, being down 
about 50 freshman applicants thus far. 
Transfer applications have also been 
slow with a surprising increase in out- 
of-state applicants. The Director of 
Admissions, Robert Chonko, stated 
that "we'll all [Virginia state colleges] 
be spending big bucks on out-of-state 
students" for next fall's recruitment. 

Our first ever attempt at Junior 
Open Houses proved successful and 
gave the Admissions faculty a better 
feeling for fall of 1996. 



Some committee members sug- 
gested using more resources to target 
the Northern Virginia, Richmond and 
Tidewater areas for new students as 
well as adding the Lynchburg area to 
the list. The comment was made by 
one committee member and Long- 
wood graduate from Lynchburg that 
Longwood is not a socially acceptable 
college in the eyes of parents and 
students in Lynchburg. These stu- 
dents tend to go to Mary Washington 

in Fredericksburg. 

Financial Aid Projections were then 
brought to the table. The aggregate 
need for monetary assistance has in- 
creased to well over $6 million. Stu- 
dents are graduating with the average 
debt of $9,112. Since Longwood 
College is a public institution and 
promotes the idea that education 
should be available to all, the costs are 
rapidly accelerating the indebtedness 
of our students. 

The Cashiering Office will be join- 
ing forces with Crestar and Central 
Fidelity banks to improve the Stafford 
Loan process. This collaborative ef- 
fort is being made in the hopes that 
lines at the Cashier's Office will de- 
crease and refunds will be given faster.

Dorrill Retires

Dr. Dorrill has been the President 
of Longwood college for eight years 
now. He announced his retirement to 
the Board of Visitors last weekend. 
Although Dorrill is retiring from his 
administrative duties, he will be join- 
ing the teaching faculty here at Long- 
wood. 

Dorrill grew up in Texas and went 
to Baylor University. He met his wife 
there and they got married their Junior 
year. From Baylor, Dorrill went to get 
his masters at the University of Vir- 
ginia in Foreign Affairs. His work at 
I'VA awarded him a scholarship to 
study in Australia. Dorrill received 
hi^ doctorate in History and Political 
S. lonce. 

When Dorrill finished .school he 
weni to work for a company called 
RAND (research and development) 
inCiliforniaand Washington. He left 
RANI ) during the time of the Vietnam 
conflict. He wanted to go to a place to 
have more freedom to express his 
ideas He accepted a position as a 
visiting professor at the University of 
Pittsburgh. He enjoyed teaching there 
immensilv and he ended up .staying 
there tor tunc years. He became the 
Director ot the East Asian center and 
a member iif the Political Science 
Department After his nine year stay 
at the University of Pittsburgh, he 
became the Dean of Arts and Sci- 



ences at the University of Ohio. He 
was there for seven years. From Ohio, 
Dorrill went to Louisville University 
and became Provost for the Univer- 
sity. As Provost he was given more 
power than just one Vice President of 
a specific department. He was re- 
sponsible for all faculties of the Uni- 
versity. Dorrill liked the job a lot, but 
wanted to be a president of a college. 
Dorrill had never been to a small 
school, but after interviewing for the 
position he really wanted to be a part 
of the Longwood community. 

Since Dorrill has been President at 
LWC he has seen a lot of changes. 
When he came to Longwood it was 
considered "chancey" that a phone 
call on campus would go through. 
The equipment here has greatly im- 
proved. Our telecommunications is 
the envy of many institutions. There 
has been the adoption of additional 
general education requirements, as 
well as internationali/.ing the curricu- 
lum. During his presidency, the stu- 
dent population grew considerably. 
Dorrill stressed that he doesn't want 
the increase in numbers decrease the 
quality of education. As of now, 80% 
of the Freshman entering Longwood 
graduate from Longwood. As well as 
the student population growing, the 
campus IS expanding At a time when 
most schools are at a stand still with

Board of Visitors revises meal plan 
-- tuition to increace 2.97%

This past Friday the Board 
of Visitors met at Longwood College. 
The quarterly meeting began at 9 a.m. 
with an agenda including discussion 
of tuition and fees for next year, the 
1995/96 operating budget, updates on 
campus facilities, services, and new 
construction. 

As soon as the meeting was 
called to order. Rick Hurley went over 
the financial report for the first nine 
months of the Fiscal Year. While 
reading off figures, he fielded ques- 
tions from members of the board. One 
such question centered on why there 
was only 8% of the dining hall budget 
left with 25% of the Fiscal Year to go. 
Hurley explained this by stating that 
this was due to the $200,000 initial 
payment made to ARA at the onset of 
the contract. Dr. Dorrill added that, 
"In terms of Longwood's finances 
everything is in order." At the end of 
his report. Hurley assured the board 
that, "We will finish the year with a 
balanced budget." 

As expected, tuition and fees will 
rise for 95/96, but it will be well under 
the 3% government cap. This in- 
crease will not affect room or board. 
"We are trying to keep increases as 
low as possible," commented Presi- 
dent Dorrill. He went on to say, " We 
were authorized a higher increase in 
the out-of-state tuition rate, but we 
chose not to make that raise, unlike 
Mary Washington and UVA. " 

Rick Hurley added, "This will help 
keep us competitive with out-of-state 



students, Longwood' s out-of-state and 
international student populations are 
not where we would like them to be." 
A motion was proposed and car- 
ried to approve the tuition increases. 

Construction on the new din- 
ing hall is on-line. It will take the 
place of the basketball courts next to 
Her Gym and a portion of Her field. 
The project will begin this summer. 
While we will be paying for the dining 
hall for years to come, the balance on 
all Grainger renovations has finally 
reached .$0. Lancaster is still incom- 
plete but on schedule. Longwood is 
still pursuing the project of acquiring 
the land between the Baseball field 
and the elementary school for a 
women's softball field. The idea of 
upgrading theelecU-ical system, which 
is 35 years old, was proposed. 

In the area of services, there 
will be a new 14 meal plan introduced 
in the fall of 95. This 14 meal plan will 
cost more than the 15 meal plan be- 
cause it also includes $100 of credit 
that the student can use to purchase 
other combinations of meals. Rick 
Hurley recognized that students have 
been pushing for a little more variety 
in the structuring of meal plans. He 
went on to say, "We've heard sugges- 
tions such as a 10 meal plan, but we 
have to seriously consider the finan- 
cial effect that it would have on our 
revenue." More good news for stu- 
dents was the decision not to charge a 
fee forthe voice mail service. On that 
note, the "Board of Visitors brought 
their meeting to a close.

On Friday, April 21 , the Board of 
Visitors Academic Affairs Commit- 
tee met in the Prince Edward Room of 
the Blackwell Dining Hall. The meet- 
ing, scheduled for 1 p.m., was eventu- 
ally called to order at 1:15 p.m. by the 
committee chair. 

The first part of the meeting was 
lead by Vice President of Academic 
Affairs, Dr. Darryl Poole, and began 
with recommendations for candidates 
up for promotions to assistant profes- 
sor. The motion was made and passed 
to take it to Saturday's Board of Visi- 
tors' Meeting. 

Recommendations were then made 
for tenure candidates with strong com- 
mendations by Dr. Poole for Dr. Neil 
Humphreys, professor in the Business 
and Economics Department, and Dr. 
Rodena Ellerbe, professor in the Soci- 
ology and Anthropology Department. 
The question was raised by one com- 
mittee member about the peculiarity 
of recommending Humphreys, who 
has only been teaching at Longwood 
for two years. Dr. Poole responded by 
saying "it is not usual, but not un- 
known. I think he's proven himself." 
Dr William F. Dorrill, President of 
Longwood College, added that "he 
[Humphreys] recruited at the senior 
rank." After more discussion, the 
proposals were moved to the Board of 
Visitors' Meeting. 

New faculty member recruitment 
and associate professor promotions 
were then brought to the table. It was 



recommended that Frances Hamlett, 
Director of the Learning Center, be 
recognized for her hard work and dedi- 
cation with the title of associate pro- 
fessor upon her retirement this year. 
The hot topic of the afternoon was 
the Restructuring Plan and the issue of 
increased technology on Longwood' s 
campus. Plans with Rick Hurley, Vice 
President for Business and Legisla- 
ti\'e Affairs, are in the works to find 
funding for an Instructional Techno- 
logical Lab in Hiner. The goal is to 
increase faculty competence and teach 
them to better use what is now avail- 
able. 

Reduction of Curriculum hours was 
mentioned with the idea that gradua- 
tion requirements be decreased to 1 20 
hours. This will most likely be done 
by eliminating electives. The Liberal 
Studies program is finding some diffi- 
culties in cutting its requirements. 

The School of Business is being 
reorganized as of July 1. They will 
become a school without departments. 

The meeting was concluded with, 
the topic of post-tenure review. There 
have been revisions made that will 
guarantee optimal faculty perfor- 
mance. 

Dr. Carolyn Wells, Chair of the 
Natural Sciences Department, men- 
tioned that we should "be proud of the 
quality of our faculty." 

Dr. Dorrill added that we should 
not "expect to see a lot of people 
rubbed out. Instead what you will see 
is people shaping up." On this note, 
the meeting was adjourned.

Colvin has earned a Bachelor of 
Arts degree in Social Sciences from 
Missouri Valley College, a Master's 
degree of Education from NC State at 
Raleigh, and has taught at Carnegie 
Mellon University as an Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Military Science. 

During his career, Colvin has 
served overseas in Hawaii, South 
Korea, and Panama. While stationed 
in Hawaii, Colvin was in charge of a 
combat engineercompany (1 80 men). 
His company was involved in such 
duties as disaster relief from Hurri- 
cane Eva in 1 982 to building a pen for 
an elephant the Indian Prime Minister 
brought to the Honolulu Zoo. In ap- 
preciation for his company ' s prepared- 
ness, he was nominated for the Itschner 
Award, which is given to the best 
engineer company in the Army. 
Colvin' s company came in sixth out 



of 108 companies. 

Colvin also helped employ an en- 
ergy conservation program for chil- 
dren called "Captain Energy". The 
"Captain Energy" program was suc- 
cessful in saving $750,000 in energy 
cost. Colvin was presented an award 
by the Secretary of Energy for his 
effort in 1983. 

Colvin's second overseas assign- 
ment was in South Korea where he 
was the Master Planner for the 2nd 
Infantry Division and the 8th Army 
Headquarters project planner. 

Colvin's last assignment, before 
coming to Longwood College, was in 
Panama where he was the Director of 
Engineering and Housing. Colvin's 
main duties were to repair buildings 
and structures and then turn them 
over to the Panamanian government. 
Colvin stated his greatest accompIi.sh- 
ment while in Panama was the repair 
and donation of the Coco-Solo Hospi- 
tal to former President Andara. 

Next semester, Colvin will be in- 
structing the Sophomores and Seniors 
in the ROTC program. Instructing the 
Freshmen and Juniors will be Ser- 
geant First Class Ostermann from Ft. 
Stewart, Georgia.
